S 1122. BINGO STUDY RECOMMENDATIONS. TO RECODIFY EXISTING BINGO STATUTES AND TO 
REGULATE COMMERCIAL BINGO. Repeals GS 14-309.5 through 14-309.14 and rewrites Part 2 of Art. 37 of 
GS Ch. 14. 

Bingo Commission. Creates independent, fee-supported NC State Bingo Comm'n consisting of three 
members appointed for three-year terms (after initial staggering established). One member will be appointed by 
Governor, one by General Assembly on recommendation of Speaker, and one by General Assembly on ( 
recommendation of President Pro Tem. Members serve without pay. Comm'n has authority to regulate all forms of 
bingo and to issue rules pursuant to Administrative Procedure Act. 

Charitable bingo. Authorizes specified nonprofit organizations to conduct bingo games as fund-raising activity, 
including organizations exempt from federal income tax or exempt from taxation under NC law as bona fide 
nonprofit charitable, civic, fraternal, patriotic, religious, or veterans’ organization, volunteer fire dep’t, or volunteer 
rescue squad. Organization must have been in existence for one year in county where games are conducted. 
Requires annual or special license for each location. Comm’n may set annual license fee not to exceed $300. 
Special licenses for one or two games per year may be issued for $100 fee. Organization must have a special 
bingo committee of at least three members who are responsible for complying with relevant law and rules. 
Organization may pay one member on hourly basis for conducting bingo sessions, but not more than 1.5 times the 
existing NC minimum wage. Prohibits organization from contracting with anyone for purpose of conducting bingo 
sessions, and requires that sessions be conducted on property owned or leased by the organization directly. 
Places limits on amount of rent that can be paid for leased premises. Limits number of games per week, length of 
a session, and other operational details. If organization conducts two bingo sessions during a week, maximum 
prize for any one game is $750, and maximum aggregate amount of prizes limited to $2,000; if only one game 
conducted per week, aggregate limit is $3,000. Specifies purposes for which organization may disburse funds. 
Prohibits use of proceeds for social functions for members of the organization. Requires audit of bingo accounts. 
Requires that any session open to anyone other than members of the organization and immediate family must be 
open to general public. 

Commercial bingo (formerly, “beach bingo’). Authorizes Comm'n to issue license for commercial bingo 
business and to set annual fee, not to exceed $500. Requires business to have designated agent. Regulates 
locations. Allows issuance of special licenses for one or two games per year for $100 fee. Allows commercial 
bingo sessions only on days, at locations, and at times approved by Comm'n and listed on license. Limits 
maximum prize per game in cash or merchandise to $20. 

Enforcement. Upon finding probable cause that licensee has violated law or Comm'n rules, Comm'n may 
seize license for up to 30 days before holding fact-finding hearing, and may issue order imposing civil penalty of up J 
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to $1,000 per violation. Willful violation of most portions of statute constitutes Class 2 misdemeanor; willful 
violation of statutory limits on prizes is Class | felony.

S 1124. TEACHER CERTIFICATION WAIVERS. TO ALLOW LOCAL BOARDS OF EDUCATION TO EMPLOY 
TEACHERS WHO ARE LEGALLY CERTIFICATED INANOTHER STATE EVEN THOUGH THEY MAY NOT BE 
CERTIFICATED IN NORTH CAROLINA. Amends GS 115C-105.26(c) to allow State Board of Education to grant 
requests from local boards for waivers of state law or policies governing teacher certification when local board 
demonstrates (1) need to hire teacher lawfully certificated in another state, (2) certification covers grade or subject 
matter that the teacher will be employed to teach, and (3) there is a plan to demonstrate teacher's competence 
before employment. Teachers employed under this waiver must meet State Board’s requirements for continuing 
education. Effective when bill becomes law; expires June 30, 2003, but remains effective for any teacher 
employed under act before July 1, 2003.

S 1125. MISC. EDUCATION CHANGES. TO /MPLEMENT A RECOMMENDATION OF THE JOINT 
LEGISLATIVE EDUCATION OVERSIGHT COMMITTEE TO AMEND VARIOUS EDUCATION LAWS. Provides 
that one co-chair of the Commission on School Technology will be appointed by the Senate President Pro Tem. 
(now, President of the Senate). Amends GS 115C-105.36(b) to delete provision allowing performance recognition 
award funds to be spent to implement plans developed by personnel and require that the funds be spent for 
awards to personnel that are made within 30 days of the local school board’s receipt of the funds. Amends GS 
115C-244 and 115C-245 to transfer from principal to superintendent (or superintendent's designee) the 
responsibility to assign drivers and pupils to school buses and the authority to appoint school bus monitors. 
Amends GS 115C-290.8 to exempt from the requirements of the Standards Board for Public School 
Administration persons who have obtained a state administrator/supervisor certificate (now, exempts persons who 
hold certificates and meet additional requirements). Authorizes State Board of Education to adopt policies 
governing the requirements for certification of individuals who hold certificates from other states. Provides that 
state competency tests be administered annually to all ninth grade students in public schools (now, tenth grade 
students).

S 1126. REVISE TEACHER COMP. TESTING. TO IMPLEMENT THE RECOMMENDATION OF THE JOINT 
LEGISLATIVE EDUCATION OVERSIGHT COMMITTEE TO REVISE THE TEACHER COMPETENCY TESTING 
PROVISIONS OF THE EXCELLENT SCHOOLS ACT. 

1997-98 school year. Amends GS 115C-105.38A (teacher competency tests) to direct each assistance team 
assigned to a low-performing school in the 1997-98 school year to identify staff members designated by the team 
as Category 3 teachers and to determine whether lack of general knowledge contributed to that designation. If so, 
that staff member must be reported to the State Board of Education before June 5, 1998, and will be required to 
demonstrate general knowledge by passing a test designated by the State Board. Other staff members at those 
schools will not be required to take the competency test. 

1998-99 school year. Adds new provisions for 1998-99 only. Authorizes either the principal or the assistance 
team assigned to a low-performing school to recommend to State Board that a certified staff member take a 
general knowledge test, but only if the principal or team determines that performance is impaired by the staff 
member's lack of general knowledge. 

1999-2000 school year and thereafter. Directs State Board to develop a performance assessment for both 
teaching presentation skills and subject matter knowledge. Beginning with the 1999-2000 school year, either the 
principal or assistance team assigned to low-performing school may recommend that certified staff member 
receive an evaluation using the performance assessment, but only if the staff member received a below standard 
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or unsatisfactory rating on at least one of the functions of the teacher performance assessment instrument or 
other standard adopted by the State Board, and that function is related to either presentation skills, subject matter 
knowledge, or both. 

Retesting; dismissal. GS 115C-105.38A now provides that teacher who fails to pass the State Board's 
competency test must complete a remediation plan and then re-take the test. If the teacher fails a second time, a 
second remediation plan must be completed and the teacher must take the test a third time. Upon a third failure, 
dismissal proceedings may be commenced. This bill amends the statute to provide that dismissal proceedings 
may be initiated after the second failure and deletes provisions for a second remediation plan and third testing.

S 1127. PRINCIPALS INCENTIVE FUNDS. TO PROVIDE INCENTIVES TO PRINCIPALS WHO GO TO LOW- 
PERFORMING SCHOOLS AND TO PRINCIPALS WHOSE LOW-PERFORMING SCHOOLS MAKE 
IMPROVEMENT. Appropriates from General Fund “a sum sufficient” to provide financial incentives to (1) 
individuals who accept employment as principals of schools after the schools are identified as low-performing and 
(2) principals assigned to a low-performing school when the school meets its goals within two years after that 
principal arrives. Incentives may be in form of one-time bonus or enhancement to retirement benefits. Effective 
July 1, 1998.

S 1128. TESTING IN GRADES K-2. TO ALLOW LOCAL BOARDS TO ADMINISTER STANDARDIZED TESTS IN 
GRADES K-2. GS 115C-174.11 now provides that local school units may use assessment instruments provided 
by State Board in the first and second grades and prohibits use of standardized tests in those grades. This bill 
deletes the prohibition of standardized tests in grades 1 and 2 and authorizes local units to use value age- 
appropriate standardized tests in grades K-2 as long as they are used for individual student diagnostic or program 
evaluation purposes. If used for diagnostic purposes or if results are placed in the student’s record, the results 
must be provided to parent or guardian. Encourages local units to notify parents before administering tests or 
assessments to K-2 students. .

S 1129. ABC'S PLAN/PRINCIPALS. TO AMEND THE STATUTES GOVERNING THE CONSEQUENCES FOR 
PRINCIPALS IN SCHOOLS IDENTIFIED AS LOW-PERFORMING UNDER THE ABC'S PLAN, AND TO 
REQUIRE LOCAL SCHOOL ADMINISTRATIVE UNITS TO DEVELOP PLANS TO ADDRESS THE NEEDS OF 
LOW-PERFORMING SCHOOLS. Adds new GS 115C-37(a1) to require that (1) each local school administrative 
unit, by July 10 of each year, do a preliminary analysis of test results to determine which schools the State Board 
may identify as low-performing; (2) within 30 days of initial identification, whether by the local unit or State Board, 
of a school as !ow-performing, the superintendent submit to the local board a preliminary plan for addressing the 
school’s needs; (3) within 30 days of receiving the plan, and after making it available to the public and to students’ 
parents and guardians and allowing for written comments, the local board vote to approve, modify, or reject the 
plan and submit it to the State Board within 15 days of the vote; (4) the State Board review the plan expeditiously 
and offer any recommendations to modify it; and (5) the local board consider any recommendations made by the 
State Board. Amends GS 115C-37(b) to require that the notification to parents of students in low-performing 
schools include information about the plan described above and any additional steps the school is taking to 
improve student performance. 

Rewrites GS 115C-105.39(a) to require the superintendent, within 30 days of a school’s being identified as 
low-performing, to recommend to the local board that the school’s principal (1) be retained in the same position, 
(2) be retained in the same position with a plan for remediation being developed, or (3) be dismissed. Provides 
that principal may be retained in same position without remediation plan only if principal was in the position for no 
more than two years before the school is identified as low-performing; may be transferred only to a previously held 
position in which the principal demonstrated success; may not be transferred to another low-performing school in 
the unit; and may be transferred only if there is a plan to evaluate the principal for at least one year after transfer. 
Requires local board, within 15 days of its decision concerning the superintendent's recommendation but no later 
than September 30, to submit to State Board written notice of its action and basis for it. 
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Rewrites GS 115C-325(q)(1) to require State Board, on receipt of local board’s recommendations concerning 
the principal in a low-performing school to which the State Board has assigned an assistance team, to vote to 
accept, reject, or modify the recommendations, and require local board to implement any change the State Board 
recommends. Authorizes State Board, at any time, to suspend with pay any principal who is assigned to a low- 
performing school to which an assistance team has been assigned, pending a hearing before a panel of the State 
Board. Requires panel to order dismissal of the principal (1) when the State Board receives two consecutive 
evaluations that include written findings and recommendations about the principal's inadequate performance from 
the assistance team or (2) when the panel determines that the school’s low performance is due to the principal’s 
inadequate performance. Authorizes the panel to order a principal’s dismissal when (1) the panel determines that 
the school has failed to make satisfactory improvement after assignment of an assistance team or (2) the 
assistance team recommends dismissal of the principal for one or more grounds in GS 115C-325(e)(1) for 
dismissal or demotion of a career employee. Places burden of proof on principal to establish that factors leading to 
school’s low performance were not due to principal’s inadequate performance.

1998

S 1130. IMPROVE TORRENS LAW. 70 /MPROVE AND MODERNIZE THE TORRENS LAND TITLE 
REGISTRATION PROCEDURES OF THE STATE. The Torrens Act establishes a procedure for registering land 
titles. It is especially useful when the record chain of title to large tracts of land is difficult to establish. This bill 
makes a number of changes in the Torrens Act that modernize and clarify its provisions. 

Fees. Now, the Act prescribes a number of fees for acts performed. This bill replaces those special fees with 
reference to general fee schedules administered by the register of deeds. 

Registered title. Directs the manner in which registered titles must be indexed, and provides for correction of 
registered title upon the death of a spouse, life tenant, or joint tenant. 

Judgments. Modernizes procedure for entering judgments, liens, or lis pendens on the record title. 

Property tax liens. Revises the procedure for notice of delinquency of property taxes and foreclosure of 
property tax liens to make it consistent with modern tax collection procedures.

H 1273. REFUND INTANGIBLES TAX TO ALL. TO REFUND THE UNCONSTITUTIONAL INTANGIBLES TAX 
PAID ON STOCK FOR THE 1990 THROUGH 1994 TAX YEARS WITH INTEREST, REGARDLESS OF THE 
THIRTY-DAY PROTEST RULE. As a result of litigation and subsequent legislative action, taxpayers who paid 
intangibles taxes on shares of stock for the 1990 through 1994 tax years are entitled to a refund if they protested 
payment within 30 days of payment and that protest was pending on Feb. 21, 1996, when the tax was declared 
unconstitutional. This bill provides that anyone who paid intangibles taxes on shares of stock for the years in 
question is entitled to a refund with interest, without regard to whether the tax was paid under protest. Refunds will 
be drawn from individual income tax collections.

H 1276. INCREASE LEO RETIREMENT. 70 ELIMINATE THE SEPARATION ALLOWANCE FOR LAW 
ENFORCEMENT OFFICERS AND SUBSTITUTE AN INCREASE IN THE RETIREMENT FORMULA. Under 
current law, a sworn law-enforcement officer who retires under either the Teachers’ and State Employees’ 
Retirement System (TSERS) or the Local Government Employees Retirement System (LGERS) receives an 
annual separation allowance equal to 0.85% of the annual equivalent of his or her most recent base rate of 
compensation times years of creditable service if the officer has (1) 30 or more years service or is at least 55 and 
has 5 or more years of service, (2) is not yet 62, and (3) has completed at least five years of continuous service as 
a law enforcement officer. The current retirement benefit formula for sworn law-enforcement officers under 
TSERS is 1.8% of average final compensation times years of creditable service. Under LGERS the multiplier is 
1.76%. For officers retiring on or after Jan. 1, 1999, this bill eliminates the separation allowance and changes the 
retirement formula under both TSERS and LGERS to 2.5% of average final compensation times years of 
creditable service. Effective Jan. 1, 1999.

H 1279. CIVIL PROCEDURE RULES CHANGES. TO AMEND THE RULES OF CIVIL PROCEDURE AND TO 
EXTEND THE CIVIL PROCEDURE STUDY COMMISSION. Rule amendments are effective Oct. 1, 1998, and 
apply to actions filed on or after that date. 

Service of process and pleadings. Amends Rule 4(a) to allow process to be served by a notary public 
commissioned in North Carolina. Amends Rule 4(c) to extend from 30 to 60 the number of days after issuance 
within which a summons must be served. Amends Rule 4(j) to allow service to be made by use of a private 
delivery service certified by the Administrative Office of the Courts for service of process, and makes conforming 
amendments to Rules 4(j1) and 4(j2) and to GS 1-75.10. Amends Rule 5(b) to allow service under that rule by fax 
to the attorney's office between 9:00 a.m. and 5:00 p.m. on a regular business day. 

Briefs and memoranda. Adds new Rule 5(f) requiring that, to be considered by the judge, a brief or 
memorandum must be served on the opposing party or attorney no later than the third business day before the 
scheduled hearing date on the matter for which it is submitted. 

Discovery. Amends Rule 28(c) to allow a videotaped deposition to be taken before a person who otherwise 
would be excluded for interest under that subsection, if the notice of deposition states the person’s name and 
relationship, if any, to a party or a party’s attorney. Adds to Rule 37(a)(2) a requirement that a motion to compel 
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discovery include a certification that the movant has conferred or attempted to confer in good faith with the person 
failing to make discovery in an effort to secure the information or material without court action. 

Objections and exceptions. Amends Rule 46(b) to (1) make clear that its provisions regarding preservation of 
exceptions apply to pretrial and interlocutory as well as trial rulings and (2) specify that in order to preserve 
exceptions when a party does not have an opportunity to object or except when the ruling is made, the party, upon 
having an opportunity to do so, must present the court with a request, objection, or motion and grounds for the 
ruling the party desires the court to make. Repeals Rule 46(c), which provides that no formal objection is required 
to preserve exceptions to a judge’s instructions or failure to instruct. 

Default judgment. Adds to Rule 55(b) authority for judge to decide a motion for judgment by default without a 
hearing if (1) the motion states that the court will decide the motion without a hearing if the party against whom 
judgment is sought fails to serve a written response within 30 days of service of the motion and (2) the party 
against whom judgment is sought fails to serve the response in accordance with the Rule. 

Notice for temporary restraining order. Adds to Rule 65(b) a provision that a temporary restraining order may 
be granted without notice only if the applicant’s attorney certifies to the court in writing the efforts that have been 
made to give notice and reasons supporting the claim that notice should not be required. 

Offer of judgment. Amends Rule 68 to (1) extend from 10 to 30 days before trial the time before which an 
offer of judgment must be served; (2) specify that offering party shall not file the offer with the court at the time of 
service; (3) require that an offer of judgment be for specified relief, plus (a) accrued interest and (b) cost and 
attorney fees awarded by the court; (4) if offer is accepted, require the court to determine costs, interest, and 
statutorily authorized attorney fees and enter judgment accordingly; (5) require defending party to file the offer 
deemed withdrawn before the proceeding to determine costs; (6) provide that if judgment finally obtained is not 
more favorable than the offer, the offeree is not entitled to interest or attorney fees incurred after service of the 
offer; (7) limit applicability of offer of judgment provisions to claims for monetary damages in which any 
nonmonetary claims are ancillary and incidental; (8) specify that “costs” do not include interest and attorney fees; 
(9) specify that “offer” and “judgment finally obtained” do not include costs, interest, and attorney fees; and (10) 
specify that “offer” does not include a lump sum that purports to include costs, interest, or attorney fees. Adds new 
Rule 84(17) setting out an offer of judgment form. 

Civil Procedure Study Comm'n. Reauthorizes the Civil Procedure Study Comm'n and requires it to report to 
the General Assembly and Chief Justice no later than Feb. 1, 2001. Increases its membership from 18 to 24 
members (President Pro Tem., Speaker, and Chief Justice each appoint two additional members). Effective July 
1, 1998, allocates $25,000 of funds appropriated to the General Assembly for 1998-99 to implement the act.

SUMMARIES OF AMENDMENTS 
AND COMMITTEE SUBSTITUTES 


SENATE BILLS 


S 993. MEDICAL SERVICE CORP. CHARTERS. Intro. 4/21/97. Conference committee substitute replaces 5th 
edition to reconcile matters in controversy. 

The conference committee substitute establishes detailed procedures for converting Blue Cross Blue Shield, 
Delta Dental, or any other medical or hospital service corporation from non-profit to for-profit status. 

Charter amendment. Permits conversion by amendment of corporate charter by majority vote of Blue Cross 
board of directors; approval of certificate holders is not required (now, a 2/3 vote of the board is required and 2/3 
of certificate holders must approve). Conversion is contingent upon determination by Comm'r of Insurance that 
contractual rights of certificate holders to have their claims paid will not be impaired by conversion. Comm’r may 
also examine impact of conversion on health care accessibility and affordability. Does not permit Blue Cross to 
convert to a mutual company. 

What constitutes conversion. Provides that a conversion has taken place if any of the following tests are met: 
(1) any assets or shares are owned by any outside investor, (2) 10% or more of assets are used to purchase for- 
profit assets in single transaction or series of related transactions, (3) 40% or more of assets are used for profit, or 
(4) 40% or more of revenue is used for profit. Provides several exceptions to the 10% transaction test: (a) buying 
health insurance policies on NC lives, (b) buying stock in health insurance company, to the extent the value 
reflects insurance on NC lives, (c) mortgages, and (d) investment portfolio changes. Comm’r of Insurance may 
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review and consolidate transactions to determine if conversion has taken place. If such determination is made, 
Blue Cross has 12 months in which to file a plan of conversion. 

Filing a conversion plan. To convert to a for-profit company, Blue Cross must gain approval from Comm’r of 
Insurance. This process is initiated by filing a plan of conversion with the Comm'r with a copy to the Attorney 
General at least 120 days before conversion is proposed to take effect. Specifies what the plan must cover. 

Reviewing plan of conversion. Comm'r of Insurance must review the plan. Public comment must be invited, 
and three public hearings must be held. Attorney General will review portion of plan relating to charitable 
foundation. 

Approval by Comm’r of Insurance. Comm'r will approve the plan if specified conditions are met, including 
findings that the plan is fair with respect to contract rights of existing and prospective policy holders and is in the 
public interest. Also, Attorney General must find that 100% of fair market value will be transferred to a charitable 
foundation meeting the act’s requirements. 

When is plan in the public interest? Conversion plan must provide that 100% of fair market value of Blue 
Cross will be transferred to a foundation qualifying for income tax exemption under section 501(c)(4) of the 
Internal Revenue Code. This requirement is conclusively presumed by a transfer to the foundation of all Blue 
Cross stock issued at the time of conversion. Comm’r may also look at the effect of conversion on accessibility 
and affordability of health care. 

Creation of foundation. Foundation will be created to receive fair market value of Blue Cross upon 
conversion. Foundation is prohibited for ten years after conversion from setting up an insurance company or 
similar entity that would compete with Blue Cross. Foundation cannot engage in political activity, and will have an 
advisory committee to offer public input on its activities. Foundation is required to pay out all income, less 
Operating expenses, or 5% of net assets, whichever is less, in furtherance of its charitable mission to “promote the 
health of the people of North Carolina.” 

Governance of foundation. Foundation will be governed by 11-member board of directors independent of any 
contro! by the new for-profit Blue Cross. Initial board will be appointed by Attorney General from list of 22 
nominees selected by independent advisory committee comprised of three business representatives selected by 
NCCBI, three public and private medical school representatives selected by UNC Board of Governors, three 
foundation or nonprofit representations selected by NC Center for Nonprofits, one representative of the Hospital 
Ass'n, and one representative of the Medical Soc’y. All nominees must be NC residents. A search firm will assist in 
selecting qualified nominees. Members will serve staggered four-year terms (after initial staggering implemented) 
and may serve two full consecutive terms or 10 consecutive years. After initial appointments, board becomes self- 
perpetuating. Foundation may increase size to 15 members or reduce it to 9 members. 

Relationship between Foundation and Blue Cross. Foundation will initially own 100% of Blue Cross stock. 
Foundation will enter into voting agreement that ensures that foundation will vote its stock in favor of directors 
nominated by Blue Cross. Blue Cross will have some control over timing of Foundation’s initial sale of stock to the 
public and will be able to issue additional shares to the public. No one may serve simultaneously on Foundation 
board and Blue Cross board until 10 years after conversion and foundation has divested itself of 95% of Blue 
Cross stock. 

Challenges to conversion. Attorney General retains power to take legal action to enforce rights of the public in 
conversions. Any person aggrieved by order of Comm’r approving or disapproving conversion has 30 days to 
appeal to Superior Court of Wake County for judicial review.

H 579. CAMPAIGN FINANCE CHANGES. Intro. 3/20/97. Senate committee substitute makes the following 


changes to 2nd edition. Deletes provisions regarding Alamance-Burlington school board elections and replaces 
original bill with AN ACT TO MAKE CHANGES IN THE CAMPAIGN FINANCE LAWS. 
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Amends GS 163-278.13 to reduce from $4,000 to $2,000 the amount that an individual or political committee 
may make to a candidate in an election, and deletes the exception from this limit for the candidate’s parents and 
siblings. Limitation applies to all executive committees of the same political party nationally or within the state. 
Limitation also applies to distributions of contributions by political party executive committees pursuant to GS 163- 
278.42 (distributions from the NC Political Parties Financing Fund). 

Amends GS 163-278.6 to change or add the following definitions. (1) “Political committee” means an 
organization that either is controlled by a candidate, makes contributions, or has a nonincidental purpose of 
making expenditures to support or oppose a clearly defined candidate at any election. (2) “Contribution” means 
conveyance of money or something of value to a candidate, political committee, or referendum commitee, but 
does not include an independent expenditure. (3) “Independent expenditure” means one made without consulation 
or coordination with any candidate, political committee, or political party that benefits from the expenditure. (4) 
“Expenditure” means conveyance or transfer of money or something of value to support or oppose the nomination 
or election of any ciearly identified candidate, political committee, or referendum committee. (5) “Political purpose” 
means to support or oppose the nomination or election of a clearly identified political party or candidate. 

Repeals GS 163-269 (violations of campaign finance laws by corporations). Amends GS 163-278.19 
(regarding violations of campaign finance laws by corporations, other business associations, and labor unions) to 
provide that the statute does not prohibit an independent expenditure by an entity that was formed for the express 
purpose of promoting political ideas and does not engage in business activities, does not have shareholders or 
other persons that have an economic interest in its assets and earnings, and was not established by a business 
corporation, including those chartered under GS Ch. 55 or 55A, by an insurance company, or by a labor union and 
has a policy against accepting contributions from such entities. Amends GS 163-278.12 to provide that individuals 
and entities (other than political committees) may make independent expenditures in any amount, but if the 
amount exceeds $100, the contributor must report the expenditure to the State Board of Elections. 

Amends GS 163-278.27(a), making violations of most campaign finance statutes a Class 2 misdemeanor, to 
add a 5-year statute of limitations on prosecution of offenses. Effective Dec. 1, 1998, amends GS 15-1 to provide 
that prosecutions of offenses under campaign finance laws need not be presented or found by a grand jury within 
2 years of the commission of the offense.

ACCESS TO CIVIL JUSTICE. Amends GS 7A-304(a)(4) (court costs in criminal actions), 7A-305(a)(2) (court 
costs in civil actions), 7A-306(a)(2) (court costs in special court proceedings), and 7A-307(a)(2) (court costs in 
administration of estates) to require State Treasurer to remit portion of each court cost fee collected to North 
Carolina State Bar for provision of legal services to indigents under GS 7A-474.4. Portion of fee allocated begins 
at $4 in 1998-99 and gradually increases to $10 by 2003-04 and thereafter. Effective July 1, 1998; applies to fees 
paid on or after that date.

S 1165. FIREFIGHTERS’ BENEFITS. TO DEFINE A PROFESSIONAL FIREFIGHTERS’ BENEFITS ACCRUAL 
RATE FOR MEMBERS AND BENEFICIARIES OF THE LOCAL GOVERNMENTAL EMPLOYEES' RETIREMENT 
SYSTEM. Defines professional firefighter as full-time paid employee of certified fire department who is actively 
serving in position with duties for prevention, detection, and suppression of fire. Amends GS 128-24(5)b1 and 128- 
24(5)b2 to give professional firefighters the same retirement benefits as law enforcement officers under Local 
Governmental Employees’ Retirement System (LGERS). Amends GS 128-27(a)(1) to allow professional firefighter 
to retire at age 50 with 27 years of service, provided that last 5 years of service is as professional firefighter. Adds 
GS 128-27(b17) setting computation of retirement pay of professional firefighters retiring on or after July 1, 1998. 
Amends GS 105-228.5(d)(3) to raise tax to 4.17% (now, 1.33%) on contracts of insurance applicable to fire and 
lightning damage except in marine and automobile policies. Requires 8% (now, 25%) of net proceeds of this tax to 
go to Volunteer Fire Department Fund established by GS Ch. 58, Art. 87 (fund provides matching grants to 
volunteer fire departments for equipment and capital improvements). 
Effective July 1, 1998; applies to persons retiring on or after that date.

S 1185. CONGRESSIONAL REDISTRICTING. TO DIVIDE NORTH CAROLINA INTO TWELVE 
CONGRESSIONAL DISTRICTS. In response to federal court decision in Cromartie v. Hunt, which held the 12th 
congressional district unconstitutional, this bill redraws Districts 5, 6, 9, 10, and 12. Makes no changes in other 
congressional districts. 12th District runs from Winston-Salem to Charlotte and includes approximately 17,000 
more persons in Forsyth County, 50,000 more residents in Mecklenburg County, and all of Rowan County, parts of 
Davidson and Iredell counties. None of Guilford County remains in 12th District. District 9 adds Lincoln County to 
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offset loss of persons in Mecklenburg County. District 10 gains Ashe and Alleghany counties, and part of Surry 
County from District 5. Lincoln County is moved from District 10 to District 9. District 5 now extends into Guilford 
County and includes all of Alamance County.

HOUSE BILLS 


H 1317. AMEND CONTESTED CASE PROCEDURE. TO MODIFY THE PROCEDURES CONCERNING FINAL 
ADMINISTRATIVE DECISIONS IN CONTESTED CASES HEARD BY THE OFFICE OF ADMINISTRATIVE 
HEARINGS. Amends GS 150B-29(a) and 150B-34 to provide that party with burden of proof in a contested case 
must prove facts by a preponderance of the evidence and that findings of fact in administrative law judge's (ALJ’s) 
decision must be supported by a preponderance of the evidence. Amends GS 150B-36 to provide that (1) after 
agency receives official record in contested case, agency must give party 15 days to file exceptions to decision 
recommended by ALJ, (2) if no party files exceptions within that time, agency is considered to have adopted ALJ’s 
decision, (3) agency must make final decision in contested case within time set by GS 150B-44, (4) decision other 
than adoption of recommended decision must be written, and (5) findings of fact made by ALJ are binding on 
agency in making its final decision if supported by substantial evidence in view of entire record. Amends GS 150B- 
43 to allow an agency to seek judicial review of procedural errors made by ALJ in contested case if agency was 
required to adopt ALJ’s findings of fact and agency concludes that, although findings are supported by substantial 
evidence, record contains significant evidentiary errors. Amends GS 150B-44 to reduce from 90 to 45 days the 
length of time an agency, board, or commission subject to Art. 3 has to make final decision before judicial 
intervention compelling action is allowed, and reduces time for agency subject to Art. 3A to act from 180 to 75 
days. Amends GS 150B-51 to provide that the court in reviewing a contested case in which the agency did not 
adopt the ALJ’s recommended decision must determine whether the ALJ’s findings of fact are supported by 
substantial evidence admissible under Administrative Procedure Act in view of entire record, and if court 
determines that agency failed to adhere to ALJ's findings of fact that are supported by substantial evidence, court 
must reverse decision or remand case to agency to enter decision in accordance with evidence in the official 
record.

H 1318. LIMIT NONRESIDENT WITHHOLDING. 70 LIMIT THE NONRESIDENT WITHHOLDING 
REQUIREMENT TO ATHLETES AND ENTERTAINERS. Revises GS 105-163.1(2) to limit definition of contractor, 
for purposes of withholding of state income tax, to nonresident individual or entity providing personal services in 
NC in a performance, entertainment, athletic event, or creation of film or television program (under current law 
definition includes nonresident individuals who perform any type of personal service for compensation for other 
than wages). Effective Jan. 1, 1999, repeals SL 1997-109, sec. 4, which would have included in the definition of 
contractor any nonresident entity that provides for the performance of personal services in NC for compensation. 

Act applies retroactively to Jan. 1, 1998. Any tax improperly withheld from payment to contractor may be 
repaid only as provided in GS 105-163.3(f).

H 1319. EXTEND BOND MATCH DEADLINE. TO EXTEND FOR ONE YEAR THE DEADLINE FOR MATCHING 
COMMUNITY COLLEGE BOND FUNDS. Extends from Oct. 1, 1998, to Oct. 1, 1999, the time for community 


colleges to meet the matching requirements of GS 115D-31(a)(1) to qualify for the use of bond proceeds for 
Capital improvements. Effective June 30, 1998.

H 1320. TAX ON MOVIES. TO REDUCE THE STATE PRIVILEGE TAX ON GROSS RECEIPTS FROM MOTION 
PICTURE SHOWS. Currently, GS 105-37.1 levies a license tax in a base amount of $50 per year and 3% of gross 
receipts on the showing of movies and other general amusements. This bill enacts new GS 105-38.1 to levy a 
license tax of 1% of gross receipts on businesses that only show movies. If the business shows movies and also

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offers other amusements taxed by GS 105-37.1 (forms of amusement not otherwise taxed) or 105-38 (circuses 
and dog and pony shows) then the taxes levied by those provisions, rather than by GS 105-38.1, apply. Exempts 
from the tax movies promoted and managed by a qualifying corporation that operates a center for the performing 
and visual arts if the movie is shown at the center and the showing of movies is not the center’s primary purpose. 
Effective Oct. 1, 1998.

H 1321. FUTURE OF THE COURTS. TO /MPROVE THE STATE COURT SYSTEM BY IMPLEMENTING 
CERTAIN RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE COMMISSION FOR THE FUTURE OF JUSTICE AND THE COURTS 
IN NORTH CAROLINA AND TO MAKE OTHER CHANGES IN THE OPERATIONS OF THE COURTS. Adds new 
GS 7A-49.4 and 7A-49.5 to create a State Judicial Council charged with the following responsibilities: (1) study 
judicial system and report its findings to Chief Justice; (2) advise Chief Justice on priorities for funding and review 
budget prepared for submission to General Assembly; (3) study and recommend to General Assembly salaries of 
judges and recommend changes in expense allowances, benefits, and other compensation for judicial officials; (4) 
if a judgeship becomes vacant, review and recommend to the Chief Justice whether it is still needed for that 
district, should be transferred to another district, or should be abolished; (5) if requested by Governor, non-court 
official Council members may nominate candidates to Governor for appellate court seats; (6) recommend to Chief 
Justice performance standards for all courts and all judicial officials and procedures for periodic evaluation of court 
system and individual judicial officials and employees (if standards are implemented by Chief Justice, requires 
evaluation of each judge including assessments from other judges, litigants, jurors, and attorneys, and self- 
evaluation by the judge; summaries of evaluations must be made available to public); (7) monitor caseloads in 
appellate courts and, if appropriate, recommend establishment of separate divisions of the Court of Appeals for 
criminal and civil cases; (8) study and recommend guidelines for assignment and management of cases, including 
different kinds of resolution for cases; (9) monitor use of alternative dispute resolution; and (10) recommend to 
Chief Justice changes in boundaries of judicial districts. 

Council will consist of 18 members—Chief Justice; Chief Judge of Court of Appeals; a district attorney, a 
public defender, a superior court judge, and a district court judge (each of these four court officials will be 
appointed by their respective associations); an attorney appointed by the Council of the State Bar; one attorney 
and one nonattorney appointed by the Chief Justice; two nonattorneys and one attorney appointed by the 
Governor; two nonattorneys and one attorney appointed by General Assembly upon recommendation of the 
Speaker; and two nonattorneys and one attorney appointed by the General Assembly upon recommendation of 
the President Pro Tem. Members will serve staggered four-year terms. Limits members to two consecutive terms. 

Requires Administrative Office of the Courts to establish within three district court districts pilot programs for 
holding family court as recommended by the report of the Commission for the Future of Justice and the Courts in 
NC, and to report to the General Assembly by March 1, 1999 on the success of these programs. 

Amends GS 7A-49.3 to provide that the district attorney must file with the clerk a calendar of the criminal 
cases to be tried at a session of court (now, cases that he or she intends to call) and to provide that cases may be 
removed or added to the calendar only by order of the court pursuant to guidelines developed by the Supreme 
Court, thereby removing the present discretion of the district attorney to add cases to the calendar. Provides that 
deviations in the order of trial of cases from the order listed in the calendar require approval of the judge (now, 
district attorney may announce order of trial at beginning of each session and judge must approve deviation only if 
defendant objects). 

Provisions regarding State Judicial Council are effective Jan. 1, 1999; amendment to GS 7A-49.3 is effective 
Dec. 1, 1998.

H 1322. BEACH RENOURISH/RESERVE FUNDS. TO ESTABLISH THE BEACH RENOURISHMENT FUND, TO 
ESTABLISH THE TRUSTEES OF THE FUND, TO RESERVE FIVE PERCENT OF THE UNRESERVED CREDIT 
BALANCE IN THE GENERAL FUND AT THE END OF EACH FISCAL YEAR TO THE BEACH 
RENOURISHMENT FUND, AND TO MAKE CONFORMING STATUTORY CHANGES. Adds Art. 13B to GS Ch. 
113 creating Beach Renourishment Fund in Department of State Treasurer. Under new GS 143-15.3D, Fund will 
receive 5% of any unreserved credit balance remaining in General Fund at end of each fiscal year. Fund will have 
board of trustees of nine members (three appointed by Governor, three by General Assembly on recommendation 
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of Senate President Pro Tem., and three by General Assembly on recommendation of House Speaker). Members 
will serve staggered six-year terms. 

Any local government or other political subdivision of state may apply for grant from Fund for purpose of 
beach renourishment. Requires Board to develop criteria for awarding grants. Board must establish matching 
requirements for grants, up to 10% of grant amount. Grants may include up to half of costs of preparing 
applications. 

Board’s chair must report to Environmental Review Comm'n annually beginning Nov. 1, 1998 on 
implementation of program, and send written copy of report to Fiscal Research Div'’n.

Appropriates $26.9 million for 1998-99 from General 
Fund to State Aid to Local Schoo! Admin. Units for purpose indicated in title. State Board of Education must 
allocate funds to local school units on basis of one teacher for every 15 students in kindergarten through fifth 
grade in schools identified as low-performing. Local units must use funds to reduce class size in kindergarten 
through fifth grade in low-performing schools to 15 students per teacher. Limits maximum size of any individual 
class in such schools to 18 students. Effective July 1, 1998.

ADMINISTRATIVE PROCEDURE OVERSIGHT COMMITTEE TO MODIFY BUILDING FOUNDATION SETBACK 
REQUIREMENTS AND TO ESTABLISH MONITORING REQUIREMENTS FOR EXISTING WATER SUPPLY 
WELLS SERVING FOSTER CARE HOMES, THERAPEUTIC HOMES FOR CHILDREN AND ADOLESCENTS, 
AND BED AND BREAKFAST HOMES AND INNS. Amends GS 130A-235 to require that rules issued by Comm'n 
for Health Services regarding buildings that house family foster homes or therapeutic homes for children and 
adolescents must treat an existing water supply well located from 10 to 25 feet from the building as meeting 
sanitation requirements if the following tests do not exceed acceptable levels applicable to all other institutions and 
facilities covered by GS 130A-125: (1) tests for nitrates and bacteria done before initial licensure and before 
relicensure thereafter, and (2) tests for pesticides before initial licensure and following any subsequent treatments 
for structural pests. An existing water supply well located 25 feet or more from such a building must comply with 
monitoring requirements established by Comm'n. Dep't of Health and Human Services may suspend or revoke 
license for violation of section or Comm’'n’s rules. Amends GS 130A-248(a3) to add same provisions regarding 
existing water supply wells at private home offering bed and breakfast accommodations to 8 or fewer persons per 
night, or a bed and breakfast inn as defined in GS 130A-247(6). Comm'n for Health Service must adopt temporary 
rules to implement act within 90 days of enactment. Comm'n must report to Jt. Legis. Admin. Procedure 
Oversight Comm. by Oct. 1, 1998 on implementation of act.

changed, the electronic signature is invalidated, and (5) it conforms to rules adopted by the Sec’y of State. 
Authorizes the Sec’y of State to adopt rules under the act concerning, among other matters, the creation and 
licensing of certification authorities and the imposition of licensing fees under the act. These rules must be 
adopted no later than Oct. 30, 1998. Authorizes the Sec’y of State to impose a civil penalty not to exceed $100,000 


for violations of the act or a rule promulgated thereunder. Authorizes the Attorney General to bring actions to 
enjoin violations of the act.

Creates a Wireless 911 Advisory Board consisting of nine members (one member appointed by Governor on 
recommendation of NC League of Municipalities, one member appointed by Governor on recommendation of NC 
Ass'n of County Comm'rs, State Treasurer (or designee) who serves as chair, three members appointed by 
Speaker (two representing commercial mobile radio service (CMRS) providers and one representing NC Ass'n of 
Public Safety Communications officials), and three appointed by President Pro Tem. (two representing CMRS 
providers and one representing NC Nat;l Emergency Number Ass'n). Members serve four-year terms. Board may 
levy a monthly wireless charge on each mobile handset telephone number with a billing address in NC. Sets the 
rate of the initial service charge at 80 cents per month beginning July 1, 1998. Authorizes a rate adjustment every 
two years beginning July 1, 2000, but limits service charge to $1.25. Prohibits any other state agency or local 
government from levying any additional surcharge related to the provision of wireless Enhanced 911 service. 
Requires Advisory Board to use the charge to establish and maintain a Wireless Fund. Sixty percent of funds in 
the Wireless Fund will be used to reimburse CMRS providers for costs incurred in complying with the wireless 911 
requirements established by the FCC's order. Forty percent of the funds will be used to make monthly distributions 
to public safety agencies that (1) receive incoming 911 calls and dispatch appropriate agencies and (2) comply 
with this act. Amends GS 150B-1(c) to exempt the Advisory Board from the Administrative Procedures Act.

Further provides that 
an area may be considered developed for urban purposes if all tracts in the area are used for commercial, 
industrial, governmental, or institutional purposes, and that in fixing the new municipal boundaries recorded 
property lines and streets must (now, may) be used. Amends GS 160A-37 and 160A-49 to provide that not less 
than 45 days and not more than 55 days after adopting a resolution of intent to annex, the municipal governing 
board must hold an informational hearing at which the report on the area to be annexed is explained and 
interested parties are given an opportunity to ask questions. 

Further provides that if there is land in the area to be annexed that qualifies for use-value taxation as 
farmland, forest land, or horticultural land, but that is not being taxed at use-value, the annexation becomes 
effective as to that land as follows: (1) upon the effective date of the annexation ordinance, the property is 
considered part of the city only (a) for the purpose of establishing city boundaries for additional annexations, and 
(b) for the exercise of city planning and zoning authority; (2) for all other purposes, the annexation becomes 
effective as to each tract of such property or part thereof on the last day of the month in which the tract or part 
thereof becomes ineligible for use-value taxation and until annexation of a tract or part of a tract becomes effective 
pursuant to this provision, the tract or part is not subject to property taxation by the city, nor entitled to city 
services. 

Further provides that if, within 60 days after the effective date of annexation, a city fails to deliver police, fire 
protection, solid waste, or street maintenance services to a newly annexed area on substantially the same basis 
as they are provided to the rest of the city, an owner of property in the area may petition the Local Government 
Comm'n for abatement of the city taxes levied. If the Comm'n finds that services were not extended, it must order 


the city not to levy any further taxes on the property until the fiscal year commencing after extension of the 
municipal services. 
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Amends GS 160A-37.3 and 160A-49.3 (regarding contracts with private solid waste collection firms) to 
provide that a firm forfeits its rights under the statute if it fails to make a good faith response within 10 business 
days following receipt of the written request for information from the city.

Also amends this section to define “residential program” as a program in which an 
offender is sentenced to intermediate punishment for not less than 30 days and not more than 2 years. Offender 
must reside in the program. Adds language concerning program participation similar to that used with “day- 
reporting center." Removes from GS 15A-1344(e) and 15A-1351(a) provisions that do not count time spent under 


IMPACT boot camp supervision as time spent in confinement on special probation. Effective Dec. 1, 1998.

H 1373. JUVENILE JUSTICE REFORM ACT. TO ESTABLISH THE DEPARTMENT OF JUVENILE JUSTICE, TO 
AMEND AND RECODIFY THE NORTH CAROLINA JUVENILE CODE, TO MAKE CONFORMING CHANGES TO 
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THE STATUTES, AND TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS, AS RECOMMENDED BY THE COMMISSION ON 
JUVENILE CRIME AND JUSTICE. 

Part |. Department of Juvenile Justice, Juvenile Crime Prevention Councils, and Governor’s Advisory 
Council on Juvenile Justice and Delinquency Prevention. 

Department of Juvenile Justice. Effective Oct. 1, 1998, enacts new Art. 12 of GS Ch. 143B to establish Dep't 
of Juvenile Justice. Transfers to the Dep’t of Juvenile Justice responsibilities for juvenile justice which are now 
assigned to DHHS Div'n of Youth Services and Admin. Office of the Courts’ Div'n of Juvenile Services. Repeals 
Art. 24 (Juvenile Services) and 24A (Delinquency Prevention and Youth Services) of GS Ch. 7A, Art. 2 (Juvenile 
Services) of GS Ch. 110, and GS Ch. 134A (Youth Services). Requires Dep't of Juvenile Justice to protect public 
from acts of juvenile delinquency; provide services to juveniles to assist them to become productive, responsible 
citizens; provide statewide, uniform system of juvenile probation and post-release supervision; authorize intake 
process for diversion of selected juvenile offenders from the juvenile justice system; plan, develop, and coordinate 
comprehensive multidisciplinary services and programs for prevention, early intervention, and rehabilitation of 
juveniles; implement training school programs that provide appropriate mental health and substance abuse 
treatment for juveniles and provide quality educational programs, including vocational and technical education; and 
exercise other specified powers and duties. Requires the Dep’t of Juvenile Justice to develop and apply to each 
state-funded program a cost-benefit model and to report program rankings to Governor and General Assembly by 
Feb. 1 of each year. 

Secretary of Juvenile Justice. Authorizes secretary of Dep't Juvenile Justice to adopt rules, including rules 
applicable to local human services agencies providing juvenile court and delinquency prevention services, 
regarding program evaluation, fiscal audits, collection of third-party payments; to assist local gov’ts and private 
service agencies in developing juvenile court and delinquency prevention services; to develop formula for 
matching funding for juvenile court and delinquency prevention services based on counties’ relative ability to fund 
community-based programs; and ensure that Criminal Justice Information Network administers comprehensive 
juvenile justice information system. Requires that non-state human services agencies providing juvenile court and 
delinquency prevention programs submit appropriation requests for grants-in-aid through Juvenile Justice Sec’y 
and that those receiving grants provide a postaudit of their operations at the request of the Sec’y. 

Juvenile facilities. Gives Dep't of Juvenile Justice responsibility for administration of juvenile facilities and 
juvenile detention services, including statewide plan for regional juvenile detention services that will offer juvenile 
detention care of sufficient quality to meet state standards for any juvenile requiring juvenile detention care in NC. 
Requires Dep't to administer at least five regional juvenile detention homes and to cooperate with counties 
operating county juvenile detention facilities regarding the detention of juveniles from surrounding counties. 
Authorizes state subsidy (generally, at least 50% of per diem cost of caring for juveniles) to counties that operate 
approved county detention facilities and requires counties to pay approximately half of cost of caring for juveniles 
that are placed in detention facilities in other counties. Requires Dep't to encourage visits by parents and relatives 
of juveniles in detention and program for home visits. Makes aiding escape from juvenile facility a Class 1 
misdemeanor. 

Juvenile court services. Gives Dep't of Juvenile Justice responsibility for juvenile probation and post-release 
supervision services. Authorizes Juvenile Justice Sec’y to appoint chief juvenile court counselor in each district 
court district with approval of chief district court judge. Specifies powers and duties of chief juvenile court 
counselors and juvenile court counselors. 

Juvenile crime prevention councils. Effective Oct. 1, 1998, requires board of county comm’'rs, as prerequisite 
for receiving funding for juvenile court services and delinquency prevention programs, to appoint a juvenile crime 
prevention council. These councils will consist of not more than 25 members and should include local school sup’t 
(or designee), a local police chief, sheriff (or designee), district attorney (or designee), chief juvenile court 
counselor (or designee), a county comm’r, area mental health director (or designee), county social services 
director (or designee), and other members representing public or specified interests. Requires each council to 
review annually the needs of troubled juveniles in the county and the assets and resources available to address 
the needs; develop and advertise a request-for-proposal process and submit a written plan of action for the 
expenditure of Community-Based Prevention and Alternatives funds to the county, for its approval and submission 
to the Dep't of Juvenile Justice; conduct an On-going updated community needs assessment; perform on-going 
performance evaluations of programs and services; develop strategies to respond to juveniles at risk of 
delinquency and those requiring alternatives to commitment, as identified through appropriate risk assessment 
instruments; provide services to juveniles in need of treatment, counseling or rehabilitation and to their families; 
and plan for the establishment of a permanent funding stream for delinquency prevention. To meet needs of 
delinquent and at-risk youths in smaller, rural counties, allows counties to establish combined multi-county council 
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to examine benefits of joint program development between counties in same judicial district. Requires Juvenile 
Justice Sec’y to develop a funding mechanism to ensure that guidelines for the state/local partnership’s funding 
process incorporate the following approaches: fund what works; the money should follow the juvenile; use a 
formula for the distribution of funds; allow and encourage local flexibility; and combine resources. Authorizes Dep't 
of Juvenile Justice to divert state funds from institutional programs to purchase services, as institution populations 
decline. Requires Juvenile Justice Sec’y to prepare an annual report on effectiveness and cost-benefit of 
programs. 

Juvenile justice advisory council. Effective Oct. 1, 1998, establishes new state Advisory Council on Juvenile 
Justice and Delinquency Prevention in the Office of the Governor to advise all state agencies that provide services 
and supervision to court adjudicated youth regarding the coordination of juvenile services. Council consists of 19 
members (four appointed by the Governor, four appointed by Chief Justice, and the following, or their designees, 
ex officio—Governor, Chief Justice, Senate President Pro Tem., Speaker of the House of Representatives, 
director of the Administrative Office of the Courts, Sup’t of Public Instruction, the secretary of the Dep't of 
Administration, the secretary of the Dep’t of Health and Human Services, the secretary of the Dep't of Correction, 
the secretary of the Dep’t of Crime Control and Public Safety, and the secretary of the Dep’t of Juvenile Justice). 
Members serve two-year, staggered terms. The Governor and Chief Justice will co-chair the Council, which must 
meet at least four times a year. Council will advise the Dep’t of Juvenile Justice and other state agencies serving 
juveniles; review and comment on federal juvenile justice grant applications; review the juvenile justice system’s 
operation and prioritization of funding needs; review progress and accomplishments of state and local projects: 
develop recommendations about priorities and needed improvements, and report recommendations to the 
General Assembly by March 1 each year; and review and comment on the proposed budget for the Department of 
Juvenile Justice. 

Part Il. Revision of North Carolina Juvenile Code and Laws Regarding Juveniles. 

Effective July 1, 1999, repeals Subchapter XI (Juvenile Code) of GS Ch. 7A, Art. 24B (Termination of Parental 
Rights) and Art. 39 (Guardian Ad Litem Program) of GS Ch. 7A, articles 2A (Parental Control of Children), 4 
(Placing or Adoption of Juvenile Delinquents or Dependents), 4A (Interstate Compact on the Placement of 
Children), and 10 (Prevention of Child Abuse and Neglect) of GS Ch. 110, and Art. 62 of GS Ch. 143 (NC Child 
Fatality Prevention System), and replaces, revises, and recodifies these provisions in a new GS Ch. 7B (Juvenile 
Code). Recodifies but retains substance of current provisions of Juvenile Code relating to abused, neglected, and 
dependent juveniles and current laws regarding termination of parental rights, the juvenile guardian ad litem 
program, prevention of child abuse and neglect, the child fatality prevention system, parental authority over 
children, emancipation, juvenile services, youth services, and interstate placement of juveniles. Repeals Juvenile 
Code provisions relating to the Juvenile Law Study Commission. Substantially rewrites provisions relating to 
delinquent and undisciplined juveniles and places a stronger emphasis on protection of the public and juveniles’ 
accountability as purposes of the parts of the Juvenile Code that deal with delinquent and undisciplined juveniles. 
Significant changes in the Juvenile Code regarding delinquent and undisciplined juveniles are summarized below. 
Unless otherwise noted, the following provisions apply only with respect to cases involving delinquent or 
undisciplined juveniles and do not apply to cases involving abused, neglected, or dependent juveniles. 

Jurisdiction—delinquent juveniles. Authorizes district court, after notice and hearing, to order that jurisdiction 
over a delinquent juvenile continue until juvenile’s 19th birthday. (All offenses committed on or after juvenile’s 16" 
birthday continue to be handled as adult cases.) Gives superior court original jurisdiction when prosecutor elects to 
charge a juvenile as an adult for a Class A through E felony committed while juvenile is age 15. 
Jurisdiction—undisciplined juveniles. Extends jurisdiction of district (juvenile) court to include certain undisciplined 
behavior (running away; being beyond the disciplinary control of the parent, guardian, or custodian) by 16- and 17- 
year-olds. 

Jurisdiction—parents. Clarifies district court’s jurisdiction over a parent who is served in a juvenile action. 

Intake and diversion. Requires that if intake counselor approves petition for filing, petition be filed within 15 
days (with possible 15-day extension) from date complaint is received (except when petition is filed following 
violation of diversion contract or plan). Authorizes intake counselors to enter into diversion contracts with juveniles 
and their parents. Restricts types of offenses that may be diverted to teen court programs. Requires intake 
counselors to keep records of cases that are diverted and of diversion plans and contracts. 

Open hearings. Requires that all hearings involving delinquent or undisciplined juveniles be open to the public 
unless district court judge, for good cause, closes a hearing or part of a hearing. 

First appearance. Requires a “first appearance” for every juvenile alleged to have committed a felony. Hearing will 
be held either at the first secure or nonsecure custody hearing or, if the juvenile is not in custody, within 10 days 
after petition is filed, unless continued for good cause. 
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Use of jail facilities. Allows judge to order that a juvenile alleged to have committed a Class A through E 
felony (or adjudicated for such a felony and awaiting placement with the Division of Youth Services) be held up to 
72 hours in a holdover facility in a jail if the court determines that no acceptable alternative placement is available 
and that protection of the public requires that the juvenile be housed in a holdover facility. 

Release from secure custody. Authorizes court to impose appropriate restrictions on the liberty of a juvenile who is 
released from secure custody; deletes requirement that court impose least restrictive interference with juvenile’s 
liberty. 

Fingerprints and photographs. Allows law enforcement agency, without a court order, to fingerprint and 
photograph a juvenile who is in custody and alleged to have committed a felony. Requires that the fingerprints and 
photograph be destroyed if a petition is not approved for filing, the court does not find probable cause, or the 
juvenile is not adjudicated delinquent. 

Nontestimonial identification order for blood sample. Requires finding of probable cause to believe (rather 
than reasonable grounds to suspect) that juvenile committed a felony, as basis for a nontestimonial identification 
order for a blood sample. 

Probable cause and transfer hearings. Requires that probable cause hearing, when required, be held within 
15 days of the juvenile’s first appearance. If probable cause is found and transfer is not required, requires a 
transfer hearing, which must be held at a later date if the juvenile has not had at least five days’ notice of intention 
to seek transfer. Specifies factors court must consider in determining whether protection of the community, needs 
of the juvenile, or the interest of the State will be served by transferring the case to superior court. Retains 
requirement that any order of transfer specify the reasons for transfer. 

Blended sentencing. Adds new GS 15A-1340.16B, providing that if a defendant was under age 16 at the time 
of committing a felony and has been tried and convicted as an adult, the court, after imposing a sentence under 
structured sentencing, may suspend the sentence and place the defendant on probation on the condition that the 
defendant complete a juvenile disposition that the court deems appropriate. 

Disposition—undisciplined juveniles. Retains current dispositional options and adds authority for court to 
impose conditions of protective supervision and to hold in contempt a juvenile who willfully fails to comply with an 
order of protective supervision. Provides for appointed counsel for juvenile alleged to be in contempt. For first 
finding of contempt, judge may order juvenile to detention for up to 24 hours; for second finding, up to three days; 
and for third or subsequent finding, up to five days. 

Disposition—delinquent juveniles. Specifies additional dispositional alternatives for delinquent juveniles, 
including participation in victim-offender reconciliation program, participation in regimented training program, 
house arrest, and confinement in a juvenile detention facility for up to fourteen 24-hour periods. Adds as possible 
regular conditions of probation, that the juvenile (1) remain free of controlled substances and submit to random 
drug testing; (2) abide by a curfew; (3) submit to a warrantless search at reasonable times; or (4) not possess a 
firearm, explosive device, or other deadly weapon. Authorizes the court to order, as special conditions of 
probation, that the juvenile, if directed to do so by the court counselor, perform up to 20 hours of community 
service, submit to substance abuse monitoring and treatment, cooperate with electronic monitoring, cooperate 
with intensive supervision, or participate in a life skills or educational skills program. Provides that a probation 
order may remain in force for up to two years and that, after notice and hearing and appropriate findings, the court 
may extend it for one additional year. 

Establishes three offense classifications: “violent” (A through E felony); “serious” (F through | felony or Class A1 
misdemeanor, and “minor” (Class 1, 2, or 3 misdemeanor). Requires the intake counselor, before the dispositional 
hearing, to compute the juvenile’s “delinquency history level,” based on points assigned for prior adjudications and 
for probation status at the time of the offense. Establishes three levels of disposition: community, intermediate, 
and commitment. Specifies which dispositional alternatives are available at each level. Sets out a disposition chart 
indicating which level or levels of disposition are available in a particular case, depending on the offense 
Classification and the juvenile’s delinquency history level. Provides that if juvenile is adjudicated delinquent based 
on more than one offense at same time, court must consolidate offenses for disposition and base disposition on 
Class of offense and delinquency history level for most serious offense. Authorizes the court to consider a 
juvenile’s cooperation with law enforcement, in providing information about other persons involved in commission 
of the offense, as a mitigating factor in determining the appropriate disposition within the prescribed level. 
Authorizes court, upon finding that a juvenile has violated probation, to continue or modify conditions of probation 
or order a new disposition at the next higher level in the disposition chart. For violation of probation, however, the 
court may not order a Level 3 (commitment) disposition for a juvenile adjudicated delinquent for a minor offense 
unless the court finds (1) that the juvenile has been adjudicated delinquent for three or more unrelated minor 
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offenses within one year of being placed on probation, (2) the juvenile will benefit from a Level 3 disposition, and 
(3) a Level 3 disposition is necessary for the protection of the public. 

Requires that any commitment of a delinquent juvenile to the Dep't of Juvenile Justice be for either a definite term 
(under same standard as current law) or an indefinite term of at least six months. Makes clear that commitment 
does not terminate the court's continuing jurisdiction over the juvenile and parents. 

Specifies requirements for post-release supervision planning process for juveniles committed to the Dep't of 
Juvenile Justice, provides opportunity for court hearing on whether juvenile’s release is appropriate, and requires 
that every juvenile released from the Dep't's custody complete at least 90 days of post-release supervision. 
Requires that both commitment and post-release supervision terminate on or before the juvenile’s 18” birthday 
unless the court, after notice and hearing and appropriate findings, orders that the juvenile remain under the 
court's jurisdiction for a definite or indefinite period not to exceed the juvenile’s 21° birthday. 

Juvenile court’s authority over parents. Makes clear that parent who is served and willfully fails to appear at a 
hearing may be held in contempt. Prohibits an employer from discharging or demoting an employee because the 
employee is required to attend a hearing involving an undisciplined or delinquent juvenile. Authorizes the court to 
order a parent (1) to attend parental responsibility classes if they are available in the judicial district in which the 
parent resides; (2) to cooperate with and assist in the enforcement of probation or other court orders; and, to the 
extent the parent is able to do so, (3) to provide transportation for a juvenile to comply with court orders; (4) to pay 
a reasonable sum for the juvenile’s support; (5) to pay a fee for probation supervision or residential facility costs; 
(6) to assign private insurance coverage to cover the juvenile’s medical costs; and (7) to pay court-appointed 
attorney fees. Provides that on motion of the court counselor or prosecutor or the court’s own motion, the court 
may issue a show cause order directing a parent to appear and show cause why the parent should not be found in 
civil or criminal contempt for willfully failing to comply with an order of the court. 

Juvenile records. New subchapter Ill of the Juvenile Code enacts separate articles governing court and 
agency records of abused, neglected, or dependent juveniles and court and agency records of delinquent or 
undisciplined juveniles. The following provisions relate to court and agency records regarding delinquent or 
undisciplined juveniles. Authorizes court to direct the clerk to “seal” any portion of a juvenile’s record, so that it may 
be examined only by court order. Otherwise, provides that clerk’s record may be examined and copies may be 
obtained by the juvenile and the juvenile’s attorney; the juvenile’s parent, guardian, custodian, or authorized 
representative; the prosecutor; and court counselors. Authorizes sworn NC law enforcement officers to examine, 
but not obtain copies of, the clerk’s record without a court order. 

Disclosure of information about juveniles. With respect to records and information regarding abused, 
neglected, dependent, delinquent, or undisciplined juveniles, authorizes chief district court judge to authorize 
designated agencies, including a local mental health facility, local health department, local department of social 
services, local law enforcement agency, local school administrative unit, the district attorney’s office, and the 
Office of Guardian ad Litem Services in the Administrative Office of the Courts, share information to protect 
juvenile. Shared information remains confidential and must be withheld from public inspection. District attorney is 
not required to release or disclose information under this section. 

Use of juvenile information by schools. Rewrites GS 115C-404 to provide that information acquired by a 
school pursuant to Juvenile Code provisions requiring disclosure of certain information to a juvenile’s school may 
not be the sole basis for a decision to suspend or expel a student. 

Criminal Justice Information Network. Amends GS 143-661(a) to expand the purpose of the Criminal Justice 
Information Network to include the sharing of juvenile justice information among law enforcement, judicial, and 
corrections agencies.

Effective Oct. 1, 1999, adds new GS 7B-2505.1 authorizing judge, 
upon finding that juvenile is a danger to the community, to order that juvenile register in accordance with Part 4 of 
Art. 27A of GS Ch. 14 if juvenile is adjudicated delinquent for commission of first or second degree rape, first or 


second degree sexual offense, or attempted rape or sexual offense, and was at least 11 years old at time of 
offense.

Children expelled from school. Effective July 1, 1999, amends GS 115C-12(24) and 115C-105.47(b) to 
require that safe school guidelines and plans regarding assignment of students to alternative learning programs 
must include strategies for providing alternative learning programs, when feasible and appropriate, for students 
subject to long-term suspension or expulsion. 

Department of Justice. Effective July 1, 1999, requires the Dep't of Justice to revise Div’n of Criminal 
Information’s juvenile arrest form used by state and local law enforcement agencies in accordance with 
recommendations of Governors Commission on Juvenile Justice and Crime; to develop and conduct annually 
minority sensitivity training for all law enforcement personnel throughout the state and ensure that all persons who 
work with minority juveniles in the system are taught to communicate effectively with minority juveniles and to 
recognize and address their needs; and to assess annually whether minorities are receiving fair and equal 
treatment in the juvenile justice system. 

Department of Juvenile Justice. Effective July 1, 1999, requires Dep’t to ensure that all juvenile court 
counselors and other Dep’t personnel receive minority sensitivity training as described above. Effective Oct. 1, 
1998, requires Dep't to develop cost-effective plan to establish statewide community-based dispositional 
alternatives for delinquent juveniles and funding strategy to encourage communities to provide local resources, 
services, and treatment options to meet the physical, emotional, and mental needs of juveniles and their families. 
Dep't also must recommend which judicial districts with high crime rates should have non-residential day reporting 
centers to provide intensive supervision. Dep’t must report plan to chairs of Senate and House Appropriations 
Subcommittees on Justice and Public Safety and General Assembly's Fiscal Research Div’n by April 1, 1999. 
Effective Oct. 1, 1998, requires Dep’t to ensure that existing delinquency prevention programs be used in a 
consistent, coordinated, and cost-effective manner and report to General Assembly by April 1, 1999 on its 
evaluation of these delinquency prevention programs. Effective Oct. 1, 1998, requires Dep't of Juvenile Justice, in 
cooperation with Dep’t of Public Instruction, to study specified issues and programs, to develop proposed rules 
and policies to implement mandates of Art. 12 of GS Ch. 143B, and to report their findings and recommendations 
to General Assembly by April 1, 1999. Effective July 1, 1998, requires Dep't of Juvenile Justice to evaluate 
effectiveness of reform measures implemented pursuant to this act and to report results of its evaluation and 
recommended legislative changes to Joint Legislative Comm’n on Gov't Operations by April 1, 2001. 

Chief Justice. Effective July 1, 1999, requires the Chief Justice to consider ensuring that all judges who hear 
juvenile cases receive minority sensitivity training as described above. 

Legislative Research Commission. Authorizes the Legislative Research Comm'n to study the 
recommendations of the Court Improvement Project regarding statutory procedures and mandates relating to 
abused, neglected, and dependent juveniles and to report to the 1999 General Assembly by Dec. 1, 1999. 

State Board of Education. Requires the State Board of Education to study the feasibility and advisability of 
delaying the start of the school day. If it recommends a delay in start of the school day, Board must consider 
whether schools should provide early morning supervision of students whose working parents do not have child 
care available. Board must report its findings and recommendations to the Joint Legislative Education Oversight 
Committee by April 1, 1999. 

Criminal Justice Information Network. Requires the governing board of the Criminal Justice Information 
Network to develop a comprehensive juvenile justice information system, including a system to collect specified 
data and information about every juvenile alleged to be delinquent; to study the most appropriate methods and 
procedures for obtaining, retaining, and releasing fingerprints and photographs of juveniles alleged to be 
delinquent; to consider issues relating to the expunction of juvenile records; and to report its findings and 
recommendations to the chairs of the House and Senate Appropriations Subcommittees on Justice and Public 
Safety and the General Assembly's Fiscal Research Div’n by April 1, 1999. 

45 ir Administrative Office of the Courts (AOC). Requires AOC to establish pilot programs for holding family court 
in district court districts designated by AOC. Pilot programs must follow guidelines in the report of the Comm’n for 
the Future of Justice and the Courts in North Carolina and will be assigned to hear all matters involving intrafamily 
rights, relationship, and obligations, and all juvenile justice matters, including child abuse, neglect, and 
dependency; juvenile delinquency; emancipation; divorce, equitable distribution; alimony and postseparation 
support; child custody; child support; paternity; adoption; domestic violence; adult protective services; and 
guardianship.

Requires Office to report by May 1, 1999 to chairs of Senate 
and House Appropriations Committees, Joint Legislative Comm'n on Gov't Operations, and General Assembly's 
Fiscal Research Div'n regarding any changes in projects and allocations for 1998-99. 

Juvenile Justice Reserve Fund. Establishes Juvenile Justice Reserve Fund in Office of State Budget and 
Management to provide funds to implement this act. 

Appropriation. Effective July 1, 1998, appropriates $42.4 million for 1998-99 from General Fund to Juvenile 
Justice Reserve Fund. Requires Office of State Budget and Management to report to Joint Legislative Comm'n on 
Gov't Operations on intended use of funds prior to expenditure of funds from Juvenile Justice Reserve Fund.

A sitting judge or justice who 
desires to continue in office is subject to voter retention at the last statewide election for members of the General 
Assembly held before the expiration of the judge or justice’s term of office. If voters do.not approve retention, the 
judge or justice’s office becomes vacant at the end of the term of office, and the vacancy is filled by the 
nomination, confirmation, and retention process described above. The Governor may nominate only a person of 
the same political affiliation as the judge or justice who was not retained. The political affiliation of a nominee is 
determined as of 24 months preceding the date of the vacancy for which the nomination is made. 

Includes the following transitional provisions. A judge or justice elected to one of these courts before Jan. 1, 
1999 for a term extending beyond that date and who is in office on that date has his or her term extended through

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June 30 of the year following the eighth year after the date the judge or justice was elected to office. At that time, 
the judge or justice is subject to voter retention if he or she desires to continue in office.

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S 1278. PSO MEDICARE LICENSING (=H 1455). TO CREATE MEDICARE PROVIDER SPONSORED 
ORGANIZATION LICENSING. Adds a new Article 17 (Provider Sponsored Organization Licensing) to GS Ch. 
131E to authorize providers of health care services in NC to form “provider sponsored organizations” (PSOs) 
which may contract directly with the federal Medicare+ Choice program and provide health care services to 
Medicare beneficiaries. The PSO may be organized in the form of a business corporation, a nonprofit corporation, 
a partnership, a limited liability company, a professional limited liability company, a sole proprietorship, a public 
hospital, a hospital authority, a hospital district, or a body politic. 

Qualifying as a PSO. To qualify as a PSO, the entity must be a health care provider or group of health care 
providers. Licensed physicians must comprise no less than 50% of the governing board. It must provide a 
substantial proportion (defined as 70% of the cost of the care provided, or 60% for PSOs whose beneficiaries live 
in rural areas) of the services under each of its Medicare contracts directly through its own health care provider or 
group of providers. The provider or group of providers must share substantial financial risk and have at least a 
majority financial interest. The requirement of substantial financial risk may be satisfied through (1) providing 
services at a capitated rate; (2) providing designated services under the Medicare contract for a predetermined 
percentage of premium or revenue from the Medicare program; (3) adopting a method of compensation to 
providers that causes compensation for each provider within the PSO to be related to the performance of all 
providers within the PSO in meeting cost containment goals; (4) agreeing to provide a complex or extended 
course of treatment that requires the substantial coordination of care by sponsoring providers in different 
specialties offering a complementary mix of services for a fixed, predetermined payment; or (5) agreeing to 
another risk-sharing arrangement approved by the Dep't of Health and Human Services (DHHS). 

Application and approval. To become a PSO an applicant must submit to DHHS an application showing, 
among other specified information, (1) a financial plan covering the first 12 months of operation under the PSO’s 
Medicare contract (detailing, among other things, its marketing plan and the assumptions that support the plan), 
(2) a statement describing the geographic area that will be served, (3) the program that will be used to evaluate 
whether the applicant’s network of sponsoring providers and contracted providers is sufficient in numbers and 
types to assure that all health care services will be accessible without unreasonable delay, (4) the program that will 
be used to evaluate whether the sponsoring providers in fact provide the required “substantial portion of services” 
under each Medicare contract, (5) the program that will be used for verifying provider credentials, (6) the utilization 
review program for the review and control of health services provided or paid for by the PSO, and (7) the PSO's 
health care quality management program. The PSO license will be issued by DHHS, but a PSO that has been 
granted a waiver pursuant to federal Medicare law is deemed licensed as long as the waiver remains in effect (and 
is subject to regulation by the DHHS as if licensed). DHHS may make such investigation as it deems necessary, 
and must find that the PSO has a minimum net worth of $1.5 million (or $1 million if the PSO can demonstrate that 
it already has in place the necessary administrative infrastructure, or a lower amount determined by the DHHS if 
the PSO operates primarily in rural areas). The PSO must have $750,000 in cash or cash equivalents, unless it is 
rural, in which case DHHS may set a lower amount. 

Financial requirements for operation. An operating PSO must meet several financial requirements, including 
minimum net worth, proportion of net worth that must be in cash or cash equivalents, and minimum cash flow. 
DHHS may make an examination of the affairs of the PSO as often as it considers necessary, but at least once 
every three years. If DHHS determines that the financial condition of a PSO might be hazardous to its 
beneficiaries, creditors, or the general public, DHHS may order the PSO to take corrective action, including 
reducing liability through reinsurance, reducing the volume of new business, reducing expenses through specified 
methods, adding or deleting sponsoring providers, or other specified actions. PSO contracts with health care 
providers must specify that if the PSO fails to pay the provider for services, the Medicare subscriber or beneficiary 
is not to be liable and no provider may maintain an action at law against the subscriber or provider. In lieu of this 
last provision regarding PSO contracts with providers, the PSO may deposit with the DHHS a specified level of 
funds or maintain insurance at a specified level to assure payment to providers. Each PSO must have in place a 
plan for handling insolvency (which may include insurance, insolvency reserves, letters of credit, and other 
specified arrangements) allowing for continuation of benefits to beneficiaries for their contract period or for the 
period for which a beneficiary is confined to an inpatient facility. 

Suspension or revocation of license. PSO license may be suspended or revoked for PSO’s operating contrary 
to basic organizational documents submitted with its application, failing to comply with Medicare or Medicaid 
requirements, failing to maintain required financial reserves, operating in manner hazardous to beneficiaries, or 


other specified reasons. Sets out administrative procedures for denying an application or suspending or revoking a 
license or imposing penalties. 
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Other provisions. PSO may not use in its name any of the following terms: insurance, casualty, surety, 
mutual, or other words descriptive of insurance. PSOs generally are not subject to coverage by GS Ch. 58, which 


regulates insurance. Appropriates an unspecified amount for 1998-99 from General Fund to DHHS to implement 
the act.

COMMITTEE. Enacts new GS Ch. 132A governing access to medical records. 

Patient's right of access. Defines “patient” broadly to include person seeking care and patient representatives. 
Entitles patient to examine own medical records. If disclosure of medical information would be injurious to patient's 
physical or mental health or violate provider's ethical duties, information may be disclosed to provider designated 
by patient, rather than to patient. Denies patient access to peer review material related to patient's care. Sets out 
procedures under which patient may seek amendment of own medical records. 

Communication of health information. Defines holder of health information as “custodian.” Term includes 
health facilities and providers, employers, payers, schools and universities, and researchers. Directs custodians to 
maintain confidentiality of health information that identifies (or may identify) patient and provides that such 
identifying health information is not a public record. 

Establishes general rule that provider may disclose identifying health information only with patient's 
authorization and sets out required content for such authorization. Identifying health information may be disclosed 
without patient authorization to referring providers, persons providing medical care to patient, patient's relatives or 
guardians when patient cannot consent and disclosure is necessary to avoid serious jeopardy to patient, health 
oversight agencies (which receive such information in conjunction with audits as defined in act), custodian and its 
employees, health researchers, and payers for patient's medical care. Also permits release of “directory 
information” about patient—presence of patient at facility, including room and phone number; date of admission, 
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and condition—unless patient has given instructions to contrary. Establishes custodian’s responsibilities for 
maintaining confidentiality. Sets out circumstances under which identifying health information may be released 
pursuant to subpoena, search warrant, discovery, or court order. Permits custodians to maintain or participate in 
master person indexes, which indicate the existence and location of medical records, and sets out records (mental 
health, substance abuse, HIV and AIDS) that may not be disclosed in such an index. Permits custodians to 
maintain medical records in electronic format, without paper copies; and recognizes validity of electronic 
signatures. 

Allows custodian to condition patient's coverage or treatment on patient's consent to disclosure of health 
information if disclosure is essential to the provider's health or safety or to the patient’s treatment, coverage or 
payment. If no time specified, patient consent is valid for one year. Custodian may rely in good faith on 
representations of party asking for health information. 

Liability. Makes custodians or employees or agents thereof liable for damages incurred from intentional or 
negligent act or omission concerning identifying health information. Sets out list of “safe harbors,” compliance with 
which insulates custodians from such liability. Provides that, unless displaced by federal or state rules, standards 
on health information recommended by various organizations, including NC Health Care Information and 
Communications Alliance, constitute prima facie evidence of a custodian’s appropriate standard of care. 

Conflicting laws. \ncludes provisions regarding relationship between this act and existing legal provisions 
governing health records, including federal law; GS Ch. 58, Art. 39; GS Ch. 122C; and GS 130A-143. 

Effective date. Effective July 1, 2000, except for provisions regarding access to records by subpoena, search 
warrant, discovery or court order; master person indexes; and electronic records and signatures. If custodian 
complies with act before effective date, safe harbors apply to that custodian from time of compliance.

to property inside corridor. Sets out procedures for granting variances from map and permits advanced acquisition 
of property within corridor.

ACT. Makes numerous changes in the laws governing schools operated by the Dep't of Health and Human 
Services (DHHS). 

DHHS schools participate in ABC’s Program. Extends the School-Based Management and Accountability 
Program (commonly known as the ABC's Program) to the operation of the residential schools under the control of 
DHHS—the Governor Morehead School, the three schools for the deaf, and other residential schools designated 
by the DHHS Sec’y. Directs the State Board of Education (SBE), in consultation with DHHS, to adopt necessary 
guidelines for developing and implementing the ABC’s Program in such schools, recognizing participating schools 
that meet or exceed their goals, and identifying low-performing schools and assigning assistance teams 
(composed of individuals with expertise in residential schools, individuals with experience in the education of 
children with disabilities, and others). The DHHS ABC’s Program will focus on student performance in reading, 
mathematics, and communication skills in lower grades and on courses and other measurements required for 
graduation in higher grades. 

The superintendent and instructional personnel assigned to schools that achieve or exceed a level of 
expected growth will be eligible for financial awards in amounts to be set by the SBE under a plan developed and 
voted on by the superintendent and instructional personnel at the school as approved by the DHHS Sec’y. 

The SBE must develop a procedure to identify low-performing schools, defined as those in which there is a 
failure to meet minimum growth standards and a majority of students are performing below grade level. Each 
identified low-performing school must provide written notification to parents. The SBE may assign assistance 
teams to low-performing schools to review all aspects of the school’s operation, evaluate the superintendent and 
instructional personnel, and design a plan to improve student performance. Once a school is identified as low- 
performing, the DHHS Sec’y must begin dismissal proceedings for the superintendent under the State Personnel 
Act unless the Sec’y finds that the superintendent has demonstrated that he or she has not been guilty of 
inadequate performance. Certified instructional personnel in low-performing schools may be dismissed in following 
circumstances: (1) the assistance team provides two consecutive evaluations that indicate that the teacher’s 
performance is inadequate; (2) the assistance team recommends that a teacher be dismissed; or (3) a teacher at 
a low-performing school has three times failed the SBE-mandated general knowledge examination under GS 
115C-105.38A. Noncertified instructional personnel are subject to dismissal in the first two cited circumstances. 

Each school under the ABC’s Program must adopt a calendar that includes a minimum of 180 days and 
1,000 hours of instruction covering at least nine calendar months. In developing the calendar, the school must 
consult with parents, residential school personnel, and the local school administrative unit. 

Each school under the ABC’s Program must appoint a school improvement team to develop a school 
improvement plan. The team must include five parents of children enrolled in the school, elected by the parents. 
The plan must include strategies for the use of school funds, to encourage parent involvement, and to provide for 
a safe school environment. Plan is subject to approval by DHHS Sec’y. 

Amends GS 115C-105.31 to add DHHS Sec’y (or designee) to the Task Force on School-Based 
Management. 

School technology plan. Adds new GS 143B-146.10 to require DHHS Sec’y to develop a school technology 
plan for the residential schools that meets the requirements of the state school technology plan. Amends GS 
115C-102.5(b) to add the Sec’y (or designee) to the Comm'n on School Technology. 

Appeals of school decisions. Adds new GS 143B-146.11 to require the DHHS Sec’y to establish a procedure 
for the resolution of disputes between a residential school and parents of a school student. 

Reporting to law enforcement. Adds new GS 143B-146.12 to require the superintendent, if he or she has 
knowledge that an act has occurred on school property involving assault resulting in serious personal injury, 
sexual assault, sexual offense, rape, kidnapping, indecent liberties with minor, assault involving the use of a 
weapon, possession of a firearm in violation of the law, or possession of a controlled substance in violation of the 
law, to report the act to the appropriate law enforcement agency. Failure to do so is a misdemeanor. 
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Personnel criminal history checks. Adds new GS 143B-146.13 to direct the DHHS Sec’y to require an 
applicant for a residential school personnel position to be checked for a criminal history before being offering an 
unconditional job. (Applicant may be employed conditionally while history is being checked.) Authorizes the Dep't 
of Justice to provide criminal histories to the DHHS Sec’y and sets out procedure. 

Changes in structure and function. Directs the DHHS Sec’y to make changes in the structure and functions of 
residential schools to improve student performance, increase flexibility and control, and promote economy and 
efficiency, beginning with the Governor Morehead School and the three schools for the deaf. Directs the Sec’y to 
make a preliminary report to the Legislative Committee on Public Schools by Nov. 1, 1998, and a final report by 
Nov. 1, 1999, on the results of the changes and on any legislative revisions needed. Also directs the Sec’y to 
make changes in the administrative organization of DHHS and the four schools. The changes have the goal of 
eliminating 50% of the employee positions currently assigned to DHHS and its divisions for the purpose of 
providing assistance to the residential schools and redirecting 50% of the residential-school budget to instructional 
programs. Sec’y must report to the Legislative Committee on Public Schools by Dec. 15, 1998. Appropriates 
$300,000 for 1998-99 from General Fund to DHHS to contract for outside consultants and assistance. 

Sign language. Directs the DHHS Sec’y to adopt policies and offer training to insure that all personnel in the 
three state schools for the deaf become proficient in sign language within two years of the initial date of their 
employment. 

Teacher certification. Directs the SBE to evaluate the certification requirements for teachers at the Governor 
Morehead School and the three schools for the deaf. 

Appropriations. Appropriates from the General Fund for 1998-99 (in addition to the appropriation above) $1.2 
million to DHHS to provide funds for teacher supplements under the ABC’s program; $900,000 to the SBE for two 
assistance teams to be assigned to residential low-performing schools; $1.25 million to DHHS for computers and 
other technology at the residential schools.

Review of voluntary foster care placements. Rewrites GS 7A-661 to provide that juvenile placed in foster care 
under voluntary agreement between parent or guardian and county dep'’t of social services may not remain in 
placement more than 90 days without filing petition alleging abuse, neglect, or dependency. 

Hearings regarding nonsecure custody of abused, neglected, or dependent juveniles. Amends GS 7A-577 to 
prohibit holding abused, neglected, or dependent juvenile in nonsecure custody for more than 72 hours (now, 
more than seven calendar days) without a hearing on the merits or to determine need for continued custody, and 
to allow hearing regarding nonsecure custody to be continued for no more than seven calendar days (now, no 
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more than ten business days). Requires that a second hearing on continued nonsecure custody be held within 
seven calendar days (now, seven business days) of the initial hearing. 

Parent's right to counsel. Amends GS 7A-587 to require juvenile court, immediately upon receipt of petition 
involving alleged abuse, neglect, or dependency of juvenile, to appoint counsel to represent the juvenile’s parent if 
the parent's whereabouts are known. The juvenile’s parent is conclusively presumed to be indigent for the 
purposes of appointed counsel for the first nonsecure hearing or conference. If parent is thereafter determined to 
be indigent, parent will continue to be represented by court-appointed counsel unless parent waives right to court- 
appointed counsel or ceases to be indigent. If the parent is determined not to be indigent, parent may be required 
to reimburse the State for the cost of court-appointed counsel. 

Pre-adjudication conference. Adds new Art. 50A to the Juvenile Code (GS Ch. 7A, Subchapter XI) to 
establish procedure for pre-adjudication conference in cases involving alleged abuse, neglect, or dependency of 
juvenile. Purpose of conference is to explore possibility of settlement, to narrow issues and stipulate facts that are 
not in dispute. Conference will be held within 30 days from filing petition unless judge, for good cause, orders 
conference to be held at later date. All parties and their attorneys must attend the conference and may be 
sanctioned if they fail to do so. At or before the conference, each party must provide to all other parties a written 
list of prospective witnesses and exhibits and copies of all available listed exhibits that will be used at the juvenile 
court hearing. Parties must identify matters that can be stipulated, make stipulations, consider any proposed 
consent order, and prepare a pretrial order reflecting outcome of the conference. Judge may accept stipulation of 
findings, conclusions, or provisions of adjudication order if, after examining parties in open court, court determines 
that parties understand and voluntarily consent to the content and consequences of stipulation, including, if 
applicable, possibility that juvenile may be removed permanently from the home. 

Adjudicatory hearing. Amends GS 7A-629 to require that, in cases involving alleged abuse, neglect, or 
dependency of juvenile, adjudicatory hearing be held within 60 days of filing of petition unless judge orders, 
pursuant to GS 7A-632, that hearing be held at later date. 

Dispositional hearing. Amends GS 7A-640 to require that the dispositional hearing in cases involving abuse, 
neglect, or dependency of juvenile be held immediately after adjudication unless judge orders, for good cause, that 
it be continued. 

Pre-disposition conference. Adds new GS 7A-642 and 7A-643 to establish procedure for pre-disposition 
conference in cases involving abuse, neglect, or dependency of juvenile. Purpose of conference is to explore 
possibility of settlement, to narrow issues, and to stipulate those facts or provisions of dispositional order that are 
not in dispute. If settlement is reached at pre-adjudication conference, pre-disposition conference is held 
immediately following pre-adjudication conference. If disposition occurs on a date after adjudication, conference is 
held no more than two weeks before dispositional hearing. Procedures regarding pre-disposition conference and 
judge’s acceptance of stipulations resulting from pre-disposition conference are the same as those governing pre- 
adjudication conference. 

Review hearings. Amends GS 7A-657 to require court, except as otherwise provided under GS 7A-657(e) 
[now, GS 7A-657(b)]}, to conduct review of dispositional orders in cases involving abuse, neglect, or dependency of 
juvenile within 90 days from date of dispositional hearing (now, within six months after dispositional order removing 
juvenile from parent's custody), and conduct subsequent reviews at least every year thereafter (now, conduct 
second review within six months after first review and conduct subsequent reviews every year thereafter). 
Requires county director of social services to give 15 days’ notice of review hearing to any relative, foster parent, 
or preadoptive parent providing care for juvenile, and to juvenile if juvenile is at least 12 years old and does not 
have guardian ad litem. Requires county director of social services to deliver written summary, describing progress 
in case since last hearing and current recommendations, to all counsel, unrepresented parties, and administrator 
of guardian ad litem program, at least 10 days before review hearing. Requires pre-hearing conference at least 
five days before review hearing. At or before the conference, guardian ad litem program must provide written 
summary, identifying persons contacted and factual basis for any recommendations, to county director of social 
services, all counsel, and unrepresented parties. Conference must be conducted pursuant to district court’s 
general rules of practice. 


Makes similar changes with respect to post-termination of parental rights placement review hearings under 
GS 7A-659. 

Amends GS 7A-660 to decrease from six months to two or three months the time for review of agency’s plan 
for child placement following surrender of child for adoption. 

Permanency planning in cases of abuse, neglect, or dependency. Deletes provisions of GS 7A-657 regarding 
visitation and permanency planning, and adds new GS 7A-657.1 to require juvenile court to hold permanency 
planning hearing within 12 months of filing of petition in cases involving abuse, neglect, or dependency of juvenile 
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(now, within 12 months of juvenile’s placement). Permanency planning hearing may be combined with review 
hearing under GS 7A-657. Purpose of permanency planning hearing is to achieve a safe permanent home for 
juvenile within a reasonable period of time. Requirements regarding notice and procedures for permanency 
planning hearing and pre-hearing conference are similar to those for review hearings. At hearing, court may 
consider any information from parent, juvenile, guardian, foster parent, relative, preadoptive parent, guardian ad 
litem, custodial agency, or other person that will aid in its review. If, at the conclusion of the hearing, the juvenile is 
not returned home, court must make written findings with respect to the following matters, if relevant: (1) whether it 
is possible for juvenile to be returned home immediately or within the next six months, and, if not, the reasons why 
it is not in the juvenile’s best interest to return home; (2) if the juvenile’s return home within six months is unlikely, 
whether guardianship or custody with a relative or other suitable person should be established and what rights and 
responsibilities should be retained by the juvenile’s parent(s); (3) if the juvenile’s return home within six months is 
unlikely, whether adoption should be pursued and whether there are barriers to adoption; (4) whether the juvenile 
should remain in temporary placement, and, if so, the reasons why temporary placement remains appropriate; and 
(5) a specific time frame for implementing the permanent placement plan. Court also must make specific findings 
regarding best plan of care to achieve a safe, permanent home for juvenile within a reasonable period of time. 
Judge may appoint a guardian of the person for the juvenile or make any disposition authorized under GS 7A-647, 
including placing juvenile in custody of either parent or any suitable relative if such placement is in the juvenile’s 
best interest. 

If juvenile is not returned home, court must enter order directing county dep’t of social services to make 
reasonable efforts to place juvenile in timely manner in accordance with the permanent placement plan and to 
take whatever steps are necessary to achieve permanent placement of juvenile. If juvenile (a) has been removed 
from home for 15 of the last 22 months, or (b) has been abandoned, or (c) is the child of a parent who has 
murdered or committed voluntary manslaughter of another child of the parent (or attempted, conspired, solicited, 
aided or abetted such crimes) or committed a felony assault that resulted in serious bodily injury to the juvenile or 
another child of the parent, court must order dep'’t of social services to initiate proceeding to terminate parental 
rights of child's parents unless court finds that permanent placement plan should be guardianship or custody with 
relative or other suitable person, termination of parental rights would not be in juvenile’s best interests, or 
reasonable efforts to reunify the juvenile and the juvenile’s parents are required and dep’t of social services has 
not provided juvenile’s family with services the dep’t considers necessary for safe return of juvenile to juvenile’s 
home. If court orders that adoption be pursued or that proceedings to terminate parental rights be initiated, action 
to terminate parental rights must be filed within 60 days of permanency planning hearing or other time frame 
specified by court. 

Amends GS 7A-289.24 to allow any person having authority to file a petition for termination of parental rights 
to intervene in pending abuse, neglect, or dependency proceeding for purpose of filing a petition to terminate 
parental rights in the pending abuse, neglect, or dependency proceeding, and makes conforming amendments to 
establish procedures for termination of parental rights as part of pending abuse, neglect, or dependency 
proceeding. 

Amends GS 7A-659 to require county dep’t of social services to give guardian ad litem at least 10 days notice 
of adoption selection meeting and to file notice with court within 10 days of selection of specific adoptive parents. 
Allows guardian ad litem, within 10 days of filing notice of selection of adoptive parents, to file motion seeking 
review of selection decision. Review hearing must be held within 30 days. Selection of adoptive parents by county 
dep't of social services must be upheld unless court finds, by clear, cogent, and convincing evidence, that decision 
is not in best interests of juvenile.

Gas Tax, enacted as new GS Ch. 105, Art. 5E. Sets rate for such tax as follows, for each meter per month: $.047 
per therm for first 200 therms; $.027 per therm for volume of 201 through 15,000 therms; and $.022 per therm for 
all therms over 15,000. Exempts sales by the eight cities operating piped gas distribution systems on July 1, 1998. 
Provides that one-half of the collections from new tax within cities be distributed to each city, in manner of existing 
utility franchise tax. These tax provisions are effective Jan. 1, 1999. Effective July 1, 1998, exempts city gas 
systems from sales and use tax. 

Provides that city gas systems may serve all premises served by city as of June 30, 1998, plus additional 


premises after that date if located in the same county as the city. Prohibits cities from serving customers outside 
such service area.

Part |. DWI Forfeiture Revisions. 


Makes numerous changes to 1997 DWI forfeiture law. Amends GS 20-4.01(24a) and 20-28.2(a) to expand 
the circumstances in which a vehicle is subject to forfeiture. Continues to make vehicle subject to forfeiture if 
defendant is convicted of impaired-driving offense while his or her license is revoked pursuant to impaired-driving 
revocation, but adds first-degree murder and habitual impaired driving to list of impaired-driving offenses and adds 
license revocations for habitual impaired driving and any felony or assault involving impaired-driving to list of 
impaired-driving revocations. Also allows court to hold forfeiture hearing 60 days after scheduled trial date if 
defendant fails to appear and trial has not been rescheduled; authorizes forfeiture if court finds by greater weight 
of evidence that defendant is guilty of impaired-driving offense while his or her license was revoked pursuant to 
impaired-driving revocation. 

Amends pretrial and trial procedures in GS 20-28.3. Provides that officer may not seize vehicle if officer 
determines that vehicle has been reported stolen or that vehicle was rented and driven by person not listed on 
rental contract as authorized driver. Also revises notification procedures, requiring officer to provide notice of 
seizure to DMV, an agency designated by Governor, and clerk of court. Requires DMV and the designated agency 
(now, officer) to notify vehicle owners and lienholders of seizure; also requires notice to vehicle owner's insurance 
company if vehicle was damaged during offense or seizure. Requires clerk to provide notice of seizure to 
prosecutor and attorney for county school board. 

Amends GS 20-28.3 to authorize magistrate to release vehicle to owner when there was no probable cause 
for seizure, but requires owner to pay towing and storage fees. Also authorizes magistrate to issue seizure order if 
vehicle was not seized and magistrate determines that seizure is appropriate. 

Authorizes statewide, regional, or county contracts for towing of seized vehicles. Requires that local towing 
services be given notice and opportunity to submit proposals prior to award of contract. Increases allowable fee for 
Storage of vehicle to $10 (now, $5) per day. 

Imposes additional conditions on pretrial release of vehicle when owner (other than driver) or lienholder posts 
bond with clerk, including requirement that vehicle be returned on day of forfeiture hearing in substantially same 
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condition as it was at time of seizure. Allows court to order bond forfeited or to hold owner or lienholder in 
contempt if conditions are violated. Also clarifies that bond may be in form of property bond, bail bond, or bond 
with sufficient sureties. ; 

Establishes procedure for “innocent owner’ to petition court for pretrial release of vehicle. Hearing on petition 
for pretrial release must be held within ten business days or as soon as possible thereafter. Prosecutor or judge 
may release vehicle upon determination that vehicle is not subject to forfeiture, but requires owner to pay towing 
and storage fees. Revises definition of “innocent owner” in GS 20-28.2(a1) to include owners whose vehicles have 
been stolen, who file a police report for unauthorized use and who agree to prosecute, or who are in the business 
of renting vehicles and who agree to prosecute for unauthorized use a driver who is not listed on the rental 
contract as an authorized driver. (Also adds new GS 20-106.3 making it a Class 1 misdemeanor for a person to 
operate a rental vehicle without written authorization by the owner of the rental vehicle.) Provides that order finding 
that petitioner is not “innocent owner’ may be reconsidered at forfeiture hearing (held after trial or after defendant's 
failure to appear for trial). 

Establishes similar procedures for defendant or lienholder to petition court for pretrial release of vehicle, and 
authorizes pretrial release of seized vehicle under specified circumstances. 

Gives county school board additional powers and rights in forfeiture proceedings. Authorizes county school 
board to negotiate with insurance company and to compromise and accept settlement of any claim for damages 
concerning a vehicle that was damaged during the offense; directs clerk to pay insurance proceeds to county 
school bond in event court orders forfeiture of vehicle. Authorizes expedited sale of vehicle by school board, under 
conditions in new GS 20-28.3(i), to avoid additional liability for towing and storage costs. Requires that notice be 
given to school board of all forfeiture proceedings, and gives board right to appear. Requires court to order 
defendant convicted of offense involving impaired-driving to pay restitution to school board for towing, storage, and 
sale costs not covered by proceeds from forfeiture; provides that restitution order is civil judgment and may be 
docketed and collected as any other judgment. 

Gives priority to trials of impaired-driving offenses that involve vehicle forfeitures, requiring that trial be 
scheduled on arresting officer’s next court date or within 30 days of offense, whichever comes first; prohibits 
continuances except as specified. Provides that if defendant appeals to superior court from conviction in district 
court, appeal must be scheduled for trial on next available trial date and may not be continued except as specified. 

Continues to authorize court, at conclusion of trial, to order vehicle released to owner if defendant is not 
convicted of impaired-driving offense or judge fails to find grossly aggravating factor in GS 20-179(c)(2) (driving 
while license revoked for impaired-driving revocation), but deletes provision authorizing release if there was not 
probable cause to seize vehicle. Conditions release on payment of towing and storage fees by owner. Also revises 
GS 20-28.2(e) to provide that determination by court at forfeiture hearing that petitioner is not “innocent owner’ is a 
final judgment and is immediately appealable to court of appeals; retains current GS 20-28.5(e), which provides 
that when district court conviction that is basis of forfeiture order is appealed to superior court, issue of forfeiture is 
heard de novo in superior court.

New 12th congressional district runs from Winston-Salem to Charlotte and includes all of 
Rowan County and parts of Forsyth, Davidson, Iredell, and Mecklenburg counties; Guilford County is excluded 
from the new 12th district. Based on 1990 census data, African Americans comprise 35.58% of total population

of registered voters (was, 45.58%) in new 12th congressional district. Revised plan is effective for the 1998 and 
2000 congressional elections unless the U.S. Supreme Court reverses the federal court decision holding the 12th 
congressional district unconstitutional, in which case congressional districts will be as described in GS 163-201(a) 
as it existed before enactment of SL 1998-2.

If approved, bond proceeds will be 
allocated as follows: (1) $365 million to provide state matching funds for federal wastewater or water supply funds 
and to provide direct grants from the Clean Water Revolving Loan and Grant Fund; (2) $50 million to provide 
grants from the Rural Economic Development Center for communities that lack sewer systems, to assist with 
wastewater treatment and collection (excluding the repair or replacement of low pressure pipe wastewater 
systems); (3) $50 million to provide supplemental and capacity grants to local governments in economically 
depressed areas to match other water and sewer funding; and (4) $320 million to make loans to local government 
units to pay the cost of water supply systems, water conservation projects, water reuse projects, wastewater 
collection systems, and wastewater treatment works. Establishes criteria and procedures for grants, loans and 
accounts in each of these areas, in addition to criteria established under the existing Clean Water Revolving Loan 
and Grant Fund. In particular, requires great emphasis to be placed on achieving reductions in nutrient and other 
pollutant discharge levels in nutrient sensitive waters. Requires annual reports by the Dep't of Environment and 
Natural Resources and the Rural Economic Development Center to the legislature. 

State Infrastructure Council. \f the bond referendum passes, establishes a State Infrastructure Council 
located within the Dep't of Environment and Natural Resources to develop a state strategic plan for water supply 
and distribution and wastewater treatment needs. Council will consist of 17 members, five ex officio and twelve 
appointed by the Governor, the Senate President Pro Tem. and the Speaker of the House, for two-year staggered 
terms. 

Clean Water Revolving Loan Fund. \f the bond referendum passes, raises the maximum loan amount 
provided under the Clean Water Revolving Loan Fund to $10 million (now, $3 million) and raises the maximum 
grant provided under the Clean Water Grant Fund to $3 million (now, $1 million). 

Natural gas infrastructure. Provides for a statewide referendum on Nov. 3, 1998 to consider authorizing $100 
million in state general obligation natural gas bonds. If approved, proceeds of the natural gas bonds will provide 
grants, loans, or other financing to natural gas local distribution companies, persons seeking natural gas 
distribution franchises, government agencies, or other entities for construction of natural gas facilities. Directs the 
Utilities Commission to promulgate rules for public funding of natural gas facility construction where construction 
would not otherwise be economically feasible, whether or not the natural gas bonds pass. Requires reports by the 
Utilities Commission to the legislature in conjunction with biennial reports now required under GS 62-36A.

SENATE BILLS 


S 845. SCHOOL BUSES FOR SPECIAL OLYMPICS. Intro. 4/15/97. House committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 2nd edition. Deletes provisions of original bill regarding environmental study and replaces it 
with AN ACT TO PERMIT THE STATE TO PROVIDE SCHOOL AND ACTIVITY BUSES FOR THE 
TRANSPORTATION NEEDS OF THE SPECIAL OLYMPICS. Authorizes Dep’t of Administration to allow the 1999 
Special Olympics World Summer Games Organizing Committee, Inc., to use state-owned trucks and vans for 
1999 Special Olympics World Summer Games in North Carolina. No fees may be charged by Dep't. Committee 
must submit list of purposes for which vehicles may be used. State will incur no liability for damages resulting 
from use of vehicles. Committee must carry liability insurance of at least $1 million and is responsible for cost of 
repairs to vehicles if damages. Johnston, Wake, Orange, and Durham county school systems may permit use 
and operation of school buses and activity buses by Committee for transportation of persons associated with 
Special Olympics during specified periods. Authorization is effective only for May 1998 and June and July 1999. 


S 1092. REDUCE NORTH CAROLINA TAXES. Intro. 5/12/98. House committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Deletes provisions of original bill (which eliminated state sales tax on food) and replaces it 
with AN ACT TO ELIMINATE THE STATE SALES TAX ON FOOD, TO ELIMINATE THE STATE’S INHERITANCE 
TAX AND RETAIN A STATE ESTATE TAX EQUAL TO THE FEDERAL STATE DEATH TAX CREDIT, TO 
INCREASE AND INDEX THE INDIVIDUAL INCOME TAX PERSONAL EXEMPTION AMOUNT, TO INCREASE 
THE PROPERTY TAX HOMESTEAD EXEMPTION AMOUNT AND INCOME ELIGIBILITY AMOUNT AND 
REIMBURSE LOCAL GOVERNMENTS FOR THE RESULTING REVENUE LOSS, TO EXPAND THE STATE 
CORPORATE INCOME TAX DEDUCTION FOR CHARITABLE CONTRIBUTIONS, TO INCREASE THE INCOME 
TAX CREDIT FOR CHARITABLE CONTRIBUTIONS BY NONITEMIZERS, AND TO REPEAL THE GIFT TAX. 

State sales tax on food. Eliminates state sales tax on sales of food on or after Oct. 1, 1998 (rather than 
reduce tax to 1% on Nov. 1, 1998, and eliminate tax on July 1, 1999). 

State inheritance tax. Repeals GS Ch. 105, Art. 1, eliminating state inheritance tax for estates of persons 
dying on or after Jan. 1, 1999. Adds new GS Ch. 105, Art. 1A imposing a new state estate tax in an amount equal 
to federal state death tax credit; establishes procedures for payment and collection of estate tax. 

Property tax exemption for elderly or disabled, low-income homeowners. Amends GS 105-277.1(a) to 
increase the homestead property tax exemption to $25,000 (now, $20,000) for elderly or disabled NC residents 
with incomes of $25,000 (now, $15,000). Amends GS 105-277.1A to require Sec’y of Revenue to reimburse local 
governments for resulting revenue loss. Applies to tax years beginning on or after July 1, 1999. 

Individual income tax. Repeals GS 105-134.6(c)(4a), which increases NC taxable income by the amount by 
which a taxpayer's personal exemptions had been increased for inflation under the Internal Revenue Code. 
Applies to tax years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1999. 

Deduction for charitable contributions. Amends GS 105-130.9 to increase to 10% (now, 5%) the deduction for 
most charitable contributions by corporations. Allows corporations to carry forward for five years charitable 
deductions exceeding the percentage limit. Also amends GS 105-151.26 to increase to 7% the deduction for 
ae charitable contributions by taxpayers who do not itemize. Applies to tax years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 


State gift tax. Repeals Ch. 105, Art. 6 to eliminate state gift tax for gifts made on or after Jan. 1, 1999. 
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HOUSE BILLS 

H 1446. BIOMETRICS TECHNICAL CORRECTIONS. Intro. 5/25/98. House committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Amends GS 108A-25.1 to require Dep’t of Health and Human Services to 
establish and maintain uniform system identifying all Work First, food stamp, child care, and Medicaid recipients, 
applicants, and payees, except those who are institutionalized adults and children under age 18 (unless they are 


minor parents who are applying for or receiving assistance) and to make biometric identification a condition of 
eligibility for such programs.

TO REWRITE THE JUVENILE CODE TO UPDATE THE LAW ON ABUSE, 
NEGLECT, AND DEPENDENCY, TO CONFORM THIS LAW TO FEDERAL ADOPTION LAW, TO 
INCORPORATE THE RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE GOVERNOR'S COMMISSION ON JUVENILE CRIME 
AND JUSTICE INTO THE LAW ON UNDISCIPLINEDNESS AND DELINQUENCY, TO MAKE CONFORMING 
CHANGES, AND TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO IMPLEMENT THESE CHANGES. 

Part |. Recodification and Revision of Laws on Abused, Neglected, and Dependent Children. 

Repeals Subchapter XI (Juvenile Code) of GS Ch. 7A and recodifies and revises the portions of that 
subchapter pertaining to child abuse, neglect, and dependency as Subchapter | of new GS Ch. 7B. Changes the 
word “juvenile” to “child” or “children” to distinguish between juveniles involved in delinquency or undisciplined 
proceedings and children involved in juvenile court proceedings involving abuse, neglect, or dependency. Makes 
the following changes with respect to Juvenile Code provisions involving abuse, neglect, or dependency and 
termination of parental rights proceedings. 

Purpose and definitions. Adds to purposes of subchapter that the health and safety of the child shall be of 
paramount concern. Adds definitions for “aggravated circumstances,” “child,” and “court of competent jurisdiction.” 
Expands definition of “neglected child” to include consideration of whether the mother or child had controlled 
substances or alcohol present in their bodies at the child’s birth. Adds to definition of “reasonable efforts” the 
diligent and timely use of permanency planning services by a dep't of social services. 

Protective services. Deletes provisions relating to child abuse or neglect occurring in child care facilities. 
Directs county dep't of social services, upon receipt of a report of a child’s death as a result of suspected 
maltreatment (now, only upon receipt of reports of abuse, neglect, or dependency) to immediately ascertain if 
other children are present in the home and, if so, initiate an investigation. Requires dep’t of social services to 
complete investigations within 30 days or document reasons for the delay. Changes from five to ten the number of 
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working days in which a person who initially reported abuse, neglect, or dependency may request a review of a 
dep't of social services’ decision not to file a petition in the case. Directs the Community Child Protection Team to 
conduct a review and report its findings and recommendations to the district attorney (now, review is conducted by 
district attorney alone). 

Petition and summons. Adds provision directing the social services director to file a petition in any action 
other than one for abuse, neglect, or dependency, in which the court orders a child into the custody of the dep’t of 
social services. Adds provision prohibiting the litigation of a child’s custody, guardianship, placement, or visitation 
while a juvenile court action is pending. 

A summons must notify the parties that a court's dispositional order may, among other things, remove the 
child from the parent's custody or require the parent to undergo treatment or counseling. The bill adds to this 
section the words “guardian, custodian, or caretaker’ to clarify that the court may direct their orders to those 
persons as well. Also provides that the notice must advise parents that the court may terminate their parental 
rights. 

Temporary and nonsecure custody; custody hearings.. Under current law, if a child in nonsecure custody has 
a relative who is willing and able to provide proper care and supervision in a safe home, the court must place the 
child with that relative. The bill modifies this provision to direct the court to place the child with the relative unless 
the court finds that the placement is contrary to the best interests of the child. 

Specifies that the judge at the nonsecure custody hearing must advise the parties of their rights; explain the 
nature and purpose of the hearing; review the adequacy of notice and service of process; attempt to ascertain the 
identity and whereabouts of any parent, guardian, custodian or caretaker who is not present, whether that person 
has been served, and steps that should be taken to identify, locate, or serve the person; receive testimony 
regarding the condition alleged in the petition, the condition or risk that precipitated the nonsecure custody order, 
whether a condition justifying nonsecure custody exists, and what efforts the petitioner has made to prevent or 
eliminate the need for nonsecure custody or the reasons such efforts were unnecessary. Specifies that the 
findings of fact supporting a nonsecure custody order must include placement options for the child, efforts needed 
to ensure that school piacement and attendance are not disrupted, parental and sibling visitation, service needs 
and referrals, financial support for the child, and the child’s immediate needs. 

Deletes current provision requiring orders authorizing continued nonsecure custody of a child to include 
findings as to whether reasonable efforts have been made to return the child home. Replaces this provision with a 
requirement that nonsecure custody order comply with new GS 7B-507, which addresses reasonable efforts. GS 
7B-507 states that the child’s health and safety shall be the paramount concern in determining whether reasonable 
efforts have been made, and adds provision that reasonable efforts to preserve or unify families may be made 
concurrently with efforts to place the child for adoption or in another permanent placement. Requires that any 
order placing or continuing a child’s custody with the dep’t of social services must (1) contain findings that 
placement in the child’s home is contrary to the child’s best interest, and that the dep’t has made and will continue 
to make reasonable efforts to prevent or eliminate the need for placement or the reasons such efforts were 
unnecessary; and (2) specify that the dep’t must provide or arrange for foster care or other placement; and may 
provide for services or other efforts aimed at returning the child to a safe home or at achieving another permanent 
plan. Provides that reasonable efforts to eliminate the need for placement of a child will not be required if a court 
finds that the efforts would be futile or inconsistent with the child’s health, safety, and need for a permanent home; 
a court has determined that the parent has subjected the child to aggravated circumstances; a court has 
terminated involuntarily the parental rights of the parent to another child; or a court has determined that the parent 
has committed (or aided, abetted, attempted, or conspired to commit) murder or voluntary manslaughter of 
another child of the parent, or has committed a felony assault resulting in serious bodily harm to the child or 
another child of the parent. If a court finds that reasonable efforts to eliminate the need for placement are not 
required or must cease, the court must direct that a permanency placement hearing be held within 30 days. 

Guardian ad litem; parents’ nght to counsel . Clarifies that guardian ad litem may continue to work with a 
Child’s case after the dispositional hearing. Provides that parents are presumed indigent for the purpose of 
appointing counsel for the first nonsecure custody hearing (now, counsel is not appointed until a showing of 
indigency is made). Parents will subsequently be screened and, if they are not indigent, will be ordered to 
reimburse the state for the cost of counsel. 

Pre-adjudication conference. Substantially identical to provisions of S 1325, summarized in Daily Bulletin 
5/25/98. 

Hearings. Provides that all hearings under this subchapter must be held in open court unless the judge, upon 
motion of a party or the court’s own motion, determines that the possibility of harm to the child outweighs the 
public interest in having an open hearing and closure of the hearing is in the child’s best interest. Requires that 
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adjudicatory hearing be held within 60 days of filing of petition. Provides that juvenile court proceedings have 
priority over all other district court sessions, and that orders granting continuances be on the record and state 
supporting reasons. 

Disposition. Adds new requirements for predisposition reports and conferences that are substantially similar 
to provisions of S 1325, summarized in Daily Bulletin 5/25/98. Directs dep’t of social services to prepare a 
predisposition report with specified contents, including a placement plan and plan for services for the child, a 
statement of changes in parental behavior that are needed and actions the parents must take, and, if there is a 
recommendation that the child be removed from the home, descriptions of efforts to prevent such removal and 
statements as to why the child cannot be protected while remaining in the home. Directs guardian ad litem to 
prepare a predisposition report. 

Specifies that dep’t of social services may not return physical custody of a child to the child’s parent or other 
person in loco parentis without a hearing at which a court finds that the child will receive proper care and 
supervision in a safe home. Clarifies the court’s power to require agencies to provide services to a child. Provides 
that agencies are entitled to notice and a hearing before services are ordered. Rewrites the law on disposition 
orders to specify the contents of the order.

Part Il. Revision of Laws on Termination of Parental Rights, Community Child Protection Teams, and 
Adoption. 

Termination of parental rights. Substantially identical to provisions of S 1325, summarized in Daily Bulletin 
5/25/98, with respect to provisions regarding (1) filing action for termination of parental rights as motion in cause in 
juvenile court proceeding involving abuse, neglect, or dependency; and (2) pretrial conference in actions involving 
termination of parental rights. 

In addition to current grounds for termination of parental rights, allows court to terminate parental rights when 
a child's parent has murdered or seriously injured another child of the parent, or the parent has aided, abetted, 
attempted, conspired, or solicited the murder or voluntary manslaughter of any of the parent’s children; when the 
parent is incarcerated and the incarceration is likely to last at least five years; or when a court has terminated 
parental rights with respect to another child of the parent and the parent lacks the ability or willingness to establish 
a safe home. 

Community child protection teams. Directs these teams to review cases in which the director of social 
services has decided not to file an abuse, neglect, or dependency petition and the person who reported the abuse, 
neglect, or dependency has requested review. The team must review the case and submit a report with 
recommendations to the district attorney within 20 days of the request for review. 

Adoption. Amends adoption laws to require that prospective adoptive parents undergo a mandatory 
preplacement criminal history check. Defines criminal history to include convictions or pending indictments of 
homicide, rape and kindred offenses, assaults, kidnapping and abduction, offenses against public morality and 
decency, prostitution, public intoxication, violation of controlled substances acts, and some alcohol-related 
offenses. Directs dep't of socia! services to conduct a criminal history investigation of prospective adoptive parents 
of children in the dep’t’s custody or placement responsibility and, based on that history, determine each individual's 
fitness to have responsibility for the safety and well-being of children. Requires the dep't to provide a notice with 
specified contents regarding the criminal history check at the time an individual requests a preplacement 
assessment. Allows a prospective adoptive parent who disagrees with the preplacement assessment to request a 
review. Provides that information compiled pursuant to this section is not a public record. Provides qualified 
immunity to employees who conduct the criminal history checks.

S 1129. ABC'S PLAN/PRINCIPALS. Intro. 5/14/98. Senate committee substitute makes the following changes to 
1st edition. 

Changes the procedure for recommending dismissal of a principal assigned to a low-performing school to 
which an assistance team has been assigned. Provides that the State Board of Education (SBE), through a 
designee, may recommend dismissal of the principal at any time and must recommend dismissal if the SBE, 
through its designee, receives from the assistance team two consecutive evaluations that include written findings 
and recommendations regarding the principal's inadequate performance. 

Changes the procedures for determining whether the principal should in fact be dismissed. Provides that as 
soon as the designee of the SBE recommends dismissal, the principal must be suspended with pay until a hearing 
before a panel of three SBE members. That hearing must occur within 60 days after the principal is suspended. 
The purpose of the hearing is to determine whether the principal will be dismissed. 

Modifies the grounds for the panel’s determination that the principal should be dismissed. The panel must 
order dismissal if it determines from available information (including the findings of the assistance team) that the 
low performance of the school is due to the principal's inadequate performance. The burden of proof is on the 
principal to establish that the factors leading to the school’s low performance were not due to the principal’s 
inadequate performance. The panel may order dismissal in two circumstances: (1) the panel determines that the 
school has not made satisfactory improvement after the assignment of the assistance team and the assistance 
team recommends dismissal of the principal for one or more of the grounds under the Teacher Tenure Act (in 
which case the burden is on the SBE to establish both that the school failed to make satisfactory improvement and 
that a ground for dismissal under the Teacher Tenure Act exists); or (2) the panel determines from available 
information (not including the assistance team’s recommendation) that the low performance of the school is due to 
the principal’s inadequate performance. The burden of proof is on the principal to establish that the factors leading 
to the school’s low performance were not due to the principal’s inadequate performance. In all circumstances, two 
consecutive evaluations from the assistance team that include written findings and recommendations regarding 
the principal’s inadequate performance are substantial evidence of the principal’s inadequate performance. 

Clarifies that, once a school has been identified as low-performing and the local superintendent has made a 
recommendation to the local board concerning whether the principal of the school be retained, transferred, 
demoted, or dismissed, a recommendation of transfer may be to any school in a classification in which the 
principal has previously demonstrated success (was, to a previously-held position in which the principal 
demonstrated success). 

Shortens from 15 days to 5 days after the adoption of a plan the amount of time in which the local board must 
submit to the SBE its adopted plan for addressing the needs of a school which has been identified as low 
performing. 

Provides that if the SBE rejects or modifies the local board’s plan but does not recommend the dismissal of 
the principal, the SBE must include recommended actions concerning the principal.

S 1526. WELFARE LAW IMPROVEMENT/FUNDS (=H 1692). TO IMPROVE THE WELFARE WORK FIRST 
PROGRAM, TO MAKE IT MORE EQUITABLE AND UNIFORMLY APPLIED, AND TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS. 

Time limit on Work First assistance. Amends GS 108A-27.1 regarding time limit on Work First cash 
assistance. Current law provides that, unless extension or exemption is granted, cash assistance may be provided 
to family only for cumulative period of 24 months. This bill provides that family’s cash assistance will be reviewed 
after cumulative period of 24 months and family may continue to receive assistance if family has complied with 
program but remains unable to gain self-sufficiency. Assistance will be reviewed every three months thereafter 
and family will continue to receive assistance until self-sufficiency is achieved, until family no longer complies with 
program requirements, or until federally-mandated 60 month cumulative time limit is reached, whichever occurs 
first. Repeals provision allowing designated “electing” counties to impose different time limits that do not conflict 
with federal law. 

Uniform standards for Work First eligibility, benefits, and procedures. Requires Dep't of Health and Human 
Services and the state’s Work First plan to ensure that Work First eligibility criteria (including Medicaid eligibility 
Standard), benefits, recipient grievance and appeals procedures, and proactive sanction/termination prevention 
programs be uniformly developed and implemented on state-wide basis. Repeals provisions allowing board of 
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county commissioners in designated “electing” counties to establish eligibility criteria for Work First program, 
prescribe method of calculating Work First benefits, and establish appeal process for county Work First program. 
Requires that Work First benefits include provision of diversion assistance without repayment requirement, 
participation in plan for families to acquire automobiles at low cost, exemption of second vehicle when there are 
two workers in family, continuation of scaled assistance for six months following three month transition benefit 
period when Work First recipient obtains employment, and allowing two-parent families to receive assistance 
before meeting work requirements. 

Other provisions. Provides that this act amends the 1998-2000 NC Work First plan dated May 15, 1998, 
regardless of whether that plan is enacted into law by General Assembly before or after this act is enacted.

S 1532. ADOPTION & SAFE FAMILIES ACT/FUNDS (=H 1720). TO AMEND THE GENERAL STATUTES 
PERTAINING TO CUSTODY OF ABUSED AND NEGLECTED JUVENILES AND JUVENILES PLACED FOR 
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ADOPTION IN CONFORMANCE WITH FEDERAL ADOPTION AND SAFE FAMILIES ACT REQUIREMENTS, 
AND TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS THEREFOR. Amends Subchapter XI (Juvenile Code) of GS Ch. 7A. 

Definitions. Adds definitions for “aggravated circumstances” and “court of competent jurisdiction.” Adds to 
definition of “reasonable efforts” the diligent and timely use of permanency planning services by a dep’t of social 
services. (Note: New definitions are identical to provisions in H 1561, summarized in Daily Bulletin 5/28/98.) 

Protective services. Directs county dep’t of social services, upon receipt of a report of a child’s death as a 
result of suspected maltreatment (now, only upon receipt of reports of abuse, neglect, or dependency) to 
immediately ascertain if other children are present in the home and, if so, initiate an investigation. (Note: This 
provision is substantially identical to a provision in H 1561, summarized in Daily Bulletin 5/28/98.) 

Temporary and nonsecure custody; custody hearings. Under current law, if a child in nonsecure custody has 
a relative who is willing and able to provide proper care and supervision in a safe home, the court must place the 
child with that relative. The bill modifies this provision to direct the court to place the child with the relative unless 
the court finds that the placement is contrary to the best interests of the child. 

Deletes current provision requiring orders authorizing continued nonsecure custody of a child to include 
findings as to whether reasonable efforts have been made to return the child home. Replaces this provision with a 
requirement that nonsecure custody order comply with new GS 7A-577.1, which addresses reasonable efforts. 
Requires that any order placing or continuing a child’s custody with the dep’t of social services must (1) contain 
findings that placement in the child’s home is contrary to the child’s best interest, and that the dep’t has made and 
will continue to make reasonable efforts to prevent or eliminate the need for placement or the reasons such efforts 
were unnecessary; and (2) specify that the dep’t must provide or arrange for foster care or other placement and 
may provide for services or other efforts aimed at returning the child to a safe home or at achieving another 
permanent plan. Provides that reasonable efforts to eliminate the need for placement of a child will not be required 
if (a) a court finds that the efforts would be futile or inconsistent with the child’s health, safety, and need fora 
permanent home; (b) a court has determined that the parent has subjected the child to aggravated circumstances; 
a court has terminated involuntarily the parental rights of the parent to another child; or (c) a court has determined 
that the parent has committed (or aided, abetted, attempted, or conspired to commit) murder or voluntary 
manslaughter of another child of the parent, or has committed a felony assault resulting in serious bodily harm to 
the child or another child of the parent. If a court finds that reasonable efforts to eliminate the need for placement 
are not required or must cease, the court must direct that a permanency placement hearing be held within 30 
days. (Note: These provisions are substantially identical to provisions in H 1561, summarized in Daily Bulletin 
5/28/98.) 

Adjudicatory hearing. Requires that adjudicatory hearing be held within 60 days of filing of petition. (Note:

S 1571. REGULATE TICKET BROKER'S FEE. TO REQUIRE THE REGISTRATION AND BONDING OR THE 
ESTABLISHMENT OF A TRUST ACCOUNT BY TICKET BROKERS, TO REQUIRE SALES BY A TICKET 
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BROKER TO TAKE PLACE OFF THE PROPERTY WHERE THE EVENT IS TO BE HELD AND TO LIMIT SALES 
BY A TICKET BROKER TO NO MORE THAN ONE PERCENT OF THE TOTAL TICKETS. Adds new Art. 32 to 
GS Ch. 66 to establish rules governing ticket brokers (persons who resell admission tickets to live athletic 
contests, concerts, theater performances, etc., and charge a premium in excess of the price printed on the ticket). 
Brokers must (1) maintain a permanent office or place of business; (2) obtain any business license required by 
state or local gov't; (3) post notice of the purchaser's right to cancel ticket purchase and obtain a full refund if ticket 
purchaser returns ticket and requests sale cancellation within 36 hours from time of ticket purchase and more than 
72 hours before the event; (4) refund any payment received for a ticket purchase if event is cancelled and not 
rescheduled; (5) disclose to the purchaser in writing the difference between the price printed on the ticket and the 
amount the broker is charging; and (6) meet registration and bonding or trust account requirements set out in bill. 
Amends GS 14-344 concerning sale of admission tickets in excess of printed price to specify that it does not apply 
to sales pursuant to this act. 

Broker must obtain a $200,000 surety bond issued by a surety authorized to do business in NC or establish a 
$200,000 trust account with a licensed and insured bank or savings institution located in NC. Anyone damaged by 
broker's breach of contract or contract obligation or by any violation of act may bring an action against bond or 
trust account to recover damages suffered. Surety’s or trustee’s aggregate liability is for actual damages not in 
excess of bond or trust account amount. 

Before placing ads or making any other representations to prospective buyers in NC, broker must file a 
registration form with Sec’y of State, along with a copy of bond or notification of establishment of trust account. 
Filing requires annual $2,500 fee and specified information about broker. Failure to comply with registration 
requirements is an infraction punishable by a $25 fine for first offense and $75 for each succeeding offense. 

Prohibits broker and employees or agents from selling or attempting to sell tickets for an event on the 
property where the event is to be held. Also prohibits them from acquiring and reselling more than 1% of the total 
tickets allocated for the event unless broker has a written contract with the promoter of the event or the operator of 
the property where the event is to be held authorizing resale of more than 1% of the tickets. Violation of any 
provisions of act for which there is not a prescribed penalty is a Class 2 misdemeanor.

If the 
decedent’s taxable estate under the Code exceeds $10 million, the credit amount is reduced by 5% of the amount 
by which the estate exceeds $10 million. The pick-up amount is the amount, if any, by which the applicable federal 
credit for state death taxes exceeds the base amount minus the credit against the base amount. If no property in 
the estate is located in a state other than NC, the NC taxable estate is the decedent’s taxable estate under the 
Code. If any property in the estate is located in another state, the NC taxable estate is the NC percentage of the 
decedent’s taxable estate under the Code.

Amends GS 14-190.1 to make it unlawful to intentionally 
disseminate obscenity via computer transmission as well as via other means of delivery or provision. Amends GS

of material, to transmit via computer (as well as via other means) material that is harmful to minors or allow a 
minor to access via computer (as well as allowing minor to review or peruse) material that is harmful to minors. 
With respect to dissemination of material via computer, allows defendant to establish affirmative defense to 
prosecution if, before disseminating harmful material to minor via computer, defendant requested and received 
verified credit card or other specified information indicating that minor to whom material was disseminated was at 
least 18 years old and defendant reasonably believed minor was 18 years old. Also adds new GS 14-190.14A 
making it a Class 2 misdemeanor for person to allow computer access to material harmful to minors when 
defendant has custody, control, or supervision of computer in public or commercial location, computer is 
accessible to minors as part of invited general public, and person allows minor access to harmful material on 
computer knowing character or content of material. Adds new GS 14-202.5 making Internet providers strictly liable 
under specified circumstances for dissemination of obscene material or material that is harmful to minors. 

Adds new GS 14-202.4 making it a Class 1 misdemeanor to intentionally disseminate or access obscenity on 
a state-owned computer unless transmission or access is related to official duties. Requires Dep't of 
Administration to adopt rules by Jan. 1, 1999 to implement this act with respect to use of state computers, Internet, 
and electronic mail by state employees.

S 1593. MASSAGE AND BODYWORK THERAPY. REGULATING THE PRACTICE OF MASSAGE AND 
BODYWORK THERAPY. Enacts the NC Massage and Bodywork Therapy Practice Act to require the licensure of 
persons engaged in the practice of massage and bodywork therapy for a fee or other consideration. Defines 
massage and bodywork therapy as systems of activity applied to the soft tissues of the human body for 
therapeutic, educational, or relaxation purposes. Applications include pressure, friction, Kneading, or stretching; 
the application of water, heat, cold, lubricants or other topical preparations; and the use of mechanical devices that 
mimic or enhance actions that may be done by the hands. Practice of massage and bodywork therapy does not 
include medical procedures, chiropractic adjustive procedures, electrical stimulation, ultrasound, prescription 
medicines or the use of modalities for which a license to practice medicine, chiropractic, nursing, physical therapy, 
occupational therapy, acupuncture, or podiatry is required by law. Creates the NC Board of Massage and 
Bodywork Therapy to evaluate qualifications of applicants for licensure, issue licenses, conduct administrative 
hearings, investigate alleged violations of the act, and adopt rules necessary to carry out purposes of the act. The 
seven-member board must include five massage and bodywork therapists. Three members are appointed by the 
Governor and two by the General Assembly (one upon recommendation of the Speaker of the House, one upon 
recommendation of the Senate President Pro Tem.). Other two members are members of the general public 
appointed by the Governor. Board members serve staggered three-year terms. Licensure requires successful 
completion of 500 hours of supervised classroom instruction from a board-approved school and passage of exam 
administered by agency approved by the National Comm'n of Certifying Agencies.

Adds new GS 120-87.3 to prohibit state legislators from accepting honoraria or 
other compensation from source other than the State for conducting or participating in activity where State 
reimburses legislator for travel, subsistence, and registration expenses or activity would be considered official duty 
or would bear reasonably close relationship to legislator’s official duties. Outside source may reimburse the State 
for actual expenses incurred by legislator in conducting official activity or may pay fee to State in lieu of 
honorarium paid to legislator. 

Adds new GS 120-47.5A to prohibit, subject to specified exceptions, state legislators from soliciting or 
receiving from a lobbyist (and to prohibit lobbyists or persons acting on the behalf of a lobbyist from offering or 
providing to a legislator, a member of the legislator’s immediate household, or a business with which the legislator 
or a member of the legislators immediate household is associated) lodging, transportation, entertainment, food, 
meals, beverages, money, or other things of value. Adds new GS 120-47.5B to restrict or limit, subject to certain 
exceptions, legislators acceptance (and offer by lobbyist’s principal to legislator, a member of the legislator’s 
immediate household, or a business with which the legislator or a member of the legislator’s immediate household 
is associated) of lodging, transportation, entertainment, food, meals, beverages, or invitations to functions paid for 
by principal of lobbyist.

S 1596. TORT CLAIMS ACT AMENDMENTS. TO AMEND THE TORT CLAIMS ACT TO INCREASE THE 
CEILING FOR MEDICAL EXPENSES IN SCHOOL BUS ACCIDENTS, AND COVERING LIABILITY FOR ACTS

H 1673. TEACHER EVALUATIONS/ASSESSMENT TEAMS. TO AMEND THE TEACHER COMPETENCY 
TESTING PROVISIONS OF THE EXCELLENT SCHOOLS ACT, TO PROVIDE FOR ANNUAL EVALUATIONS 
OF ALL CERTIFIED PUBLIC SCHOOL EMPLOYEES, AND TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO DEVELOP 
EVALUATION INSTRUMENTS AND TO CREATE ASSESSMENT TEAMS. 

Competency testing of teachers. Amends GS 115C-105.38A to greatly limit the testing of teachers in low- 
performing schools. Current law requires general knowledge testing of teachers in low-performing schools to 
which assistance teams have been assigned, and provides that teachers who fail the general knowledge test are 
given an opportunity for remediation and then a second, and if necessary a third, attempt to pass the test. The 
third failure leads to dismissal. This bill eliminates the third opportunity to take the test and ends the general 
knowledge testing program altogether after the 1997-98 school year. 

Evaluation of certified school personnel. \nstitutes a new program for evaluating the performance of certified 
personnel in all schools, adding a new Part 7 to Art. 22 of GS Ch. 115C and repealing GS 115C-326, the current 
evaluation provision. Requires local school administrative units to evaluate all certified personnel at least once a 
year and all probationary teachers at least four times a year (three times by the principal or designee and at least 
once by a teacher). If a certified employee receives an unsatisfactory or below standard rating on any function in 
the evaluation, the evaluator must recommend to the superintendent that the employee receive an action plan or 
that the superintendent begin dismissal proceedings. Action plans must be designed to be completed within 90 
instructional days or before the end of the school year, whichever is shorter. The employee must be reevaluated 
before the end of the school year. If the employee receives an unsatisfactory or below standard rating on any 
function at that second evaluation, the superintendent must recommend that the employee be dismissed or 
demoted under the Teacher Tenure Act, with the results of the second evaluation constituting substantial evidence 
of inadequate performance. If a local board dismisses an employees due to the results of the second evaluation, it 
must notify the State Board of Education, which must provide to all local boards of education the names of all such 
dismissed individuals. If a local board hires one of these individuals, the superintendent of that unit or designee 
must within 60 days develop an action plan for the individual and submit it to the SBE. If the individual receives an 
unsatisfactory or below standard rating on the next evaluation, the local board must notify the SBE and the SBE 
must revoke the individual’s certificate. (GS 115C-296 is amended consistent with this provision.) 

Assessment Teams. Directs State Board of education to create state assessment teams and to encourage 
local boards to create local assessment teams. Assessment teams will conduct evaluations of certified 
employees of local boards, provide technical assistance and training to principals and superintendents who 
conduct evaluations of certified employees, develop action plans for certified employees, and assist principals and 
superintendents in the development and implementation of action plans. 

Appropriations. Appropriates from the General Fund to the State Board of Education $2 million for 1998-99 to 
develop evaluation instruments for certified public school employees, to create state assessment teams, and to 
pay members of local assessment teams. 

Effective date. Provisions relating to general knowledge testing in low-performing schools are effective when 
the act becomes law. All other sections are effective July 1, 1998.

S 1129, as introduced, provided that a transfer could be only to a previously-held 
position, but contained no such limitation on demotion. This bill provides that a demotion must be to a previously- 
held position, but contains no such limitation on transfer. S 1129, as introduced, allowed the State Board of 
Education to dismiss a principal if it determines that the school has failed to make satisfactory improvement after 
the assignment of the assistance team or the assistance team makes the recommendation to dismiss the principal 
for one of the grounds under the Teacher Tenure Act. This bill provides that both conditions must be true. Unlike 
S 1129, this bill appropriates $1 million for 1998-99 from the General Fund to the State Board of Education to 
provide staff development opportunities for training superintendents to use and interpret instruments designed to 
evaluate principals and for the development and implementation of remediation plans for principals.

Board members may not be 
employed by or serve on the board of directors or other corporate governing body of any information systems, 
computer hardware or software, or telecommunications vendor of goods and services in NC. Appointed members 
must represent the three geographic regions of the state and reflect its racial and socioeconomic diversity. 

Board must report annually to Joint Legislative Comm'n on Gov't Operations beginning Nov. 1, 1998. Board 
also must submit a list of projects awarded grants to the Comm'n and to the chairs of the House and Senate 
Appropriations Committees and the Fiscal Research Div’n. quarterly, beginning no later than Nov. 1, 1999. Board 
must also report to the Comm’n and Appropriation Committee chairs by Nov. 1, 1998 on the criteria and guidelines 
the Board has adopted, on the Board’s recommendations regarding means of continuing funding for the Fund, and 
on any legislative proposals to implement the objectives and purposes of act.

H 1688. ECONOMIC OPPORTUNITY ACT OF 1998 (=S 1569). TO FURTHER PROMOTE DEVELOPMENT IN 
ALL AREAS OF THE STATE BY MODIFYING THE WILLIAM S. LEE QUALITY JOBS AND BUSINESS 
EXPANSION ACT, CREATING STATE DEVELOPMENT ZONES, PROVIDING FUNDS FOR INFRASTRUCTURE 
IN RURAL AND LESS PROSPEROUS AREAS, AND ENCOURAGING DEVELOPMENT OF AIR COURIER 
HUBS. 

Part |. Bill Lee Act; Development Zones. 

Effective Jan. 1, 1999, adds new GS 105.129.6(a1) to require payment of $75 fee for Dep't of Commerce 
certification of eligibility for Bill Lee tax credit. Amends GS 105-129.4 to provide that eligibility for tax credits under 
Bill Lee Act is limited to taxpayers engaged in air courier services, central administrative offices that create at least 
40 new jobs, data processing, manufacturing (now, manufacturing or processing), or warehousing or wholesale 
trade (now, warehousing or distribution). Redefines “air courier service” as a company primarily engaged in 
furnishing air delivery of individually addressed letters, parcels, and packages, except by US Postal Service. 
Provides that in case of property taxpayer leases from another, cost of property is value as determined under GS 
105-130.4(j)(2). Amends GS 105-129.4(e) to provide that the acquisition of a business is a new investment that 
creates new eligibility in the acquiring taxpayer if the business (a) closed before it was acquired, or (b) was 
required to file a notice of plant closing or mass layoff before it was acquired. 

Allows taxpayer to claim credit related to central administrative office if taxpayer hires ai least 40 additional 
full-time employees to fill new positions at office either in year that taxpayer first uses property as central 
administrative office or in preceding 24 months while using temporary space for central administrative office 
functions during completion of administrative office property (italicized language added). Amends GS 105-129.5 to 
allow taxpayer to apply central administrative office tax credit against gross premiums tax under GS Ch. 105, Art. 
8B. 

Adds new GS 105-129.4(b1) to provide that taxpayer is eligible for “large investment” enhancement of tax 
credits if Sec’y of Commerce certifies that taxpayer will purchase or lease and place in service in connection with 
eligible business within two-year period at least $150 million of real property, machinery or equipment, or central 
administrative office property. Amends GS 105-129.5 to allow taxpayer to carry over unused portion of large 
investment tax credit for up to 20 years. 

Adds new GS 105-129.3A regarding designation of development zones. Defines “development zone” as 
contiguous census area that (a) is located in whole or in part in city with population of more than 5,000, (b) has 
population of at least 1,000, and (c) has poverty rate of more than 20%. Requires Sec’y of Commerce to designate 
development zone on request of taxpayer or local gov't. Designation of development zone is effective for 48 
months. Development zone is considered an “enterprise tier one area” for purpose of worker training credit 
allowed in GS 105-129.11. For all other purposes, development zone has same enterprise tier designation as 
county in which it is located. Amends GS 105-129.8 (credit for creating jobs) to allow additional credit of $4,000 
per job for jobs created in development zones. Effective for tax years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1998, amends 
GS 105-129.9(c) to provide that “threshold” for eligible machinery and equipment placed in service in development 
zone is $0. Effective Jan. 1, 1999, amends GS 143B-437.04 to require Dep’t of Commerce to give priority 
consideration for Community Development Block Grants for economic development of projects located in 
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development zones for which the city’s governing body has adopted an approved strategy to improve the zone and 
established a development zone committee to oversee the strategy. 

Amends GS 105-129.9 (credit for investing in machinery and equipment) to specify that credit is allowed for 
“eligible” machinery and equipment (defined as machinery and equipment capitalized by taxpayer and not leased 
to another party or, only in case of large investment, not capitalized by taxpayer but leased from another party). 
Provides that “threshold” for eligible machinery and equipment is reduced by eligible investment amount for 
previous tax year if taxpayer places machinery and equipment in service over two-year period. 

Amends GS 105-129.10 (credit for research and development) to provide alternative credit of 25% of state’s 
apportioned share of alternative incremental credit claimed by taxpayer under IRC sec. 41(c)(4) for increasing 
research activities. 

Amends GS 105-19.11 (credit for worker training) to allow credit for equal to wages paid to eligible employees 
during training (now, 50% of eligible expenses for training) other than wages paid to employee performing his or 
her job while being trained. Defines eligible employee as employee in full-time position not classified as exempt 
under Fair Labor Standards Act who (a) occupies a job for which taxpayer is eligible to claim installment of tax 
credit for creating iobs, or (b) is being trained to operate machinery and equipment with respect to which taxpayer 
is eligible to claim installment of tax credit under GS 105-129.9. Repeals other provisions of GS 105-129.4(c) 
regarding eligibility requirements for working training tax credit. 

Part Il. Infrastructure Funds. 

States General Assembly’s intent to appropriate an unspecified amount of funds for 1998-99 from General 
Fund to Dep’t of Commerce for Utility Account of Industrial Development Fund for use in accordance with GS 
143B-437.01(b1) and for the Industrial Development Fund for use in accordance with GS 143B-437.01 (a). 

Amends GS 143B-437.01 (Industrial Development Fund) to make it applicable to businesses engaged in or 
certain activities involving or related to the business of air courier services, data processing, manufacturing, 
warehousing and wholesale trade, or central administrative offices (now, manufacturing or processing).

Amends Art. 50 of GS Ch. 58 to authorize employers, effective Jan. 1, 1999, to offer health 
care coverage to employees in the form of a Medical Savings Account Plan comprised of high deductible 
catastrophic health care coverage (HDC) and a medical savings account (MSA). HDC is health care coverage 
purchased by the employer for the employee that requires a deductible of not less than $1,000 for a single 
individual and not less than $3,000 for a single individual with dependents, and that provides for payments for 
covered benefits that exceed the deductible, copayments, or coinsurance of the health care coverage. An MSA is 
an account established to receive and disburse funds contributed by the employee or employer, or both, to pay for 
the employee’s expenses for medical care not covered by automobile insurance, workers’ compensation 
insurance, or other health insurance coverage, or that another third party is not obliged to cover. MSA funds may 
be used to pay for long-term care services or long-term care insurance premiums. MSA funds must be deposited 
in an insured account in a financial institution and administered by an “account administrator’ (bank, savings and 
loan association, savings bank, credit union, trust company, insurance company, certified public accountant, 
employer of self-insured plan under ERISA, or third-party administrator). Enrollment period requirements for 
employees covered under an MSA Plan may not be different than for employees covered under other health 
benefit plans by the employer. Employees and dependents who change health benefit plans offered by the same 
employer must receive credit for any preexisting condition waiting period satisfied under the prior plan if fewer than 
60 days have elapsed between participation in the prior plan and enrollment in the new plan. MSA funds 
unexpended at the end of the year may accumulate from year to year and are exempt from taxation as long as 
they remain in the MSA or are used to pay eligible expenses. MSA funds belong to the employee and may be 
withdrawn for any reason, except that funds withdrawn for purposes other than the payment of eligible expenses 
are subject to taxation under GS 105-134.6 and a 10% penalty. Upon termination of employment, the employee 
may roll over the MSA funds into anew MSA established by a new employer, or use the funds to continue 
premium payments under the MSA Plan or purchase another health benefit plan. Authorizes the Comm'r of 
Insurance to adopt rules regulating MSA Plans and permits HMO’s to participate in MSA Plans.

Any local board hiring an individual previously dismissed under this provision 
must develop an action plan and monitor the individual's performance. Limits the liability of local boards and the 
SBE for negligence in carrying out the new evaluation and action plan procedures.

S 475. FUND FOR DISPLACED HOMEMAKERS. Intro. 3/25/97. House committee substitute makes the 


following changes to 2nd edition. Deletes the word “WomenWork’” from the name of the displaced homemakers’ 
fund. 


S$ 1193. YEAR 2000 EMERGENCY APPROPRIATION. Intro. 5/20/98. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Increases 1997-98 General Fund appropriation from $13,646,997 to 
$20,506,367. Decreases 1997-98 Highway Fund transfer from $13.7 million to $6,840,630. Deletes provision 


prohibiting transfers from Highway Fund to General Fund in 1998-99. Authorizes SIPS transfer of receipts in 
1997-98 (was, 1998-99). 


S 1222. MECK NECK. Intro. 5/21/98. Senate committee substitute makes the following changes to 1st edition. 
Rewrites description of area transferred to Iredell County from Mecklenburg County. Provides that all legal 
proceedings involving persons or property in the affected area pending on July 1, 1998 will continue in 
Mecklenburg County. Adds a provision specifying that all public records or papers filed in Mecklenburg County 
relating to persons or property in the affected area will remain in Mecklenburg County and remain valid, but that 
after July 1, 1998, all such records must be filed in Iredell County. Adds a provision directing the Mecklenburg 
County tax administrator to transfer all ad valorem tax listing and valuations for property in the affected area to 
the Iredell County tax assessor. Tax valuations for the fiscal year beginning July 1, 1998 for personal property 
will remain at the vaiues established by Mecklenburg County; for real property, the values will be reduced by 
applying a formula specified in the bill. Beginning Jan. 1, 1999, all property will be subject to regular Iredell 
County procedures for listing, valuation, and taxing.

S 1129. ABC'S PLAN/CONSEQUENCES FOR PRINCIPALS. Intro. 5/14/98. Senate amendment makes the 
following changes to 2nd edition. Allows local board to ask State Board to reconsider its recommended action 
regarding retention, transfer, demotion, or dismissal of a principal. State Board must provide local board an 
opportunity to be heard; must vote to affirm or modify its original recommendation, and must notify the local 
board of its action within five days. The local board must then implement the State Board’s final recommended 
action. 

If the State Board recommends the dismissal of a principal before the assistance team assigned to the 
principal’s school has evaluated that principal, amendment authorizes State Board’s three-member hearing panel 
to order the dismissal of the principal if it determines from other available information that the low performance 
of the school is due to the principal’s inadequate performance. 


S 1139. MISC. CORRECTIONS/G.S. 115C-325. Intro. 5/18/88. Senate committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Amends GS 115C-325(c)(1) to provide that where a majority of the local school board 
votes to deny career teacher status to a person, the local board may not employ that person as a teacher during 
the next school year (was, beyond the current school term).

H 1314. CEMETERY REG. CHANGES. Intro. 5/18/98. House committee substitute makes the following changes 
to ist edition. Amends GS 65-53 to authorize the Cemetery Comm'n to (1) investigate whether contracts for the 
sale of personal property or services, whether preneed or at-need, contain the disclosures required by law, and 
(2) adopt temporary rules to implement this power until permanent rules are adopted. Requires Comm'n to keep 
records of complaints received and action taken. Deletes provisions requiring Comm'n to ensure that cemetery 
companies do not discourage reasonable competition and that owners of rights to burial spaces have reasonable 
access to cemeteries. Adds to the disclosure requirements of original bill that preneed and at-need contracts 
must disclose (1) whether the burial space is new or used, (2) a statement in readable and understandable 
language as to the nature of the property right in the burial space, and (3) a statement that a purchaser has 30 
days following execution of a contract to cancel it by giving written notice to the seller and that the seller may 
cancel upon default of the purchaser by giving written notice to the purchaser. Deletes from original bill the 
provision that cemetery company may not prohibit providers of cemetery products or services from providing 
products or services to persons having rights in a burial space. Directs Consumer Protection Div'n of the Attorney 
General's office, to ensure that private, for-profit cemetery companies operate within Art. 1, GS Ch. 75 and 
federal antitrust law. 


H 1383. MECK NECK. Intro. 5/27/98. House committee substitute makes the following changes to 1st edition. 
Adds metes and bounds description of area to be transferred to Iredell County. Changes effective date to July 1, 
1998. All public records regarding residents and property in the area affected are to be recorded in Iredell County 
after that date. All real and personal property in the area that was subject to ad valorem taxation in the area on 
Jan. 1, 1998, will be subject to taxes in Iredell County for fiscal year beginning July 1, 1998 as if it had been 
located in Iredell County. Mecklenburg County will retain ad valorem property taxes on motor vehicles registered 
or listed between Jan. 1, 1998, and June 30, 1998. 

Iredell County will become responsible, on the effective date, for completing the Street Assessment 
Program begun by Mecklenburg County to improve Blarney Road and Gainswood Drive. Iredell will reimburse 
Mecklenburg for any payment to Dep't of Transportation for this improvement program before the effective date. 

Causes of action, including criminal cases, involving persons or property in the transferred area, pending on 
effective date will continue in Mecklenburg County.

S 78. STATE EMPLOYEE SEXUAL HARASSMENT. Intro. 2/10/97. House committee substitute makes the 

following changes to 2nd edition. Deletes provisions of second edition (regarding evacuation of State buildings) 
| and replaces it with AN ACT AMENDING THE STATE PERSONNEL ACT TO ESTABLISH JURISDICTION FOR 

THE HEARING OF STATE EMPLOYEE SEXUAL HARASSMENT GRIEVANCES BEFORE THE OFFICE OF 
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ADMINISTRATIVE HEARINGS AND THE STATE PERSONNEL COMMISSION. Amends GS 126-34 to exempt 
sexual harassment grievances from the requirement that a state career employee first discuss the problem with 
the employee’s supervisor and follow the grievance procedure established by the employee’s department or 
agency. Amends GS 126-34.1(a) to define sexual harassment as quid pro quo harassment or harassment due to 
a hostile work environment. Amends GS 126-36 to give employees subjected to quid pro quo sexual 
harassment, hostile work environment sexual harassment, and retaliation for opposition to sexual harassment the 
right to appeal directly to the Office of Administrative Hearings and the State Personnel Comm'n. Adds 
allegations of sexual harassment to the list of hearings in GS 126-36 that are subject to the procedural 
requirements of the Administrative Procedure Act. Effective July 15, 1998; applies to all cases pending on July 
15, 1998 in the Office of Administrative Hearings or before the State Personnel Comm'n or on appeal from a 
decision of the State Personnel Comm'n, and to all state employee grievances arising on or after July 15, 1998. 


S 124. AMEND WHITE GOODS TAX. Intro. 2/17/97. House committee substitute makes the following changes 
to 2nd edition. Revises GS 130A-309.82 to limit use of tax on white goods to capital improvements for 
infrastructure to manage discarded white goods, operating costs for managing discarded white goods, and 
cleanup of illegal white goods disposal sites (or the cleanup of the white goods portion of those illegal sites that 
have less than 50% white goods). Deletes revisions to GS 130A-309.83. Amends GS 130A-309.45 to require 
annual reports to the Revenue Laws Study Committee regarding the management of white goods. Adds new GS 
130A-309.87 to provide that quarterly distributions of white goods disposal tax proceeds will not be made to « 
counties unless the county’s undesignated account balance at the end of the fiscal year is less than 25% of the 
proceeds the county received or would have received (effective for collections made on or after Jan. 1, 1999). 
Requires counties to prepare by November 1 of each year an annual financial information report that includes 
specified information on white goods scrap collected, revenue credited to and expenditures made from its white 
goods account, the designated and undesignated balance, and an analysis of the undesignated balance. 
Changes tax sunset to July 1, 2001 (was, 2003) and changes effective date for provisions on tax distribution to 
July 1, 2002 (was, July 1, 1999). Changes effective date of local disposal fee authorization from July 1, 1998 to 
July 1, 2001. Effective July 1, 1998, except as noted. 


S 1354. BONDS/CRITICAL INFRASTRUCTURE NEEDS. Intro. 5/27/98. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Increases total size of bond package to $955 million (was, $885 million), of 
which $805 million is allocated to water and sewer (was, $785 million) and $150 million is allocated to natural gas 
(was, $100 million). 

Water and sewer bonds. The additional $20 million in bond authority for water and sewer will be used for 
grants from the Dep’t of Commerce to local government for industrial location and expansion in economically 
depressed counties if the Sec’y of Commerce finds the funds will have a favorable impact on the state’s clean 
water objectives. Provides that $10 million of the additional grants will be provided in the same manner as funds 
in the Industrial Development Fund, and remaining $10 million will be provided in the same manner as funds in 
the Utility Account. Changes priorities for $50 million in supplemental and capacity grants provided by the Rural 
Economic Development Center so that first priority is elimination of an imminent and identifiable threat to public 
health, and second priority is creation or retention of jobs (was, reversed). Requires that bond proceeds provided 
through the Rural Economic Development Center be held by the State Treasurer until grants are awarded. 
Provides flexibility for the General Assembly to increase or decrease the allocation of proceeds for water and 
te bonds for the various purposes provided in the bill, as long as the total allocations do not exceed $805 
million. 

Natural gas bonds. Also adds provisions establishing mechanism for repayment and accounting after sale of 


facilities by gas districts, and excludes gas districts created under Art. 28 of GS Ch. 160A from provisions of new 
GS 62-159(c) regarding new exclusive franchises. 


S 1539. URBAN REDEVELOPMENT ZONING. Intro. 6/1/98. Senate committee substitute makes the following 
changes to ‘1st edition. Original bill allowed cities to require special or conditional use permits for certain 
establishments near schools and child care centers; committee substitute limits this provision to covered 
establishments near high schools. Deletes provision that allowed cities to prohibit covered establishments from 
having alcohol sales of more than 50% of total annual sales. Revises provision on suspension or revocation of 
ABC permits to mandate suspension or revocation if a municipality requires a special or conditional use permit 
for covered establishments and the permitee does not hold such a local permit.

H 594. INJURY TO PREG. WOMAN. Intro. 3/24/97. Senate committee substitute makes the following changes 


to 2nd edition. Removes provision relating to injury to pregnant woman resulting from unlawful operation of a 
motor vehicle. Changes effective date to Dec. 1, 1998. 


H 1252. CRIMINAL TAX PENALTY TO HOME COUNTY. Intro. 5/12/98. House committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Provides that in criminal tax cases not instituted in the county in which the 
violation took place, the trial court must determine the county or counties in which the violation occurred and the 


clerk must remit the clear proceeds of the fine to those counties. Makes clear that act applies to fines imposed on 
or after Dec. 1, 1998. 


H 1278. CERTAIN COUNTIES SCH. ACQUISITION-3. Intro. 5/14/98. House committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Adds Caldwell, Lenoir, and Mitchell counties (as well as Wayne County) to 
scope of GS 153A-158.1 allowing counties to acquire property for use by county board of education. 


H 1304. RESTRUCTURE DOT BOARD. Intro. 5/18/98. House committee substitute makes the following 
changes to ist edition. Adds provision requiring General Assembly to act on gubernatorial nominations to the 
DOT Board within 30 legislative days following the nomination or the end of the session, whichever occurs first 
(and within the first 30 legislative days of the next regular session for nominations made when the legislature is 
not in session). Adds provision encouraging the Governor to nominate residents of counties that have been 
historically underrepresented on the Board. Adds provision requiring that at-large nominees be from a counties 
that do not have a resident division board member. Specifies that one at-large member have expertise in public 
transportation or public transportation and passenger rail service (was, public transportation or knowledge of 
railroad industry). Provides that staggered terms begin Jan. 15, 2001 (was, 1999). Adds two term limit (plus an 
interim term of two years or less) for board members. Substitutes requirement that Sec’'y of Transportation have 
management and leadership skills and knowledge of and experience in transportation field for requirement that 
Sec’y be a career transportation professional. Prohibits nomination to the DOT Board and employment as Sec’y 
of persons who contributed more than $500 per year to the political campaign of the appointing Governor in the 
two years preceding the date of the nomination. Allows DOT Board members and Transportation Sec'y to make 
Campaign contributions of up to $500 to Governor, members of General Assembly, or candidates for such during 
the pendency of their nomination or their term of office. Amends GS 136-13 prohibiting member's participation in 
any DOT Board decision if the member, the member's immediate family, or a business in which the member is 
an officer or has a ten percent or larger ownership interest, would benefit from the proposed project to a greater 
extent than other persons living in the area. Appropriates $500,000 for 1998-99 from Highway Fund to Dep't of 
Transportation to hire five staff persons for DOT Board (staff persons include a staff director, an administrative 
assistant, and three professional staff members with specified areas of expertise). Provisions on DOT Board 
membership are effective Jan. 15, 2001. Provisions on DOT Board staff are effective July 1, 1998. Provision on 
conflicts of interest is effective Dec. 1, 1998 and applies to offenses occurring on or after that date. 


H 1492. RURAL INFRASTRUCTURE BONDS. Intro. 5/25/98. House committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Replaces blank bill with provisions that are substantially similar to provisions of Senate 
committee substitute for S 1354 (summarized in Daily Bulletin 5/27/98 and 6/17/98) except as noted. Provisions 
regarding water/sewer and natural gas bonds are similar to second edition of S 1354, except total bond package 
is $1 billion, of which $785 million is allocated to water and sewer projects and $215 million is allocated to natural 
gas projects. 

Proceeds of water and sewer bonds. Similar to second edition of S 1354, with the following differences. 
Grants administered by DENR for high unit cost water and wastewater projects are each $15 million less than S 
1354. Directs DENR to administer $20 million in hardship grant projects in accordance with guidelines 
established by the Environmental Protection Agency (S 1354 provides $50 million through the Rural Economic 
Development Center for similar purposes for small communities without sewers). Provides $60 million through 
the Dep’t of Commerce as economic development grants administered in the same manner as funds in the 
Industrial Development Fund. Imposes no yearly cap on annual amount of supplemental grants through Rural 
Economic Development Center, although overall limit of $50 million is the same as in S 1354. Raises the caps 
On individual revolving loans or grants through the Clean Water Revolving Loan Fund to $5 million (now $3 
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million; $10 million under S 1354) and through the Clean Water Grant Fund to $2 million (now, $1 million; $3 
million under S 1534). Unlike S 1354, does not change the unit of government used in the formula for 
calculating maximum grant amounts in the high-unit cost wastewater account. Unlike S 1354, does not establish 
a new state agency to provide strategic water and wastewater infrastructure planning. 

Proceeds of natural gas bonds. Unlike S 1354, does not include provisions for separate treatment of gas 
districts that sell equipment or seek exclusive franchises. 


H 1497. CRANBERRY INCORPORATED. Intro. 5/26/98. House committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Adds a provision making the incorporation subject to referendum. 


H 1504. PEMBROKE ANNEXATION. Intro. 5/26/98. House committee substitute makes the following changes to 
1st edition. Makes technical changes only. 


H 1524. MORGANTON MAYOR. Intro. 5/27/98. House committee substitute makes technical or correcting 
change to ‘1st edition. 


H 1528. MODIFY LONG BEACH ROOM TAX. Intro. 5/27/98. House committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Makes no substantive change. 


H 1622. WALLACE/FAISON PRIVATE SALE. Intro. 5/28/98. House committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Adds provision stating that if the town of Wallace receives Steveco Fabrics buildings as a 
gift, any consideration the town receives for sale of the buildings constitutes sufficient consideration under GS 
158-7.1. Adds provision allowing town of Faison to convey specified property by private sale, with or without 
monetary consideration, to NC Natural Gas Co. 


H 1737. NCSU CENTENNIAL CAMPUS. Intro. 6/1/98. House committee substitute makes the following changes 
to 1st edition. Revises GS 116-198.33(4) to provide that additional lands designated by the UNC Board of 
Governors as part of the Centennial Campus need not be contiguous to the Centennial Campus. Revises GS 
116-198.34 to provide that disposition by easement, lease, or rental of space in buildings on the Centennial 
Campus for periods of ten years or less do not require the approval of the Governor and Council of State. 
Amends GS 146-27 to allow lease or rental of land owned by the state for a period not to exceed 99 years.

S 1354. BONDS/CRITICAL INFRASTRUCTURE NEEDS. Intro. 5/27/98. Senate amendments make the 
following changes to 2nd edition. Prohibits the use of clean water bond proceeds, other than the portion awarded 
by the Dep't of Commerce, for repair or replacement of low pressure pipe wastewater systems. Adds provision 
requiring State Infrastructure Council to anticipate and minimize the impact of infrastructure development on 
natural resources. Revises the eligibility requirements for portion of clean water bond proceeds allocated to 
unsewered communities by restricting funds to local government units with populations of no more than 5,000 
(was, 3,500) and median household incomes of no more than 90% (was, 80%) of the national median household 
income. Makes grammatical change. 


S 1410. CHADBOURN ANNEXATION. Intro. 5/28/98. Senate committee substitute makes the following changes 
to ist edition. Replaces blank bill with substantive provisions describing area to be annexed and providing that 
the described annexation becomes effective only upon adoption of ordinance by the town. 


S 1494. LEE COUNTY HUNTING. Intro. 5/28/98. Senate committee substitute makes the following changes to 
1st edition. Clarifies that bill does not prohibit a person from entering on a public right-of-way for the sole 
purpose of retrieving hunting dogs or game that fell on the right-of-way as a result of that person’s hunting. 


S 1569. ECONOMIC OPPORTUNITY ACT OF 1998. Intro. 6/1/98. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Amends GS 105-129.3A to provide that development zones are also considered 
an enterprise tier one area for the wage standard requirement for enterprise tier designation and for credits for 
investing in machinery and equipment. Amends GS 105-129.4(e) to allow new eligibility for tax credits for a 
business acquired by its employees. Amends GS 105-129.10 to provide that the amount of alternative 
incremental credits claimed under federal law for increasing research activities is not affected by any reductions 
elected under specified federal tax code provision. Amends GS 143B-437.01 to allow local governments 
receiving industrial development funds to use up to 2% of the funds for verification and grant administration 
costs. Adds definition of airport “nub” to GS 105-164.3. 

Tax incentives for recycling facilities. Adds Art. 3C to GS Ch. 105 to create tax incentives for recycling 
facilities. Defines major recycling facility (facility with investment of at least $300 million that creates at least 250 
new jobs) and large recycling facility (facility with investment of at least $100 million that creates at least 155 new 
jobs), both of which must be in an enterprise tier one area and have jobs that meet the specified wage standard. 
Creates tax credits for purchase or lease of machinery and equipment at qualifying recycling facilities. Credit is 
50% of payment for purchase or lease of machinery or equipment by major recycling facilities and 20% of such 
payments by large recycling facilities. Sets conditions for forfeiture of credits, reports by the owner to 
substantiate eligibility for credit, and reports by the Dep’t of Commerce on this tax credit program. Creates tax 
credit for transportation costs for those major recycling facilities that do not have access to ocean barges or 
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ships. Sets caps for these credits and specifies that credits must be used for investments in rail or roads, water 
system infrastructure, or land and infrastructure for other industrial sites in the same county. Creates sales and 
use tax refunds on building materials, building supplies, fixtures, and equipment that become a part of the real 
property at a major recycling facility. Creates real and personal property tax exemption for qualifying property of 
major recycling facility. The provisions related to tax incentives for recycling facilities are effective Jan. 1, 1998, 
the sales and use tax provisions are effective July 1, 1998, and the property tax provision is effective for tax 
years beginning on or after July 1, 1999. 


HOUSE BILLS 


H 665. CRIME VICTIMS' RIGHTS ACT. Intro. 3/27/97. House committee substitute makes the following changes 
to 3rd edition. Conforms definition of “victim” of offense of habitual impaired driving to correct classification as 
Class F felony. Deletes assistance entitlement for victims of domestic violence apart from victims of felonies 
otherwise set out, but removes sunset provision (was, July 1, 1999) for victim services to victims of domestic 
violence misdemeanors to the extent such services are possible. Requires law enforcement agencies to provide 
victims with information, forward victim information to the district attorney's office, and exchange arrest 
information with investigating law enforcement agencies “as soon as practicable but within 72 hours” (was, within 
24 hours). Removes provisions creating Crime Victim Rights’ Fund. If General Assembly appropriates funds for 
grants to implement the act, requires Dep’t of Crime Control and Public Safety to establish criteria for allocating 
the grants and to report to chairs of Senate and House Appropriations Subcommittees on Justice and Public 
Safety on the grant program. Requires Dep’t of Crime Control and Public Safety to establish a pilot program to 
integrate the Justice Wide Area Network with the proposed Victim Information and Notification Everyday system 
and to report to the chairs of Joint Legislative Correction and Crime Control Oversight Committee and chairs of 
Senate and House Appropriations Subcommittees on Justice and Public Safety on progress of the pilot program. 

Incorporates the provisions of H 1523 (prohibiting the use of state funds for jury consultants) introduced 
5/27/98; H 1733 (requesting the NC Supreme Court to consider and adopt rules to expedite appeals from capital 
cases that include a sentence of death) introduced 6/1/98; and H 1734 (requiring a judge presiding in a capital 
trial to instruct the sentencing jury regarding the review of sentences of life imprisonment without parole) 
introduced 6/1/98. 

Adds severability clause. Conditional grant program criteria and request for rules on expedited appeals are 
effective when bill becomes law. Effective date of prohibition of state funding for jury consultants is July 1, 1998. 
Requirement for jury instructions in certain capital trials applies to capital sentencing hearings begun on or after 
Dec. 1, 1998. Remaining provisions of bill are effective Oct. 1, 1998. 


House committee substitute makes the following 
changes to ‘1st edition. Makes technical changes only.

purchased from the capital outlay fund. Effective July 1, 1998; applies to purchases made on or after that date.

S 452. LOCAL REGULATION ADULT ENTERTAINMENT. Intro. 3/24/97. House committee substitute makes 
the following changes to 3rd edition. Changes effective date from Oct. 1, 1997 to Oct. 1, 1998. 


S 1128. TESTING IN SECOND GRADE. Intro. 5/14/98. Senate committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Provides that local school boards may use valid, age appropriate standardized tests in 
combination with other assessments in second grade (was, grades K through 2) so long as they are used for 
individual student diagnostic or program evaluation purposes. Provides that tests of second grade students and 
individualized assessments of kindergarten, first or second grade students may not be used for accountability 
purposes or as basis for promotion, retention, tracking, or labeling decisions about individual students. 


S 1202. CONVEYANCE SURPLUS AUTOMOBILES. Intro. 5/21/98. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Provides that when an entity conveys surplus automobiles to Work First 
participants it may not require compensation except for license, tag, or title. 


S 1327. NO TAX ON GAS CITIES. Intro. 5/27/98. House committee substitute makes the following changes to 
2nd edition. Reduces piped natural gas excise tax rates from .020 to .015 for monthly therm volumes of 60,001 
to 500,000, and from .004 to .003 for monthly therm volumes over 500,000. Directs Sec’y of Revenue to 
determine each city’s “benchmark amount” (the amount a city received under GS 105-116.1 attributable to piped 
natural gas in fiscal year 1998-99). Provides that the amount of tax proceeds distributed to a city under new GS 
105-187.44(b) may not exceed the city’s benchmark amount until each city receives its benchmark amount. 
Requires redistribution of funds if necessary to ensure that each city receives its benchmark amount. Directs 
Revenue Laws Study Committee to study impact of the act. Directs Utilities Comm'n to study transportation 
rates charged by local distribution companies. 


S 1354. BONDS/CRITICAL INFRASTRUCTURE NEEDS. Intro. 5/27/98. Senate amendments make the 
following changes to 2nd edition. Amends various sections of bill to specify that adoption of comprehensive land 
use plan that meets requirements of GS 159G-10 will be a significant consideration in awarding clean water loan 
or grant for expanding local gov't infrastructure and that point schemes that are used to award grants or loans 
must assign “significant number of points” for having land use plan that satisfies that statute. Adds provision 
prohibiting use of bond proceeds to construct new water or sewer lines or provide connections in an area 
designated as WS-I or the critical area of any area designated as WS-II, WS-IIl, or WS-IV by Environmental 
Management Comm'n. DENR Sec’y may allow exemptions under this rule if necessary to protect public health or 
water quality. Specifies that $320 million in water and sewer bonds must be used in manner consistent with GS 
143-214.5 and, as first priority, to address critical infrastructure needs.

S 1422. CABARRUS WORKFARE LAW CHANGE. Intro. 5/28/98. Senate amendment makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Allows “pay for performance” system that withholds entire Work First benefits for adult 
members of the household (was, for entire household) if Work First participant fails to comply with program 
requirements. 


S 1424. CABARRUS COLL. DEGREE PROGRAMS. Intro. 5/28/98. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Provides that GS 116-15 (regarding licensing of certain nonprofit post-secondary 
educational institutions) does not apply to establishment of Cabarrus Memorial Hospital's educational program 
for nursing and allied health sciences. 


S 1517. RETIRED TEACHERS/RETIREMENT BENEFITS. Intro. 5/28/98. Senate amendment makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Provides that amendment permitting teachers to work as substitute teachers in 
public schools or as teachers in low-performing public schools without losing retirement benefits applies only to 
retired teachers who have been retired for at least one year. 


S 1594. TEACHER CERTIFICATION FEES. Intro. 6/1/98. Senate committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Deletes provisions of original bill (which would have authorized State Board of Education 
to set teacher certification fees) and replaces it with AV ACT TO IMPOSE TEACHER CERTIFICATION FEES. 
Adds new GS 115C-296(a2) imposing $30 fee for application for demographic or administrative changes to 
teaching certificate and application for duplicate certificate or copies of documents in certification file; $55 fee for 
initial application for new, in-state approved program graduates and for renewals, extensions, additions, 
upgrades, or variations to certificates; and $85 fee for initial application for out-of-state certificates and other 
applications.

H 1248. EXEMPT TOBACCO ASSISTANCE PAYMENTS. Intro. 5/12/98. House committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 2nd edition. Deletes specific references to federal Long-Term Economic Assistance for 
Farmers (LEAF) Act. Adds provisions excluding from taxable income, for purposes of state individual and 
corporate income taxes, payments by federal government to taxpayer for any purpose provided by federal 
legislation specific to the tobacco industry which compensates the taxpayer for harm done to the tobacco industry 
by legislation specific to the tobacco industry (including compensation to owners of tobacco warehouses). 
Excludes from taxable income, for purposes of state individual income tax, higher education assistance grants 
for members of tobacco farm families granted because of legislation specific to the tobacco industry (italicized 
words added). 


H 1356. ELECTRONIC COMMERCE ACT. Intro. 5/20/98. House committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Adds definitions for “person,” “public agencies,” Secretary,” and “transaction.” Requires 
electronic signature certification authorities to be licensed by Sec’y of State. Provides that all public agencies 
may accept electronic signatures. Prohibits use of electronic signatures for signatures that require attestation by 
a notary public. Reduces from $100,000 to $5,000 per violation the amount of civil penalty that may be assessed 
against certification authorities who violate the act or its associated rules. Makes willful violation of the act or 
rules a Class | felony. Exempts from the act electronic and facsimile signatures otherwise allowed by law, court 
documents, and transactions where a public agency is not a party. Directs the Legis. Research Comm'n to study 
whether the act should be expanded to include electronic commerce not involving a public agency. Changes 
effective date to Jan. 1, 1999 (was, date enacted). Makes other technical and clarifying changes. 


H 1361. ANNEX AND INCORPORATION REVISION. Intro. 5/20/98. House committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Amends GS 160A-37 and 160A-49 (procedure for annexation) to clarify that 
exemption from taxation for annexed land subject to present-use valuation but not receiving that valuation 
because it has not been in use for actual production for the requisite time to be so classified under the property 
_ tax laws applies only to land that is in actual production on the date of the resolution of intent for annexation.

Require that notice of public hearing include an explanation of property owner’s rights under present-use 
exemptions. Requires that annexation report include statement showing how the proposed annexation will affect 
the city’s finances and services and that the statement be delivered to county clerk at least 30 days before the 
information hearing required by bill. Amends GS 160A-37(i) to require that resolution identifying area under 
consideration for annexation also include statement notifying persons subject to annexation of their rights under 
present-use appraisal statutes added by bill. Amends GS 105-277.4(b) to require tax assessor to make 
determination of eligibility for present-use value designation within 30 days of request. Amends GS 160A-49.3(h) 
to require firms providing notice to the city under that subsection to do so by certified mail, return receipt 
requested. Changes effective date to Nov. 1, 1998; applies to annexations for which the resolution of intent is 
adopted on or after that date. 


H 1380. COUNTY ABC ENFORCEMENT. Intro. 5/21/98. House amendment makes the following changes to 2nd 
edition. Extends application of act (authorizing local law enforcement officers to enter ABC-licensed premises) to 
Union, Cleveland, and Rutherford counties as well as Cumberland County. 


H 1429. INSURANCE REG. CHARGE/COMPANY EXAMS. Intro. 5/25/98. House committee substitute makes 
the following changes to 1st edition. Deletes provision incorporating NAIC model rule and authorizes Insurance 
Comm’r to adopt rules substantially similar to the model rule. Makes other technical changes. 


H 1435. HEALTH CARE REGISTRY. Intro. 5/25/98. House committee substitute makes the following changes to 
1st edition. Expands definition of health care personnel subject to the registry to include unlicensed assistant 
personnel who provide hands-on care. Makes other technical changes. 


H 1568. ST. PAULS OCCUPANCY TAX. Intro. 5/28/98. House committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Decreases from 3% to 1% the maximum rate for town occupancy tax authorized by bill. 
Redefines “net proceeds” as gross proceeds less cost of administering and collecting the tax, not to exceed 1% 
(was, 3%) of first $500,000 of gross proceeds and 1% of remaining gross receipts. 


H 1739. RETIREMENT/CHARTER SCHOOLS. Intro. 6/1/98. House committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Amends GS 115C-238.29F(e) to provide that employees of charter schools operated by 
local school administrative units are employees of that unit, but employees of charter schools operated by private 
nonprofit corporations are not. Clarifies that optional participation in the NC Teachers’ and State Employees’ 
Retirement System and Comprehensive Major Medical Plan applies only to charter schoo!s operated by private 
nonprofit corporations. Amends GS 115C-238.29B(a) to permit a local board of education to apply to establish a 
charter school, and makes conforming technical changes to other statutes. Directs State Board of Education 
(SBE) to issue written charters no later than 30 days after the date the SBE approves the charter. Prohibits the 
SBE from adopting rules, policies, procedures, requirements, standards, terms, or regulations governing charter 
schools that are not specifically authorized under Part 6A of GS Ch. 115C, Art. 16. Provides that any rules, 
standards, etc., adopted by the SBE apply uniformly to all charter schools, and that no additional rules, policies, 
procedures, requirements, standards, terms, conditions, or regulations may be included in a school’s written 
charter. Authorizes the SBE to adopt guidelines, but specifies that those guidelines are not binding on charter 
schools and will not be included in a written charter unless the charter school agrees to them. Provides that a 
student who attends a charter school operated by a local board of education has the same right to school 
transportation as students assigned to other public schools. Permits local school administrative units to require 
charter schools to provide invoices identifying each child for whom per pupil local current expense appropriations 
are sought. Prohibits local school administrative units from requiring further information as a condition for receipt 
of funds. Allows local school administrative unit an annual refund of sales and use taxes paid on direct purchases 
of tangible personal property for charter schools operated by the local board of education. Tax refund provision 
applies to taxes paid on or after Jan. 1, 1999.

SENATE BILLS 


S 1139. MISC. CORRECTIONSIG.S. 115C-325. Intro. 5/18/98. House committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 3rd edition. Amends GS 115C-325(c)(1) to provide that if majority of local school board votes against 
granting career status to teacher, the teacher may not teach in that local school administrative unit beyond 
current school term (italicized words added). Deletes Senate amendment which allowed board, during following 
year, to reconsider vote against granting career status if board determined that circumstances had changed and 
granting career status was in school unit’s best interest. Amends GS 115C-81(e1)(8) to provide that student may 


receive information about where to obtain abortion referral services only with written consent of student's parent 
or guardian. 


S 1199. SET REGUL. FEES/INCREASE VARIOUS FEES. Intro. 5/21/98. Senate committee substitute makes 
the following changes to 1st edition. Deletes provisions of original bill and replaces it with AN ACT TO SET THE 
PUBLIC UTILITY REGULATORY FEE, TO SET THE INSURANCE REGULATORY CHARGE, TO INCREASE 
VARIOUS FEES, TO ESTABLISH A FEE FOR FAIRNESS HEARING CONDUCTED BY THE OFFICE OF THE 
SECRETARY OF STATE, TO INCREASE THE AUTOPSY FEE, AND TO REVISE AND PLACE INTO THE 
GENERAL STATUTES THE SCHEDULE OF FEES FOR PERMITS UNDER THE WATER QUALITY 
PROGRAM. 

Public utilities regulatory fee. Sets rate used in calculating public utility regulatory fee under GS 62-302(b)(2) 
at 0.09% of each public utility’s NC jurisdictional revenues earned during each quarter beginning on or after July 
1, 1998. 


Insurance regulatory change. Sets rate used in calculating insurance regulatory charge under GS 58-6-25 at 
6.5% for 1998. 

Secretary of State fees. Increases from $25 to $35 the fees for notarial commission and recommissioning. 
Deletes formula for determining fee for registration of securities statement and replaces it with flat fee of $2,000. 
Deletes formula for determining securities notice filing fee and replaces it with flat fee of $2,000. Directs Sec’y of 
State to charge a fee (at least $500 but no more than $5,000) for securities fairness hearings. Requires Sec’y of 
State to collect a fee of $10 for certifying documents and records on file in Sec’y’s office. 

Autopsy fee. increases from $400 to $1,000 the fee for autopsy ordered by medical examiner. 


Water quality permit fees. Adds new GS 143-215.3D, establishing the following fee schedule for water 
quality permits. 


Permit Fee 

Major (1 million or more gallons per day) individual NPDES permits $2,865 
Minor (less than 1 million gallons per day) individual NPDES permits $715 
Certificate of coverage under general permit for point source discharge or an individual $50 
nondischarge permit from a single-family residence 

Certificate of coverage under general permit for point source discharge of stormwater or wastewater $80 
Individual permit for recycle system nondischarge $300 
Major (10,000 or more gpd or requiring 300 or more acres) individual nondischarge permit $1,090 
Minor (less than 10,000 gpd or requiring less than 300 acres) individual nondischarge permit $675

An application fee in the amount of the fee for a one-year permit must accompany an application for any of the 
above permits. If the permit is issued, the application fee will be applied as the annual fee for the first year the 
permit is in effect. If the application is denied, the application fee will not be refunded. 

Sets application and annual fees for consent special orders as follows: 

Major consent special orders $400 initial project fee, $500 annual fee 
Minor consent special orders $400 initial project fee, $250 annual fee 
The above fees are in addition to annual fees for permits. 

Requires applications for major modifications of permits to be accompanied by an application fee equal to 
30% of the annual fee applicable to the permit. Defines major modification as “any modification that would allow 
an increase in the volume or pollutant load of the discharge or nondischarge or that would result in a significant 
relocation of the point of discharge.” 

Sets the following fees: 


Permit Fee 

Application fee for sewer system extension permits $400 
Application fee for permit regulating stormwater runoff $420 
Major (one acre or more of wetland fill or 150 feet or more of stream impact) water quality $475 
certification fee 

Minor (less than one acre of wetland fill or less than 150 feet of stream impact) water quality $200 
certification fee 

Fee for permit for land application of petroleum contaminated soils $400 


Repeals Environmental Management Commission's authority to adopt fee schedules pertaining to water 
resources. 

Provides that fees collected under GS 143-215.94C (commercial leaking petroleum underground storage 
tank cleanup fees) must be credited to the Commercial Leaking Petroleum Underground Storage Tank Cleanup 
Fund. 

Increases fees for animal waste management systems, from $100 to $150 for a system with a design 
capacity of 100,000 or more and less than 800,000 pounds steady state live weight, and from $200 to $300 for a 
system with a design capacity of 800,000 pounds or more steady state live weight. Requires applications for 
these permits to be accompanied by an initial application fee equal to the annual fee for the permit. If the permit 
is issued, the application fee will be applied as the annual fee for the first year. If the permit is denied, the 
application fee will not be refunded. Fees will be credited to the Water and Air Quality Account. Increases the fee 
for certification as an animal waste management system operator from $10 to $25. Repeals provision in 1996 
budget act that prohibited Dep't of Environment and Natural Resources from using fees for animal waste 
management systems to cover the cost of the animal waste management system permitting and inspecting 
program. 


Effective Dates. Provisions for regarding water quality fees are effective Jan. 1, 1999. Remainder of act is 
effective July 1, 1998.

AND COMMITTEE SUBSTITUTES 


SENATE BILLS 


S 124. AMEND WHITE GOODS TAX. Intro. 2/17/97. Conference report makes no substantive change to 3rd 
edition (summarized in Daily Bulletin 6/17/98). 


S 396. DOWNTOWN DEVELOPMENT ZONE IMPROVEMENT. Intro. 3/17/97. Senate committee substitute 
makes the following changes to 1st edition. Replaces blank bill with AN ACT TO PROVIDE FOR DOWNTOWN 
REVITALIZATION BY ALLOWING A CREDIT FOR CONTRIBUTIONS FOR DEVELOPMENT ZONE 
PROJECTS. Amends GS 105-129.13 to allow a credit against corporate income tax for contribution of cash or 
property to a development zone agency for an improvement project in a development zone. The credit is 25% of 
the value of the contribution. A development zone agency is designated by the Dep’t of Commerce from a list of 
eligible entities, including community development corporations, community development financial institutions, 
and local housing authorities. Caps the total tax credits allowed to all taxpayers under this program at $5 million 
per calendar year. If credits are claimed in excess of $5 million in one year, authorizes Sec’y of Revenue to 
reduce each eligible credit in proportion to the size of credit claimed originally. Effective for tax years beginning 
on or after Jan. 1, 1999. 


S 620. CONTINUING BUDGET AUTHORITY. Intro. 4/1/97. Senate committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Deletes provisions of original bill and replaces it with AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE 
DIRECTOR OF THE BUDGET TO CONTINUE EXPENDITURES FOR THE OPERATION OF GOVERNMENT 
AT THE LEVEL IN EFFECT ON JUNE 30, 1998, AND TO EXTEND EXPIRING PROVISIONS OF LAW. 
Authorizes Director of Budget to continue to allocate funds for current operations as provided in SL 1997- 
443, but prohibits allocation of funds for purposes set out in proposed base budget reductions submitted by the 
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Governor to the 1998 General Assembly. Prohibits filling of vacant positions subject to proposed base budget 
cuts. Requires that state employees in positions subject to proposed base budget cuts or funded with 
nonrecurring funds for 1997-98 be given 30 days notice of termination. Appropriations and authorizations to 
spend funds remain in effect until ratification of 1998 budget act. 

Appropriates $44 million in federal community development block grant funds for purposes specified in bill. 
Section expires Aug. 15, 1998. 

Authorizes Director of Budget to allocate federal block grant funds at levels provided in sec. 5 of SL 1997- 
443. Section expires Aug. 15, 1998. 

Continues state officer, employee, and teacher salaries at levels set forth in SL 1997-443 until 1998 budget 
is effective. Provides that teachers and other employees may not move up on these salary schedules or receive 
automatic, annual, performance, merit, or other increments or bonuses until authorized by General Assembly. 

Amends GS 120-32(1) to exempt temporary employees of General Assembly from GS 135-3(8)c. as to 
compensation earned in that status. Result is that such employees, if reemployed as temporary General 
Assembly employees after retiring subject to Teachers’ and State Employees’ Retirement System, avoid 
reduction in retirement allowance under GS 135-3(8)c. 

Revises SL 1997-443, sec. 32.13, to increase the authorized and certified anticipated revenues of the 
Highway Fund and revenues of Highway Trust Fund for state fiscal years 1999-2000 through 2002-03. 

Amends SL 1997-443, sec. 8.36(a), to remove aggregate cap on incentive funding for schools meeting 
projected levels of improvement under ABCs of Public Education Program. 

Extends until Aug. 15, 1998, provisions regarding just compensation for local governments’ removal of 
billboard advertising. 

Suspends until Aug. 15, 1998, provisions of GS 105-164.44D (regarding Dep't of Transportation sales tax 
reimbursement from Highway Fund to General Fund). Suspends until Aug. 15, 1998, provisions of GS 136- 
176(a)(4) and 136-183 (regarding Dep’t of Transportation bond retirement transfer from Highway Fund to General 
Fund). 

Extends for one year the deadline for matching community college bond funds. Section expires Aug. 15, 
1998. 

Extends until Aug. 15, 1998, drug treatment court program. Provides that funds for Teen Court and for 
Cumberland Juvenile Assessment Center appropriated to Judicial Dep’t in SL 1997-443 do not revert and remain 
available to dep’t for 1998-99. Extends bad check pilot program, under GS 7A-308(c), to June 30, 1999 (section 
expires Aug. 15, 1998). 

Provides that funds appropriated for drivers’ education for 1997-98, for communities in schools program, 
and for State Board of Education’s litigation reserve do not revert but remain available until June 30, 1999. 
Sections expire Aug. 15, 1998. 

Amends SL 1997-443, sec. 12.36(a)(2), regarding reserve funds to implement welfare reform, to require that 
the $2.5 million annual amount for each county for program integrity activities be given to the counties in a lump 
sum, and that unexpended funds revert to the General Fund. Section expires Aug. 15, 1998. 

Extends until Aug. 15, 1998, the Core Sound moratorium, beaver damage control program, and Roanoke- 
Pamlico water quality monitoring program. 


Effective July 1, 1998. As noted above, provisions generally expire Aug. 15, 1998 or upon ratification of 
1998 budget act. 


S 1463. 1998 RETIREMENT BENEFITS ACT. Intro. 5/28/98. Senate committee substitute makes the following 
changes to ist edition. Deletes amendment to GS 135-5(b17) regarding Teachers’ and State Employees’ 
Retirement System (TSERS) members who retire in fiscal 1997-98. Deletes new GS 135-5(b18) regarding 
service retirement allowance of TSERS members who retire on or after July 1, 1998. Deletes new GS 128- 
27(vv) increasing retirement allowance to persons on retirement rolls as of June 1, 1998. Reduces to 2.5% the 
increases in retirement allowances provided by new GS 135-5(eee), 135-65(s), 120-4.22A(m), and 128-27(uu). 


S 1517. RETIRED TEACHERS/RETIREMENT BENEFITS. Intro. 5/28/98. Senate committee substitute makes 
the following changes to 2nd edition. Changes the categories of persons for whom certain postretirement 
earnings are not limited, excluding earnings (1) of substitute or interim teachers in identified low-performing 
schools (was, any substitute teachers in public schools); (2) beneficiaries who have been retired for at least 12 
months and who are employed to teach in identified low-performing schools (was, any teacher in identified low- 
performing schools); (3) beneficiaries who have been retired for at least 12 months and who are employed to 
teach in public schools that qualify for low-wealth supplemental funding; and (4) beneficiaries retired for at least 
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12 months who are employed to teach in a subject area and geographical area certified as having a shortage of 
teachers, until the local board of education locates and hires a teacher certified in the subject area. Requires 
beneficiaries within any of these categories to notify the retirement system when they are hired. 


HOUSE BILLS 


H 1049. INCREASE CRUELTY TO ANIMALS PENALTY. Intro. 4/21/97. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 2nd edition. Rewrites proposed amendment to GS 14-360 (cruelty to animals) to retain 
provisions of current law (with technical change only) and add new GS 14-360(b) making it a Class | felony to 
maliciously (was, willfully) torture, torment, deprive of necessary sustenance, mutilate, maim, cruelly beat, 
disfigure, poison, or kill any equine animal, bovine animal, sheep, goat, swine or other livestock, dog, cat, or 
other animal kept as a pet or mascot (was, any animal). Defines maliciously as acting with bad motive, without 
justifiable excuse, and with the intent to cause physical pain, suffering, or death. Also adds new GS 14-309.20 
making the holding of greyhound races for public exhibition for monetary remuneration a Class 1 misdemeanor. 
Effective Dec. 1, 1998; applies to offenses committed on or after that date. 


H 1337. FIRE AND RESCUE SQUAD PENSIONS. Intro. 5/20/98. House committee substitute makes the 


following changes to 1st edition. Amends GS 58-86-55 to clarify that increased pension for retired fire fighters is 
effective July 1, 1998. 


H 1495. HEALTH CARE INFORMATION PRIVACY. Intro. 5/25/98. House committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Provides that GS 90-411 (allowing reasonable fees for searching, handling, 
copying and mailing medical records) applies to requests by patients for health information. Provides that 
nonconsensual disclosure of information to health researchers must be in accordance with federal law. Permits 
nonconsensual disclosure to an employer pursuant to GS Ch. 97. Explicitly states that new law on health 
information privacy does not prohibit disclosures of health information that are authorized or required by GS Ch. 
130A for protection of public health.

SUMMARIES OF AMENDMENTS 
AND COMMITTEE SUBSTITUTES 


SENATE BILLS 


S 452. LOCAL REGULATION ADULT ENTERTAINMENT. Intro. 3/24/97. House amendment makes the 
following changes to 4th edition. Rewrites new GS 19-1(b1) to include within the definition of “nuisance” the use, 
leasing, or ownership of any building or place within which there are repeated (was, any) activities or conditions 
which violate a local ordinance regulating (was, pertaining to) sexually oriented businesses so as to contribute to 
adverse secondary impacts (italicized words added). 


S 620. CONTINUING BUDGET AUTHORITY. Intro. 4/1/97. House committee substitute (as amended) makes 
the following changes to 2nd edition. Provides that extension of various programs expires when 1998 
Appropriations Act becomes effective (was, expires Aug. 15, 1998). Provides that appropriations and 
authorizations to spend funds remain in effect until 1998 Appropriations Act is enacted (was, until 1998 
Appropriations Act is ratified). Deletes provisions of second edition relating to appropriation of Community 
Development Block Grant funds, temporary employees of General Assembly, discontinuance of Dep't of 
Transportation sales tax reimbursement from Highway Fund to General Fund and discontinuance of bond 
retirement transfer from Highway Fund to Highway Trust Fund, clarification regarding welfare reform reserve 
funds, and extension of Roanoke-Pamlico water quality monitoring program. Makes provisions regarding 
allocations for public schools, ABC school incentive funds, and extension of outdoor advertising just 
compensation sunset effective June 30, 1998. Provides that 1997-98 appropriations for drug treatment court and 
bad check pilot programs do not revert at end of 1997-98 fiscal year. Adds provision amending SL 1998-9 to 
allow expenditure of funds to cover costs of year 2000 conversion in Highway Fund agencies as well as in 
General Fund agencies. Adds provision prohibiting Div’n of Motor Vehicles from disclosing personal information 
in its records for purposes specified in 18 USC 2721(b)(12) until July 1, 1999. Adds provision appropriating from 
the General Fund for 1998-99 $26,553,765 to the Dep’t of Public Education for increases in average daily 
membership in public schools for 1998-99, $2 million to Dep’t of Community Colleges for FTE students in 
community college system for 1998-99, and $13,730,338 to UNC Board of Governors for increased enrollment. 


Adds provision extending until Oct. 1, 1998 (now, Aug. 1, 1998) provisions of SL 1997-504 regarding NC Boxing 
Comm'n. 


S 726. ESTABLISH SWIFT CREEK ZONING. Intro. 4/7/97. House committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 2nd edition. Makes act contingent on approval by majority vote of voters in Swift Creek at 
referendum at November, 1998 election. There also will be a nonbinding advisory referendum on incorporation 
of Swift Creek as a municipality. Adds sunset provision making the act expire March 1, 2003. 


S 1129. ABC'S PLAN/CONSEQUENCES FOR PRINCIPALS. Intro. 5/14/98. House committee substitute makes 
the following changes to 3rd edition. Clarifies superintendent's authority under GS 115C-325 to dismiss or 
demote principal of low-performing school. Prohibits transfer of principal of low-performing school to another 
principal position unless it is in a school classification in which the principal previously demonstrated at /Jeast two 
years’ success, there is a plan to evaluate and provide remediation to the principal for at least one year following 


the transfer, and the parents of the students at the school to which the principal is being transferred are notified 
(italicized language added). 


S 1226. REVENUE LAWS TECHNICAL CHANGES. Intro. 5/21/98. House committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 2nd edition. Makes additional technical and conforming changes to revenue laws. 


S 1230. MOTOR FUEL TAX CHANGES. Intro. 5/21/98. House committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 3rd edition. Rewrites provisions relating to exemption of racing gasoline from the per gallon excise 
tax by (1) defining “racing fuel” as gasoline that (a) has antiknock index number of more than 100, (b) has 90% 
evaporation at maximum temperature of 290 degrees Fahrenheit (ASTM test method D 886), and (c) contains 
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more than 0.05 grams per gallon of lead or contains more than 2.8 weight percent oxygen; (2) adding new GS 
105-449.88(6) specifically exempting racing fuel from excise tax on motor fuel; (3) setting penalty at $250 for 
failure to report exempt sale under new GS 105-449.94(e); and (4) adding provisions in GS 105-164.3 regarding 
“cost price” and “sales price” of racing fuel. Redefines “two-party transaction” in GS 105-449.60(40) as 
transaction in which motor fuel is transferred between two licensed suppliers as the motor fuel crosses the 
terminal rack as the result of an exchange agreement or a sale between the suppliers that requires the supplier 
that is the position holder to deliver motor fuel to the other supplier or the other supplier's customer at the rack of 
the terminal at which the delivering supplier is the position holder. Makes act effective as follows: (1) 
amendments to GS 105-449.60 are effective Aug. 1, 1998; (2) new GS 105-449.88(5) is effective upon 
enactment and applies to kerosene sold on or after July 1, 1998; (3) new GS 105-449.88(6) and amendments to 
GS 105-164.3 are effective Aug. 1, 1998; (4) new GS 105-449.94(e) is effective Sept. 1, 1998; (5) new GS 105- 
449.105A and amendment to GS 105-164.13(11)a. apply to kerosene sold on or after July 1, 1998; (6) 
amendment to GS 105-449.39 applies to credits based on reports for reporting period beginning July 1, 1998; 
and (7) remaining provisions of act are effective upon enactment. 


S 1366. APPROPRIATIONS ACT OF 1988. Intro. 5/27/98. Senate committee substitute (as amended) makes 


the following changes to 1st edition. Replaces blank bill with the Current Operations Appropriations and Capital 
Improvement Appropriations Act of 1998.

Contingency and emergency fund allocations. Amends SL 1997-443, sec. 7.2(a) to allow expenditure of 
specified funds for emergency allocations for expenditures required (1) by a court, Industrial Comm'n, or 
administrative hearing officer's order or award or to match unanticipated federal funds; (2) to respond to an 
unanticipated disaster such as a fire, hurricane, or tornado; or (3) to call out the National Guard. 


PART Vill. RESERVES. 


Bailey, Emory, Patton cases refunds reserve. Transfers $400 million from General Fund overcollections for 
1997-98 to Office of State Treasurer to be held in reserve and allocated pursuant to June 10, 1998 consent 
orders entered in Wake County Superior Court in the Bailey, Emory, and Patton cases. 

Juvenile justice reserve. Establishes in the Office of State Budget and Management the Juvenile Justice 
Reserve Fund to provide funds to implement recommendations of Governor's Comm'n on Juvenile Crime and 
Justice as set forth in S 1260 and H 1373.

each unit; (4) $930,427 recurring and $563,298 nonrecurring to Admin. Office of the Courts (AOC) for 100 court 
counselors, 6 counselor supervisors, and 20 support staff (effective 4/1/99 and 6/1/99); (5) $506,776 
nonrecurring to AOC for three family court pilots (effective 12/1/98); (6) $25,000 nonrecurring to Dep't of Crime 
Control and Public Safety for external study of Tarheel Challenge Project; (7) $700,000 nonrecurring to Dep't of 
Public Instruction for communities in schools program; and (8) $500,000 nonrecurring to UNC Board of 
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Governors for the prevention of school violence center at NCSU. If S 1260 or H 1373 is enacted, allocates (9) 
$1,425,000 nonrecurring for local home-based family services programs; (10) $750,000 nonrecurring for local 
substance abuse programs; (11) $200,000 recurring for house arrest; (12) $33,000 nonrecurring and $200,000 
recurring for guard response alternate sentencing program; (13) $8,626 nonrecurring and $21,206 recurring for 
on-track program counselors (effective 4/1/99); (14) $1.1 million nonrecurring and $200,000 recurring for juvenile 
information system; (15) $100,000 nonrecurring to study at-risk assessment system; (16) $50,000 nonrecurring 
for substance abuse prevention plan; (17) $199,512 nonrecurring for contractual services and $94,996 recurring 
for two positions for Sentencing Comm'n; and (18) additional $1.5 million nonrecurring and $1.76 million 
recurring distributed under S 1260 or H 1373. Requires state agency to submit report to legislature before 
awarding local grants. Requires DHHS to review membership of local community-based alternatives youth 
advisory committees and proposed membership of local committees or councils established under S 1260 or H 
1373 (if enacted), make recommendations regarding membership of local committees or councils administering 
grant funds, and report recommendations to General Assembly by March 1, 1999. Requires Office of State 
Budget and Management and Governor's Crime Comm'n to report to Joint Legislative Comm'n on Gov't 
Operations before allocating Juvenile Accountability Incentive Block Grant funds. Requires DHHS to report to 
Joint Legislative Comm'n on Gov't Operations before finalizing site selection for training school beds and 


detention beds. 
PART XXVIil. SALARIES AND BENEFITS. 


Salary increases for public school teachers, community college/university employees, and state employees. 
Provides funding for 6.5% salary increase for public school teachers and teachers at NC School of Math and 
Science, 8.7% salary increase for principals and ass't principals, 3% salary increase for other public school 
employees, EPA university employees, and community college employees, and 3% salary increase (including 
2% cost of living adjustment) for most SPA state employees. Provides additional 1% compensation bonus for 


most public school teachers, community college/university employees, and state employees.

S 245. SEWER/SANITARY DISTRICT FINANCING. Intro. 2/26/97. House committee substitute makes the 
following change to 3rd edition. Makes conforming change to bill’s title. 


S 452. LOCAL REGULATION ADULT ENTERTAINMENT. Intro. 3/24/97. House amendment makes the 
following change to 4th edition. Makes act effective upon enactment (was, Oct. 1, 1998). 


S 1366. APPROPRIATIONS ACT OF 1998. Intro. 5/27/98. Senate committee substitute, amendments adopted 
6/30/98, and amendments adopted 7/1/98 make the following changes to 1st and second editions. 

Note: Appropriations and general provisions contained in the amended Senate committee substitute for S 
1366 (adopted 6/30/98) were summarized in the Daily Bulletin for 6/30/98. Special provisions contained in the 
6/30/98 Senate committee substitute and committee amendments are summarized below. 


PART V. BLOCK GRANT FUNDS. 

Note: Appropriations from federal block grants contained in S 1366 were summarized in the Daily Bulletin 
for 6/30/98. Special provisions of S 1366 relating to federal block grant funds are summarized below. 

Decreases or increases in federal fund availability. Provides for pro rata decrease in appropriations of 
specified federal block grant funds if federal block grant funds (other than TANF Block Grant, Maternal and Child 
Health Block Grant, or Preventive Health Services Block Grant) are reduced. Requires pro rata reduction of 
appropriations from federal TANF Block Grant funds if federal TANF funding is decreased after effective date of 
this act. Requires reporting of changes in TANF funding to House and Senate Appropriations Subcommittees on 
Human Resources. Requires pro rata reduction of appropriations from Maternal and Child Health Block Grant 
and Preventive Health Services Block Grant if federal block grant funding is reduced by less than 10%; if funding 
for these block grants is reduced by 10% or more, requires DHHS to allocate funding reductions after considering 
effectiveness of current level of services. Requires Dep't of Health and Human Services to cooperate with state 
and local agencies and public and private entities that are impacted by TANF or Social Services Block Grants 
and will be affected by future reductions in Social Services Block Grant and prepare a state/local report setting 
out concrete plans for dealing with future cuts in federal Social Services Block Grant funding. Report must be 
submitted to House and Senate Appropriations Subcommittees on Human Resources within one week of 
convening of 1999 General Assembly. If federal TANF funding is increased, additional funds may not be 
expended until appropriated by General Assembly. Allows DHHS to expend additional Child Care and 
Development Fund Block Grant funds within scope of block grant plan approved by General Assembly. Allows 
DHHS to expend additional funding under Community Services Block Grant and Low-Income Energy Block 
Grant for direct services for programs funded by this section. Requires that half of any additional funding under 
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Social Services Block Grant be allocated to county dep’ts of social services for mandatory services and that the 
remaining half of additional block grant funds to allocated for direct services among programs funded by this 
section. Requires that 30% of additional funding under Maternal and Child Health Block Grant be allocated to 
services for children with special health care needs and that 70% of additional funding be allocated to local 
health dep'ts to reduce infant mortality. Requires that additional funding under Preventive Health Services Block 
Grant be allocated, with approval of Office of State Budget and Management, within scope of block grant plan 
approved by General Assembly after considering effectiveness of current level of services and effectiveness of 
increased services. Requires that all changes to allocations of federal block grants due to increases or decreases 
in federal funding be reported to Joint Legislative Comm'n on Gov't Operations, House and Senate 
Appropriations Subcommittees on Human Resources, and Fiscal Research Div'n. 

Preventive Health Services Block Grant funds. Requires that 25% of funds allocated for rape prevention and 
rape education be allocated as grants to nonprofit organizations to provide rape prevention and education 
programs targeted to middle, junior high, and high school students. 

Abstinence education. Provides that if federal funds are received under Maternal and Child Health Block 
Grant for abstinence education, those funds will be transferred to State Board of Education and used by Dep't of 
Public Instruction to establish an abstinence until marriage education program. 

Work First evaluation. Provides that $1 million of TANF Block Grant funds appropriated to DHHS must be 
used to evaluate Work First program and its impact on TANF recipients and their children. DHHS must contract 
with an independent consultant to develop an evaluation design that meets specified criteria. DHHS must report 
results of evaluation and recommendations to House and Senate Appropriations Subcommittees on Human 
Resources by March 1, 1999. DHHS also must contract with an independent consultant with expertise in 
evaluating large social programs to plan and design evaluation of Work First program, including assessment of 
program on economic security and health of families and children, child abuse and neglect, child protective 
services and foster care caseloads, school attendance, and academic and behavioral performance. Independent 
consultant must report to House and Senate Appropriations Subcommittees on Human Resources by Dec. 1, 
1998 on evaluation plan and design. 

TANF “next step” program. Allocates $150,000 of TANF Block Grant funds for a “next step” substance 
abuse program that meets the specialized substance abuse service needs of TANF children’and their families. 
Requires DHHS to report to House and Senate Appropriations Subcommittees on Human Resources by Jan. 1, 
1999 on plan and recommendations. 

Other TANF Block Grant provisions. Requires that $2.6 million allocation to DHHS for Work First job 
retention and follow-up model programs be used to implement pilots and strategies that support TANF recipients 
in attaining and maintaining self-sufficiency through job retention, family support services and follow up. 
Requires DHHS to report to House and Senate Appropriations Subcommittees on Human Resources by Jan. 15, 
1999 on pilots. Requires DHHS, in collaboration with specified state agencies, local human services agencies, 
and business community, to develop a plan for implementing a specialized vocational rehabilitation counseling 
component for TANF recipients with substance abuse services needs, and to report on plan to House and Senate 
Appropriations Subcommittees on Human Resources by Nov. 15, 1998. Provides that if DHHS determines that 
child care subsidy waiting list for current or prior Work First recipients is detrimental to Work First program, 
Office of State Budget and Management, after reporting to House and Senate Appropriations Subcommittees on 
Human Resources or Joint Legislative Comm'n on Gov’t Operations, may make additional allocations from 
TANF Block Grant to Child Care Development Fund Block Grant. Allows DHHS to expend TANF Block Grant 
funds during first quarter of 1998-99 fiscal year for same purposes for which funds were expended in 1997-98, 
notwithstanding other provisions to contrary. 

Social Services Block Grant provisions. Requires that $2 million transferred from TANF Block Grant to 
SSBG for teen pregnancy prevention be used to develop and implement local programs and initiatives aimed at 
reducing teen pregnancy, including adolescent parenting programs, adolescent pregnancy prevention programs, 
and teen care coordination projects. The programs must be based on model programs that have proven 
successful by extensive evaluation. Requires that $1.3 million of SSBG funding for Div’n of Social Services be 
allocated to county dep’ts of social services for additional child protective services, foster care, and adoption 
worker or supervisor positions based on formula necessary to meet recommended standards adopted by NC 
Ass'n of County Directors of Social Services. No local match is required. Requires that $911,687 of SSBG funds 
appropriated to DHHS be used to implement Special Children Adoption Fund. Requires that at least $400,000 of 
funding be awarded to licensed private adoption agencies. Requires Div’n of Social Services, in consultation with 
NC Ass'n of County Directors of Social Services and licensed private adoption agencies, to develop guidelines 
for awarding funds to licensed adoption agencies for successful adoptive placement of children described in GS

108A-50 or foster care children. No local match is required for these funds. Requires Div'n of Social Services to 
evaluate cost-effectiveness of adoptive placement of children in custody of county dep’ts of social services and 
report results of evaluation to House and Senate Appropriations Subcommittees on Human Resources by May 1, 
1999. 

Child Care and Development Fund. Allows DHHS to move funds to other programs if funds cannot be 
obligated or spent within obligation or liquidation period allowed by federal grants. Requires that $500,000 
transferred from TANF Block Grant to Child Care and Development Fund Block Grant and allocated to Dep't of 
Community Colleges be used to continue the three model early childhood education centers in three community 
colleges in the eastern, western, and Piedmont areas of the state. 

Community Development Block Grant. Provides for pro rata increase or decrease in appropriations based on 
increases or decreases in federal funding. Requires Dep’t of Commerce to implement improvements and 
specified changes to system for distributing scattered sites award for community revitalization. 

Welfare to Work Block Grant. Directs Office of State Budget and Management to identify potential sources 
of state funds that may be used as match for federal Welfare to Work Block Grant. 


PART IX. PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

Allocations for public schools. Appropriates $55,027,680 from unexpended 1997-98 General Fund as 
follows: (1) $17,118,003 for public school employees who qualified for performance bonuses for the 1997-98 
school year under the ABC's of Public Education Program; (2) $9,010,274 for public school teachers who 
qualified for longevity payments for the 1997-98 school year; (3) $24,199,403 for school buses needed for the 
1998-99 school year; and (4) $4.7 million for the State School Technology Fund. 

Teacher salary schedules. Appropriates funds to provide average 6.5% salary increase to public school 
teachers. Sets new salary ranges for teachers. Monthly salary for “A” teachers ranges from $2,310 for teachers 
with no experience to $4,683 for NBPTS-certified teachers with 29 or more years of experience. Monthly salary 
for “G" teachers ranges from $2,454 for teachers with no experience to $4,976 for NBPTS-certified teachers with 
29 or more years of experience. 

Funds to implement the ABC’s of Public Education Program. Directs State Board of Education to provide 
incentive funding for schools that meet or exceed projected levels of improvement in student performance. 

Extra pay for mentor teachers. Provides that funds appropriated to State Aid to Local School Administrative 
Units will be used to pay for mentors for new teachers and instructional support personnel. Mentors will be paid 
$100 per month for a maximum of 10 months for serving as a mentor for a first or second year teacher during the 
school year, and $100 for serving as a mentor for a first-year teacher for one day before the school year begins. 
Authorizes State Board of Education (SBE) to use mentor program funds to evaluate the program. Directs SBE 
to report evaluation results to the Joint Legislative Education Oversight Committee by March 5, 2000. 

Aid to low-performing and at-risk schools. Provides that funds appropriated for aid to low-performing and at- 
risk schools will be used for services to elementary schools at which 50% of the students were below grade level 
on the previous year’s end-of-grade test, to middle schools at which 50% of the sixth grade students were below 
grade level on their end-of-grade fifth grade tests, and to the 5% of high schools that have the lowest composite 
scores on the ABC’s program's accountability measures. Provides that up to 10% of $3,160,454 in nonrecurring 
funds may be used for salary supplements for teachers assigned to local assessment teams. The remainder of 
the nonrecurring funds, along with $12,405,561 in recurring funds, will be used for extra pay for extra duties for 
teachers. Requires SBE to allocate funds based on average daily membership. Provides that $2 million in 
nonsalary funds will be used only for staff development costs, textbooks, instructional supplies, materials, and 
equipment. Requires principals of low-performing or at-risk schools to develop plans for improving their schools 
in consultation with their faculty and site-based management teams. The plan must be submitted to the local 
superintendent, approved by the local board of education, and accepted by the SBE. Local boards of education 
will receive at least $10,000 for each school for which a plan is approved. Requires State Board to report to Joint 
Legislative Education Oversight Committee on plans and use of funds for low-performing and at-risk schools by 
Dec. 1, 1998. 

ABC’s high school accountability model. Directs SBE to continue its efforts to improve the standards for 
determining whether high schools meet or exceed their projected levels of improvement in student performance. 

School-based administrator salaries. Appropriates funds to provide average 8.7% pay increase for assistant 
principals and principals. Base monthly salaries for assistant principals range from $2,873 to $4,669. Creates 
new classification of Principal VIII for principals who supervise more than 100 teachers. Base monthly salaries 
for principals range from $3,137 to $4,762 for Principal |, to $4,258 to $6,667 for Principal! VIII. Provides that 
principals and assistant principals will receive lump-sum payments of 1% if the school meets or exceeds 
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projected levels of improvement in student performance, or if the school meets the goals of a local plan for 
maintaining a safe and orderly school. If both conditions are satisfied, the assistant principal or principal will 
receive a lump-sum payment of 2%. Provides that participants in an approved full-time master’s in school 
administration program will receive up to a 10-month stipend at the beginning salary of an assistant principal. 

Principal salary studies. Authorizes SBE to use up to $50,000 to study principals’ salaries. Specifies some 
matters to be studied. Requires SBE to report to the Joint Legislative Education Oversight Committee by Dec. 
15, 1998. 

Communities in schools funds/do not revert. Provides that funds allocated to Communities in Schools of the 
Rocky Mount Region, Inc., during the 1997-98 fiscal year will not revert. Effective June 30, 1998. 

School activity bus usage authonzed under certain circumstances. Amends GS 66-58 (Umstead Act) to 
allow a nonprofit corporation or a unit of local gov't to use public school activity buses to provide transportation to 
school-aged and preschool-aged children, their caretakers, and their instructors. 

School board quick take. GS 40A-42(a) authorizes certain entities acquiring property by condemnation to 
take title and the immediate right to possession of the property upon filing of the complaint and making of a 
deposit in accordance with GS 40A-41. This section extends that authority to a local board of education or a 
combination of local boards acquiring property for any purpose set forth in GS 115C-517. 

Litigation reserve. Provides that funds remaining in the SBE’s Litigation Reserve on June 30, 1998 will not 
revert but will remain available until June 30, 1999. Authorizes SBE to spend up to $500,000 from unexpended 
salary funds to pay expenses related to pending litigation in 1998-99. 

Exceptional children’s funds. Allocates funds appropriated for exceptional children to local school 
administrative units as follows: (1) for academically gifted children, $746.95 per child for 4% of the 1998-99 
allocated average daily membership; (2) for other exceptional children, $2,248.39 per child for the lesser of (a) 
all children who are identified as exceptional children (other than academically gifted children), or (b) 12.5% of 
the 1998-99 allocated average daily membership. Authorizes SBE to allocate funds for exceptional children other 
than academically gifted children to provide services for severely disabled children in school units and in group 
homes. 

Alternative schools/at-risk students. Authorizes SBE to use up to $200,000 to develop guidelines for, 
provide technical assistance to, and evaluate alternative learning programs, and to study alternative schools and 
access to alternative schools. 

Charter schools. Authorizes SBE to use funds appropriated to State Aid to Local School Administrative 
Units in 1998-99 only to provide aid to school administrative units with 3,000 or fewer students whose enrollment 
is decreased by more than 4% as a result of students shifting to charter schools. Adds new GS 115C-238.29D(e), 
prohibiting SBE from granting a charter to a school or approving a material change in the charter if the charter or 
change is expected to cause a decrease of more than 4% in average daily membership of other schools in the 
local school administrative unit in one school year. Provides that charter schools conducting required student 
assessments are subject to SBE policies and guidelines on testing ethics. Provides that requirements for special 
education services in GS 115C-110 apply to charter schools. Limits to a total of four the number of years of 
leave of absence a teacher may request from a local school administrative unit for the purpose of teaching at a 
charter school. Authorizes the local unit to grant a leave of absence for a longer period, or to grant an extension 
of a leave of absence, if it is in the best interest of the unit to do so. Authorizes SBE to spend up to $50,000 to 
establish a charter school advisory committee. Requires charter schools to report electronically to the local board 
of education on students enroiled in the school and on students who withdraw or drop out of the school. 

Directs SBE to examine the funding formula for charter schools and its impact on public schools and report 
its findings to Joint Legislative Education Oversight Committee by Dec. 15, 1998. 

Testing. Authorizes SBE to use up to $2 million of funds appropriated for State Aid to Local School 
Administrative Units to cover cost increases in required tests that are due to increases in average daily 
membership, to reestablish and develop new high school end-of-course tests, and to begin the development of 
alternative assessments for children with special needs. Directs SBE to select 12 volunteer local school 
administrative units to participate in a study that will administer a standardized test in May, 12 months prior to the 
third grade end-of-grade test, in order to establish a baseline to measure academic growth at the end of third 
grade. If the SBE determines that such a test is more reliable than a standardized test administered at the 
beginning of third grade, it may change the test date for additional local school units. Requires SBE to report to 
Joint Legislative Education Oversight Committee by Oct. 15, 2000. 

Substitute teachers. Repeals SBE’s authority to set pay for substitute teachers. Sets minimum pay for a 
substitute teacher who holds a teaching certificate at 54% of the daily pay rate of an entry-level teacher with an 
‘A’ certificate. Sets minimum pay for substitute teacher who does not hold a teaching certificate at 38% of the 
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daily pay rate of an entry-level teacher with an ‘A’ certificate. Authorizes local boards to use state funds allocated 
for substitute teachers to hire full-time substitute teachers. Deletes provision of GS 115C-12(8) authorizing SBE 
to pay local school administrative units up to 1% of the cost of instructional services for the purpose of providing 
substitute teachers for those on sick leave. Directs local boards of education in units with an average number of 
substitute teacher days that exceeds the statewide average to determine the reasons for the high average and 
develop a plan for decreasing it. 

Tort claim liability/school buses. \Increases from $600 to $3,000 the amount Attorney General may pay for 
medical expenses of each pupil injured or killed in a school bus accident. Grants Industrial Comm'n jurisdiction to 
hear and determine tort claims arising from negligent acts or omissions of school bus volunteers and monitors 
(Comm'n already has jurisdiction over claims arising from drivers’ negligence). Authorizes Attorney General to 
defend civil actions brought against school bus volunteers and monitors. Applies to claims arising on or after July 
1, 1998. 

Extra pay for forfeited vacation days. Allocates $4.25 million to local boards of education to pay teachers for 
forfeiting up to six vacation days. Amends GS 115C-84.2 to require local boards and individual schools to give 
teachers at least 14 days’ notice before requiring them to work instead of taking vacation leave on teacher 
workdays. Increases from 30 to 42 the maximum number of consecutive days for which teacher attendance may 
not be required, unless the school is year-round or the teacher is employed for a term of more than 10 months. 
Authorizes SBE to adopt rules to allow a local board to ask the SBE to suspend one or more days from the 
calendar for an individual school in extraordinary circumstances. Amendments to GS 115C-84.2 apply to school 
years beginning with the 1999-2000 schoo! year. 

Teaching Fellows Program. |Increases from $5,000 to $6,500 the annual amount of four-year scholarship 
loans offered under the Teaching Fellows Program. Authorizes Public School Forum (administrator of the 
Teaching Fellows Program) to spend up to $150,000 for administrative costs. 

Limited English proficiency. Directs SBE to develop guidelines for identifying and serving students with 
limited English proficiency (LEP). Provides that funds allocated for LEP students may not be transferred. Directs 
SBE to review its certification requirements for English as a Second Language (ESL) and determine if they 
should be revised in order to assist local schools to quickly obtain adequate numbers of qualified teachers. 
Requires SBE and UNC Board of Governors to coordinate efforts to provide ESL certification programs 
throughout the state. Directs UNC Board of Governors to examine providing ESL certification through distance 
learning methods and off-campus programs. Requires SBE to identify existing or develop new in-service training 
programs for personnel assisting students with LEP. Directs UNC Board of Governors and the State Board of 
Community Colleges to collaborate with State Board of Education to deliver these programs in geographically 
diverse locations. Requires SBE to survey local schools about recruitment and retention of ESL certified teachers 
and report to the Joint Legislative Education Oversight Committee by Dec. 15, 1999. 

Drivers education funds do not revert. Provides that up to $35,000 of funds appropriated for driver education 
in 1997-98 will not revert. Authorizes SBE to use those funds and funds appropriated for driver education in 
1998-99 for forms to implement SL 1997-507, which rendered students under age 18 who drop out or fail to 
make progress toward graduation ineligible for driver permits or licenses. 

Additional teachers for middle school children who are academically below grade level. Directs SBE to round 
to the nearest one-half position when allocating funds for these additional teachers (now, no partial positions may 
be allocated). Deletes provision requiring middle schools to have at least 50 students below grade level to be 
eligible for funds. 

Uniform Education Reporting System funds/building level reports on school funding. Extends implementation 
date for Uniform Education Reporting System from 1998-99 to 1999-2000. 

Dues deduction for retirees. Allows retirees in the Teachers’ and State Employees’ Retirement System 
(TSERS) to authorize TSERS to deduct designated sums from their retirement benefits and pay those sums to 
an authorized employees’ ass’n of which the retiree is a member. Plans for these deductions will become void if 
the employees’ ass’n engages in collective bargaining with the state, any of its political subdivisions, or any local 
school administrative unit. Applies to retirement benefits paid on or after July 1, 1998. 

School bus allocation. Provides that, in the event of insufficient funds to pay for all school buses scheduled 
to be allocated, reductions in allocations should be spread proportionally among the local school administrative 
units. 

Uniform Education Reporting System (UERS)/Student Information Management System (SIMS) funds. 
Requires SBE to use funds appropriated for UERS and SIMS to begin the development of a replacement for the 
existing Student Information System. Specifies that the new system must follow guidelines established by the 
Information Resources Management Comm'n. Authorizes pilots of the new system. Requires SBE to provide 
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periodic reports to Joint Legislative Education Oversight Committee and to the 1999 General Assembly. Provides 
that funds appropriated for UERS/SIMS will not revert. 

Small school system supplemental funding. Directs SBE to allocate funds for small school systems (1) to 
county school administrative units with average daily membership of less than 3,150, and (2) to county school 
administrative units with average daily membership between 3,150 and 4,000 if the county-adjusted property tax 
base per student is below the state-adjusted property tax base per student. Prohibits counties that receive these 
funds from using them to supplant local current expense funds. Provides that funds to counties that become 
ineligible for funding due to an increase in population or in the county-adjusted property tax base per student will 
be phased out over a two-year period. Requires SBE to analyze whether counties use these funds to supplant 
local funds and report to the Joint Legislative Education Oversight Committee by May 1, 1999. 


PART X. COMMUNITY COLLEGES. 

Extend deadline for matching bond funds for one year. Extends from July 1, 1998 to July 1, 1999 the 
deadline for community colleges to meet the bond matching requirements of GS 115D-31(a)(1) for capital 
improvement projects as described in SL 1995, Ch. 515, sec. 4. 

Independent study of capital budget and operating budget fund allocations. Directs State Board of 
Community Colleges (SBCC) to contract with an outside consultant to (1) review and recommend modifications 
to the community college capital allocation process and (2) study performance budget measures and recommend 
options for allocating community college funds on a performance budgeting basis. Authorizes SBCC to use funds 
from State Board Reserve for this purpose, and requires report to House and Senate Appropriations 
Subcommittees on Education and the Fiscal Research Div'n by Feb. 1, 1999. 

Equipment Reserve Fund. Amends GS 115D-31 to provide that state funds appropriated to the SBCC for 
the Equipment Reserve Fund (1) must be allocated in accordance with the equipment allocation formula for the 
fiscal period, (2) may be spent only in accordance with an equipment acquisition plan approved by the SBCC, 
and (3) do not revert and remain available until expended in accordance with the plan. 

Budget realignment to implement reorganization. Authorizes SBCC to transfer funds in the budget of the 
Dep't of Community Colleges as necessary to implement the departmental reorganization pel recommended by 
the president of the Community College System and adopted by the SBCC. 

Continuing budget concept. Requires SBCC to implement the continuing budget concept for full-time 
equivalent students (FTE) earned, as follows. (1) For 1998-99, community colleges (a) will be subject to a 
decrease in FTE enrollment funds only for the portion of a decline in FTE enrollment that exceeds 3%, and (b) 
will receive an increase in FTE enrollment funds only for the portion of an increase in FTE enrollment that 
exceeds 2%. (2) For subsequent fiscal years, the SBCC will fund the greater of (a) the average earned FTE 
enrollment for the prior three fiscal years or (b) the earned FTE enrollment for the prior fiscal year. 

Enhance annual review accountability. Requires SBCC to review the annual program review standards to 
ensure a higher degree of accountability and to establish appropriate levels of performance for each measure. 
Requires the SBCC to make interim report by Nov. 1, 1998, and final report by Feb. 1, 1999. 

Management information system. Requires SBCC to develop a plan for an efficient and effective technology 
and management information system, including identification of needs of the local colleges and the dep’t and the 
costs and benefits of meeting those needs. The SBCC must report on the plan by Feb. 1, 1999. 

Cooperative high school education program accountability. States goal of increasing the number of qualified 
high school students participating in cooperative high school education programs in community colleges and 
requires that such programs provide additional higher education opportunities for qualified high school students 
while minimizing overlapping costs to the state for public schools and community colleges. Requires SBCC and 
State Board of Education to create a joint task force to study and recommend changes relating to cooperative 
high school education programs and to report by March 1, 1999. 

Reporting requirements. Requires local institutions of the Community College System to comply with annual 
reporting requirements established by the SBCC, and requires SBCC by Oct. 30, 1998, to develop and 
implement a plan to improve timeliness and accuracy of data that must be reported. Authorizes SBCC to include 
in the plan withholding of state funds from non-complying institutions. 

Tuition study. Requires Joint Legislative Education Oversight Committee to study community college tuition 
and to report by Jan. 15, 1999. 

Hospitality and tourism job training programs. Requires SBCC to study hospitality and tourism job training 
programs offered by local institutions of the system and to collaborate with the UNC Board of Governors, the 
State Board of Education, and the Dep’t of Commerce to improve articulation between institutions with regard to

these programs. Requires joint report (no date specified), including an inventory of and recommendations about 
these programs. 

Roanoke-Chowan Community College/sheltered workshop. Authorizes the Roanoke-Chowan Community 
College to use proceeds from the lease of buildings associated with the sheltered workshop to phase out the 
sheltered workshop operation. 

Tuition wavier. Expresses intent of General Assembly, to extent funds are appropriated expressly for the 
purpose, to provide a tuition waiver for up to two years to deserving students who graduate from a North Carolina 
high school and are enrolled full time in a North Carolina community college within six months of graduation. 


PART XI. UNIVERSITIES. 

UNC incentive funding. Effective July 1, 1999, rewrites GS 116-30.3, relating to reversions by special 
responsibility constituent institutions, to delete the 2% (1% for area health education centers of UNC at Chapel 
Hill) reversion requirement. 

Natural Resources Leadership Institute. For 1998-99, reduces by $170,000 the required reversion for the 
Cooperative Extension Service budget code at North Carolina State University, to provide funding for the Natural 
Resource Leadership Institute. 

Incentive Scholarship Program for Native Americans. Provides that scholarships under the Incentive 
Scholarship Program for Native Americans must be awarded after all other need-based grants for which the 
recipient is eligible have been included in the student's financial aid package, and that the maximum amount of 
the award may not exceed the cost of attendance budget used to calculate financial aid, less other need-based 
aid received, and in no case may exceed $3,000. 

Aid to students attending private colleges. Increases from $750 to $900 the maximum per student 
contribution to the scholarship fund for needy NC students attending private colleges and from $1,450 to $1,600 
the tuition grants available to NC students attending private colleges. 

UNC equity funds/capital facilities study. Requires UNC Board of Governors to contract with a private 
consulting firm to assess additional capital needs of constituent institutions, including 10-year projection of needs 
and detailed plan for making funding allocations based on priorities of needs and a detailed capital spending 
plan. Requires Board and the consultant to provide periodic interim progress reports and requires Board to make 
final report by April 15, 1999. Deletes requirement that Board report by Jan. 15, 1999 on study of relative equity 
and adequacy of physical facilities of constituent institutions. Authorizes use of up to $250,000 of funds 
appropriated to the Board of Governors for 1998-99, including funds that would revert to the General Fund, to 
implement the provision. 

Manufacturing Extension Partnership. Rewrites section 10.7 of SL 1997-443, to change from 1997-98 to 
1998-99 the period for which $900,000 of funds appropriated to the Board of Governors is allocated to North 
Carolina State University to match additional federal funds for the Manufacturing Extension Partnership 
Program. 

East Carolina Doctoral || classification. Allocates $2 million of 1998-99 UNC appropriation to East Carolina 
University in recognition of its designation as a Doctoral II University. Requires ECU to use the funds in 
accordance with plan developed for the UNC Board of Governors for adjusting the funding for the university to a 
level appropriate for that status and to report on the allocation of the funds within its budgets. 

UNC distance education. |n relation to funds appropriated to UNC Board of Governors for degree-related 
courses provided away from campus sites, (1) requires that the funds be used to provide off-campus higher 
education programs and (2) requires the Board of Governors (a) before approving funding for off-campus 
programs in nursing, to consult with the central office of the Area Health Education Centers, (b) to track the funds 
separately, (c) to provide for evaluation of the programs, and (d) to provide a preliminary report by May 1, 2000, 
and subsequent evaluations and recommendations for changes at least biennially. 

UNC Hospitals/management flexibility. Rewrites GS 116-37(d) to provide that all employees of UNC 
Hospitals are deemed employees of the State and are subject to all relevant provisions of state law, but that, 
except for Articles 5, 6, and 7 of GS Chapter 126, the provisions of the State Personnel Act do not apply to such 
employees, who instead are subject to policies and procedures governing terms and conditions of employment 
adopted by the UNC Hospitals Board of Directors. Requires Board to (1) fix or approve schedules of pay and 
other compensation and adopt position classification plans; (2) adopt or provide for rules and regulations 
concerning annual leave, sick leave, and other personnel policies (but, employee who has achieved career state 
employee status by Oct. 31, 1998, may not have his or her compensation reduced as a result of this provision 
and is subject to discipline and discharge rules that were effective on Oct. 31, 1998); (3) prescribe, if it chooses 
to, office hours, workdays and holidays to be observed; and (4) establish boards, committees, or councils to 
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conduct hearings on the appeal of employees who are suspended, demoted, disciplined, or discharged, to hear 
grievances, or to undertake any other personnel duties assigned by the Board. 

Rewrites GS 116-37(f) and (g) to require the Board of Directors to establish policies and regulations to (1) 
govern purchasing requirements and (2) perform the functions otherwise prescribed for the Dep't of 
Administration in acquiring or disposing of real property. Adds new GS 116-37(i) giving the Board of Directors 
broad authorities and responsibilities in relation to the design, construction, and renovation of buildings, utilities, 
and other property developments of UNC Hospitals, including duties heretofore assigned to the Dep't of 
Administration, the Office of State Construction, and the State Building Comm'n. 

Amends GS 126-5 to exempt from coverage under the State Personnel Act (except Articles 5, 6, and 7) 
employees of UNC Hospitals, employees of the Medical Faculty Practice Plan of the School of Medicine of East 
Carolina University, and employees of UNC Physicians and Associates of the School of Medicine of the 
University of North Carolina at Chapel Hill. 

Effective Nov. 1, 1998, adds new GS 116-37.2, relating to UNC Physicians and Associates, a division of the 
School of Medicine of the University of North Carolina at Chapel Hill, and new GS 116-40.6, relating to the 
Medical Faculty Practice Plan, a division of the School of Medicine of East Carolina University. Includes 
provisions for employees of both that are comparable to provisions described above for employees of UNC 
Hospitals, except that respective boards of trustees (rather than hospital board of directors) have specified 
personnel authority. Also gives the respective boards of trustees authority in relation to purchases, property, and 
property construction comparable to that described above given to Board of Directors of UNC Hospitals. 

UNC applications pool. Requires UNC Board of Governors to create a system that provides for sharing 
among constituent institutions of selected applications for admissions from North Carolina residents, and 
authorizes Board to cooperate with the State Board of Community Colleges and with private colleges and 
universities in North Carolina in creating such a system. Requires Board of Governors to report on its progress by 
Jan. 15, 1999. 

Private colleges/incentive funds. Amends GS 116-20 to (1) change from Oct. 1, 1970, to Oct. 1, 1997, the 
base date for purposes of calculations of funds paid to private colleges, (2) provide for the funds to be paid by 
the State Education Assistance Authority (instead of the Dep’t of Administration), and (3) provide that the same 
students may be counted for purposes of payments under GS 116-19. 

Sustainable oyster aquaculture study. Allocates $300,000 of 1998-99 UNC appropriation to the Institute of 
Marine Sciences at UNC-Chapel Hill to study the potential for sustainable oyster aquaculture. Requires primary 
investigator or researcher to provide progress reports on Jan. 1 and July 1 of each year until the project or study 
is complete and a final report of findings and recommendations. 


PART Xil. DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH AND HUMAN SERVICES. 
Subpart 1. Administration. 

Standards for health care quality and access/extend reporting date. Extends to May 1, 1999 (now, April 1, 
1998) date for Sec’y of Health and Human Services to report proposed standards for ensuring access to quality 
and affordable health care. 

Hospital facility audited cost report due date. Amends audited cost reporting dates set forth in GS 131D-4.2 
for health care facilities licensed under GS Ch. 131D or 131E. Retains annual reporting period of October 1 
through September 30 for facilities not owned or operated by a hospital. Requires facilities owned and operated 
by a hospital to make annual report 15 days after the hospital’s Medicare cost report is due. 

Office of Strategic Planning. Directs Dep’t of Health and Human Services (DHHS) to study the advisability 
of creating an Office of Strategic Planning in the Office of the Sec’y. Requires DHHS to report its findings and 
recommendations to House and Senate Appropriations Subcommittees on Human Resources by Feb. 1, 1999. 

Human services grants. Requires DHHS to use $2 million of 1998-99 appropriated funds to award grants to 
programs that serve older adults, adults with disabilities, at-risk children, and youth and families. 

Area mental health/elderly housing nonrecurring project funds. Appropriates $9.5 million of the funds in the 
Work First Reserve Fund to the Div’n of Mental Health, Developmental Disabilities, and Substance Abuse 
Services for the following capital and nonrecurring projects for area mental health authorities. 


Developmental Disabilities Services, wait list mngt. $500,000 
Developmental Disabilities Services, individual facilities $3,500,000 
Substance Abuse Services, individual facilities $2,500,000 
Mental Health Services, individual facilities $3,000,000 


Appropriates $2 million of Work First Reserve Funds to Housing Trust Fund for affordable housing for the 
elderly. 
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Subpart 2. Medical Assistance. 

Medicaid growth reduction. Makes technical changes to sec. 11.10 of SL 1997-443. Extends to Feb. 1, 1999 
(now, April 1, 1998) deadline for Div'n of Medical Assistance to report on the final plan to reduce Medicaid growth 
to 8% by the year 2001. 

Rules governing transfer of Medicaid benefits between counties. Adds new GS 108A-57.1 to provide that a 
Medicaid recipient who moves from one county to another will continue to receive assistance if eligible. Requires 
county directors of social services to transfer records to a recipient’s new county of residence when the recipient 
moves. Requires county from which recipient moved to pay the county portion of the nonfederal share of medical 
assistance payments for services provided during the month following the recipient’s move. Thereafter, the 
county to which the recipient moved will pay the county portion. 

Continuous Medicaid coverage for categorically needy families with children. Provides that the Medicaid 
enrollment of categorically needy families with children will be continuous for one year without regard to changes 
in income or assets. Directs DHHS to study the effect of this provision on the Medicaid program and the Health 
Insurance Program for Children, make an interim report to the House and Senate Appropriations Subcommittees 
on Human Resources by Oct. 1, 1999, and make a final report by Jan. 1, 2000. Effective Oct. 1, 1998. 

Allocation of GS 143-23.2 Medicaid Funds. Allocates $13 million of the funds transferred to DHHS pursuant 
to GS 143-23.2 for Medicaid programs. Provides that these funds will replace a $13 million reduction in general 
revenue funding. 

Priority study of Medicaid benefits for certain aged and disabled persons. Directs DHHS to study ways to 
meet the medical needs of aged and disabled persons with incomes at or less than the federal poverty level. 
Requires DHHS to report on its study to the House and Senate Appropriations Subcommittees on Human 
Resources by March 1, 1999. 

Disposition of disproportionate share receipt change. Provides that Medicaid disproportionate share receipts 
reserved at the end of the 1997-98 fiscal year will be deposited with the Dep't of State Treasurer as a nontax 
revenue for the 1998-99 fiscal year. Directs DHHS to deposit the first $85 million of disproportionate share 
payments received in fiscal year 1998-99 with Dep't of State Treasurer for deposit as nontax revenues. Any 
additional disproportionate share payments collected will be reserved by the State Treasurer for future 
appropriations. 

Child Health Insurance technical changes. Makes technical amendments to GS 108A-70.18(8). Provides 
that waiting periods for Child Heaith Insurance Program eligibility will be waived if the child (1) was enrolled in 
Medicaid but has lost Medicaid eligibility, (2) has lost health care benefits due to cessation of a nonprofit 
organization program that provides health care benefits to low-income children, or (3) has lost employer- 
sponsored health coverage due to termination of employment, cessation by employer of employer-sponsored 
health insurance, or cessation of the employer's business. 

Child Health Insurance study/other changes. Requires DHHS to conduct study to identify programs where 
Savings in state funds could be realized because services provided by the programs are now provided under the 
Health Insurance Program for Children. Requires DHHS to report to House and Senate Appropriations 
Subcommittees on Human Resources by March 1, 1999. Directs Office of State Budget and Management to 
determine whether expenditures and services of state agencies other than DHHS and non-state agencies 
receiving state funds could be covered under the Health Insurance Program for Children. Requires Office to 
report to House and Senate Appropriations Subcommittees on Human Resources by March 1, 1999. Repeals 
provision in SL 1998-1 that prohibited the use of Health Insurance Program for Children funds to reimburse 
medical services (except immunizations) performed in school-based health clinics. Increases the membership of 
the Comm'n on Children with Special Health Care Needs from seven to eight, adding an additional parent of a 
special needs child. Directs Governor to consider appointing one parent of a child with chronic illness and one 
parent of a child with a developmental disability or behavioral disorder. 

Study of additional dental coverage for the Health Insurance Program for Children. Requires DHHS to study 
expanding the Health Insurance Program for Children’s dental coverage to include dental sealants, additional 
fluoride treatment, and simple extractions. Requires DHHS to report to the House and Senate Appropriations 
Subcommittees on Human Resources by Feb. 1, 1999. 

Subpart 3. Facility Services. 
Transfer of Charitable Solicitation Program to Sec’y of State. Transfers from DHHS to Dep't of Sec’y of 


State all functions, powers, duties, and obligations under GS Ch. 131F (governing solicitation of charitable 
contributions). Effective Jan. 1, 1999. 
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Adult care homes staff ratio study. Directs NC Study Comm'n on Aging to study staffing ratios at adult care 
homes to determine if adequate staffing is being provided on all shifts to ensure quality of care and safety of 
residents. 

Adult care homes reimbursement rate increase. Increases maximum monthly rate for residents in adult care 
home facilities from $915 to $956. Effective Oct. 1, 1998. 

Subpart 4. Aging. 

Prescription drug assistance program study. Directs DHHS to work with General Assembly’s Fiscal 
Research Div’n to develop a proposal for a prescription drug assistance program designed to serve low-income 
elderly and disabled persons who are not eligible for Medicaid and who need prescription drugs to treat a 
condition which, if left untreated, could result in their admission to a nursing facility or otherwise qualifying for 
Medicaid. Requires DHHS to report to General Assembly by Feb. 1, 1999. 

Senior center funds. Provides that $1 million of the funds appropriated to DHHS must be used to support 
existing senior centers and to assist in the development of new senior centers. 

In-home and caregiver support funds. Increases to $8 million the amount of funds appropriated to the Div’n 
of Aging which must be used for home and community care services for older persons not eligible for Medicaid. 

Funds for Alzheimers Association chapters in NC. Requires Div'n of Aging to allocate $100,000 of the funds 
appropriated to it to the Alzheimer’s Association ($25,000 for the Western Alzheimer’s chapter; $50,000 for the 
Southern Piedmont Alzheimer’s chapter; and $25,000 for the Eastern Alzheimer’s chapter). Funds may not be 
allocated until a chapter submits a plan for use of the funds. 

Subpart 5. Social Services. 

Authorized additional use of HIV foster care and adoptive family funds. Makes technical changes to sec. 
11.23 of SL 1997-443. 

Child welfare system improvements. Amends sec. 11.57 of SL 1997-443 to provide that funds appropriated 
to the Div'n of Social Services to pay for additional foster care and adoption worker positions may also be used 
to pay for supervisor positions created on or after July 1, 1997. Deletes portions of sec. 11.57(b) of SL 1997-443 
that established the State Child Fatality Review Team. Reenacts those provisions as GS Ch. 1438, Art. 3, Part 
4B, with the following additions: (1) specifies that fatality reviews will include interviews with individuals having 
pertinent information as well as examination of written materials, (2) requires Team to consult with the district 
attorney before publicly releasing findings and recommendations developed for each fatality reviewed, and (3) 
authorizes Team to receive copies of materials necessary to the conduct of a fatality review. Makes additional 
technical changes to sec. 11.57. 

Child protective services. Amends sec. 11.25 of SL 1997-443 to conform with amendments to sec. 11.57 
allowing funds to be used to establish supervisor positions. 

Food banks funds. Directs DHHS to allocate $2.4 million of its appropriated funds as grants-in-aid of 
$400,000 each to the following food banks: Albemarle Food Bank Food Pantry, Inc.; MANNA Food Bank, Inc.; 
The Food Bank of Northwest NC, Inc.; Cumberland County Action/Cape Fear Community Food Bank; Second 
Harvest Food Bank of Metrolina, Inc.; and Food Bank, Inc. Requires DHHS to use $100,000 of its appropriated 
funds to provide start-up costs for a food bank in eastern NC. 

Report on progress towards automated application system. Requires DHHS to report to House and Senate 
Appropriations Subcommittees on Human Resources on its progress in developing and implementing a single 
statewide automated application system for all means-tested public assistance benefit programs. An interim 
report must be made by Nov. 1, 1998. A final report is due within a week of the convening of the 1999 General 
Assembly. 

Biometrics law changes. Amends GS 108A-25.1 to provide that DHHS’s uniform identification system for 
public assistance beneficiaries will apply only to Work First recipients who are not children under the age of 18 
(now, all Work First, Food Stamp, and Medicaid program recipients). Requires DHHS to make biometric 
identification a condition of eligibility for the Work First assistance program for persons over age 18. Provides 
that if any recipient is denied assistance on the basis of the identification system, the recipient's whole case, or 
group of recipients whose eligibility for public assistance is dependent on all the other group members’ financial 
and nonfinancial situation, will be denied assistance. Requires DHHS to have identification system in place and 
operating as soon as possible after federal approval of the phase-in process (now, by Oct. 1, 1998). Directs 
DHHS to implement phase-in process no later than Oct. 1, 1999, beginning with a pilot program involving six 
counties selected by DHHS. For the pilot program, DHHS must select counties that are most likely to produce 
cost reductions and other results that meet federal criteria. Requires DHHS to report to the House and Senate 
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Appropriations Subcommittees on Human Resources and the Joint Legislative Comm'n on Gov't Operations by 
April 1, 2000. 

Approval of state TANF plan as modifiedWwelfare law changes. Approves DHHS’s “North Carolina's 
Temporary Assistance for Needy Families State Plan FY 1998-2000” as amended by changes to the welfare law 
made in this section and in any other act of the General Assembly. 

Amends GS 108A-27(a) to specify that the purpose of the Work First Program is to provide short-term 
assistance to families to facilitate their movement to long-term self-sufficiency through gainful employment, not 
merely to reduce the welfare rolls, and that the ultimate goal of the program is the gradual elimination of 
generational poverty. Directs DHHS to ensure that the Work First Program focuses on this purpose and goal. 

Amends GS 108-27.1(a) to replace the period during which a person or family who has previously received 
24 months of Work First cash assistance is ineligible to apply for further cash assistance. Under current law, a 
person or family who has received cash assistance for 24 cumulative months must wait 36 months before 
applying for further cash assistance. This provision reduces that period to 12 months. 

Amends GS 108-27.2 to require that DHHS (1) ensure that eligibility criteria across the state include the 
Medicaid standard of need for the categorically needy; (2) ensure that procedures required when recipients are 
sanctioned are uniformly developed and implemented across the state; and (3) ensure that qualified two-parent 
families receive assistance before meeting work requirements for three months after qualifying for assistance, in 
order to encourage families to stay together and overcome barriers to self-sufficiency and employment. Amends 
GS 108A-27.9 to require DHHS to include provisions in the state TANF plan that address these new duties, 
including provisions to ensure that recipients who are sanctioned receive a clear explanation of the sanction, and 
that all recipients, including those under sanction, are informed of their right to legal representation. Also requires 
DHHS to include in the state TANF plan provisions to ensure the establishment and maintenance of grievance 
procedures to resolve complaints made by Work First recipients regarding their rights as employees. Amends GS 
108A-27.3 to specify that electing counties’ eligibility criteria may not include criteria related to the statewide 
sanctioning procedures developed under amended GS 108A-27.9 and to require electing counties to comply with 
those sanctioning procedures. Deletes from GS 108A-27.4(e) the requirement that county plans include 
descriptions of sanctions. Makes technical changes to GS 108A-27.11. 

Amends GS 108A-27.12(c) to prohibit DHHS from reducing state or county funds previously obligated or 
appropriated for child welfare services. Under current GS 108A-27.16, the Director of the Budget may use the 
Work First Reserve Fund and other sources to provide assistance to counties whose actual expenditures for a 
fiscal year exceed two-thirds of the total amount of expenditures expected for the year by March 1. This bill 
amends that section to provide that the Work First Reserve Fund and other sources may be used if the Director 
of the Budget declares that the state, an individual county, or an individual region is in a state of economic 
emergency with regard to lack of funds available for Work First Family Assistance through events beyond their 
control. Makes technical changes to GS 108-27.9(a) and Sec. 12.20(b) of SL 1997-443. Effective June 30, 1998, 
amends sec. 12.36(a) of SL 1997-443 to provide that funds allocated to fund program integrity activities in 
counties will be paid in a lump sum, and unexpended funds will revert to the General Fund. 

Amends GS 114-41(a)(2) to require the Inspector General to provide to each county director of social 
services a copy of the policies and standards for investigation of fraud, abuse, waste, and mismanagement in 
means-tested public assistance programs. When the Inspector General determines that a county social services 
agency has not complied with the policies and standards, the Inspector General must notify the agency’s director 
of the noncompliance and recommend corrective action. 

Welfare reform automation funding carry forward. Requires DHHS to carry forward to 1998-99 $7 million of 
the funds appropriated to implement welfare reform automation in 1997-98. 

Child placing agencies’ rate study. Directs DHHS to contract with an independent consultant to conduct a 
study of the rate setting of the state’s licensed child placing agencies. DHHS must report to the House and 
Senate Appropriations Subcommittees on Human Resources by Nov. 1, 1998. 

Subpart 6. Mental Health, Developmental Disabilities, and Substance Abuse Services. 

Thomas S. cost containment report extension. Deletes provision of SL 1997-443, sec. 11.37 which allowed 
the Director of the Budget to use up to $15.2 million of funds available to DHHS if Thomas S. funds were 
insufficient. Extends deadline for DHHS report on cost containment in mental health services to May 1, 1999 
(now, May 1, 1998). 

Mental health reserve for Medicaid match. Directs DHHS to place $38 million of its appropriated funds in a 
Mental Health Restricted Reserve in the Office of State Budget and Management. Directs Office of State Budget 
and Management to transfer from the Div’n of Mental Health, Developmental Disabilities, and Substance Abuse 
Services to the Reserve the total amount of funds allocated in the Division’s budget as matching funds for 
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Medicaid payments to area mental health authorities. Provides that funds in the Reserve may be used only as a 
state match for Medicaid payments to area mental health authorities. Unexpended and unencumbered funds in 
the Reserve revert to the General Fund on June 30, 1999. 

Early intervention services/referrals/study. Amends sec. 11.43 of SL 1997-443 to require the NC Schools for 
the Deaf and other agencies providing early intervention services to hearing-impaired children to notify 
Beginnings for Parents of Hearing-Ilmpaired Children, Inc. of children newly identified with hearing loss and 
determined to be eligible for services. Requires DHHS and the Dep't of Public Instruction to include Beginnings 
among the agencies named in their interagency agreement. Directs the NC Interagency Coordinating Council, 
with the assistance of DHHS and the State Board of Education, to review NC’s system for delivering early 
intervention services to children from birth through the age of five. The Council must report to the House and 
Senate Appropriations Subcommittees on Human Resources, the Education Oversight Committee, and the 
Fiscal Research Div'n by March 1, 1999. Directs DHHS to develop an organizational mechanism for 
consolidating and improving the management of early intervention programs and services within DHHS and 
report its recommendations to the House and Senate Appropriations Subcommittees on Human Resources by 
March 1, 1999. 

NonMedicaid reimbursement changes. Amends sec. 11.12 of SL 1997-443 to set the eligibility level for 
people in the Atypical Antipsychotic Medication Program at 115% of the federal poverty level. 

Funds to reduce waiting list for services for developmentally disabled persons. Requires Div’n of Mental 
Health, Developmental Disabilities, and Substance Abuse Services to use $4.7 million of its appropriated funds 
to provide family support services to developmentally disabled individuals who are not eligible for Medicaid and 
who are on DHHS'’s waiting list for services. Requires DHHS to pursue approval from the Health Care Financing 
Administration to implement aggregate funding under the CAP-MR/DD waiver as soon as possible, to study the 
feasibility of providing new or additional services aimed at keeping developmentally disabled individuals in their 
homes under the regular Medicaid program, to work with area mental health authorities to determine why 
Medicaid-eligible individuals are waiting for services, to establish goals for the state and area mental health 
programs that require that a developmentally disabled person’s wait for services not exceed six months, to 
collaborate with area mental health programs to maximize the use of existing funds to increase services to non- 
Medicaid-eligible developmentally disabled persons, and to pursue additional Medicaid waivers emphasizing 
family support services for developmentally disabled individuals. Requires DHHS to report on its compliance with 
this section to the House and Senate Appropriations Subcommittees on Human Resources by Nov. 1, 1998. 

Funds for Dorothea Dix design/continue study of state psychiatric hospitals. Directs DHHS to allocate $2 
million of its appropriated funds for the design of a new Dorothea Dix Hospital. Requires DHHS to make an 
interim progress report to the House and Senate Subcommittees on Human Resources by Feb. 1, 1999. 
Specifies that $750,000 of the funds appropriated to DHHS must be used to study the state psychiatric hospitals. 
The study must assess how many and what type of beds are needed statewide; area program capacity and ability 
to absorb services now provided by the state hospital system; and the nonpublic system’s capacity to absorb 
specific services identified in the MGT., Inc., study as being inappropriately provided by the state hospital 
system. Requires DHHS to make an interim report to the House and Senate Appropriations Subcommittees on 
Human Resources by Feb. 1, 1999, and a final report by May 1, 1999. 

Child mental health cultural diversity curriculum. Directs Div’n of MHDDSAS to use $75,000 of its 
appropriated funds to purchase computer software or printed materials for training curricula that will enhance the 
promotion of cultural diversity and cultural competencies in services to children, families, and communities. 
Subpart 7. Child Development. 

Early childhood education and development initiatives expansion funds. Requires Div’n of Child 
Development to use $56,634,743 of the funds appropriated for Early Childhood Education and Development 
Initiatives to administer and deliver direct services through the “Smart Start” program in all 100 counties. Permits 
NC Partnership for Children, Inc., to use $2 million of this amount for state level administration. 

TEACH Program. Directs DHHS to use $100,000 of the funds appropriated for the Teacher Education and 
Compensation Helps (TEACH) Program to establish a capital fund for TEACH; requires that each dollar of state 
funding be matched by two dollars of private funds. 

Subpart 8. Youth Services. 

DYS training schools evaluation. Directs DHHS to use $475,000 of its appropriated funds to ensure, first, 
that multidisciplinary diagnoses and evaluations are made on all students in training schools operated by the 
Div'n of Youth Services, and second, that resources and services are provided to training school students 
identified as children with special needs. Requires DHHS to report to the House and Senate Appropriations 
Subcommittees on Human Resources and the Fiscal Research Div’n the line items in DHHS’s budget from which 
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funds allocated under this section will be taken. Report must be made within 30 days of adjournment sine die of 
the 1997-98 General Assembly. 


Subpart 9. Health Services. 

NC Healthy Start Foundation. Makes technical changes to the reporting requirements imposed on the 
Healthy Start Foundation in SL 1997-443. 

Prevent Blindness, Inc./reporting. Makes technical changes to the reporting requirements imposed on 
Prevent Blindness, Inc. in SL 1997-443. 

WIC program funds. Increases from $60,000 to $180,000 the amount that may be used in 1998-99 to 
provide the required state match to the WIC farmers’ market project. Decreases from $170,000 to $50,000 the 
amount that may be used in 1998-99 to establish and maintain the public health nutritionist internship program. 

Healthy mothers/healthy children pilot program. Authorizes DHHS to initiate a healthy mothers/healthy 
children grant program in up to six local health departments. Local health departments participating in the 
program may use grant funds to: (1) expand preventive health services and reduce or control health risk factors 
for women of childbearing age; (2) reduce infant mortality and morbidity by preventing high-risk pregnancies, 
improving preconceptional health status, improving access to prenatal care, reducing prematurity, and improving 
survival rates of pre-term and other high-risk infants; (3) reduce mortality and morbidity among children and 
youth by reducing preventable conditions, communicable disease, injuries, genetic disorders, chronic illnesses, 
and developmental disabilities; (4) enhance the health and functional status of children and youth with chronic 
handicapping conditions through early identification, diagnosis, treatment, and care coordination services. Directs 
DHHS to require local health departments to report expenditures by program and report on the administrative, 
programmatic, and health outcome benefits realized by providing localities greater flexibility. Requires DHHS to 
report to the House and Senate Appropriations Subcommittees on Human Resources on the implementation of 
this program by April 1, 1999. 

Child Fatality Task Force. Provides that terms of Task Force members are two years. Requires Task Force 
to report annually to the Governor and the General Assembly. 

Maternal outreach. Requires DHHS to ensure that local communities that receive state funds for intensive 
home visiting programs collect and report data that will allow a valid and reliable evaluation of the long-term 
effectiveness of the programs. Directs DHHS to design a standard reporting system providing information on 
preterm delivery, low birthweight, infant morbidity and mortality, childhood injuries, child maltreatment, 
immunizations, mental development and behavioral problems, subsequent maternal pregnancy, maternal 
educational achievement and labor force participation, and use of public assistance programs. Requires DHHS to 
report to House and Senate Appropriations Subcommittees on Human Resources by Feb. 1, 1999. 

AIDS Drug Assistance Program (ADAP). Directs DHHS to develop and implement a cost-containment plan 
for the purpose of serving additional clients of the HIV medications program. Sets forth specific matters for 
DHHS to examine in developing the plan. Directs DHHS to implement cost-containment programs or 
mechanisms, other than pharmaceutical rebates, by Oct. 1, 1998. Requires DHHS to report to House and Senate 
Appropriations Subcommittees on Human Resources by Dec. 15, 1998. Requires DHHS to develop a 
comprehensive information system on AIDS/HIV clients receiving services from the state. The system must 
include information on program usage patterns of ADAP participants, including frequency of prescription 
purchases, types of medications prescribed, and patient compliance with physician treatment recommendations. 

Osteoporosis task force/change report date. Changes from Oct. 1, 1999 to Feb. 15, 1999 the due date for 
Osteoporosis Task Force's final report to the Governor and General Assembly. 

Cancer Control Advisory Committee/additional members. Increases Cancer Control Advisory Committee's 
membership from 24 to up to 34 members. Four of the committee’s members must be cancer survivors (now, 
two). New members include one member representing the American College of Surgeons, one member 
representing the NC Oncology Society, one member representing the Ass’n of NC Cancer Registrars, one 
member representing the Medical Directors of the NC Ass'n of Health Plans, and up to four additional members 
at large. 

Heart disease/stroke prevention funds. Directs DHHS to use $300,000 of its appropriated funds for one or 
more of the following purposes recommended by the Heart Disease and Stroke Prevention Task Force: (1) to 
establish the Be Active North Carolina (BANC) initiative in the Governors Council on Physical Fitness and 
Health, (2) to establish a Cardiovascular Health Data Unit in DHHS, or (3) to establish and implement the NC 
Strike Out Stroke Project. 
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PART XIill. DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE AND CONSUMER SERVICES. 

Farmland Preservation Pilot Program. Provides that the $500,000 appropriated to the NC Farmland 
Preservation Trust Fund must be used for a farmland preservation project in which agricultural conservation 
easements are purchased. Funds also may be used for reasonable administrative costs. Requires Dep't of 
Agriculture to report on the program to the Joint Legislative Comm'n on Gov't Operations and the Fiscal 
Research Div'n by March 15, 1999. 

Duplin Fair and Exhibition Center funds. Specifies that the $1 million appropriated to the Dep't of Agriculture 
for a Fair and Exhibition Center in Duplin County may be used for a center that includes fairgrounds, livestock 
exhibition facilities, multipurpose meeting facilities, and offices for allied federal and local agencies. Funds also 
may be used for professional services to design, finance, and procure the facilities. 

Special reserve funds for certain agricultural centers. Adds new GS 106-6.2, creating special revenue funds 
for certain agricultural centers. Creates the Eastern NC Agricultural Center Fund within the Dep't of Agriculture. 
The fund will consist of receipts from the sale of naming rights to any facility of the Eastern NC Agricultural 
Center in Williamston, investment earnings, and gifts, bequests, or grants. Funds will not revert. Use of fund is 
limited to promoting, improving, repairing, maintaining, and operating the Eastern NC Agricultural Center. 
Creates the Southeastern NC Agricultural Center Fund within the Dep't of Agriculture. The fund will consist of 
receipts from the sale of naming rights to any facility of the Southeastern NC Agricultural Center in Lumberton, 
investment earnings, and gifts, bequests, or grants. Funds will not revert. Use of fund is limited to promoting, 
improving, repairing, maintaining, and operating the Southeastern NC Agricultural Center. 


Umstead Act exemption for departmental agricultural centers and livestock facilities. Amends GS 66-58(b) 
as title indicates. 


PART XIV. DEPARTMENT OF ENVIRONMENT AND NATURAL RESOURCES. 

Conservation tax credit program/report requirement. Amends GS 113A-16 to require DENR to report 
annually to the legislature on the use of conservation tax credits and conservation easements. 

Museum of Forestry. Amends GS 143B-344.2 to require DENR to establish and administer the NC Museum 
of Forestry in Columbus County as a satellite of the state Museum of Natural Sciences. 

Marine fisheries appeals panel/rotate meeting locations. Requires the appeals panel for marine fishing 
licenses to rotate the location of its meetings among the northeastern, central and southern districts of the coast. 
Permits an appellant to request a hearing to be calendared in the appellant's home district. 

Fishery management plans/regional advisory committee. Amends GS 113-182.1(c) to require the chair of 
the Marine Fisheries Comm'n to appoint a fishery management plan advisory committee for each fishery 
management plan being developed. 

Grassroots science program. Directs the allocation of $3.850 million in funds for the grassroots science 
program among thirteen institutions and authorizes Discovery Place in Charlotte to use funds for an expansion 
feasibility study. 

Environmental education grants. Directs the DENR to spend no more than $50,000 on administrative costs 
of the $200,000 appropriated for environmental education grants. Requires that the remainder of the grant 
moneys be awarded to schools, community organizations and environmental education centers for 
environmental library collections or to school groups for field trips. Requires DENR to report to the legislature by 
Jan. 1, 1999 and again by July 1, 1999 on the grant program. 

Parks and recreation/Natural Heritage Trust Funds reporting requirements. Adds the Environmental Review 
Comm'n to the list of legislative entities to which the Parks and Recreation Authority must report. Requires 
written report of acquisitions to be made twice annually (now, once) and specifies the legislative entities to which 
the report must be sent. 

Land acquisition parity for parks and recreation/Natural Heritage Trust Funds. Amends GS 113-77.9(b1) and 
113-44.15(b) to requires trustees of Natural Heritage Trust Fund and the Parks and Recreation Authority to 
consider geographic distribution in authorizing fund expenditures. 

Cullasaja River study funds. Requires DENR to study feasibility of including portion of Cullasaja River in the 
NC natural and scenic river system and to report study results to the legislature by March 15, 1999. 

Extend and expand environmental health programs study. Extends prohibition against consolidation or 
reorganization of the Div’n of Environmental Health until the legislature takes action on recommendations of the 
Environmental Review Comm'n. Expands scope of the Environmental Review Comm'n study to include the 
organization, functions, powers and duties of the various boards, commissions and councils having jurisdiction 
over environmental, public health and natural resource functions, particularly the question of consolidating those 
functions into a single commission. Requires the Dep't of Health and Human Services to report by Feb. 1, 1999 
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on transfer of the health functions out of DENR and on any further changes needed to effectuate the 
Environmental Review Comm'n study. 

Tar-Pamlico and Neuse Rivers Rapid Response Team. Requires DENR to direct members of the “rapid 
response teams” for the Tar-Pamlico and Neuse river basins to assist other dep’t personnel in routine water 
monitoring activities when the teams are not needed for emergencies or complaints. Requires DENR to study 
efficiency of teams and water quality monitoring personnel. 

Tar-Pamlico River Basin/rule correction. Authorizes Environmental Management Comm'n to adopt a 
temporary rule changing the unit of measurement for a certain WS-IV watershed protected area from “river 
miles” to “linear miles.” 

Partnership for the Sounds funds. Requires Partnership for the Sounds, Inc. to use a portion of funds 
appropriated through DENR for 1998-99 to expand programs that promote nature-based tourism and 
environmental stewardship and education in Pamlico County. 

Progress reports/alternative animal waste technologies study. Requires the primary investigator or 
researcher receiving funds through DENR for study of alternative animal waste technologies for 1998-99 to 
satisfy reporting requirements of Sec. 15.10 of SL 1997-443 for all agriculture waste research reports. 

Progress reports/Neuse modeling project funds. Requires the transfer of funds appropriated to DENR for 
1998-99 for the Neuse river modeling and monitoring project from DENR to UNC Board of Governors for the 
Water Resources Research Institute. Requires that funds be used to monitor and model the Neuse River and 
estuary, to develop a hydrodynamic model of the Neuse watershed, and to link these models to provide data 
needed to determine effectiveness of the current nutrient management strategies for the Neuse. Requires reports 
to various entities on Jan. 1 and July 1, 1999. 

Upper Neuse niver basin funds/model watershed management plan. Finds it would be appropriate and 
beneficial for the State to support development of a model state-local watershed management approach in the 
upper Neuse River basin. Requires allocation of $300,000 from DENR funds to the Upper Neuse River Basin 
Association, Inc. to develop a cooperative, comprehensive and integrated state-local watershed management 
plan for the upper Neuse river basin to serve as a model watershed management approach for the state. 
Requires the plan to comply with GS 143-214.14(g). Requires DENR and other state agencies to provide 
technical assistance to the Association and requires Association to actively solicit input and assistance. Requires 
annual report to the legislature. 

Statewide beaver damage control program funds. Repeals provisions of 1991 Session Laws that provided 
funding for statewide beaver control and a beaver control pilot program. Amends the Beaver Damage Control 
Advisory Board established through various special provisions to make beaver control statewide. Deletes the 
requirement to evaluate the costs and benefits of the beaver control program. Expands annual reporting 
requirement to include House and Senate NER Appropriations subcommittees and the Fiscal Research Div'n. 
Clarifies that trapping beavers with snares pursuant to the control program is legal, notwithstanding statutory 
prohibitions in GS 113-291.6(a) and (b). Requires each county that volunteers to participate in statewide beaver 
control to give written notice before Sept. 30 of each year and pay $4,000. Allocates up to $500,000 of funds 
appropriated to Wildlife Resources Comm'n for 1998-99 to beaver control, provided $25,000 in federal funds are 
available. 

Chatham funds for low-level radioactive waste siting. Allocates $100,000 of funds appropriated to DENR to 


reimburse Chatham County for unreimbursed costs associated with the proposed low-level radioactive waste 
facility in Wake County. 


PART XV. DEPARTMENT OF COMMERCE. 

Regional economic development commission allocations. Allocates funds for 1998-99 among seven regional 
commissions and counties in them based on the ratio of each county’s enterprise factors, per GS 105-129.3, to 
the total regional enterprise factors for eligible counties. This allocation is adjusted based on interest earnings 
($280,502) on the estimated balance of funds appropriated to the Global Transpark Development Zone. Each 
commission also is allocated a flat amount of $50,000. 

Industrial recruitment competitive fund. Allocates $2 million from funds appropriated to Dep’t of Commerce 
for industrial recruitment in 1998-99 to recruit a large recycling facility, per GS 105-129.26(b) in S 1569 
(Economic Opportunity Act). 

Marketing of Global Transpark by Dep’t of Commerce. Requires Div’n of Business and Industry in Dep't of 
Commerce to assume responsibility for marketing the Global TransPark. 
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Rural tourism development grant program. Allocates $300,000 of funds appropriated to the Dep't of 
Commerce for 1998-99 to the rural tourism development grant program. Provides guidelines for rural tourism 
development grants. Limits grant recipients and projects to $50,000 of grant funds for fiscal year. 

Great Smoky Mountains special license plate. Amends GS 20-63(B) to permit a license plate for Friends of 
the Great Smoky Mountains National Park. 

NC Seafood Industrial Park Authority revisions. Amends GS 113-315.28 to authorize the Seafood Park 
Authority to improve the waterways between Wanchese and the Atlantic Ocean (i.e., through Manteo Bay and 
Oregon Inlet). Extends power of eminent domain to Authority for certain navigation stabilization structures 
identified by the Army Corps of Engineers (i.e. the Oregon Inlet jetties), using the process provided for the Board 
of Transportation by GS Ch. 136, Art. 9. Allows use of eminent domain power for public lands pursuant to 
reservation in deed to federal government for Cape Hatteras National Seashore. 

Worker training trust fund appropriations. Increases the allocation from the Worker Training Trust Fund to 
the Employment Security Comm’n for 1998-99 to $7,021,374 (now, $6,689,964). 

Year 2000 clarifications. Prohibits the Dep't of Commerce from reducing rates for data processing services 
(i.e. State Information Processing) for the first six months of the 1998-99 fiscal year. Thereafter, Dep’t may, with 
approval of the Information Resources Management Commission, reduce rates. 

NC Information Highway (NCIH). Corrects references to Office of State Controller in light of transfer of SIPS 
to Dep’t of Commerce. Requires Dep’t to develop plan for converting NCIH sites to the H 320 standard for audio 
and video. Requires Dep't to report to the legislature by Oct. 1, 1998. 

Funds for Technological Development Authority wet lab and office space construction. Allocates $500,000 
for 1998-99 to cover part of the cost of building a wet lab and office space. Places these funds in reserve 
pending the securing of funding by the NC Technological Development Authority, Inc. 

Reports of public/private partnerships. Requires reports by Jan. 15, 1999, or earlier if requested, to the 
legislature on activities, objectives, plans, funding sources and expenditures, along with copies of audited 
financial statements, of (1) the NC Global Center; (2) NC Institute of Minority Economic Development, Inc.; (3) 
Land Loss Prevention Project, Inc.; (4) NC Coalition of Farm and Rural Families, Inc; (5) NC Minority Support 
Center; (6) Microelectronics Center of NC; and (7) Rural Economic Development Center, Inc. 

Community Development Initiative. Allocates $250,000 of 1998-99 funds for NC Community Development 
Initiative, Inc. to the Northwest Corridor Community Development Corporation. 

Center for Community Self-Help funds. Allocates $1 million of 1998-99 funds to the Center for Community 
Self-Help to further a statewide program of lending for home ownership throughout the state. Requires that funds 
be leveraged on a ten-to-one basis, generating at least ten dollars of nontraditional home loans for every dollar of 
state funds. Requires Center for Community Self-Help to submit audited financial statements to State Auditor, to 
make records available to the State Auditor, and to make reports to the auditor and the legislature on its use of 
funds. 

MCNC. Increases to $4.5 million (now $2.5 million) the amount of funding for 1998-99 that is contingent on 
matching non-state funds. Expresses intent of legislature that state funds not be appropriated for MCNC after 
1998-99. 

Rural Economic Development Center. Shifts and increases funding provided to Rural Economic 
Development Center for 1998-99. Allocates $4,515,000 (now, $950,000) for supplemental water and sewer 
grants in economically distressed communities. Allocates $200,000 for capacity building grants for planning and 


other efforts to support growth and development. Allocates $60,000 for administration of supplemental and 
Capacity building grants programs. 


PART XVI. JUDICIAL DEPARTMENT. 


IRMC review of AOC information technology plans. Revises GS 143B-472.41 by adding the director of 
Admin. Office of Courts (AOC) to Information Research Management Comm'n and by authorizing Comm'n to 
review and approve biennially (now, review and comment on) information technology plans of AOC. Also 
requires AOC to develop strategic information systems and technology plan for courts and report on plan by May 
1, 1999 to chairs of Senate and House Appropriations Committees and Senate and House Appropriations 
Subcommittees on Justice and Public Safety. Authorizes Judicial Dep’t to expend up to $500,000 of 1998-99 
appropriation to contract for consultant services to develop plan; requires Dep't before expending funds to report 
to Joint Legislative Comm'n on Gov't Operations and chairs of Senate and House Appropriations Committees 
and Senate and House Appropriations Subcommittees on Justice and Public Safety. 

Study of public defender programs. Requires AOC to study cost-effectiveness of public defender programs 
and report by Jan. 1, 1999 to Indigent Fund Study Comm'n (established in sec. 16.5 of act) and chairs of Senate 
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and House Appropriations Committees and Senate and House Appropriations Subcommittees on Justice and 
Public Safety. 

Revise recidivism reporting date. Revises GS 7A-675.3 to require AOC to report by Feb. 15 of each year 
(now, Dec. 31) recidivism rates of certain juveniles to Joint Legislative Comm'n on Gov't Operations. 

Extend sunset on bad check program. Extends sunset on bad check program, created by SL 1997-443, sec. 
18.22, from June 30, 1998 to June 30, 1999, and extends time for AOC to report on program from May 1, 1998 
to April 1, 1999. Effective June 30, 1998. 

Teen court funds do not revert. Provides that funds appropriated in SL 1997-443 to Judicial Dep't for teen 
court programs do not revert at end of 1997-98 and remain available to Dep’t for teen courts for 1998-99. 
Effective June 30, 1998. 

Indigent fund study comm'n. Requires AOC to establish study commission on improving management of 
funds for counsel for indigent defendants. Comm'n consists of seven members (one member appointed by each 
of the following: Speaker of the House, Senate President Pro Tem., Chief Justice, NC Ass'n of Public Defenders, 
NC State Bar, NC Bar Ass’n, and NC Academy of Trial Lawyers. Requires AOC to assign professional and 
clerical staff to assist comm'n, and requires comm'n to report by May 1, 1999 to chairs of Senate and House 
Appropriations Committees and Senate and House Appropriations Subcommittees on Justice and Public Safety. 
Authorizes AOC to use up to $100,000 from Indigent Persons’ Attorney Fee Fund to contract for consultant 
services. 

Cumberland juvenile assessment center. Provides that funds appropriated in SL 1997-443, sec. 18.21 for 
juvenile assessment project in Cumberland County do not revert at end of 1997-98 and remain available to 
Judicial Dep't for 1998-99. Extends sunset on project, and terms of members of juvenile assessment advisory 
board for project, from June 30, 1998 to June 30, 1999. Also extends time for AOC to report on project from May 
1, 1998 to May 1, 1999. Effective June 30, 1998. 

NC State Bar funds. Provides that of nonrecurring funds appropriated in expansion budget as grant-in-aid to 
NC State Bar for 1998-99, Bar may use up to $500,000 to contract with Center for Death Penalty Litigation to 
provide training, consultation, brief banking, and other assistance to attorneys representing indigent capital 
defendants. 

Community penalties programs. \Increases from $4,355,382 to $4,464,521 the amount Judicial Dep’t may 
use for 1998-99 for community penalties programs. 

Distrct court civil case management. Extends from May 1, 1998 to April 1, 1999 the time for AOC to report 
on civil case management pilot program established by SL 1997-443, sec. 18.23. 

Capital case pilot program. Requires AOC to establish capital case pilot program in Appellate Defender's 
Office to provide assistance to districts experiencing difficulty finding qualified private counsel to handle capital 
cases. Authorizes AOC to use up to $180,040 from Indigent Persons' Attorney Fee Fund for 1998-99 for two new 
assistant public defenders, one legal assistant, and one investigator. Requires AOC to report on program by May 
1, 1999 to chairs of Senate and House Appropriations Committees and Senate and House Appropriations 
Subcommittees on Justice and Public Safety. 

Authorize additional magistrates. Creates one additional magistrate position in Currituck, Pamlico, and 
Wake counties, and two additional magistrate positions in Mecklenburg County. 

Assistant public defenders. Authorizes AOC to use up to $179,220 from Indigent Persons' Attorney Fee 
Fund for 1998-99 for four new assistant public defenders. 

Eliminate requirement of certified mail notice in bail bond forfeiture cases. Amends GS 15A-544(b) to require 
clerk of court to notify each bail bond obligor of forfeiture by first-class mail (now, certified mail, return receipt 
requested). 

Inventory of decedent's safe-deposit box. Creates new GS 28A-15-13 governing procedure for opening safe- 
deposit box of decedent. Requires superior court clerk to open safe-deposit box and inventory contents except 
when qualified person (defined as person possessing letter of authority or person named as lessee or cotenant of 
safe-deposit box) requests opening of box. Directs institution that has possession of box to release contents to 
qualified person unless box contains will or other testamentary instrument; requires qualified person to file any 
testamentary instrument in office of superior court clerk. Also provides that no tax waiver is required for release 
of contents of box. Repeals GS 105-24(b), (c), and (e) on safe-deposit boxes. Applies to estates of people who 
die on or after Oct. 1, 1998. 

Continue drug treatment court. Eliminates sunset on drug treatment court pilot program created by SL 1995, 
Ch. 507, sec. 21.6, and authorizes AOC to award grants for local drug treatment court programs (now, pilot 
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programs in two or more judicial districts). Requires AOC to report to General Assembly on local drug treatment 
court programs by March 1 of each year. 

Additional district court judges. Creates one additional district court judgeship in Judicial District 4 
(Sampson, Duplin, Jones, and Onslow counties), District 7 (Nash, Edgecombe, and Wilson counties), District 10 
(Wake County), District 11 (Harnett, Johnston, and Lee counties), District 12 (Cumberland County), District 14 
(Durham County), District 19C (Rowan County), and District 26 (Mecklenburg County). Authorizes Governor to 
appoint each additional judge and requires judges' successors to be elected in 2002 election to four-year term. 
As to districts where no county is subject to section 5 of Voting Rights Act of 1965, effective Dec. 15, 1998; as to 
districts where any county is subject to that provision, effective Dec. 15, 1998, or 15 days after approval under 
that provision. 

Family court pilot programs. Requires AOC to establish pilot programs for family court in Districts 12, 14, 
and 26, and authorizes use of up to $506,776 from Juvenile Justice Reserve Fund (established in sec. 8.1 of act) 
to implement programs. Requires AOC to report by April 1, 1999 to chairs of Senate and House Appropriations 
Committees and Senate and House Appropriations Subcommittees on Justice and Public Safety. 

Evaluation of correctional programs. Requires NC Sentencing and Policy Advisory Comm'n and Dep't of 
Correction to evaluate community corrections programs and in-prison treatment programs and make biennial 
report, beginning April 15, 2000, to chairs of Senate and House Appropriations Committees and Senate and 
House Appropriations Subcommittees on Justice and Public Safety. Authorizes Judicial Dep't to use up to 
$50,000 of 1998-99 appropriation for this study. Repeals SL 1995, Ch. 18, sec. 22.3 (1996 2d Extra Sess.) 
requiring annual recidivism report. 

Establish pilot program of settlement procedures in district court actions involving family issues. Amends GS 
7A-38.4 to allow district court judge (now, chief district court judge) of any participating district to order mediated 
settlement conference or other settlement procedure (now, former only) pursuant to rules adopted by NC 
Supreme Court. Permits AOC, in consultation with Dispute Resolution Comm'n, to require chief district court 
judge of any participating district to report statistical data about settlement procedures. Amends GS 7A-38.2(c) to 
expand Dispute Resolution Comm'n from 9 to 14 members, increasing number of judges from two to five (at 
least two superior court and two district court judges) and adding two mediators certified to conduct equitable 
distribution mediated settlement conferences; also requires that of the two practicing attorneys on Comm'n who 
are not certified as mediators, at least one must be a certified family law specialist. Requires Judicial Dep't to use 
$50,000 of 1998-99 appropriation to fund activities of Dispute Resolution Comm'n (other than payment of 
mediator fees) in connection with pilot program. Allows AOC to solicit funds from private sources to evaluate 
pilot program, and requires AOC to report by April 1, 2001 to chairs of Senate and House Appropriations 
Committees and Senate and House Appropriations Subcommittees on Justice and Public Safety. 

Additional assistant district attorney. Creates one additional assistant district attorney position in District 30 
(Cherokee, Clay, Graham, Haywood, Jackson, Macon, and Swain counties). 


PART XVII. DEPARTMENT OF CORRECTION. 


Reallocate land to NC State University. Reallocates 17.4-acre tract of land adjacent to Schenck Forest to 
NC State University for purpose of teaching, research, and extension, including timber management practices 
and forestry demonstration purposes associated with College of Forest Resources at NC State. 

Report on boot camps. Requires Dep't of Correction (DOC) to report on boot camp program to Joint 
Legislative Comm'n on Gov't Operations, Joint Legislative Corrections and Crime Control Oversight Committee, 
and Fiscal Research Div'n by March 1 (now, Jan. 1) of each year. Specifies topics to be included in report. 

Reimburse counties for housing and extraordinary medical costs for inmates, parolees, and post-release 
supervisees awaiting transfer to state prison system. Requires DOC and Office of State Budget and 
Management to report, prior to expenditure of more than $2 million (now, $4 million) for 1998-99 for purpose 
indicated in title, on necessity of that expenditure; requires submission of report to Joint Legislative Comm'n on 
Gov't Operations and chairs of Senate and House Appropriations Committees and Senate and House 
Appropriations Subcommittees on Justice and Public Safety. 

Inmate housing funds. Authorizes DOC to use available funds for 1998-99 to contract for prison beds to 
house inmates in local jails. Requires DOC and Office of State Budget and Management to report, prior to 
expenditure of $3 million, on necessity of that expenditure; requires submission of report to chairs of Senate and 
House Appropriations Committees and Senate and House Appropriations Subcommittees on Justice and Public 
Safety. Also requires report by Dec. 1 1998, on status of contracts to house inmates in local jails. 

Use of facilities closed under GPAC. Requires DOC to consult with elected state and local officials and state 
agencies about possibility of converting prison units closed pursuant to recommendations of Government

Performance Audit Committee. Permits state to transfer or lease units to state agencies as well as to counties, 
municipalities, or private firms wishing to convert units to their use. 

Modification of funding formula for NC State-County Criminal Justice Partnership Act. Provides that 
appropriations made to DOC through NC State-County Criminal Justice Partnership Act for 1997-99 biennium 
(now, 1997-98 fiscal year) must be distributed to counties as specified in GS 143B-273.15(2) and not as 
discretionary funds. 

Progress report/performance audit of Div'n of Adult Probation and Parole. Requires Div'n to report by Jan. 1, 
1999 to Fiscal Research Div'n and chairs of Senate and House Appropriations Subcommittees on Justice and 
Public Safety on any actions taken or planned in response to June 1, 1998 performance audit of Div'n. 

Funding of prison road squads. Requires Office of State Budget and Management, in preparing continuation 
budget, to adjust estimated receipts from Highway Fund to DOC for use of prison road squads to reflect only 
those costs authorized for reimbursement by GS 148-26.5. 

Inmate costs. Authorizes DOC to use available funds for 1997-99 to pay cost of providing food and health 
care to inmates housed in Div'n of Prisons if cost is anticipated to exceed continuation budget amounts provided 
for that purpose in act. Requires DOC to report, prior to expenditure, on need for expenditure to Joint Legislative 
Comm'n on Gov't Operations and chairs of Senate and House Appropriations Committees and Senate and 
House Appropriations Subcommittees on Justice and Public Safety. Also requires Office of State Budget and 
Management, in consultation with DOC, to analyze basis for increases in such costs since 1994-95 and 
determine future actions to improve efficiency in delivery of food service and health care to inmates. Requires 
submission of report by Feb. 15, 1999 to chairs of Senate and House Appropriations Committees and Senate 
and House Appropriations Subcommittees on Justice and Public Safety. 

Title Vil funds/report. Allows DOC to use available funds for 1997-99 biennium (now, 1997-98 fiscal year) 
for payment of settlement of Title VII lawsuit over recruitment, hiring, and promotion of women in DOC. 

Direct Criminal Justice Education and Training Standards Comm'n to revise hiring and record-keeping 
procedures for DOC employees. Requires Comm'n to take action indicated in title by Oct. 1, 1998 (now, June 30, 
1998). Also requires Comm'n to report on its progress by Oct. 1, 1998 to Joint Legislative Corrections and Crime 
Control Oversight Committee and chairs of the Senate and House Appropriations Committees and Senate and 
House Appropriations Subcommittees on Justice and Public Safety. Effective June 30, 1998. 

Federal grant matching funds. Authorizes DOC to use up to $875,000 from funds remaining in Corrections 
Enterprises Fund, after application of capital and operating expenditures and credit to Crime Victims’ 
Compensation Fund, to provide state match for federal grant funds. 

Substance abuse funds. Provides that balance of $467,806 appropriated in SL 1997-443 to DOC for 1997- 
99 for DART/DWI aftercare program at Cherry Hospital does not revert and remains available to DOC for 1998- 
99 in accordance with this section. Allows DOC to use, from retained funds and funds appropriated for 1998-99, 
up to $400,000 for DART/DWI aftercare and up to $125,000 for certain contractual services for substance abuse 
program. Requires creation of $100,000 reserve for hardware and software to implement offender and inmate 
tracking program evaluation system for substance abuse program; requires DOC to submit report on tracking 
program by Sept. 1, 1998 to chairs of Senate and House Appropriations Committees and Senate and House 
Appropriations Subcommittees on Justice and Public Safety; prohibits DOC from spending reserve until it 
submits final written plan for tracking program. Allows DOC to use any remaining funds for pilot projects for 
offenders with substance abuse problems and for expansion of substance abuse program. Requires DOC to 
report by March 1 of each year to chairs of Senate and House Appropriations Committees and Senate and House 
Appropriations Subcommittees on Justice and Public Safety on efforts to provide effective treatment to offenders 
with substance abuse problems. 

Post-Release Supervision and Parole Comm'n/report on staffing reorganization and reduction. Requires 
Comm'n to report by March 1, 1999 to chairs of Senate and House Appropriations Subcommittees on Justice and 
Public Safety on: (1) progress in reviewing cases requiring review under NC Supreme Court's decision in 
Robbins v. Freeman, and (2) updated transition plan for implementing staff reductions through 2002-2003 fiscal 
year. 

Private prison contracts. Allows DOC, in consultation with Attorney General, Office of State Budget and 
Management, and Corrections Corp. of America, to modify lease contract and operating agreement for two 
private confinement facilities in Pamlico and Avery/Mitchell. Requires DOC, prior to taking such action, to report 
On justification for modification to Joint Legislative Comm'n on Gov't Operations and chairs of Senate and House 
Appropriations Committees and Senate and House Appropriations Subcommittees on Justice and Public Safety. 
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Study special education obligations of DOC. Requires Joint Legislative Education Oversight Committee to 
study issue of limiting DOC's obligations to provide special education and related services to incarcerated youth 
between age 18 through 21. Requires Committee to report findings to 1999 General Assembly. 

Additional prison beds; provide for sentence of life without parole for second or subsequent conviction of 
Class B1 felony; enhance punishment for injuring pregnant woman causing miscarriage or stillbirth; increase 
penalty for cruelty to animals and prohibit greyhound racing; clarify landlord's obligation to install smoke detectors, 
require tenant to notify landlord in writing if smoke detector needs to be replaced or repaired, impose civil penalty 
if landlord fails to provide, install, replace, or repair smoke detector in residential rental dwelling, and impose civil 
penalty if tenant interferes or makes inoperative a smoke detector in residential rental dwelling. 

Adds new GS 15A-1340.16B providing for life without parole for defendant convicted of Class B1 felony if 
offense was committed against person age 13 or younger, defendant has one or more prior convictions for Class 
B1 felony, and court finds no mitigating factors under GS 15A-1340.16(e). 

Adds new GS 14-18.2 creating offense of injury to pregnant woman. Provides that person is guilty of felony 
one class higher than felony committed if person while in commission of felony causes injury to woman resulting 
in miscarriage or stillbirth and person knows woman was pregnant. Also provides that person is guilty of 
misdemeanor one class higher than misdemeanor committed (person is guilty of Class | felony if misdemeanor 
committed is Class A1 misdemeanor) if person while in commission of misdemeanor that is act of domestic 
violence as defined in GS Ch. 50B causes injury to woman resulting in miscarriage and person knows woman 
was pregnant. 

Amends GS 14-360 to provide that person is guilty of a Class | felony if he or she maliciously tortures, 
torments, mutilates, maims, cruelly beats, disfigures, poisons, or kills any equine animal, bovine animal, sheep, 
goat, swine or other livestock, dog, cat, or other animal kept as pet or mascot. Also creates new GS 14-309.20 to 
make it a Class 1 misdemeanor to hold, conduct, or operate greyhound races for public exhibition for monetary 
remuneration or to transmit or receive interstate or intrastate simulcasts of greyhound races for commercial 
purposes. 

Amends GS 42-42 to require landlord to replace or repair smoke detectors within 15 days of receipt of 
written notification by tenant. Amends GS 42-43 to require tenant to notify landlord in writing of need for 
replacement or repair of smoke detector; also requires landlord to ensure that smoke detector is operable and in 
good repair at beginning of each tenancy. Amends GS 42-44 to provide that landlord is responsible for infraction 
and subject to fine up to $250 if he or she fails to provide, install, replace, or repair smoke detector within 30 
days after receiving written notice from tenant or agent of state or local government of landlord's failure to do so. 
Also provides that if smoke detector is disabled or damaged other than through acts of landlord or agents or acts 
of God, tenant must reimburse landlord $10 for repairing or replacing smoke detector within 30 days of receiving 
written notice from landlord or agent of state of local government of need for tenant to make such 
reimbursement; makes tenant responsible for infraction and subject to fine up to $100 if tenant fails to make 
reimbursement within 30 days. 

Effective Dec. 1, 1998; applies to offenses committed on or after that date. (Contains no provision on 
additional prison beds as indicated in section title.) 

Summit House funds. Provides that of funds appropriated to DOC, $625,000 must be used for Summit 
House to renovate three residential facilities for safety reasons, pay off existing mortgages for Charlotte and 
Wake county facilities, and repair Guilford County facility. 

Use of federal prison construction grant funds. Amends SL 1997-443, sec. 19.22 to require DOC to report on 
following matters to Joint Legislative Corrections and Crime Control Oversight Committee and chairs of Senate 
and House Appropriations Committees and Senate and House Appropriations Subcommittees on Justice and 
Public Safety: (1) any replacement site for Alexander facility; (2) any major redesign or expansion of plans for 
Scotland, Alexander, and Metro facilities; (3) proposed construction plans and costs before initiation of further 


construction on any of listed prison facilities; and (4) by Nov. 1, 1998, allocation of any federal funds received or 
anticipated federal grant funds. 


PART XVIII. DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE. 


Salary equity for SBI law enforcement. Allocates from funds appropriated to Dep't of Justice for SBI 
$2,666,000 for 1998-99 to adjust salaries of SBI law-enforcement positions. 

Limits on computer system upgrade. Requires that any major new computer system or major computer 
system upgrade (defined as upgrade exceeding cost of $500,000) for Judicial Dep't, DOC, Dep't of Justice, or 
Dep't of Crime Control and Public Safety be reported to Joint Legislative Comm'n on Gov't Operations and chairs 
of Senate and House Appropriations Committees and Senate and House Appropriations Subcommittees on 
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_ Justice and Public Safety. Requires that report be made jointly by Information Resource Management Comm'n, 
Office of State Budget and Management, and requesting department. 

Criminal justice information network report. Requires governing board of criminal justice information network 
_ to report to Fiscal Research Div'n and chairs of Senate and House Appropriations Committees and Senate and 
_ House Appropriations Subcommittees on Justice and Public Safety on operations of the board, operating budget 
_ of board, and long-term strategic plan and cost analysis for implementation of criminal justice information 
network. Amends GS 143-661(b) to expand board from 15 to 19 members, increasing number of members 
appointed by Chief Justice from two to six (AOC director, district attorney or assistant district attorney, two 
judges, one magistrate, and one clerk of court); specifies terms of each position appointed by Chief Justice. 

Study fee adjustment for criminal records checks. Requires Office of State Budget and Management, in 
consultation with Dep't of Justice, to study feasibility of adjusting fees charged for criminal record checks 
conducted by Div'n of Criminal Information. Requires submission of report by March 1, 1999 to Fiscal Research 
Div'n and chairs of Senate and House Appropriations Committees and Senate and House Appropriations 
Subcommittees on Justice and Public Safety. 

Study reciprocity of concealed handgun permits. Requires Joint Legislative Corrections and Crime Control 
Oversight Committee to study allowing nonresidents who have been issued a valid handgun permit in a 
reciprocal state to carry concealed handgun in this state. Requires submission of report to 1999 General 
Assembly. Requires Attorney General to assist Committee by preparing list of states that have equal or more 
stringent requirements for issuance of concealed handgun permits. 

Use of seized and forfeited property transferred to state law enforcement agencies by federal government. 
Amends SL 1997-443, sec. 20.7(a) to allow Dep't of Justice to use assets transferred from federal government 
during 1998-99 for purposes listed in section (up to $25,000 to extend lease in Salemburg for SBI training and up 


to $50,000 to lease space for technical operations unit, storage of equipment and vehicles, and command post 
vehicle). 


PART XIX. DEPARTMENT OF CRIME CONTROL AND PUBLIC SAFETY. 

Activation of National Guard for Special Olympics. Authorizes Governor, from available funds, to place units 
of NC National Guard on state active duty from Jan. 1, 1999 to Sept. 30, 1999 to assist with Special Olympic 
Games. 

Study Tarheel Challenge Program. Authorizes Dep't of Crime Control and Public Safety to use up to 
$25,000 for 1998-99 from Juvenile Justice Reserve Fund (established in sec. 8.1 of act) to contract with 
consultant to study effectiveness of National Guard Tarheel Challenge program. Requires Dep't to report results 
by March 1, 1999 to chairs of Senate and House Appropriations Subcommittees on Justice and Public Safety. 

Victims assistance network report. Requires Dep't of Crime Control and Public Safety to report on funds 
allocated in SL 1997-443, sec. 21.1 for victims assistance network and on network's effort to assist victims. 
Requires that Dep’t submit report by Oct. 1, 1998 to chairs of the Senate and House Appropriations 
Subcommittees on Justice and Public Safety. ; 

Highway Patrol salaries. Appropriates from Highway Fund to Reserve for Compensation Increases $162,956 
for 1998-99 to implement salary range revision for State Highway Patrol to make difference between salary of 
first sergeant and lieutenant 10% instead of 5%. 

Victims’ Rights Act must include victims of certain domestic violence misdemeanors. Provides that any 
legislation enacted to implement Victims' Rights Amendment of NC Constitution must include in definition of 
"victim," effective no later that July 1, 1999, a person against whom there is probable cause to believe that an 
offense has been committed in violation of GS 14-33(c)(1), 14-33(c)(2), 14-33(a), 14-134.3, or 14-277.3 if the 
offense constitutes domestic violence. 

Crime Comm'n grants/report to Governmental Operations. Amends GS 143B-476 to require Sec'y of Crime 
Control and Public Safety to report to Joint Legislative Comm'n on Gov't Operations any proposed grant awards 
to state agencies prior to notification of agencies. 

Use of highway patrol aircraft. Amends GS 20-196.2 to delete provision barring observer or pilot of aircraft 
from testifying in criminal action charging violations of GS 20-141, 20-141.1, and 20-144. Repeals GS 20-196.1, 
which prohibited use of aircraft to discover violations of GS Ch. 20, Part 10, Art. 3 relating to operation of motor 
vehicles and rules of road. 

Study emergency management positions. Requires Joint Legislative Corrections and Crime Control 
Oversight Committee to study state and local assistance funding eligibility criteria of Div'n of Emergency 
Management of Dep't of Crime Control and Public Safety that require local governments to have emergency 
program manager. Requires Committee to report to 1999 General Assembly. 
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PART XX. DEPARTMENT OF ADMINISTRATION. 

Procurement card pilot program. Limits use of procurement cards by state agencies, including community 
colleges, units of The University of North Carolina, and local schools, except as provided in this special 
provision. Requires Sec’y of Administration to designate no more than fifteen government entities to join a pilot 
program for use of procurement cards. Requires report by Div'n of Purchase and Contract to the legislature on 
Nov. 1, 1998. Excludes contracts for procurement cards entered into before March 31, 1997. 

Domestic violence prevention funds. Appropriates $1 million from General Fund to Dep’t of Admin. for 1998- 
99 for the NC Council for Women for prevention of domestic violence and continuation of domestic violence 
programs. Requires Council for Women to provide grants to existing and new programs, including NC Coalition 
Against Domestic Violence, Inc. Prohibits Dep’t from using these funds for operating expenses. 


PART XXI. DEPARTMENT OF CULTURAL RESOURCES. 

Maritime Museum/disposition of objects. Amends GS 106-22.2 by recodifying as GS 143B-344.22, limiting 
applicability to the Museum of Natural Sciences, and substituting Dep't of Environment and Natural Resources 
for Dep't of Agriculture. Adds new GS 121-7.1 to permit Dep’t of Cultural Resources to dispose of artifacts from 
the Maritime Museum, with approval of the NC Historical Comm'n. 

Roanoke Island Comm'n changes. Amends GS 143B-131.2(b)(10) to allow transfer of funds to the Friends of 
Elizabeth II, Inc. Amends GS 143B-131.2(b)(15) to exclude Comm'n from state purchase and contract 
requirements. 

United Arts Council funds. Permits allocation of $68,200 of 1998-99 funds to United Arts Council of 
Greensboro, Inc. for construction and renovation of facilities and for production costs. 

Grants for small libraries and libraries in economically distressed counties. Requires allocation of $1 million in 
1998-99 funds for aid to small libraries and libraries in economically distressed counties to support capital 
improvements, including renovations, for public libraries in small, economically distressed counties. 

Procedure for award of cultural resources grants. Allocates $8 million from 1998-99 funds to grants to 
nonprofit organizations or local government entities for cultural, historical, or artistic organizations and projects 
and for museums. Sets criteria for grant awards. Excludes grants from review by Historic Commission. 

Study reclassification of State Museum branch directors. Requires Office of State Personnel to study 
reclassification of the branch museum administrators at the Mountain Gateway Museum, the Museum of the 
Albemarle, and the Museum of the Cape Fear, and to report its findings to the 1999 General Assembly. 


PART XXII. OFFICE OF ADMINISTRATIVE HEARINGS. 
EEOC deferred cases to OAH/Repeal sunset. As title indicates. 


PART XXIill. OFFICE OF SEC’Y OF STATE. 


Transfer Boxing Comm'n to Dep’t of Commerce. As title indicates. Removes sunset provision from SL 1997- 
504. 


PART XXIV. STATE BOARD OF ELECTIONS. 


Extend statewide data elections management system. Extends from Aug. 31, 1998 to Dec. 31, 1998 the date 
for county adherence to statewide data standards. 


PART XXV. OFFICE OF STATE BUDGET AND MANAGEMENT. 
Fire protection and rescue grant funds. Amends GS Ch. 58, Art. 85A to extend grant program to volunteer 
fire departments and rescue squads to reimburse them for highway use taxes paid on vehicles. 


PART XXVI. OFFICE OF THE STATE CONTROLLER. 

Pilot program on reporting on collection of bad debts by State agencies. Finds need for more information on 
agency collection of debts, focusing on health care institutions. Requires Office of State Controller to establish 
procedure for health care institutions under or affiliated with the Dep't of Health and Human Services or The 


University of North Carolina to report on collection of bad debts. Requires report by Office of State Controller to 
legislature by April 1, 1999. 


PART XXVII. DEPARTMENT OF TRANSPORTATION. 
Design-build transportation construction contracts authorized. Authorizes Dep't OF Transportation (DOT) to 


award up to three contracts annually for construction of transportation projects on a design-build basis, subject to 


prior notice to the Joint Legislative Transportation Oversight Committee and the Joint Legislative Commission on 
Gov't Operations. 
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Discontinue DOT sales tax reimbursement from Highway Fund to General Fund for one year. Suspends GS 
105-164.44D from June 30, 1998 to June 29, 1999. 

Discontinue bond retirement transfer from Highway Fund to Highway Trust Fund for one year. 

Suspends GS 136-176(a)(4) and GS 136-183 from July 1, 1998 to June 30, 1999. 

Federal! funds for public transportation improvements. Extends requirement that, to the extent allowable by 
federal law, DOT must use $10 million of federal highway funds in 1998-99 for improvements to public 
transportation. 

Cash flow Highway Fund and Highway Trust Fund appropnations. Authorizes and certifies anticipated 
revenues of these funds. 

Outdoor advertising just compensation sunset extended. Extends sunset on sec. 2 of Ch. 1147 of 1981 SL, 
as amended, to June 30, 2004 (now, June 30, 1998). 

Payments to contract agents for collecting emission control civil penalties and for making sales of inspection 
stickers to licensed inspection stations. Amends GS 20-63(h) to include collection of emission control civil 
penalties and sale of inspection stickers to licensed inspection stations as transactions that can be handled by 
contract agents for statutorily prescribed compensation. 

Reopen state highway in Bertie County. Permits DOT to use available funds to open State Road 1109 in 
Bertie County. If court determines that reopening road requires compensation, authorizes expenditure of funds 
from Highway Fund for that purpose. 

Branded title clarification. Substantially identical to S 1390 and H 1545, except deletes $10 fee and makes 
technical and clarifying changes. 

DMV enforcement section pay equity plan limitations. Allocates up to $3,390,708 of funds appropriated to 
Dep't to adjust salaries and benefits of enforcement officers in Division of Motor Vehicles, with prior approval of 
the Office of State Personnel and notice to the legislature. 


PART XXVIII. SALARIES AND BENEFITS. 

Governor and Council of State. Provides 3% salary increase to Governor and members of Council of State. 

Nonelected department heads. Provides 3% salary increase to nonelected state department heads. 

Certain executive branch Officials. Provides 3% salary increase to chair of Alcoholic Beverage Control 
Comm'n, State Controller, Comm’r of Motor Vehicles, Comm’r of Banks, chair of Employment Security Comm'n, 
State Personnel Director, chair of Parole Comm'n, commissioners of the Utilities Comm’n, Executive Director of 
Agency for Public Telecommunications, General Manager of Ports Railway Comm'n, Director of Museum of Art, 
Executive Director of NC Housing Finance Agency, and Executive Director of NC Agricultural Finance Authority. 
Provides 13.4% salary increase to chair of Utilities Comm'n. 

Judicial branch officials. Provides no salary increases for appellate court judges. Provides 3% salary 
increase to superior court and district court judges, district attorneys, public defenders, and the Administrative 
Officer and Assistant Administrative Officer of the Courts. Increases salary ranges for assistant district attorneys 
and assistant public defenders by 3%. Increases salaries of all other employees of the Judicial Department by 
3%, except as otherwise noted. 

Clerks of superior court/assistant and deputy clerks of superior court. Provides 3% salary increase to clerks, 
assistant clerks, and deputy clerks of superior court. 

Magistrates. Provides salary increase of approximately 7% to magistrates. 

General Assembly principal clerks/sergeant-at-arms/reading clerks/egislative employees. Provides 3% 
salary increase to principal clerks, sergeants-at-arms, reading clerks, and other employees of the General 
Assembly. 

Community college personnel. Provides funds for average 3% salary increase for community college 
personnel supported by state funds. 

University of NC system—EPA salary increases. Provides funds for an average 3% salary increase for all 
EPA employees of The University of North Carolina and non-teacher employees of the NC School of Science 
and Mathematics. Provides funds for an average 6.5% salary increase for all EPA teaching employees of the NC 
School of Science and Mathematics who are supported by state funds. 

School central office salaries. Increases salary ranges for superintendents, assistant superintendents, 
associate superintendents, directors/coordinators, supervisors, and finance officers. Lower ends of ranges are 
increased by 1% and higher ends of ranges are increased by 3%. 

Noncertified personnel salary fundsfteacher assistant salary funds. Provides funds for a salary increase of 
3% for all noncertified public school employees whose salaries are supported by the General Fund. Authorizes 
State Board of Education to enact or create salary ranges for noncertified personnel to support the 3% increases. 
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Compensation bonus/state employees/school personnel. Provides 1% compensation bonuses to most state 
employees not eligible for the 1% performance bonuses described in the next section. 

Most state employees/salary increases. Provides the following increases to the salaries of state employees 
whose salaries are set in accordance with the State Personnel Act: (1) a 2% career growth recognition award, (2) 
a 1% cost-of-living adjustment, and (3) a 1% performance bonus. Provides 3% salary increase for state officials 
and persons in exempt positions not otherwise covered in the bill. Senate amendment to second edition 
increases from 1% to 2% the amount of the one-time bonus paid to state employees whose salaries are at or 
within 2% of the top of the salary range. 

Salary adjustment fund. Provides that appropriations for legislative salary increases not required for that 
purpose may be used to supplement the Salary Adjustment Fund. 

Salaries of the administrator and the executive secretary of the Industral Comm'n. Authorizes Industrial 
Comm'n to appoint an administrator. Changes title of Comm’n’s secretary to executive secretary. Provides that 
salaries of the administrator and the executive secretary will be set by statute. Sets salary of administrator at 
90% of the salary of a commissioner. Sets salary of executive sec’y at 80% of the salary of a commissioner. 
Provides that administrator and executive sec’y will receive longevity pay. Appropriates $36,754 to implement 
staff salaries. 

Wildlife Resources Comm’n director salary. Amends GS 143-246 to provide that the salary of the executive 
director of the Wildlife Resources Comm'n will be set by the Comm'n (now, by General Assembly) in an amount 
at least equal to the salary of the Director of the Div’n of Marine Fisheries. 

Travel rates for state employees. Increases subsistence payments to state employees traveling on official 
business. Increases in-state rate from $71 to $81 per day. Increases out-of-state rate from $83 to $93 per day. 
Provides that reimbursement for payment of sales tax, lodging tax, local tax, or services fees will be in addition 
to the daily subsistence amount. Allows agencies to reimburse convention registration fees so long as the 
amount does not exceed the actual amount expended (now, amount may not exceed $30). Beginning July 1, 
2001, requires Director of Budget to revise subsistence payments each odd-numbered year by an amount equal 
to the percent increase in the consumer price index for all urban consumers. 

Increase monthly pension for members of the Firemen’s and Rescue Squad Worker's Pension Fund. 
Increases pension for members of the Fund from $141 to $146 per month. 

Retiree COLAS and formula increase. Provides 2.5% increase in retirement aononees to persons covered 
by the Teachers’ and State Employees’ Retirement System, the Judicial Retirement System, the Legislative 
Retirement System, or the Local Governmental Employees’ Retirement System, if their retirement commenced 
on or before July 1, 1997. Beneficiaries whose retirement commenced between July 1, 1997 and June 30, 1998 
will receive a pro rata increase. Senate amendment to second edition amends GS 128-27(b16) to provide that 
the service retirement allowances provided to members of the Local Government Employees’ Retirement 
System (LGERS) by that section apply to members who retired between July 1, 1997 and July 1, 1998 (was, after 
July 1, 1997). Adds new GS 128-27(b17), providing service retirement allowances for LGERS members retiring 
on or after July 1, 1998. Under GS 128-27(b16), a member's retirement allowance is calculated by multiplying 
the member's years of creditable service times 1.76% of the member's average final compensation. The new 
section uses the same formula but increases the multiplier from 1.76% to 1.77%. Increases by 0.6% the 
allowances to persons who were on retirement rolls by June 1, 1998. 

Employer contribution rates. Sets rates of employer contributions to state employees’ retirement for 1998-99 
as follows: (1) for teachers and state employees, 10.10% (now, 10.83%): (2) for state law enforcement officers, 
15.10% (now, 15.83%); and (3) for persons covered by the judicial retirement system, 18.97% (now, 22.65%). 
Notes General Assembly’s intent to reinstate current rates during the 1999-2001 biennium. 

Permit retired teachers to work as substitute teachers in public schools or as teachers in low-performing 
public schools without losing retirement benefits. Amends GS 135-3(8)c. as title indicates. Specifies that the 
computation of postretirement earnings will not include earnings of retirees so employed. 

Salary continuation benefits for university system campus law enforcement officers. Adds sworn law 
enforcement officers with the power of arrest working in the university system to list of persons entitled to 
benefits of the salary continuation plan for law enforcement officers set forth in GS Ch. 143, Art. 12B. 

Allow members of the Legislative, Local Governmental Employees’, and Teachers’ and State Employees’ 
Retirement Systems to change their designated beneficiaries after retirement has become effective under certain 
circumstances. Allows a retiree from any of the retirement systems indicated in title to change the individual 
designated to receive benefits after the retiree’s death if (1) the designated beneficiary is a spouse, (2) the 
spouse predeceases the retiree, and (3) the retiree remarries. Allows a retiree in these circumstances to 
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nominate the retiree’s new spouse as beneficiary, provided the nomination is made within 90 days of the 
remarriage. Provides a 90-day period during which a retiree whose designated beneficiary was a spouse who 
predeceased him and who remarried before the effective date of this section may nominate the retiree’s new 
spouse as beneficiary. 

Increase retiree death benefit. \dentical to H 1584, summarized in the Daily Bulletin 5/28/98. 

RIF abuses prohibited. Sets formula for determining severance wages for a state employee whose 
employment is terminated as part of a reduction in force. Prohibits state agencies from re-employing under a 
contractual arrangement any employee who was terminated from that agency and paid severance wages as part 
of a reduction in force. 


PART XXIX. CAPITAL IMPROVEMENT PROJECTS. 

Note: Provisions of the Senate committee substitute for S 1366 making appropriations from the General Fund 
for capital improvement projects of state agencies and the university system were summarized in the Daily 
Bulletin for 6/30/98. 

Capital improvement projects at NC A&T State Univ. and UNC-Greensboro. Senate amendment to second 
edition adds $3,850,000 General Fund appropriation for general classroom and lab building complex #1 at NC 
A&T State Univ. and decreases from $7,700,000 to $3,850,000 the appropriation for site development for 
science instructional building at UNC-Greensboro. 

Expenditure of funds from Reserve for Repairs and Renovations. Allocates 46% of Reserve to UNC Board 
of Governors and 54% to the Office of State Budget and Management, both of which must submit to the Joint 
Legislative Comm'n on Gov't Operations and the Fiscal Research Div’n their proposed allocations and any 
subsequent changes. Authorizes UNC Board of Governors to allocate funds for repair or renovation of facilities 
not supported from the General Fund if sufficient funds are not available from other sources. 

UNC repairs and renovations. Authorizes UNC Board of Governors to allocate up to $10 million to the 
technology infrastructure on campuses. 

Historic sites repairs and renovations funds. Authorizes Office of State Budget and Management to use 
Reserve funds to make repairs and renovations at the state historic sites. Establishes the Historic Sites Repairs 
and Renovations Review Committee, consisting of the three cochairs of the Senate Appropriations and Base 
Budget Committee and the four cochairs of the House Appropriations Committee. Requires Office of State 
Budget and Management to submit its proposal for use of funds for historic sites to the Committee before 
submitting the proposal to the Joint Legislative Comm'n on Gov't Operations. 

State Capitol and Visitor's Center site. Requires that the planned State Capitol and Visitor Center be located 
at the site bounded by Blount Street, Wilmington Street, Edenton Street, and Jones Street in Raleigh, unless that 
site is unacceptable for structural reasons. 

Timber receipts for capital construction. Requires that $533,000 be transferred from the Dep't of Agriculture 
and Consumer Services’ timer sales capital improvement account to the Dep't of Agriculture and Consumer 
Services for 1998-99 for construction of nutrition and animal care facilities at the Umstead Farm Unit in Butner. 

South Broad Park Lake and Water Conservation Fund conversion. Requires that lands purchased by the 
state to establish a new state park in Transylvania County be used as replacement property to satisfy 
requirements of the federal Land and Water Conservation Fund for the conversion of land in South Broad Park in 
Brevard to a use other than outdoor recreation. Except for the tract used for an arboretum, authorizes 
Transylvania County to use the converted lands in South Broad Park for library purposes. 

Construction funds for State Ports and Wanchese Seafood Industrial Park. Requires that $1.75 million of 
Capital appropriation to Dep't of Commerce be divided equally between the State Ports at Morehead City and 
Wilmington and that $250,000 be used for construction and renovation of meeting and office space at the 
Wanchese Seafood Industrial Park. 

Water resources development projects funds. Requires Dep't of Environment & Natural Resources to 
allocate appropriated funds for water resources development for the following projects.

Authorizes DENR to adjust allocations among projects where actual costs differ from estimated costs. If listed 
projects are delayed or completed at lower cost, resulting available funds may be used for (1) Corps of Engineers 
project feasibility studies, (2) Corps of Engineers projects whose schedules have advanced and require state 
matching funds in 1998-99, and (3) state-local water resources development projects. Funds not expended or 
encumbered for authorized purposes revert to the General Fund at the end of 1999-2000. Requires DENR to 
make quarterly reports on the use of the funds. 

Warren County PCB landfill detoxification funds. Requires Director of the Budget to place funds 
appropriated to the DENR for 1998-99 for the detoxification of the Warren County PCB landfill, any available 
funds for the 1998-99 fiscal year, and any available federal funds into a nonreverting reserve for the 
detoxification of a landfill in Warren County that contains PCBs and contaminated materials. Requires the DENR 
to oversee the detoxification of the landfill. Provides that any funds remaining in the reserve after detoxification 
of the landfill remain in a nonreverting reserve, which will be transferred to the Dep’t of Commerce for economic 
development in Warren County or Warren County’s infrastructure needs, or both. 

Global TransPark Reserve. Establishes in the Office of State Budget and Management the Global 
TransPark Reserve Fund. Of funds appropriated to the Office of State Budget and Management for the Global 
TransPark Authority, requires that $5,325,000 be placed in the reserve fund to match federal funds. Directs that 
reserve funds be allocated by the Authority as follows: (1) up to $3.5 million to begin construction of runway 
extension and taxiways; (2) up to $1.5 million for wetlands compensatory mitigation, and (3) up to $325,000 to 
assume the local sponsor role for the Kinston Regional Jetport facility. Any funds not expended or encumbered 
by June 30, 2000 revert to the General Fund. 

Capital improvement projects/supplemental funding approval/reporting requirement. Requires that each 
department receiving capital improvement appropriations from the Highway Fund report quarterly to the Director 
of the Budget on the status of the projects. Provides that projects not placed under contract due to insufficient 
funds may be supplemented with funds identified by the Director of the Budget, if (1) the project was designed 
and bid within the scope authorized by the General Assembly, (2) the supplemental funds are the same source 
as authorized for the original project, (3) the department to which the project was authorized has unsuccessfully 
Bae all statutory authorizations to award the contract, and (4) the action is reported to the Fiscal Research 

iv’n. 

Relocate Global TransPark Authority. Requires North Carolina Global TransPark Authority to relocate its 
administrative offices from Raleigh to the site of the TransPark in Kinston and prohibits use of state funds to 
lease office space in Raleigh after June 30, 1999. Authorizes Authority to maintain a contact person housed in 
the offices of the Dep’t of Transportation in Raleigh.

(2) Adds new GS 143B-146.8 (a) setting out evaluation and 
observation requirements applicable to school personnel; (b) requiring HHS Sec’y to use the SBE’s performance 
standards unless the Sec’y develops a comparable, alternative, properly validated evaluation; (c) requiring action 
plans for certificated employees who receive unsatisfactory or below standard rating on evaluation function 
related to instructional duties, if the employee is not dismissed; (d) authorizing Sec’y to adopt policies for action 
plans or professional development plans for personnel for whom action plans are not required under the section;

S 1333. LANDIS ANNEXATION. Intro. 5/27/98. House committee substitute makes the following changes to ‘st 
edition. Changes effective date from June 30, 1998 to date of ratification. 


S 1569. ECONOMIC OPPORTUNITY ACT OF 1998. Intro. 6/1/98. House committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 3rd edition. Adds new GS 105-129.3(d) providing for a single enterprise tier designation for 
industrial parks located in two contiguous counties. Such two-county industrial parks will be assigned the 
enterprise tier designation for the county with the lower enterprise tier designation if at least one-third of the 
industrial park is located in the county with the lower enterprise tier designation, the industrial park is owned by 
the two counties or a joint agency of the counties, and the county with the lower enterprise tier designation 
contributed at least one half of the cost of developing the industrial park. Rewrites definition of “hub” in new GS 
105-164.3(6b) as an interstate air couriers airport in NC to which air courier has allocated under GS 105-388 
more than 60% of its aircraft value apportioned to NC, at which the air courier’s primary function is sorting and 
distributing letters and packages from multiple consolidation locations, and at which the air courier’s primary 
function is not to consolidate letters and packages for delivery to another airport for sorting and distribution. 
Makes additional technical changes. 


HOUSE BILLS 


H 1284. CERTAIN SCHOOL ACQUISITIONS .. intro. 5/14/98. Senate amendment makes the following changes 
to 3rd edition. Makes bill applicable to Alamance and Wilkes counties as well as Alexander, Davidson, and 
Davie counties. 


H 1304. RESTRUCTURE DOT BOARD. Intro. 5/18/98. House committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 2nd edition. Deletes provisions that would have authorized Board of Transportation, rather than 
Governor, to appoint Secretary of Dep’t of Transportation. Deletes provision that would have prohibited more 
than one at-large DOT Board member from residing in the same highway division. Provides that at /east six 
(was, six) DOT Board members must be registered voters of a political party other than that of the Governor. 
Clarifies that DOT board members may serve no more than two consecutive terms, plus an interim term of two 
years or less or a holdover term pending selection of a successor. Provides that nominees are ineligible for 
appointment to DOT Board if they or their immediate family members have made a contribution of more than 
$500 to the political campaign of the Governor (was, the appointing Governor) or any candidate for Governor in 
the two years preceding the date of nomination. Provides that a person may not be appointed as Sec’y of 
Transportation if the person or a member of his or her immediate family has made a contribution of more than 
$500 to the political campaign of the Governor or any candidate for Governor in the two years preceding the date 
of his or her appointment. Expands conflict of interest provisions of proposed GS 136-13(b1) to include situations 
in which a DOT project would provide a benefit (greater than the benefit to other persons living in the project 
area) to a business in which a Board member owns more than a 10% (non-stock) interest. 
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H 1546. ACCIDENT REPORTS/WEEDY LOTS. Intro. 5/27/98. House committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Makes bill applicable to town of Denton (in Davidson County) as well as city of Greenville. 


H 1739. RETIREMENT/CHARTER SCHOOLS. Intro. 6/1/98. House committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 2nd edition. Amends GS 115C-238.29F(g)(5) to eliminate requirement that charter school “reasonably 
reflect” ethnic and racial composition of local population; instead requires charter school to make “good faith 
effort” toward that end. Makes several clarifying and stylistic changes. 


H 1492. RURAL INFRASTRUCTURE BONDS. Intro. 5/25/98. House committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 2nd edition. Makes numerous stylistic and organizational changes. Specifies that $300 million of 
water and sewer bond revenue allocated to the High Cost Wastewater Account and High Unit Cost Water Supply 
Account may be transferred directly to Clean Water Revolving Loan and Grant Fund, used to make grants 
directly to the local government qualifying for grant, or a combination of two, or used in “such other manner as 
shall effectuate the clean water purposes of this act.” Specifies that $20 million of water and sewer bond 
revenues be used to provide hardship grants to eligible local governments to assist with wastewater systems, in 
accordance with federal EPA guidelines. Specifies that portion of Clean Water Bonds used to pay costs of clean 
water projects in connection with location of industry ($60 million) may also be used to pay the costs of grants 
“awarded in same manner as funds in the Utility Account of the Industrial Development Fund created in GS 
143B-437.01(b1).” Provides that such grants may be awarded only if Sec’y of Commerce finds that use will have 
a favorable impact on clean water objectives of the state; allows these funds to be used for projects that will 
improve wastewater treatment works and water supply systems; and specifies that limits on use of funds in GS 
143B-437.01(a) or 143B-437.01(b1) (utilities and facilities must be on site of new industrial building) do not apply 
if lines or facilities will further state clean water objectives. Specifies legislative findings for the use of this $60 
million. Specifies that of $50 million of clean water funds allocated to provide supplemental and capacity grants 
to local gov’ts to match grants for water and sewer projects in economically distressed areas, $40 million is 
allocated for supplemental grants and $10 million is for capacity grants. Provides that if any clean water bond 
proceeds remain unspent five years after bonds are issued, the legislature may reallocate bond proceeds among 
the various purposes spelled out in act. 

Specifies that money in clean water and in natural gas funds created by act may be invested by State 
Treasurer, and earnings may be credited to Bonds Fund, used to pay debt service on issued bonds, used to 
satisfy federal tax law, or transferred to General Fund. Adds language finding that extension of natural gas 
service is necessary for health and economic development. Amends GS 159G-6(b)(2) to use “local government 
unit,” instead of county, as unit of measurement in determining eligibility for high-unit cost wastewater funds. 
Adds provision to proposed GS 62-159 that gives natural gas distribution company with franchise for any 
unserved area the first claim on natural gas bond funds for that area. Specifies that State Treasurer must 
designate substitute corporation if North Carolina Municipal Council ceases to exist, and that Governor must do 
same if Rural Economic Development Center ceases to exist.

DISPOSAL TAX RATE TO ONE RATE FOR ANY WHITE GOOD REGARDLESS OF WHETHER THE WHITE 
GOOD CONTAINS CHLOROFLUOROCARBONS, TO EXTEND THE WHITE GOODS DISPOSAL TAX 
SUNSET, TO ALTER THE DISTRIBUTION OF THE TAX PROCEEDS FROM THIS TAX, TO CLARIFY HOW 
THE COUNTIES MAY USE THE TAX PROCEEDS, AND TO LIMIT THE AMOUNT OF SURPLUS A COUNTY

following changes to 2nd edition. Increases size of Wireless 911 Board from eight to 12 members. Speaker 
appoints two of the additional members, one of whom must be a shenff and one additional CMRS provider; 
President Pro Tem. appoints two of the additional members, one of whom must be a chief of police, and one 
additional CMRS provider. Clarifies that Wireless Fund is managed by the State Treasurer, and that revenues 
must be disbursed in accordance with GS 143-3.2 and GS 62B-5. Makes CMRS connection 911 charge effective 
Oct. 1, 1998 (was, July 1, 1998). Amends GS 62B-5 to provide that costs incurred by CMRS providers and 
reimbursed by Wireless 911 Board must be commercially reasonable.

Limits participating 
PSAPs to those who have complied with the statutory provisions of this act. Provides that PSAP population data 
used to make payments will be that data published by the Office of State Planning (was, that maintained by the 


_ Treasurer). Requires that the Wireless 911 Board report to the Joint Legislative Comm'n on Gov't Operations 


and the Revenue Laws Study Committee on Feb. 15, 2000, and every two years thereafter. Report must contain 
complete information regarding receipts and expenditures by the Board. Permits Board to deduct a 1% 
administrative fee from the total service charges remitted by the CMRS providers for its expenses. 

Clarifies in new GS 62-9 that customer records are not public information under GS Ch. 132 and prohibits 


_ disclosure of information except for 911 purposes. Changes new GS 62B-11 and amends GS 62A-10 (limitation 


of liability provisions) to provide that neither section applies to actions arising out of the operation or ownership of 
a motor vehicle. Deletes provision that would have exempted the Wireless 911 Board from the Administrative 
Procedure Act.

SENATE BILLS 


S 873. LOCAL GOVERNMENT DEBT CHANGES. Intro. 4/15/97. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Replaces blank bill with AN ACT TO PROVIDE THAT CERTAIN TAX-EXEMPT 
AND TAXABLE DEBT ISSUED BY OR ON BEHALF OF A LOCAL GOVERNMENT IS SUBJECT TO 
APPROVAL BY THE LOCAL GOVERNMENT COMMISSION. Adds new GS 159-153 to require Local 
Government Commission (LGC) approval of “financing arrangements’ entered into by a local government “or 
any public body, agency, or similar entity created by any action of’ a local government. Arrangements that 
require approval are those in which the unit (1) incurs indebtedness; (2) enters into any similar type of financing 
agreement; or (3) approves or otherwise participates in incurring indebtedness or entering into a similar type of 
financing arrangement by another party on its behalf. Exempts financing arrangements that are already subject 
to LGC approval under another statute, or that are not subject to LGC approval under GS 160A-20 (installment- 
purchase contracts) or GS 159-148 (financing agreements). Local acts will not be construed to create 
exemptions from the new law unless they specifically exclude LGC review and approval. Sets out factors LGC 
must consider in reviewing arrangements and conditions for LGC approval. Act is effective when it becomes law 


and applies to debt and financing arrangements incurred, entered into, approved, or participated in on or after 
that date. 


S 1252. SIMPLIFY PRIVILEGE LICENSE TAX. Intro. 5/21/98. House amendments make the following changes 


to 2nd edition. Amends GS 105-40, retroactive to July 1, 1997, to exempt from privilege tax “all motion picture 
shows.” Makes additional technical changes. 


S 1260. JUVENILE JUSTICE REFORM ACT. Intro. 5/21/98. Senate committee substitute makes numerous 
technical and clarifying changes and the following substantive changes to 2nd edition. 

Undisciplined juveniles. (1) Rewrites part of the definition of “undisciplined juvenile” to (a) require that a 
juvenile’s being beyond the parent's control be evidenced by the juvenile’s repeated disobedience, and (b) 
include runaways only if they run away without permission or just cause and for more than 24 hours. (2) Limits 
the time that an undisciplined juvenile may be on protective supervision to three months, with possible three- 
month extension. 

Transfer to superior court. (1) Establishes procedure whereby juvenile may appeal a district court transfer 
order (but not the probable cause finding) to superior court for a hearing de novo. 

Training school commitments and post-release supervision. (1) Provides that juvenile commitments will be 
to “the Department of Juvenile Justice for placement in a training school” rather than to the Department. (2) 
Authorizes court to commit juvenile to training school if juvenile is an habitual minor offender (one adjudicated 
delinquent for five or more minor offenses on separate occasions). (3) Requires that a committed juvenile be 
tested for substance abuse and that results of the test be incorporated into the juvenile’s plan of care and be 
used only for treatment purposes. (4) Rewrites provisions for extended jurisdiction to (a) provide that jurisdiction 
continues until age 19 (unless terminated earlier by the court) if juvenile is in training school for offense that 
would be a Class A through E felony if committed by an adult, and (b) require notice to juvenile and parents, at 
least 30 days before 18” birthday, of basis for continued custody and of treatment plan, if Department does not 
intend to release juvenile before age 18. (5) Provides that, subject to the six-month minimum commitment, a 
juvenile may not be kept in training school longer than the maximum time an adult could be incarcerated for the 
same offense unless the Sec’y of Juvenile Justice determines that the juvenile should remain for a specified 
additional period for treatment or rehabilitation, in which case the Sec’y must give written notice to the juvenile 
and parent, who may seek court review of the Secretary’s decision and plan. (6) Specifies that post-release 
supervision may not exceed one year. (7) Specifies that standard of proof for a finding of violation of post- 
release supervision is “greater weight of the evidence.” (8) Provides that upon revocation of a juvenile’s post- 
release supervision, the juvenile’s return to a Dep't of Juvenile Justice facility will be for an indefinite term. 

Other dispositions for delinquent juveniles. (1) Includes in the intermediate sanctions in the dispositional grid 
(a) residential treatment, (b) restitution of more than $500, and (c) community services of 100 to 200 hours. (2) 
Provides that juvenile probation may be for one year, with possible extension of up to one additional year. (3) 
Makes prohibition against the possession or use of alcohol a regular condition of probation. (4) Specifies that 
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standard of proof for a finding of probation violation is “greater weight of the evidence.” (5) Requires that, within 
30 days of being placed on probation for an offense involving possession, use, sale, or delivery of alcohol or a 
controlled substance, a juvenile be tested for substance abuse and that results of the test be used only for 
treatment purposes. 

Agency provisions. (1) Adds requirement that Sec’y of Juvenile Justice give priority to delinquency cases 
when allocating resources for juvenile services. (2) Requires counties to provide court space for court counselor 
services. (3) Rewrites provisions relating to county juvenile crime prevention councils. Changes include adding to 
membership a representative of a local parks and recreation program and providing for staggered two-year 
terms. (4) Specifies that court counselors have authority to (a) serve court documents relating to delinquent and 
undisciplined juvenile matters and (b) use reasonable force and restraint necessary to secure custody when 
authorized to take a juvenile into custody. (5) When Dep't of Juvenile Justice statistics show overrepresentation 
of minority youth in juvenile facilities, requires Sec’y to ensure that a plan is in place to reduce the number of 
minority youth committed to training schools, committed to detention centers, or adjudicated delinquent. (6) 
Requires Sec’y of Juvenile Justice, after consultation with the Conference of Chief District Court Judges, to adopt 
rules designating certain local agencies that are authorized to share information concerning juveniles regarding 
whom a juvenile petition has been filed. (Under current law, the chief district court judge in each judicial district is 
directed to designate such agencies by administrative order, but only in relation to abuse, neglect, and 
dependency cases.) (7) Requires chief court counselor to notify the victim of a juvenile adjudicated delinquent for 
an offense that would be a Class A or B1 felony if committed by an adult, and members of the victim's 
immediate family, that they may request in writing to be notified of the juvenile’s scheduled release date. (8) 
Requires that unless court finds that the report is not needed, the predisposition report include a needs 
assessment as well as risk assessment. (9) Requires the Criminal Justice Information Network Governing Board, 
before spending more than $600,000 from the Juvenile Justice Reserve Fund for the Juvenile Justice 
Information System, to prepare a Juvenile Justice Information Plan. (10) Requires Dep’t of Juvenile Justice to 
establish a phased-in, 10-county pilot “On Track” program as an additional probation option for certain delinquent 
juveniles. Juveniles in the program must be under the supervision of a counselor/case manager and be 
subjected to a risk assessment, a responsibility contract, a restitution requirement, parental accountability, 
counseling attendance, and graduation upon completion of the program. (11) Requires Dep't of Juvenile Justice 
to establish three pilot Guard Response Alternative Sentencing Programs in three districts as additional probation 
options for certain first-time delinquent juveniles subject to a Level 1 disposition. (12) Specifies that program of 
home visits which Dep't of Juvenile Justice must arrange is for juveniles who have been in juvenile facility for at 
least six months. 

Studies. (1) Deletes (a) authority for “direct filing” by district attorney of certain felony charges against 15- 
year-olds and (b) “blended sentencing” provisions that would authorize superior court to impose juvenile 
dispositions in certain criminal cases. Directs Dep't of Juvenile Justice, in cooperation with the NC Sentencing 
and Policy Advisory Commission, to study these subjects and report to the 2001 General Assembly. (2) Requires 
Dep't of Juvenile Justice to study the use of detention facilities, make recommendations about how they may be 
used more efficiently, study numbers in which and frequency with which juveniles are detained in adult jails, and 
report by April 1, 1999. (3) Requires State Board of Education, through Dep't of Public Instruction, to study and 
report by Dec. 15, 1998, on ways for the state to provide an alternative educational program for any student 
suspended or expelled from school. (4) Requires Dep't of Juvenile Justice, in cooperation with Dep’t of Health 
and Human Services, to (a) study the funding process for juvenile delinquency and substance abuse prevention 
programs, (b) consider whether funds should be allocated to programs for specific juveniles, whether allocated 
funding should then follow the juveniles, and whether counties should fund services for juveniles who are 
committed to training school, and (c) report by April 1, 1999. (5) Requires Dep't of Juvenile Justice to study over- 
representation of racial minorities in the juvenile justice system, compare dispositions for and services made 
available to minority and nonminority juveniles, and report by Feb. 1, 2002. 

Lose Control Lose Your License. Amends GS 20-11(n), 20-13.2(c1), 115C-12(28), 115C-566, and other 
Statutes to provide for the denial of a driving eligibility certificate or for revocation for one year of the driver's 
license or learner’s permit of a student who has been expelled, suspended from school for more than 10 days, or 
assigned to an alternative educational setting for any of the following if the incident occurred after the student's 
14th birthday or during or after eighth grade: (1) possession or sale of alcohol or a controlled substance on schoo! 
property, (2) possession or use of a weapon or firearm on school property, or (3) assault on a teacher or other 
school personnel. 

Allows issuance of driving eligibility certificate (no earlier than six months after student would otherwise be 
eligible for driving eligibility certificate) and restoration of driver's permit or license if school certifies that the 
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student (a) has “displayed exemplary student behavior’ in alternative educational setting or after returning to 
school after expulsion or suspension, (b) in cases involving possession or sale of alcohol or controlled 
substances, has attended and successfully completed an appropriate drug or alcohol treatment or counseling 
program, or (c) due to lack of other transportation, needs the certificate, permit, or license to drive to and from 
school, a drug or alcohol treatment counseling program, or a mental health treatment program. Requires State 
Board of Education and Sec’y of Administration to issue rules implementing new provisions regarding denial of 
driving eligibility certificate based on incidents described above and related matters. Makes corresponding 
changes to related statutes. 

Most of these provisions are effective July 1, 1999, and apply only to conduct committed on or after July 1, 
1999, but do not apply to a person who held a valid NC limited learner's permit, learner's permit, or provisional 
driver's license that was issued before Dec. 1, 1997. 

Other changes. (1) Deletes provision establishing and appropriating funds to Juvenile Justice Reserve Fund 
(similar provision is included in 1998 Appropriations Act, S 1366). (2) Deletes requirement that summons and 
petition in an abuse, neglect, or dependency matter be served on the juvenile. (3) Adds provision prohibiting 
employer from discharging or demoting any parent, guardian, or custodian because that person is required to 
comply with specified provisions of the Juvenile Code. (4) Deletes provisions for pilot family courts and defines 
“court” for purposes of District Court Districts 12, 14, and 26 to mean “the Family Court, if established.” (5) 
Specifies that parts of the act rewriting the Juvenile Code and related statutes apply to offenses committed and 
causes of action arising on or after July 1, 1999. (6) Deletes provision that repealed statutes relating to the NC 
Child Fatality Task Force effective Feb. 1, 1999. 


S 1373. DISAPPROVE TAR-PAMLICO BASIN RULE. Intro. 5/27/98. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Authorizes Environmental Management Comm'n to adopt a temporary rule 
incorporating the rule amendments disapproved by this act, except for the parts of the rule amendments that 
reclassified a portion of the Tar River from WS-IV to WS-V. 


S 1556. AMEND EDUCATION FINANCE ACT. Intro. 6/1/98. Senate committee substitute makes the following 
changes to ist edition. Replaces blank bill with AN ACT TO EXTEND TAX-EXEMPT FINANCING UNDER THE 
HIGHER EDUCATION FACILITIES FINANCE ACT TO PRIVATE ELEMENTARY AND SECONDARY SCHOOL 
FACILITIES. Current GS Ch. 115E (the Higher Educational Facilities Finance Act) authorizes the NC Educational 
Facilities Finance Agency to provide tax-exempt financing for facilities for nonprofit private institutions providing 
higher education in NC. This bill changes the title of GS Ch. 115E to the Private Educational Facilities Finance 
Act and extends the provisions of GS Ch. 115E to private nonprofit institutions within NC that provide 
kindergarten, elementary, or secondary education.

SENATE BILLS 


S 138. PVT. H20 SYS LOAN/DISSOLVE SAN DIST. Intro. 2/17/97. House committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Deletes provisions of original bill and replaces it with AN ACT TO ALLOW 
CERTAIN PRIVATELY OWNED COMMUNITY WATER SYSTEMS TO BE ELIGIBLE FOR REVOLVING LOANS 
AND GRANTS FROM THE DRINKING WATER TREATMENT REVOLVING LOAN FUND AND TO ALLOW AN 
ALTERNATIVE PROCEDURE FOR DISSOLUTION OF A SANITARY DISTRICT THAT HAS NO 
INDEBTEDNESS AND THE TERRITORY OF WHICH HAS BEEN ENTIRELY ANNEXED. Amends GS Ch.159G 
as title indicates to provide for loans to privately owned water systems. Provides that funds may be loaned to 
these systems only for projects that benefit a local government and are consistent with an approved water supply 
plan. Amends GS 159G-13 to require that applicants for revolving loans have funds available or a commitment 
for funding to cover project costs that exceed the loan amount sought. Privately owned water systems must 
obtain approval from the Utilities Comm'n in order to be eligible for loans. Directs the State Treasurer to develop 
and adopt appropriate debt instruments for use by privately owned systems, and directs the Utilities Comm'n to 
develop and adopt procedures for delivery of the debt instruments. 

Adds new GS 130A-73.1 to establish a procedure, in addition to that provided in GS 130A-73, for dissolving 
a sanitary district that (1) is located within a single county; (2) has been for at least five years located entirely 
within or coterminous with the corporate limits of a municipality; (3) did not levy any property tax in the current 
year, (4) has not provided water or sewer service for at least five years; and (5) has been annexed by and is 
located entirely within the corporate limits of a municipality that assumed all the assets and liabilities of the 
district. Allows the district to petition for dissolution upon unanimous vote of the district board. Requires the 
Comm'n for Health Services to dissolve the district if deemed advisable by county commissioners and the 


municipality. Taxes levied before but collected after the dissolution and all district property vest in the 
municipality. 


S 873. LOCAL GOVERNMENT DEBT CHANGES. Intro. 4/15/97. Senate amendment makes the following 
changes to 2nd edition. Makes technical changes only. 
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S 1124. TEACHER CERTIFICATION WAIVERS. Intro. 5/14/98. House committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 3rd edition. Provides that a teacher for whom a waiver is requested must have a bachelors degree 
and at least two years of classroom teaching experience (was, only one year or more of teaching experience). 
Adds provision establishing alternative method for local school boards to hire lateral entry teachers. Under new 
provision, a iocal board may hire as a teacher an individual who has taught an academic course at a UNC 
institution, a college or university licensed by the UNC Board of Governors, a NC community college, or other 
institutions defined by GS 116-22(1), if the course taught there was similar to the subject matter the individual is 
hired to teach. Additional conditions include passing a certification exam before employment: initial employment 
as a probationary teacher; provision of a paid mentor teacher, annual evaluation and multiple observations; and 
evaluation of student performance under the teacher, and, if teacher is continued as an employee, determination 
of whether the teacher needs additional training as well as provision of that training at no cost. A local board may 
hire as a teacher an individual who has a bachelors degree and at least three years of experience in a profession 
the local board considers relevant to a grade or subject matter under the same conditions. 


S 1128. TESTING IN SECOND GRADE. Intro. 5/14/98. House committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 2nd edition. Clarifies that second grade standardized tests may not be used for accountability 
purposes or as basis for promotion, retention, tracking, or labeling decisions about individual students. 


S 1149. OUT-OF-HOME RESPITE CARE PROGRAM. Intro. 5/18/98. House committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Requires DHHS Div’n of Aging to report to NC Study Comm'n on Aging by Oct. 
1, 1999 on impact of respite care program services and funds and on repeal of statutory limitation on 
reimbursement rate for out-of-home placement which limits reimbursement to the current adult care 
reimbursement rate. Provides that act expires July 1, 2000. 


S 1171. WELL SETBACK DISTANCES. Intro. 5/20/98. Senate committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Deletes GS 130A-235(b) and 130A-248(b) as proposed in original bill and adds new GS 
160A-235(b) requiring that if the Comm'n for Health Services adopts setback rules for institutions and facilities 
(1) the Comm’n must provide that institutions and facilities may be licensed or approved with wells closer than 
the minimum distance if results of water testing meet limits set by the Comm'n and there are no other observable 
indications of potential health hazards from the water, (2) the testing must include sampling for pesticides, 
nitrates, and bacteria at the time of application for licensure or approval, and that testing be conducted at least 
annually thereafter, (3) samples must be collected by a sanitarian or other health official; and (4) wells must 
comply with all other applicable sanitation requirements established by the Comm'n. Authorizes the Dep't of 
Health and Human Services to suspend or revoke a license for violation of the statute or rules.

S 1229. ABOLISH INHERITANCE TAX WAIVERS. Intro. 5/21/98. House amendment makes the following 
changes to 2nd edition. Changes effective date from July 1, 1998 to Aug. 1, 1998. 


S 1243. CLERKS OF COURT ON COMMISSIONS. Intro. 5/21/98. Senate amendment makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Makes technical changes only. 


S 1260. JUVENILE JUSTICE REFORM ACT. Intro. 5/21/98. Senate amendment makes the following changes to 
3rd edition. Amends GS 143B-525 to permit the Dep’t of Juvenile Justice to plan with individual counties to use 
as space for detention of juveniles space within existing jails that comply with state jail standards. Requires that 
juveniles in such jail space be in close supervision and not be able to converse with, see, or be seen by adults. 
Amends GS 153A-218 to provide that a juvenile detention facility may be located in the same facility as a county 
jail if the juvenile facility meets the above requirements. 


S 1263. UNIONVILLE CHARTER REVISED. Intro. 5/25/98. Senate committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Replaces blank appropriations bill with AN ACT TO REVIVE THE CHARTER OF THE 
TOWN OF UNIONVILLE. Amends 1911 town charter to provide for mayor-council form of government and 
establish four-year terms for town board. If revival of the charter is approved at a referendum held at the 1998 
general election, interim board members will be appointed by General Assembly to serve until 1999 municipal 
election. Authorizes tax levy and budget adoption on modified schedule. 
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S 1291. TRANSPORTATION CORRIDORS. Intro. 5/27/98. The summary for the revised Senate committee 
substitute for the 2nd edition of S 1291 will be included in tomorrow's Daily Bulletin. 


S 1314. AGENCY RECEIPTS FOR RECYCLING. Intro. 5/25/98. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Replaces list of materials in GS 143-64.02 with reference to recycled materials 
as defined in GS 130A-290. Revises GS 143-64.05 to specify that the state surplus property agency may collect 
a service charge for the transfer or sale of recyclable material, and that the recycling receipts retained by a 
department, institution or agency are net any such charge collected. Specifies that rules adopted by the Sec’y of 
Administration must address the transfer or sale of recyclable material, and makes other technical changes. 


S 1397. DURHAM COUNTY STORMWATER FEES. Intro. 5/27/98. House committee substitute makes the 


following changes to 2nd edition. Makes clear that the fees and assessments apply to private property. Makes 
additional technical change. 


S 1552. CHANGES TO THE NOTARY PUBLIC ACT. Intro. 6/1/98. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Amends GS 10A-4 to provide that Sec’y of State may deny an application for 
commission as a notary if the applicant has been convicted of a felony and the applicant's rights have not been 
restored. Amends GS 10A-4 to delete the requirement that a register of deeds, or assistant or deputy, and a clerk 
of superior court, or assistant or deputy, and director and employees of Notary Div’n, pay a $50 fee to be 
qualified as a notary instructor. Amends GS 10A-9(b) to provide that a notary’s act may be attested by the 
notary’s embossed name, as well as a typed or printed name, and deletes provision that it must be in addition to 
the name in the seal. Amends GS 10A-10 to increase the fee for performing notarial acts from $2 to $3. Amends 
GS 10A-11 to provide that a notary’s official stamp or seal may contain a printed or handwritten expiration date. 
Changes effective date of GS 10A-16 validation provisions from Oct. 1, 1998, to July 1, 1998. Amends GS 47- 
30(n) to provide that a map may be attached to a deed or other instrument for illustrative purposes if it is 8 % by 
11 inches and bears the following label: “This map is not a certified survey and has not been reviewed by a local 
government agency for compliance with any applicable land development regulations.” Amends GS 47-30.2(c) 
to exempt from certification by a review officer (1) maps that are exempt from meeting the requirements of GS 
47-30 by virtue of subdivisions (j) and (I) (annexation maps and highway right of way maps) and (2) maps that 
are recorded pursuant to GS 47-30-(n). Adds new Art. 34 to GS Ch. 66 to provide for the authentication of 
documents by the Sec’y of State for recognition by a foreign jurisdiction. To be authenticated, a document must 
meet the following requirements: (1) all seals and signatures must be originals; (2) all dates must follow in 
chronological order; (3) all acknowledgments must be in English or be accompanied by a translation in English; 
and (4) if a copy is used it must be authenticated as a true and accurate copy. Provides that Sec’y may not issue 
a certificate of authenticity if the seal or signature cannot be authenticated by either the Sec’y or another official, 
or if the signature or seal is of a foreign official, or if the document is a facsimile, copy or other reproduction or a 
signature of seal. Makes other technical changes. GS 47-30 revisions are effective Dec. 1, 1998. GS 47-30.2 
amendments and authentication procedures are effective Sept. 1, 1998. 


S 1569. ECONOMIC OPPORTUNITY ACT OF 1998. Intro. 6/1/98. House amendment makes the following 
changes to 4th edition. Amends GS 105-129.6(b) to require Dep't of Commerce to report annually to Dep't of 
Revenue and General Assembly’s Fiscal Research Div'n on number of new jobs created within development 
zones and percentage of those jobs that were filled by residents of those development zones. 


S 1600. ALLOW MEMORIAL RESOLUTIONS. Intro. 7/8/98. House committee substitute makes the following 


changes to 2nd edition. Incorporates the following enabling resolutions authorizing introduction of memorial 


resolutions honoring former members of the General Assembly: H 1301, H 1302, H 1325, H 1559, H 1708, and H 
1756.

THE DELINQUENT TAXES. Amends local act regarding recording of deeds in Avery County to provide that 
register of deeds may not record deed for property located in town of Banner Elk unless deed is accompanied by 
town tax collector's certification that all delinquent municipal taxes on property have been paid.

CERTAIN PROPERTY LOCATED WITHIN ITS EXTRATERRITORIAL PLANNING JURISDICTION EVEN 
THOUGH IT IS CLOSER TO THE VILLAGE OF SUGAR MOUNTAIN. As title indicates. 


H 1354. IMPROVE TORRENS LAW. Intro. 5/20/98. House committee substitute makes the following changes to 
1st edition. Deletes proposed GS 43-30.1, which would have allowed register of deeds to make title changes on 
death of a spouse, life tenant, or joint tenant, and adds requirement to GS 43-46 that when register of deeds is 
presented evidence of payment of tax lien the register must cancel the notice of lien. 


H 1355. REFORM OF STATE PROCUREMENT PROCESS. Intro. 5/20/98. Senate committee substitute makes 
the following changes to 1st edition. Deletes provision that would have authorized the Legislative Research 
Comm'n to study state competition with the private sector and review the Umstead Act (GS 66-58). 


H 1356. ELECTRONIC COMMERCE ACT. Intro. 5/20/98. Senate committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 2nd edition. Adds provision specifying that standards set by the Sec’y of State for licensing a 
certification authority may include technical, physical, procedural, and personnel security controls, repository 
obligations, and financial responsibility.

SENATE BILLS 


S 1291. TRANSPORTATION CORRIDORS. Intro. 5/27/98. Senate committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 2nd edition. Amends GS 136-44.50 (Transportation Corridor Official Map Act) to (1) require that, 
before adoption or amendment of transportation corridor map and before regulation of property under Act, names 
of all property owners affected by transportation corridor be submitted to register of deeds, (2) require that 
register of deeds index names of affected property owners in grantor index, (3) clarify that failure to begin work 
on the environmental impact statement or preliminary engineering within two years of adoption or amendment of 
transportation corridor official map constitutes abandonment of corridor, (4) provide that amendment to corridor 
does not extend this two-year period unless amendment establishes a substantially different corridor in a 
primarily new location, and (5) define “amendment” of corridor as any change to transportation corridor official 
map, including failure to begin work on environmental impact statement or preliminary engineering as required 
by section or deletion of corridor from transportation corridor official map by action of DOT Board or deletion of 
corridor from long-range transportation plan by action of city or regional transportation authority.

Also provides that a person 
who is 15 years old, who was a resident of another state, who has an unrestricted or restricted drivers license in 
the other state, and who becomes a NC resident may obtain a NC limited learners permit if the person has 
completed a NC approved drivers education program, and will be deemed to have held a NC limited learners 
permit for each month the person held an unrestricted or restricted license in the other state if the person’s parent 
or guardian attests that the person has not been convicted during the preceding 6 months of a moving violation. 
Amendments to GS 20-11 are effective upon ratification. 


H 1489. LOCAL TAX INFORMATION/REFUNDS. Intro. 5/25/98. House committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Rewrites provision allowing state and county tax officials to share information 
regarding taxes on leased vehicles to specify that state tax officials may provide to regional public transportation 
authorities and regional transportation authorities, when it is needed to enable the authority to administer its tax 
law, the name, address, and identification numbers (a) of retailers who collect the tax on leased vehicles 
imposed by GS 105-187.5, and (b) of retailers audited by the Dep’t of Revenue regarding that tax, when the 
Dep't determines that the audit results may be of interest to the authority.

Substantially identical to Senate provision, except 
provides that if federal funding for Social Services Block Grant decreases by less than 10% appropriations for 
every program will be reduced by same percentage as percentage of reduction in federal funding and if federal 
SSBG funding decreases by 10% or more DHHS will allocate decreases among programs giving first priority to 
direct services mandated by state law, then to programs providing direct services that have demonstrated 
effectiveness in meeting federally mandated services goals.

PART VII. GENERAL PROVISIONS. 

Contingency and emergency fund allocations. Deletes Senate provision. 

Natural disaster assistance. Provides that $1 million of the unencumbered funds remaining in the Reserve 
for Disaster Relief for 1997-98 reverts to the General Fund effective July 1, 1998. The balance remains 
available for disaster relief including for matching funds available for that purpose. 

Federal and foundation funds clearly shown. Amends GS 143-16.1 to specify that all federal and foundation 
funds be expended and reported in accordance with the Executive Budget Act. Requires each budgetary 
category to show total received and anticipated expenditures and to describe the purposes for which the funds 
will be spent at the program level. Defines “federal and foundation funds” as any financial assistance made to a 
state agency by the federal government or a private foundation, whether a loan, grant, subsidy, augmentation, 
reimbursement, or any other form. 


PART VIII. RESERVES. 

Bailey/Emory/Patton cases refunds reserve. Same as Senate provision. 

Juvenile justice reserve/juvenile justice information system/reorganization plan for the Div’n of Youth Services 
of the Dep’t of Health and Human Services and the Div'n of Juvenile Services of the Administrative Office of the 
Courts. Appropriates $6 million to the Juvenile Justice Reserve Fund (Senate provision appropriated 
$17,347,487) to be allocated as follows: (1) $750,000 (Senate was $1,000,000) nonrecurring to DHHS to plan 
and design 208 additional training school beds and support facilities; (2) $726,666 recurring and $21,000 
nonrecurring (Senate was $32,980) to DHHS to make 32 beds at Umstead Detention Center permanent effective 
Oct. 1, 1998; (3) $985,165 recurring (Senate was $930,427) and $383,919 nonrecurring (Senate was $563,298) 
to the AOC for court counselors and support staff; (4) $1,400,000 nonrecurring to DHHS to expand the 
community-based alternatives program; (5) $700,000 nonrecurring to DHHS to construct a new modular Eckerd 
Wilderness Camp; (6) $100,000 recurring (Senate was $200,000) to the Judicial Dep't to lease monitoring units 
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for house arrest; (7) $200,000 recurring and $575,996 nonrecurring (Senate was $1.1 million nonrecurring and 
$200,000 recurring) to the Dep't of Justice for staff and development of the juvenile justice information system; 
(8) $47,498 recurring and $109,756 nonrecurring (Senate was $94,996 recurring and $199,512 nonrecurring) to 
the Judicial Dep’t for the North Carolina Sentencing and Policy Advisory Comm'n for a research analyst and 
contract for assistance with data collection and update of the juvenile population simulation model. Requires the 
Budget Director to allocate $525,000 for 1998-99 from the Repairs and Renovations Reserve Account to DHHS 
to plan and design the renovation of three 24-bed detention centers at the Dep’t of Correction GPAC units. 
(Senate appropriated $4.8 million nonrecurring for renovation of two existing units.) Procedures for allocation of 
Juvenile Accountability Incentive Block Grant funds, and for reporting prior to finalizing site selection for training 
school and detention beds, are same as Senate. Requires the Criminal Justice Information Network Governing 
Board of the Dep't of Justice to develop a juvenile justice information plan to obtain information necessary for the 
state to evaluate the efficiency and effectiveness of the overall juvenile justice system and monitor and evaluate 
the progress of individual clients. Prior to spending more than $600,000 from the Juvenile Justice Reserve 
Fund, the Dep’t of Justice must submit the plan to the House and Senate Appropriations Committees. Requires 
the Governor to develop reorganization plan for transferring the functions of Div’n of Youth Services and Div’n of 
Juvenile Services to the Dep't of Crime Control and Public Safety effective July 1, 1999. Plan must evaluate 
other agencies that provide services to and treatment of juveniles, including Center for the Prevention of School 
Violence, school resource officers, and the guardian ad litem program, for possible consolidation. Requires 
affected divisions to report to the Joint Legislative Comm'n on Gov't Operations before transferring any funds, 
personnel, equipment or supplies during 1998-99. Governor's reorganization plan must be approved by the 
General Assembly and must be submitted by April 1, 1999. 


PART IX. PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

Allocations for public schools. Same as Senate provision, except deletes provision specifying that the 
section does not become effective if its allocations are enacted in other legislation by the 1997 General 
Assembly. 

Teacher salary schedules. Same as Senate provision, except deletes provision specifying that nurses will be 
paid, beginning with the 1998-99 school year, as “G’” certificate teachers, and substitutes a provision directing the 
State Board of Education to study the current salary schedules for nurses and other allied health professionals 
and report to the Joint Legislative Education Oversight Committee by Dec. 15, 1998. 

Funds to implement the ABC’s of Public Education Program. Same as Senate provision. 

Extra pay for mentor teachers. Deletes Senate provision and substitutes a provision authorizing the State 
Board of Education to use funds for the mentor program to evaluate the program and directing the SBE to report 
the results of its evaluation to the Joint Legislative Education Oversight Committee by March 5, 2000. 

Aid to low-performing and at-risk schools. Same as Senate provision, except (1) provides that up to 15% of 
the section’s non-recurring funds allocation may be used for salary supplements for teachers assigned to local 
assessment teams (Senate provision is 10%); (2) reduces the section’s allocation for non-salary items (staff 
development, textbooks, instructional supplies, materials, and equipment) from $2,000,000 to $1,215,466; (3) 
changes date for State Board of Education’s report to the Joint Legislative Education Oversight Committee on 
plans and use of section’s funds from Dec. 1, 1998 to Dec. 15, 1998. 

ABC’s high school accountability model. Same as Senate provision. 

School-based administrator salaries. Same as Senate provision, except in one respect. The Senate 
provision and the House provision both provide that for the 1998-99 fiscal year a principal or assistant principal 
will be placed on the appropriate salary schedule step plus 1% if (a) his or her school met or exceeded the 
projected levels of student performance for 1997-98 under the ABC’s program or (b) his or her school met 
objectively measurable goals set by the local school board for safe and orderly schools. Both provisions further 
provide that the employee will receive a 2% bonus if both conditions are met. The Senate provision further 
provides for an unspecified lump-sum payment if both conditions are met. The House provision deletes this 
lump-sum provision. 

Principal salary studies. Same as Senate provision. 

Communities in schools funds/do not revert. Same as Senate provision in substance, different in format. 

School activity bus usage authorized under certain circumstances. Deletes Senate provision. 

School board quick take. Deletes Senate provision. 

Litigation reserve. Same as Senate provision in substance, different in format. 
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Exceptional children funds. Same as Senate provision, except specifies that the provision permitting 
allocation of funds for exceptional children (to the extent that the allocation is sufficient to do so) to provide 
services for severely disabled children in school units and group funds applies only to the excess of such funds. 

Alternative schools/at-risk students. Same as Senate provision, except authorizes the use of the section’s 
funds to conduct studies of alternative schools without reference to whether S 1260 or H 1373 passes. 

Public schools sales tax refunds. Adds new provision amending GS 105-164.14(c) to add public school 
administrative units to list of governmental entities eligible to receive refunds of sales and use taxes paid by it. 
Same as committee substitute for S 77 adopted 6/23/98 and committee substitute for H 1739 adopted 7/13/98. 

Charter schools. House charter school provisions are substantively different and much more extensive than 
the Senate provisions. Many of the House provisions are identical to or substantially similar to provisions found 
in the committee substitute for H 1739 adopted 7/13/98, including the following: (1) eliminates the statutory 
limitation on the number of charter schools statewide and per school administrative unit; (2) replaces the 
statutory requirement that a charter school’s enrollment must reflect to racial and ethnic composition of the 
general population with a requirement that the charter school must make a good faith effort to attract and enroll 
students in such a way as to so reflect the general population; (3) allows a local board of education to operate a 
charter school and adds numerous statutory provisions clarifying the differences between a charter school 
operated by a private nonprofit corporation and a charter school operated by a local board of education; (4) 
specifies that the State Board of Education may not adopt any rules, policies, procedures, requirements, 
standards, terms, conditions, or regulations governing public schools unless they are authorized specifically in 
the statute, apply uniformly to all charter schools, and are adopted in accordance with the Administrative 
Procedure Act (includes changes to APA regarding charter school rules); (5) provides that employees of charter 
schools operated by a local board of education are employees of the local board of education (who participate 
fully in the State Teachers’ and Employees’ Retirement System and State Health Plan), while adding provisions 
specifying that the board of directors of a charter school operated by a private nonprofit corporation must make a 
choice whether employees of that school will participate in the state retirement system, the state health plan, 
neither, or both; (6) exempts motor fuel sold to a charter school for school use from gasoline excise tax; (7) adds 
charter schools to list of governmental entities paying reduced registration fees for vehicles; (8) specifies that in 
addition to not charging tuition, charter schools may not charge application or admission fees; (9) provides that a 
student who attends a charter school operated by a local board of education and who resides within the 
administrative unit has the same right to transportation as students assigned to other public schools within the 
unit; (10) adds a requirement that charter schools must administer the tests adopted by the State Board of 
Education to implement the School-based Management and Accountability Program in other public schools, and 
provides that failure to meet this testing requirement is grounds for nonrenewal or termination of a charter; (11) 
adds provisions specifying how to calculate the per-pupil amount of money that the local board of education must 
turn over to the charter school; (12) adds a provision permitting county commissioners to allocate funds to 
charter schools for capital outlay purposes; and (13) adds a provision that specified proportions of fines and 
forfeitures received by the board of education must be turned over to local charter schools. 

Testing. Same as Senate provision. 

Substitute teachers. Same as Senate provision, except increases the minimum pay for substitutes by one- 
half percent over the Senate provision. 

Tort claims liability/school buses. Same as Senate provision, except substitutes term “transportation safety 
assistant” for “volunteer.” 

Extra pay for forfeited vacation days. Same as Senate provision, except deletes provision authorizing State 
Board of Education to adopt rules to allow a local board to request that the SBE suspend one or more days from 
the school calendar for an individual school on a showing of extraordinary, unforeseeable circumstances. 

Teaching Fellows Program. Deletes Senate provision. 

Limited English proficiency. Same as Senate provision. 

Drivers education funds do not revert. Same as Senate provision in substance, different in format. 

Additional teachers for middle school children who are academically below grade level. Same as Senate 
provision. 

Uniform education reporting system funds/building level reports on school funding. Same as Senate 
provision in substance, different in format. 

Payroll dues deduction for employees. House version completely rewrites Senate provision, so it would 
amend GS 143-3.3(g) to prohibit local boards of education from making payroll deductions of membership dues 
for employees who are members of an employees’ association. 
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School bus allocation. Deletes Senate provision. 

Uniform education reporting system (UERS)/student information management system (SIMS) funds. Same 
as Senate provision. 

Small school system supplemental funding. Deletes Senate provision. 

Reduce K-3 class size. Amends GS 115C-105.25(b) to provide that state funds allocated for teacher 
assistants may be used by a local board of education for (1) teacher assistants who serve only students in 
kindergarten through third grade; (2) teacher assistants who serve the entire elementary school but primarily 
serve students in K-3; (3) certified teachers to reduce teacher-student ratio in K-3. 

School administration interns. Permits for the 1998-99 school year the assignment as an assistant principal 
of an individual who is not certified as an assistant principal if he or she is participating in a school unit-sponsored 
masters program in school administration and the placement is part of that program. 


PART X. COMMUNITY COLLEGES. 

Delete sunset on one-year extension on the deadline for matching community college bond funds. Same as 
Senate provision in substance, different in format. 

Independent study of capital budget and operating budget fund allocation. Same as Senate provision. 

Community college equipment reserve fund. Same as Senate provision. 

Budget realignment to implement reorganization authorized. Same as Senate provision. 

Continuing budget concept. Same as Senate provision. 

Annual review accountability enhanced. Same as Senate provision. 

Development of management information system. Same as Senate provision. 

Cooperative high school education program accountability. Same as Senate provision. 

Reporting requirements. Same as Senate provision. 

Community college tuition study. Substantially similar to Senate provision. 

Hospitality and tourism job training programs. Same as Senate provision. 

Roanoke-Chowan Community College/sheltered workshop. Substantially similar to Senate provision. 

Community college tuition waiver. Deletes Senate provision. 

Establishment of Union Community College. Directs State Board of Community Colleges to establish a new 
community college in Union County, to begin operation with the second semester of the 1998-99 academic year. 


PART XI. UNIVERSITIES. 

UNC incentive funding. House version is substantively different from Senate version. House version 
amends GS 116-30.3 to retain current reversion provisions for the university and the area health education 
centers, except to permit a UNC institution to carry-forward funds that would otherwise revert in excess of the 
current 272% of total appropriation limitation (up to the entire amount of the reversion otherwise required) if the 
institution meets certain spending requirements relating to the acquisition of technology. 

Natural Resources Leadership Institute. Same as Senate provision. 

Incentive scholarship for Native Americans. Same as Senate provision. 

Aid to students attending private college procedure. Same as Senate provision. 

UNC equity funds/capital facilities study. Same as Senate provision. 

Manufacturing extension partnership. Deletes Senate provision. 

East Carolina doctoral II classification. Deletes Senate provision. 

UNC distance education. Same as Senate provision. 

UNC Hospitals/management flexibility. Same as Senate provision. 

UNC applications pool. Same as Senate provision. 

Private colleges/incentive funds. Same as Senate provision. 

Sustainable oyster aquaculture study. Same as Senate provision. 

Establish UNC Center for School Leadership Development. Adds new Art. 5D (Center for School Leadership 
Development) to GS Ch. 116. Establishes a board of trustees for new Center for School Leadership 
Development, composed of a chair (appointed by the UNC Board of Governors), a member of the UNC Board of 
Governors (appointed by the board chair), a member of the State Board of Education (appointed by the chair of 
that board), the Superintendent of Public Instruction (or designee), one UNC institution education school dean 
(appointed by chair of Board of Governors), one professor of education administration (appointed by chair of 
Board of Governors), the president of the North Carolina Association of Independent Colleges and Universities 
(or designee), one superintendent of a local school system (appointed by chair of Board of Governors), one 
public school principal (appointed by chair of Board of Governors), one public school teacher (appointed by chair 
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_ of Board of Governors), and five at-large members (appointed by chair of Board of Governors). Members serve 
staggered three-year terms. Board is to develop and monitor a long-range plan for coordinated professional 

_ development programs and to offer such programs for professional public school employees and school board 
members. The center is to include the activities of the Executive Leadership Academy, the Center for the 

_ Advancement of Teaching, the Center for the Prevention of School Violence, the Mathematics and Science 

_ Education Network, the Teacher Academy, the Principal Fellows Program, and the Principals’ Executive 
Program. The UNC Board of Governors will appoint an executive director for each of these programs; the 
President of UNC will appoint, subject to approval of the UNC Board of Governors, an executive director for the 
Center. Eliminates the Teacher Academy Board of Trustees, the Center for Advancement of Teaching Board of 
Trustees, and the Center for Advancement of Teaching Board of Trustees. 

Increase the number of school administrator programs that may be established by UNC Board of Governors. 
Amends GS 116-74.21(b) to increase from eight to nine the number of school administrator programs that may 
be established in UNC institutions and to include the Master of School Administration at North Carolina State 
University as one of the nine. 

Forest biotechnology/NCSU funds. Allocates $102,770 for 1998-99 to the biotechnology group at North 
Carolina State University. 


PART Xll. DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH AND HUMAN SERVICES. 


Subpart 1. Administration. 

Standards for health care quality and access/extend reporting date. Deletes Senate provision. 

Hospital facility audited cost report due date. For combination facilities and free-standing adult care home 
facilities owned and operated by a hospital, annual report is due 15 days after the hospital's Medicare cost report 
is due. For combination facilities not owned and operated by a hospital annual report is due 15 days after the 
nursing facility's Medicaid cost report is due. 

Office of Strategic Planning. Same as Senate provision. 

North Carolina Board of Pharmacy/waiver for disasters and emergencies/rules pertaining to mail delivery of 
dispensed legend drugs. Amends GS 90-85.25 to authorize Pharmacy Board to waive requirements of the 
Pharmacy Practice Act to permit provision of drugs, devices, and professional services to the public in the event 
of a disaster or emergency. Amends GS 90-85.21A and GS 90-85.32 to provide that the Board may not adopt 
rules pertaining to the shipment, mailing, or other delivery of dispensed legend drugs by out-of-state pharmacies 
that are more restrictive than federal statutes or regulations governing the delivery of prescription medications by 
mail or common carrier. 

Collaborative effort to improve quality of academic programs at residential schools. Requires Dep’t of Health 
and Human Services, State Board of Education, and superintendents or their designees of the Burke, Guilford, 
Wake, and Wilson local school units to collaborate and implement strategies for strengthening the relationship 
over the next five years between these agencies and the Governor Morehead School and the three residential 
schools for the deaf. Listed agencies must submit a joint report to the Joint Legis. Education Oversight 
Committee, the House and Senate Appropriations Subcommittees on Human Resources, and the Fiscal 
Research Div'n by April 1, 1999. 

Division of Disability Services. Effective Oct. 1, 1998, requires the Sec’y of Health and Human Services to 
(1) integrate responsibility of providing for adult services in the Div’n of Vocational Rehabilitation, the Div’n of 
Services for the Blind, and the Div’n of Services for the Deaf and Hard of Hearing into a single Div'n of Disability 
Services; (2) create a Council on Disability Services for advocates and consumers to advise the Dep't on policy, 
and establish a procedure for addressing client complaints; and (3) establish the position of superintendent to 
manage the Governor Morehead School, the resident schools for the deaf, and the early intervention services 
provided to visually impaired, deaf, and hard-of-hearing children. The Sec’y must report to the House and 
Senate Appropriations Subcommittees on Human Resources within one week of the convening of the 1999 
session. Amends GS 143B-138.1 effective Oct. 1, 1998 to reflect the consolidation of divisions. 


Subpart 2. Medical Assistance. 
Medicaid growth reduction. Same as Senate provision. 
Rules governing transfer of Medicaid benefits between counties. Same as Senate provision. 
Continuous Medicaid coverage for categorically needy families with children. Same as Senate provision. 
Allocation of GS 143-23.2 Medicaid funds. Same as Senate provision. 
Priority study of Medicaid benefits for certain aged and disabled persons. Deletes Senate provision. 
Disposition of disproportionate share receipt change. Same as Senate provision. 
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Child health insurance technical changes. Same as Senate provision. 

Child health insurance study/other changes. Rewrites (Senate repealed) section 8 of SL 1998-1 (child health 
insurance law) which prohibited reimbursement for medical services performed in school based health clinics. 
House provision allows reimbursement only if school-based health clinic develops listing of basic categories of 
health services offered and parental consent forms for specific services. Requires school-based clinics seeking 
reimbursement to provide detailed information about services, and requires specific listing of services for 
sexually transmitted diseases, reproductive health services, or family planning services. Requires Dep't of 
Health and Human Services to consult the North Carolina Pediatric Society in developing a model listing of 
services for schools, and to present list to the Joint Legislative Health Care Oversight Committee by Dec. 1, 
1998. Provisions regarding child health insurance study and Comm'n on Children With Special Health Care 
Needs are same as Senate. 

Medicaid/reporting anticipated changes. Makes technical changes in section 11.11 of SL 1997-443. Amends 
section 11.11(25) to provide that providers of related services in schools are not required to be certified as 
meeting program standards of the Div’n of Women’s and Children’s Health. Adds new subsection (n1) to provide 
effective Oct. 1, 1998 that Medicaid enrollment of categorically needy families with children will be continuous for 
one year without regard to changes in income or assets. Adds new subsection (u) requiring the Dep't of Health 
and Human Services to report any change it anticipates making in the Medicaid program or service, including 
changes to rates, waivers and positions. Report must be made to the Fiscal Research Div'n and to the House 
and Senate Appropriations Subcommittees on Human Resources or the Joint Legislative Comm'n on Health 
Care Oversight. Amends GS 108A-55(c) to require the same reporting on any change in a reimbursement 
amount to be made at the same time the Dep’t sends public notice of the change prior to presenting it to the 
Health Care Financing Administration. 

Participation in Medicaid dental program. Delineates legislative goals for increase in participation of dentists 
in the Medicaid dental program and improve provision of dental preventative services to Medicaid patients. 
Requires Dep't to adopt goals listed in the provision, to pursue every avenue to ensure their realization, and to 
report on its progress to the House and Senate Appropriations Subcommittees on Human Resources by June 30, 
1999, and June 30, 2000. Requires Dep't to ensure accountability of participating dentists, to.work with the state 
Dental Board of Examiners to study barriers to treatment for Medicaid and other patients, and to report results by 
March 15, 1999. 

Medicaid coverage for elderly and disabled people. Effective Jan. 1, 1999, requires Dep't of Health and 
Human Services, Div'n of Medical Assistance to provide Medicaid coverage to all elderly and disabled people 
who have incomes at or below the federal poverty guidelines. 

Study of additional dental coverage for the health insurance program for children. Deletes Senate provision. 


Subpart 3. Facility Services. 

Transfer of charitable solicitation program to the Secretary of State. Same as Senate provision. 

Adult care homes staff ratio study. Deletes Senate provision. 

Adult care homes reimbursement rate increase. Summarized in Subpart 5 below. 

Adult care home Staffing ratio changes. Amends GS 131D-4.3 to specify staffing requirements as follows: 
morning and afternoon shifts, 8 hours of aide duty per each 20 residents; evening shift, 8 hours of aide duty per 
30 or fewer residents. 

Adult care home bed vacancies/extension. Extends until August 26, 1999, moratorium on approval of 
additional adult care home beds. Specifies that exception for 15% vacancy rate is determined as of August 26, 
1997 (now, effective date of SL 1997-443). Provides for inactive status procedures for approved projects that 
have not been constructed. 

Division of Facility Services/propose fee schedule. Requires the Dep't to develop a fee schedule to defray 
the cost of processing and reviewing construction plans for and conducting inspections of social and health care 
facilities. Fee schedule must be reported to the House and Senate Appropriations Subcommittees on Human 
Resources and the Joint Legis. Health Care Oversight Committee by Dec. 1, 1998. 


Subpart 4. Aging 
Prescription drug assistance program study. Deletes Senate provision. 


Senior center funds. Appropriates $2 million (Senate was $1 million) for senior centers. Allocates $1.5 


million for grants-in-aid for construction, renovation and equipping of new centers, maximum grant award of 
$50,000 per center with required 25% local match.

In-home and caregiver support funds. |Increases to $9,146,044 (Senate was $8 million) the appropriation for 
home and community care services for older person not eligible for Medicaid. 

Funds for Alzheimers Association chapter in NC. Same as Senate provision. 

Funds for long-term care systems reform. Allocates $1.2 million of funds appropriated to the Dep’t of Health 
and Human Resources to provide grants to a maximum of 8 projects for long term care system reform efforts. 

Funds for Area Agencies on Aging. Allocates $900,000 of funds appropriated to the Dep’t of Health and 
Human Resources to be distributed equally among the 18 area agencies on aging. 


Subpart 5. Social Services 

Authorized additional use of HIV foster care and adoption family funds. Same as Senate provision. 

Child welfare system improvements. Same as Senate provision. 

Child protective services. Same as Senate provision. 

Food banks funds. Deletes Senate provision. 

Report on progress towards automated application system. Same as Senate provision. 

Biometrics law changes. GS 108A.25.1 directs DHHS to maintain a uniform system for identifying Work 
First, food stamp, and Medicaid recipients. The Senate version limited the requirement to Work First recipients 
over the age of 18, but added a requirement making biometric identification a condition of Work First 
participation. The House version retains the requirement that identification is a condition of participation, but 
expands the coverage to include Work First, food stamp, child care assistance, and Medicaid recipients and 
payees (defined to mean a responsible adult who receives assistance on behalf of a recipient). The Senate 
version Calls for operation of the identification program as soon as possible after a phase-in program, with an 
initial pilot program in six selected counties to begin by Oct. 1, 1999. The House version calls for no pilot 
programs and for full implementation by Oct. 1, 2000. The House version also contains directions to DHHS on 
procedures to follow if any part of the identification program is rejected by the US Dep't of Agriculture, and 
provides that certain funds for program for the 1997-98 do not revert. 

Approval of TANF state plan as modified/welfare law changes. The House version deletes some provisions 
from the Senate version, retains some unchanged, retains but changes others, and adds some. Deleted 
provisions include (1) amendment to GS 108A-27(a) citing the goal of the Work First program as the elimination 
of generational poverty through the movement to long-term self-sufficiency through gainful employment and 
directing that evaluations of the program be carried out with this goal in mind, and (2) amendments to GS 108A- 
27.2 and GS 108A-27.9(c) adding specified new duties to DHHS regarding statewide eligibility criteria and 
sanctioning procedures and requiring a grievance procedure available to Work First participants regarding 
workplace complaints. Retained provisions include: (1) approval of the Temporary Assistance for Needy 
Families Plan FY 1998-2000; (2) amendment to GS 108A-27.16 regarding use of Work First Reserve Fund; (3) 
amendments to GS 108A-27.9 tying DHHS preparation of TANF state plan to procedures established for federal 
block grant plans; and (4) amendment to GS 114-41(a)(2) regarding the relationship between the Inspector 
General and county directors of social services. Modified provisions include: (1) amendments to SL 1997-443 
regarding the Restrictive Reserve to Implement Welfare Reform (the House version reduces the 1998-99 
allocation from $3,900,000 to $3,817,000): (2) amendments to GS 108A-27.1 regarding time limits for receiving 
Work First cash assistance in a standard county (Senate version provided that once the maximum period of 24 
months had expired, person could reapply after 12 months; current law is 36; House version retains the 36 
month-period, but provides that county commissioners in standard county may vote once every biennium on 
changing the time limits, so long as they do not conflict with federal limitations); (3) amendments to GS 108A- 
27.12 regarding maintenance of effort (the Senate version provides that at no time may DHHS reduce previously 
allocated funds for child welfare services; the House version makes that same provision with respect to Work 
First block grants and provides that state and county funds previously obligated or appropriated may be used 
only for activities that qualify for federal maintenance of effort); and (4) amendments to GS 108A-27.11 
regarding the computation of county block grant Work First funds calculation. Additional provisions include (1) 
new GS 96-14(1f) providing that for purposes of collecting unemployment benefits, a person leaves work with 
good cause if that person has been adjudged an aggrieved party as the result of domestic violence committed on 
that person or on that person’s minor child; (2) amendment to GS 108A-27.2(13) to eliminate the current 
limitation on the number of counties that may be electing counties, and providing that for the 1998-2000 TANF 
state plan all counties that submitted plans by Feb. 1, 1998 and are in compliance with state and federal law and 
regulations will be designated as electing counties; (3) provisions recodifying numerous statutory provisions; 
and (4) amendments to GS 108A-29 regarding First Stop Employment Assistance program. Responsibility for 
First Stop Employment Assistance is transferred from the Dep’t of Commerce to the Employment Security 
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Comm'n. Provides that the services provided by the Employment Security Comm'n (now, job registration, job 
search, and job placement) are limited to job search, that county dep’t of social services is authorized to enter 
agreements with community colleges or other entities to provide job preparedness services, and that the 
Employment Security Commission is the primary job placement entity but may provide job search, job 
placement, or referral services “if contracted to do so.” Adds a provision that the county dep't of social services, 
as well as the Employment Security Comm'n, may refer individuals to the job preparedness component of the 
program and specifies that it is the county department (not, as under current law, the Employment Security 
Comm'n) that contracts with service providers in the job preparedness component. Directs each county's Job 
Service Employer Committee to continue the study of the working poor, titled “NC WORKS,” in their respective 
counties and outlines what is to be studied (and amends GS 105-259 to authorize the release of tax information 
to the Employment Security Comm'n to the extent necessary for the study). Repeals sec. 12.7(b) of SL 1997- 
443 (which provides that members of families with dependent children and aggregate family income at or below 
the eligibility level for Work First Family Assistance must be given priority in obtaining employment services 
regardiess of whether they have applied for such assistance) and sec. 12.20A of the same act (regarding efforts 
by the Dep’t of Commerce, the Employment Security Comm'n, and DHHS to secure federal funds and develop 
certain identified plans). 

Welfare reform automation funding carry forward. Deletes Senate provision. 

Child placing agencies’ rate study. Same as Senate provision, except requires the report to be made Jan. 1, 
1999, not Nov. 1, 1998. 

Labor market information/common follow up systems’ funds. Provides that $1 million of appropriated funds 
is transferred from DHHS to the Employment Security Comm’n for the labor market information and common 
follow up system. 

Repeal review of automated collection and tracking system. Repeals sec. 11.28 of SL 1997-443, which 
directed the Information Resource Management Commission to review the system developed by DHHS. 

Child welfare system pilots. Directs DHHS to work with local departments of social services to develop and 
implement a dual response system of child protection in two to five demonstration areas of the state in 1998-99, 
in which local child protective services and law enforcement work together as coinvestigators in serious abuse 
cases and local departments of social services respond to reports of child abuse or neglect with a family 
assessment and services approach. Directs DHHS to collect data and evaluate the pilots and report to the 
Senate and House Appropriations Subcommittees on Human Resources by Dec. 1, 1998 and March 1, 1999. 

Adult care homes reimbursement rate increase. Amends sec. 11.70(d) of SL 1997-443 to increase the 
monthly rate for residents in adult care homes from $915 to $956, effective Oct. 1, 1998. On Jan. 1, 1999 the 
rate is increased to $972 if the General Assembly has enacted a law requiring adult care homes to provide a third 
8 hour shift of aid duty per 30 or fewer residents. 


Subpart 6. Mental Health, Developmental Disabilities, and Substance Abuse Services. 

Thomas S. cost containment report extension. Same as Senate provision. 

Mental health reserve for Medicaid match. Same as Senate provision. 

Funds to reduce waiting list for development disabilities services. Allocates $31,619,697 of funds 
appropriated to the Dep’t of Health and Human Services, Div’n of Mental Health, Developmental Disabilities, and 
Substance Abuse Services, to be use as title indicates. (Senate allocated $4.7 million.) 

Early intervention services/referrals/study. Specifies that priority is to be given to services for children birth 
through two years of age. Changes Senate provision to require Dep't to provide information about service 
available through Beginnings for Parents of Hearing-Impaired Children, Inc. and notice to the provider in a 
“timely and appropriate manner.” Adds to issues to be studied, management of and focus on preschool services 
for children with vision and hearing impairment. Deletes requirements regarding consolidation of early 
intervention programs. 

Nonmedicaid reimbursement changes. Same as Senate provision. 

Developmental disability services review and initiatives. Incorporates substantially the same provisions as 
contained in section 12.34 of Senate budget, consisting of initiatives to provide and enhance “person-centered” 
and family support services. 

Funds of Dorothea Dix Design/continue study of state psychiatric hospitals. Deletes Senate provision. 

Study of state psychiatric hospitals/area mental health programs. Requires DHHS to use $750,000 of the 
appropriated funds to study the state psychiatric hospitals and area mental health programs (building upon the 
results of the MGT, Inc. study), assessing how many and what types of beds are needed statewide, the capacity 
of mental health programs to provide specific services now provided in the hospitals, the mission, management, 
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government, and operations of the 40 mental health programs and their potential for achieving economies, and 

the nonpublic system’s capacity to provide specific services identified by MGT as being inappropriately provided 
by the current state hospital system. Interim report is due Mar. 15, 1999 and final report May 1, 1999 to Senate 
and House Appropriations Subcommittees on Human Resources. 

Civil commitmentforensic unit. Amends GS 15A-1321. Under the current statute, when a person is found 
not guilty of a crime by reason of insanity, the judge must enter an order committing the defendant to a state 24- 
hour facility. This provision amends the statute so that it applies only if the person was not alleged to have 
inflicted or attempted to inflict serious physical injury or death. If such allegations were made, then the person, 
upon a finding of not guilty by reason of insanity, will be committed by the judge to a forensic unit operated by 
DHHS. 

Area mental health authonty program accountability. Directs the Sec’y of DHHS to develop proposed 
standards for fiscal and administrative practices of area mental health programs, designed to insure maximum 
accountability for rate-setting, methodologies, reimbursement procedures, billing procedures, provider 
contracting procedures, record keeping, documentation, and other matters pertaining to financial management 
and fiscal accountability. The standards must be consistent with professionally accepted accounting and 
management principles. Sec’y must also propose methods for monitoring clinical practices to ensure compliance 
with established laws, rules, and regulations. Sec’y must report to Legislative Study Commission on Mental 
Health, Developmental Disabilities, and Substance Abuse Services, and to the Joint Legislative Health Care 
Oversight Committee by Dec. 1, 1998. 

Agency oversight of care provided to persons with mental illness and developmental disabilities. Directs 
DHHS to review the effectiveness of existing agency oversight with respect to family care centers, foster homes, 
nursing homes, and adult care homes which provide care for persons with mental illness or developmental 
disabilities. Report to the Joint Legislative Health Care Oversight Committee and the Legislative Study 
Commission on Mental Health, Developmental Disabilities, and Substance Abuse Services must be made by 
Feb. 1, 1999. Report must include the current statues of laws and rules, the extent to which families, clients, and 
staff in small residential settings feel free to speak to responsible authorities, and what can be done about 
problems in facilities that require immediate resolution for which no enforcement remedies are immediately 
available. 

Area mental health programs/standardized contracts. Adds new GS 122C-117.1 (effective Jan. 1, 1999) 
directing the Sec’y of DHHS to develop and make available to all area authorities a standardized contract form 
for use by area authorities contracting for services with private or public agency providers. Directs area 
authorities to use the contract form. 

Child mental health cultural diversity curriculum. Deletes Senate provision. 


Subpart 7. Child Development. 

Early childhood education and development initiatives (Smart Start) expansion funds. Deletes Senate 
provision. 

Early childhood education and development initiatives (Smart Start) reform. Amends provisions of GS Ch. 
143B relating to “Smart Start” program to specify that purpose of Smart Start program is to provide high-quality 
early childhood education and development services to prepare each child for school and to increase 
accountability of local Smart Start programs to NC Partnership and General Assembly with respect to 
programmatic and fiscal integrity of programs and services provided. 

Decreases from 38 to 25 the membership of the board of directors of the NC Partnership for Children, Inc., 
reducing from 6 to 4 the number of public members appointed on recommendation of House Speaker and on 
recommendation of Senate President Pro Tem., and from 17 to 10 the number of members appointed by the 
Governor. Replaces Senate majority and minority leaders (or designees) and House majority and minority 
leaders (or designees) with public members appointed by General Assembly upon recommendation of these 
Officials. Provides that public members of board may not be employed in, or provide services that receive Smart 
Start funds or non-state matching funds and may not have any financial interest in any programs or services that 
receive Smart Start funds or local matching funds. Removes from the Partnership board the House Speaker and 
President Pro Tem. Provides that ex officio members of Partnership board are voting members and may be 
represented by designee. Imposes additional conflict of interest restrictions on all Partnership board members. 
Provides that, except with respect to replacement of legislative members, changes in membership of NC 
Partnership board and local partnership boards will take effect as terms of current members expire. Requires 
Partnership board to establish a nominating committee, to establish attendance policy for board meetings with 
specified provisions, to establish policy for filling vacancies on board with specified provisions, and to establish 
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policy regarding membership on local Smart Start boards including specified conflict of interest restrictions and 
residency requirements. 

Requires NC Partnership to approve ongoing plans, programs, and services of local partnerships and hold 
local partnerships accountable for financial and programmatic integrity of programs and services. If local 
partnership fails to fulfill mandate to provide programs and services to prepare children for school, NC 
Partnership must suspend funding to local partnership until defects are corrected or may assume managerial 
responsibilities of partnership’s programs and services. Requires that local partnerships established 
standardized, automated accounting systems. Deletes provisions requiring only certain local partnerships to 
participate in centralized accountability system, and, effective June 30, 1999, requires all local partnerships to 
participate in centralized accountability system unless they demonstrate capacity (based on criteria developed by 
NC Partnership) to perform their own contracting and accounting services. Requires NC Partnership to assume 
accounting and contract management responsibilities of local partnership if annual financial audit reveals serious 
deficiencies in accounting or contract management. Requires NC Partnership to adjust allocations based on 
performance assessments of local partnerships. Requires NC Partnership to establish professional advisory 
board for Smart Start program. Transfers from DHHS to NC Partnership specified duties with respect to Smart 
Start program, including process for determining location of local programs, development of needs and resource 
assessment, and adoption of funding formula and program rules. Requires NC Partnership to monitor local 
partnerships to require programmatic and fiscal integrity within limitations specified in act. Requires NC 
Partnership to implement performance-based evaluation system after June 30, 1999. 

Prohibits NC Partnership from mandating that local partnerships establish or support child care resource and 
referral organization or service. Provides that no Smart Start funds or public non-state matching funds may be 
used for programs, services, activities, or purposes that have been disapproved by General Assembly. Prohibits 
use of Smart Start funds or non-state Smart Start related funds for lobbying before General Assembly. Makes 
NC Partnership subject to Executive Budget Act. Amends provisions of SL 1997-443 regarding competitive 
bidding practices that must be used by NC Partnership and local partnerships in contracting for goods and 
services. 

Repeals provision regarding expansion of role of NC Partnership to incorporate Smart Start audit 
recommendations. Extends until June 30, 1999 provisions for evaluation of Smart Start program by Frank Porter 
Graham Child Development Center, after which time evaluation contract will be open to all entities interested in 
bidding on evaluation contract. 

Transfers from DHHS Div'n of Child Development to Office of State Budget and Management for NC 
Partnership for Children $98,155,828 of appropriated funds and requires that $25,298,838 of these funds be 
allocated as specified in SL 1997-443. 

Effective July 1, 1999, requires NC Partnership to implement plan to regionalize local partnerships after 
reporting on plan by March 15, 1999 to House and Senate Appropriations Subcommittees on Human Resources 
and Fiscal Research Div'n. 

TEACH program. Deletes Senate provision. 


Subpart 8. Youth Services. 
DYS training schools evaluation. Same as Senate provision. 


Subpart 9. Health Services. 

NC Healthy Start Foundation/reporting. Deletes Senate provision. 

Prevent Blindness, Inc./reporting. Deletes Senate provision. 

WIC program funds. Same as Senate. 

Healthy Mothers/Healthy Children pilot program. Same as Senate. 

Child Fatality Task Force. Same as Senate. 

Maternal outreach. Same as Senate. 

Aids Drug Assistance Program (ADAP). Same as Senate. 

Osteoporosis Task Force/change report date. Deletes Senate provision. 

Cancer Control Advisory Committee/additional members. Deletes Senate provision. 

Heart disease/stroke prevention funds. Deletes Senate provisions. 

HIV medications dispensed by certain local health department pharmacies. Adds new provision permitting a 
local health department or county agency with a full-time, on-site pharmacy to contract with the Dep't of Health 
and Human Services to be the sole dispenser of medication to participants in the HIV Medication program. 
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Local health departments provide HIV/STD prevention services. Adds new provision requiring the Dep't of 
Health and Human Services, Division of Epidemiology, to allocate HIV/STD prevention services program funds 
to local health departments for contracting with community-based organizations to ensure that services are 
provided to high-risk individuals. 

Improve immunization program accountability. Adds new provision to require the Dep't of Health and Human 
Services, Division of Women's and Children's Health, to develop and implement strategies to improve 
accountability in the Immunization program. Requires report to the General Assembly within one week of 
convening the 1999 session. Report must include recommendations on (1) enhancing the current doses 
administered reporting system, (2) converting to a vaccine replacement system, (3) collecting child-specific 
immunization and program eligibility information, (4) expediting implementation of the North Carolina 
Immunization Registry, (5) conducting site visits to 20% of private providers annually, (6) sanctioning providers 
who fail to comply with Program requirements, and (7) identifying means to verify and reduce waste. 

No appropnations for Adolescent Parenting Program. As title indicates. 

Division of Vocational Rehabilitation capital funds. Allocates $1 million of funds appropriated to the Dep't for 
capital expenditures for community rehabilitation programs. 


PART Xill. DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE AND CONSUMER SERVICES. 

Farmland preservation pilot program and Duplin fair and exhibition center funds. Deletes Senate provisions 

Special reserve funds for certain agricultural centers. Same as Senate. 

Umstead Act exemption for Department agricultural centers and livestock facilities. Sani as Senate. 

Guidelines for grants for local agricultural fairs. Requires Dep't to adopt guidelines for fund disbursement. 

Animal waste management equipment grants for family-owned daines. Provides that funds appropriated to 
Dep't for 1998-99 for animal waste management equipment grants may be used solely for specified equipment. 
No funds may be used to enlarge or maintain anaerobic lagoons. Requires Dep't to adopt rules for disbursing 
funds. Limits grant eligibility to dairies with fewer than 300 dairy cows in operation before Jan. 1, 1998. 

Assistance for small, family farms. Provides that $50,000 of appropriated funds must be used to provide 
assistance to farmers who operate small, family farms. Requires Dep't to report on use of funds to Joint 
Legislative Comm'n on Gov't Operations, House and Senate Appropriations Subcommittees on Natural and 
Economic Rescurces, and Fiscal Research Division. 

Grants for local farmers' markets. Directs that appropriated funds be used for grants of up to $10,000 to local 
farmers' markets in accordance with guidelines to be established by Dep't. 

Loan program for small, family-owned farms. Directs that appropriated funds be used to make loans to 
owners of small, family-owned farms having financial difficulty. Priorities for loans are specified in act. Requires 
Dep't to adopt rules to implement section. 

Lewis steam powered sawmill relocation. Permits Dep't to use up to $225,000 of appropriated funds for 
stated purpose. 

Poultry/ratite dealers registration. Amends GS 106-540(3), 106-541, and 106-547 to bar person, firm, or 
corporation from operating as live poultry or ratite dealer without first registering with Dep't, and to bar specialty 
market operator for permitting unregistered dealer to operate on premises after 10 day's notice that dealer is 
unregistered. Provides that definitions set out in 49 CFR 171.8 apply to this section. 


PART XIV. DEPARTMENT OF ENVIRONMENT AND NATURAL RESOURCES. 

Conservation tax credit program/report requirement. Deletes Senate provision. 

North Carolina Museum of Forestry. Deletes Senate provision. 

Marine fisheries appeals panel/rotate meeting locations. Same as Senate. 

Fishery management plans/regional advisory committee. Same as Senate, except adds provision that Dep't 
keep the regional advisory committees established under GS 143B-289.57 advised as the fishery management 
plans are developed and consider the Committees’ comments on the fishery management plans. 

Increase administrative cap for fishery resource grant program. Increases cap from $25,000 to $75,000. 

Grassroots science program. Deletes Senate provision increasing allocations to listed programs and instead 
provides $50,000 grants to programs except that Cape Fear Museum is allocated $35,000. Retains provision 
permitting Discovery Place to use up to $100,000 to study feasibility of expansion. 

Environmental education grants. Same as Senate. 

Parks and recreation/Natural Heritage Trust funds reporting requirements. Same as Senate. 

Land acquisition parity for parks and recreation/Natural Heritage Trust funds. Deletes Senate provision. 

Cullasaja River Study Funds. Deletes Senate provision. 
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Neuse and Tar-Pamlico River basin assistance. Requires Dep't to provide progress reports on targeting and 
tracking nutrient reduction efforts of agriculture operations, with reports due Jan. 15 and April 15, 1999, to House 
and Senate Appropriations Subcommittees on Natural and Economic Resources and Fiscal Research Division. 

Extend and expand environmental health programs study. Same as Senate. 

Create new classification of abandoned wells. Adds new GS 87-88(k) to permit water supply well removed 
from service as potable water supply to be used for other stated purposes. 

Randleman Dam funds do not revert. Provides that all funds appropriated in 1993 SL, Ch. 769, for 
construction of dam will revert to General Fund on Oct. 1, 2000, if construction has not begun before that date. 

Study feasibility of relocating channel of Mason's Inlet. Directs Div’n of Coastal Management and Div’n of 
Coastal Resources to study feasibility of relocating the channel of Mason's Inlet to protect the north end of 
Wrightsville Beach without threatening the houses on the south end of Figure Eight Island. Requires final report 
to Joint Legislative Comm'n on Gov't Operations by Oct. 15, 1998. 

Clean Water Management Trust Fund/water quality monitoring. Directs State Controller to transfer $1 million 
of Clean Water Management Trust Fund to Dep't to expand ambient water quality monitoring efforts. 

Clean Water Management Trust Fund/Upper Neuse Basin watershed management plan. Directs State 
Controller to transfer $300,000 from Fund to Dep't to be allocated to Upper Neuse River Basin Association to 
develop a watershed management plan for Upper Neuse River basin. 

State match for federal water supply and wastewater assistance funds. Requires State Controller to transfer 
$7,432,412 of Clean Water Management Trust funds to Dep't to be used as specified in act. 

Nitrogen limits apply only if nitrogen is nutrent of concern. Amends GS 143-215.1(c1) to limit discharge of 
nitrogen where it has been designated by Environmental Management Comm'n as a nutrient of concern. 

Tar-Pamlico River basin/rule correction. Same as Senate. 

Progress reports/sotope study to identify sources of nitrogen in Neuse and Cape Fear River basins. Requires 
primary investigator or researcher receiving funds from Dep't to satisfy reporting requirements of SL 1997-443, 
section 15.10 for all agriculture waste research reports. 

Progress reports/alternative animal waste technologies study. Same as Senate. 

Chatham funds for low-level radioactive waste siting. Same as Senate. 

Oregon Inlet Stabilization Study Commission. \ncorporates provisions of H 1423, summarized in Daily 
Bulletin 5/25/98. 

Statewide beaver damage control program funds. Same as Senate. 

Extend and expand environmental health programs study; Tar-Pamlico and Neuse Rivers rapid response 
team; and Partnership for the Sounds funds. Deletes Senate provisions. 


PART XV. DEPARTMENT OF COMMERCE. 

Regional economic development commission allocations. Same as Senate, except deletes provision 
requiring Dep't to allocate to each of seven economic development comm'ns $50,000 for 1998-99. 

Industrial Recruitment Competitive Fund. Deletes Senate provision. 

Marketing of Global TransPark by Department of Commerce. Same as Senate. 

Historic waterfront revitalization. Provides for planning grants for local governments located in counties 
assigned to Northeastern North Carolina Regional Economic Development Commission if unit meets conditions 
specified in act. Provides for matching funds and grants of up to $50,000. Requires Dep't to provide technical 
assistance and to report annually to Joint Legislative Comm'n on Gov't Operations and to House and Senate 
Appropriations Subcommittees on Natural and Economic Resources. 

Competitive Government Initiative. Substantially incorporates provisions of H 1269, summarized in Daily 
Bulletin 6/15/98. 

Rural tourism development grant program. Same as Senate, except reduces allocation from $300,000 to 
$100,000. 

Great Smoky Mountains special license plate. Deletes Senate provision. 

NC Seafood Industral Park Authority revisions. Deletes Senate provision. 


Worker Training Trust Fund appropriations. Same appropriation as Senate, but adds specific purposes for 
appropriation. 


Year 2000 clarifications. Same as Senate. 
North Carolina Information Highway. Same as Senate. 
Extend universal service rules deadline. Amends GS 62-110(f1) to extend to July 1, 1999 (now, July 1, 1998) 


the date by which the Public Utilities Commission must adopt final rules concerning the provision of universal 
services. 
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Funds for certified economic development training. Allows the Dep't to use up to $25,000 to provide 
economic developers with certified economic development training. 

Funds for Technological Development Authority wet lab and office space construction. Deletes Senate 
_ provision. 

North Carolina Global Center report. Deletes Senate provision. 

North Carolina Institute of Minonty Economic Development Inc., report. Same as Senate provision. 

Land Loss Prevention Project, Inc., report. Same as Senate provision. 

North Carolina Coalition of Farm and Rural Families, Inc., report. Deletes Senate provision. 

North Carolina Minority Support Center report. Same as Senate provision. 

World Trade Center of North Carolina report. Requires report by Jan. 15, 1999, or earlier if requested, to the 
legislature on activities, objectives, plans, funding sources and expenditures, along with copies of audited 
financial statements. 

Community Development Initiative. Deletes Senate provision. 

Center for Community Self-Help Funds. Deletes Senate provision. 

MCNC. Same as Senate provision. 

Rural Economic Development Center. Increases appropriation for research and demonstration grants from 
$475,864 to $525,864, $35,000 of which must be allocated to the Fisheries Development Foundation for 
mariculture activities. Increases appropriation for center administration, oversight and other programs from 
$350,000 to $487,338. Increases community development grants from $1,400,000 to $1,475,000. Increases 
appropriation for the North Carolina Association of Community Development Corporations, Inc. from $200,000 to 
$275,000, $50,000 of which must be used to coordinate a special project targeting grassroots nonprofit 
organizations for economic development in distressed areas to eastern North Carolina. Appropriates $8,950,000 
to provide supplemental matching funding for projects and activities otherwise authorized, including projects that 
demonstrate alternative waste management processes. Deletes Senate provision appropriating $60,000 for 
administration of the supplemental grants program and the capacity building grants program. 

Blue Ridge regional destination center. Adds provision prohibiting the expenditure of funds appropriated for 
the construction of a Blue Ridge Regional Destination Center unless federal funds become available. 


PART XVI. JUDICIAL DEPARTMENT. 

IRMC review of AOC information technology plans. Same as Senate provision except authorizes 
Department to spend $250,000 in 1998-99 (Senate authorized $500,000) to develop technology plan. 

Study of public defender programs. Same as Senate. 

Revise recidivism reporting date. Same as Senate. 

Extend sunset on bad check program/add Lincoln and Wake. Extends sunset on currently operating bad 
check programs; adds new programs in Lincoln and Wake counties; and provides that $272,647 of appropriated 
funds may be expended to continue current programs and to establish two new programs. 

Teen court funds do not revert/add teen courts in Duplin, Guilford, and Onslow. Provides that $20,000 of 
appropriated funds must be spent to establish teen courts in Duplin, Guilford, and Onslow counties. 

Indigent Fund Study Commission. Changes membership of Study Commission on Indigent Persons’ 
Attorney Fee Fund by providing that Speaker of House and President Pro Tem. of Senate each appoint two (was, 
one) members, to delete Senate provision for one member appointed by NC State Bar, and to provide for one 
member appointed by NC Conference of District Attorneys. Authorizes Judicial Department to use up to $50,000 
(Senate authorized $100,000) of funds from Indigent Persons’ Attorney Fee Fund for consultant services. 

Cumberland juvenile assessment center. Same as Senate. 

NC State Bar funds. Deletes Senate provision. 

Community penalties programs. Deletes Senate provision. 

Add new district court civil case management pilots/report. Expands Senate provision by requiring AOC to 
report to General Assembly on civil case management programs established in district court districts 27B and 29. 

Capital case pilot program. Deletes Senate provision. 

Authorize additional magistrates. Amends GS 7A-133(c) to increase maximum allowable number of 
magistrates by one in Currituck, Pitt, Brunswick, Forsyth, Avery, Mecklenburg, and Gaston counties. (Senate 
increased Currituck, Pamlico, and Wake by one and Mecklenburg by two.) 

Assistant public defenders. Allows establishment of three (Senate, four) new assistant public defenders and 
allows up to $134,415 (Senate, $179,220) from Indigent Persons’ Attorney Fee Fund to be spent for new 
positions. 

Eliminate requirement of certified mail notice in bail bond forfeiture cases. Deletes Senate provision. 
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Provide that clerk does not have to inventory decedent’s safe deposit box in certain cases. Deletes Senate 
provision. 

Extend sunset on drug treatment court. Extends sunset on drug treatment courts until June 30, 1999 instead 
of repealing sunset and deletes statutory changes to program made by Senate. 

Additional district court judges. Creates 10 new district court judgeships, one in each of the following 
districts: 4 (Sampson, Duplin, Jones, Onslow), 7 (Nash, Edgecombe, Wilson), 10 (Wake), 11 (Harnett, Johnston, 
Lee), 12 (Cumberland) , 14 (Durham), 19B (Montgomery, Moore, Randolph), 21 (Forsyth), 25 (Burke, Caldwell, 
Catawba), and 29 (Henderson, McDowell, Polk, Rutherford, Transylvania). (Senate created 8 new judgeships, 
one in each of the following districts: 4, 7, 10, 11, 12, 14, 19C, and 26.) Provides that new seats in district court 
districts 11, 19B, 21, 25, and 29 will be filled by appointment of the General Assembly upon the recommendation 
of the Speaker of the House and seats in district court districts 4, 7, 10, 12, and 14 will be filled by appointment 
of the General Assembly upon the recommendation of the Senate President Pro Tem. (Senate provides for 
appointment by Governor.) 

Family court pilot programs. Deletes Senate provision. 

Evaluation of correctional programs. Same as Senate provision. 

Establish pilot program of settlement procedures in district court actions involving family issues. Same as 
Senate provision except provides that members of Dispute Resolution Comm'n appointed by the Governor, 
Speaker of the House, and Senate President Pro Tem. may not be attorneys. 

Additional assistant district attomeys. Adds two new assistant district attorney positions, one in District 21 
(Forsyth) and one in District 28 (Buncombe). (Senate added one position in District 30 (Cherokee, Clay, Graham, 
Haywood, Jackson, Macon, and Swain.) 

Additional investigatorial assistants. Adds investigatorial assistant in prosecutorial districts 13 (Bladen, 
Brunswick, Columbus) and 19B (Montgomery, Moore, Randolph). 

Add two special superior court judges/clarify terms of existing judges. Amends GS 7A-45.1 to authorize 
Governor to appoint two new special superior court judgeships, effective Dec. 15, 1998. Amends GS 7A-45.1(a2) 
to provide that terms of existing special judgeships expire five years from the date that each judge takes office 
instead of Dec. 14, 2001. 

Report on vacant positions. Requires the Judicial Department, Dep't of Correction, and Dep't of Crime 
Control and Public Safety to report by May 1 and December 1 of each year to General Assembly on all positions 
that have remained vacant for 12 months or more. 

Project Challenge report. Amends 1997 budget act to appropriate additional $200,000 for 1998-99 to be 
used to support Project Challenge North Carolina, Inc. and to expand program into district court districts 25, 29, 
and 30. : 

Reconform mileage reimbursement for out-of-state witnesses to that received by in-state witnesses and 
state employees. Incorporates H 1440, summarized in Daily Bulletin 5/25/98. 

Computer replacement funds. Authorizes Judicial Department to use up to $500,000 of available funds to 


replace computers and associated equipment. Requires Department to report to General Assembly regarding 
expenditures.

Reallocate land to NC State University. Same as Senate. 

Report on boot camps. Same as Senate. 

Reimburse counties for housing and extraordinary medical costs for inmates, parolees, and post-release 
supervisees awaiting transfer to state prison system. Same as Senate. 

Inmate housing funds. Adds requirement that Dep’t of Correction and State Budget Office report to Joint 
Legislative Corrections and Crime Control Oversight Committee. 

Use of facilities closed under GPAC. Deletes Senate provision. 

Modification of funding formula for the North Carolina State-County Criminal Justice Partnership Act. Same 
as Senate. 

Progress report/performance audit of Division of Adult Probation And Parole. Same as Senate. 

Funding of prison road squads. Same as Senate. 

Inmate costs. Same as Senate. 

Title Vil funds/report. Same as Senate. 

Direct Criminal Justice Education and Training Standards Commission to revise hiring and record-keeping 
procedures for employees of Department of Correction. Same as Senate. 

Federal grant matching funds. Same as Senate. 
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Substance abuse funds. Provides that $100,000 of 1997-98 funds allocated to DART/DWI aftercare 
program remain available to DOC to purchase of hardware and software for tracking offenders and evaluation 
system for substance abuse program. These funds may not be expended until DOC develops plan for new 
system and reports on it to chairs of Senate and House Appropriations Committee and chairs of Senate and 
House Appropriations Subcommittee on Justice and Public Safety. Allows DOC to use $319,715 of appropriated 
funds for DART/DWI aftercare. Requires DOC to report by March 1 each year to Joint Legislative Corrections 
and Crime Control Oversight Committee, chairs of Senate and House Appropriations Committee, and chairs of 
Senate and House Appropriations Subcommittee on Justice and Public Safety, concerning efforts to treat 
offenders with substance abuse problems. 

Post-Release Supervision and Parole Commission/report on staffing reorganization and reduction. Adds 
requirement that Comm'n report to Joint Legislative Corrections and Crime Control Oversight Committee, upon 
request, after March 1, 1999. 

Private prison contracts. Same as Senate. 

Study special education obligations of Department of Correction. Same as Senate. 

Additional prison beds; provide that a sentence of life imprisonment without parole shall be imposed for a 
second or subsequent conviction of a Class B1 felony if there are no mitigating circumstances and the victim is 
thirteen years of age or younger, enhance the punishment imposed for injuring a pregnant woman in the 
commission of a felony, act of domestic violence, or unlawful operation of a motor vehicle causing a miscarriage 
or stillbirth; increase the penalty for cruelty to animals; increase or establish criminal and civil penalties for the 
offenses of selling drugs to a minor, hiring or intentionally using a minor to commit a drug law violation, and 
purchasing or receiving drugs from a minor. Same as Senate except (1) adds GS 20-141.6, raising by one class 
the classification of a felony involving unlawful operation of a motor vehicle if that felony causes a pregnant 
woman to suffer a miscarriage or stillbirth, (2) removes Senate provisions prohibiting greyhound racing and 
requiring smoke detectors in rental housing, (3) revises GS 90-95(e)(5) to make it Class C felony for anyone 18 
years of age or older to violate GS 90-95(a)(1) by selling or delivering controlled substance to person 13 or 
younger, (4) revises GS 90-95.4 to make it felony to intentionally use minor, as well as to employ minor, to 
commit drug law violation (if offender is 18 to 21 years of age, and minor is over 13, then felony is one class 
more severe than violation of GS 90-95(a)(1) for which the minor was hired or intentionally used; if minor is 13 or 
younger, felony is two classes more severe; if offender is 21 or older and minor is over 13, then felony is three 
classes more severe; if minor is 13 or younger, felony is four classes more severe), (5) revises GS 90-95.5, 
regarding civil liability for employing minor to commit drug offense, to include intentional use of a minor, (6) adds 
GS 90-95.6 to make it a Class D felony for a person 21 or older to force, entice, encourage, supervise, protect, or 
facilitate a minor to violate GS 90-95(a)(1), (7) adds GS 90-95.7 to make it a Class F felony for a person 21 or 
older to buy or receive a controlled substance from a minor who possesses or delivers the controlled substance 
in violation of GS 90-95(a)(1). 

Summit House funds. Deletes Senate provision. 

Disclosure of conviction not required in sale or lease of real property. Amends GS 39-50 and GS 42-14.2 to 
provide that in offering real property for sale or rent, it is not material fact that person convicted of any crime 
occupies, occupied, or resides near the property. 

Use of federal prison construction grant funds. Changes reporting date from Nov. 1 to Oct. 1, 1998. 

Increase penalty for domestic criminal trespass if the trespass is committed upon property operated as a 
safe house for victims of domestic violence and the person trespassing is armed with a deadly weapon. Adds GS 
14-134.3 to make trespassing a Class G felony if committed as indicated by section title. Applicable to offenses 
committed on or after Dec. 1, 1998. 

Require inmate road squads in Davidson County to wear uniforms identifying them as inmates. Requires 
DOC and Dep't of Transportation to require all inmate road work squads and community work crews working in 
Davidson County to wear horizontally striped uniforms color-coded by inmate classification consistent with color- 
coding used by Davidson County for its road squads. 

Remove IMPACT as option for special probation. Amends GS 15A-1344(e) and 15A-1351(a), effective Dec. 
1, 1998, to remove provisions regarding placement of offender in IMPACT (boot camp) prison program as part of 
sentence of special probation. Leaves in place GS 15A-1343(b1)(2a), which authorizes IMPACT as part of 
special probation. 

Abolish execution by lethal gas and provide that a person convicted of a criminal offense who is sentenced 
to death shall be executed by the administration of lethal drugs. Incorporates provisions of H 1456 summarized in 
Daily Bulletin 5/25/98. 
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Prohibit escape from private correctional facilities; proposed standards for private prisons for out-of-state 
inmates; clarify moratorium on private prisons for out-of-state inmates. Adds GS 14-256.1 making it a Class | 
felony for a person convicted in a jurisdiction other than NC but housed in a private correctional facility in NC to 
escape from that facility; applicable to offenses on or after Dec. 1, 1998. Revises SL 1997-443, sec. 19.17(b), to 
require DOC to report on proposed standards for private prisons housing inmates from jurisdictions other than 
NC (including federal inmates) by Jan. 15, 1999 (now, May 1, 1998). Revises SL 1997-443, sec. 19.17(c), to 
make clear that moratorium on construction of facilities for confinement of inmates from any jurisdiction other 
than NC applies to inmates sentenced by federal government. 

Women at Risk funds. Requires DOC to use $35,000 of appropriated funds to expand Women at Risk 
program to Burke and Catawba counties. 


PART XVIII. DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE. 

Salary equity for SBI law enforcement. Increases allocation for salary adjustment from $2,666,000 to 
$2,667,540. 

Limits on computer upgrade. Same as Senate provision. 

Criminal justice information network report. Deletes changes in the membership of the Criminal Justice 
Information Governing Board. 

Study fee adjustment for criminal records check. Same as Senate provision. 

Study reciprocity of concealed handgun permits. Same as Senate provision. 

Use of seized and forfeited property transferred to state law enforcement agencies by the federal 
government. Requires departments to report to the Joint Legislative Corrections and Crime Control Oversight 
Committee, in addition to the Joint Legislative Comm'n on Gov't Operations, upon receipt and proposed use of 
assets. 

SBI use of court-ordered reimbursement funds. Specifies that the SBI may budget funds upon receipt from 
the court and may use them in addition to legislatively appropriated funds. 

Establish settlement reserve fund/Attorney General report of state settlements and court orders. Adds new 
GS 143-16.4 establishing the Settlement Reserve Fund as a restricted reserve in the General Fund for deposit of 
funds paid to the state under a settlement agreement or court order in excess of $75,000. Settlement reserve 
funds may be expended only by appropriation by the General Assembly. Adds new GS 114-2.5 requiring the 
Attorney General to report to the Joint Legislative Comm'n on Gov't Operations, the chairs of the House and 
Senate Appropriations Subcommittees on Justice and Public Safety, and the Fiscal Research Div’n on funds 
received and deposited in the Settlement Reserve Fund. 


SBI funds/spending priorities. Adds to first priority for use of SBI funds, overtime payments to agents in the 
crime laboratories. 


PART XIX. DEPARTMENT OF CRIME CONTROL AND PUBLIC SAFETY. 

Activation of National Guard for Special Olympics. Same as Senate provision. 

Study Tarheel Challenge Program. Eliminates specific appropriation from Juvenile Justice Fund for study. 
Allows study “with funds available” and eliminates criteria for selecting consultant. 

Victims Assistance Network report. Adds requirement that report be submitted to Joint mia 
Corrections and Crime Control Oversight Committee 

Highway Patrol salaries. Deletes Senate provision. 

Victims’ rights act shall include victims of certain domestic violence misdemeanors. Deletes Senate 
provision. 

Crime Comm'n grants/report to Governmental Operations. Deletes Senate provision. 

Use of Highway Patrol Aircraft. Same as Senate provision. 

Study emergency management positions. Requires consideration of the feasibility and advisability of opening 
regional emergency management offices and allocating funds to regions rather than local governments. 

Upgrade clerical positions in Dep’t of Crime Control and Public Safety. Allocates up to $15,000 to upgrade 
clerical positions in the community service work program to coordinator positions, subject to approval by the 
Office of State Personnel. 

Study disaster mitigation and relief funding. Requires the Dep't of Crime Control and Public Safety to study 
establishment of a fund to provide disaster relief and recovery assistance to individuals and local governments 
through grants awarded to individuals, corporations, nonprofits, or local governments. Dep’t must report by 
March 1, 1999 to the Joint Legislative Comm'n on Gov't Operations, chairs of the House and Senate 
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Appropriations Committees and Subcommittee on Justice and Public Safety, and Joint Legis. Corrections and 
Crime Control Oversight Committee. 

Community service noncompliance report. Requires Dep't of Crime Control and Public Safety, Div’n of 
Victim and Justice Services to review its procedures on response to offenders who do not comply with 
community service requirements and report by March 1, 1999 to the Joint Corrections and Crime Control 
Oversight Committee on the extent of compliance with the community service work program. 

Transfer Boxing Commission to Department of Cnme Control and Public Safety. Transfers Boxing Comm'n 
from Secretary of State as title indicates, and authorizes enforcement through the Div’n of Alcohol Law 
Enforcement. Removes Oct. 1, 1998 sunset on previously enacted amendments to laws governing Boxing 
Comm'n. Transfers $100,000 from Dep’t of Commerce to Dep’t of Crime Control and Public Safety for boxing 
regulation. Remaining funds appropriated to Dep't of Commerce for Boxing Comm'n revert to the general fund. 


PART XX. DEPARTMENT OF ADMINISTRATION. 

State veterans nursing home location study. Allocates $25,000 of funds appropriated to the Dep't of 
Administration, Div’n of Veterans Affairs for study of the siting and construction of state veterans nursing homes 
in western and eastern North Carolina. Div’n must submit report by Feb. 1, 1999 to the Joint Legis. Comm'n on 
Gov't Operations and the Joint Appropriations Subcommittee on General Government. 

Domestic violence—administration of grants. Requires the North Carolina Council for Women, Div'n of 
Social Services, and Governor's Crime Comm'n to develop simplified grant process with a single grant 
application for domestic violence and other grant funds administered by these agencies. Agencies must jointly 
report on new process by Nov. 1, 1998 to the Joint Legis. Comm'n on Gov't Operations. 

Domestic violence prevention funds. Same as Senate provision. 

Procurement card pilot program. Same as Senate provision. 

Eliminate funding for State Health Plan Purchasing Alliance Board. Eliminates funding as title indicates 
effective after Dec. 31, 1998. Authorizes use of funds until that date for phasing out Board operations. Effective 
Jan. 1, 1999, requires Sec’y of Adm. to perform the duties of the Board. 


PART XXI. DEPARTMENT OF CULTURAL RESOURCES. 

Maritime Museum/disposition of objects. Adds amendment to GS 121-7(a) requiring that efforts be made to 
notify the donor or donor's immediate family before selling a donated artifact. 

Roanoke Island Comm'n changes. Deletes Senate provision. 

United Arts Council funds. Deletes Senate provision. 

Grants for small libraries and libraries in economically distressed counties. Deletes Senate provision. 

Procedure for award of cultural resources grants. Deletes Senate provision. 

Study reclassification of state museum branch directors. Deletes Senate provision. 


PART XXIA. GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 
Permit Legislative Services Comm'n to operate food facilities in the Legislative Office Building. Amends GS 


111-42(c) (preference to visually handicapped persons in operation of facilities on state property) and GS 66- 
58(c)(5) (Umstead Act) as title indicates. 


PART XXII. OFFICE OF ADMINISTRATIVE HEARINGS. 
EEOC deferred cases to OAH/repeal sunset. Same as Senate provision. 


PART XXIll. OFFICE OF SECRETARY OF STATE. 


Transfer Boxing Comm'n to Dept. of Commerce. Incorporated into Part XIX with changes as summarized 
above. 


PART XXIV. STATE BOARD OF ELECTIONS. 

Extend statewide data elections management system. Changes the date by which counties must adhere to 
the standards under the new system from Dec. 31, 1998 to July 1, 1999. 

No funds for Council of State member ads. Amends GS 163-278.16A to prohibit the use of state funds for an 
advertisement or public service announcement that contains a Council of State member’s name, picture or voice 
unless it is a legal notice in which state or federal law requires the officer's name to appear. Provides that 
appearances on bona fide noncommercial radio or television programs are not public service announcements. 

Charter amendment. Amends GS 160A-104 (initiative petitions for charter amendments), applicable only to 
cities with more than 300,000 registered voters (applies only to Charlotte), to provide that petition must be signed 
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by at least 10% of voters registered to vote according to the most recent figures certified by the county board of 
elections (was, State Board of Elections or 5,000, whichever is less). Change becomes effective Jan. 1, 1999. 


PART XXV. OFFICE OF STATE BUDGET AND MANAGEMENT. 

Allow volunteer fire department/rescue EMS grant funds to be used to pay highway use tax on equipment 
purchases. Deletes proposed amendments to GS 58-85A-1 which would have authorized use of the State Fire 
Protection Fund to reimburse volunteer fire departments and rescue squads for highway use tax they pay on fire 
trucks and emergency service vehicles. Adds amendment to GS 58-87-1(a), 58-87-5(a) as title indicates. 


PART XXVI. OFFICE OF STATE CONTROLLER. 

Pilot program on reporting on collection of bad debts by state agencies. Same as Senate provision. 

Recovery of overpayments by state agencies. Requires State Controller to negotiate a contract by Oct. 1, 
1998 to audit and collect inadvertent overpayments by state agencies to vendors as a result of pricing errors, 
neglected rebates and discounts, miscalculated freight charges, unclaimed refunds, erroneously paid excise 
taxes, and related errors. Contractor will be paid from funds recovered and savings in excess of costs will be 
transferred to a special reserve account in the Office of State Budget and Management for future direction by the 
legislature. Disputed savings will be settled by the State Controller. 


PART XXVIA. OFFICE OF STATE TREASURER. 

Department of State Treasurer/office space in Albemarle building and funds for moving expenses. Authorizes 
the Sec’y of Administration to allocate to the Dep't of State Treasurer remaining space on the fifth floor, and 
7,000 square feet of space on the sixth floor as it becomes available. Authorizes Dep't to spend up to $470,750 
from Dep't receipts and up to $44,000 from appropriated funds for moving expenses. 

Improve disability income plan. Authorizes Dep't to use up to $594,147 of Dep’t receipts to implement H 
1669 (Improve Disability Income Plan) if it becomes law. Funds provide for six additional employees and 

‘necessary operating and initial preparation costs. 


PART XXVII. DEPARTMENT OF TRANSPORTATION. 

Design-build transportation construction contracts authorized. Same as Senate provision. 

Discontinue Department of Transportation sales tax reimbursement from Highway Fund to General Fund for 
one year. Deletes Senate provision. 

Discontinue bond retirement transfer from Highway Fund to Highway Trust Fund for one year. Same as 
Senate provision. 

Federal funds for public transportation improvements. Same as Senate provision. 

Cash flow Highway Fund and Highway Trust Fund appropriations. Same as Senate provision. 

Outdoor advertising just compensation sunset extended. Changes sunset from June 30, 2004 to June 30, 
2000. 

Payments to contract agents for collecting emission control civil penalties and for making sales of inspection 
stickers to licensed inspection stations, and a technical change to a related statute. Same as Senate provision. 

Reopen state highway in Bertie County. Deletes Senate provision. 

Branded title clarification. Same as Senate provision. 

DMV Enforcement Section pay equity plan limitations. Same as Senate provision. 

Performance audit of Public Transportation Rail Divisions. Requires State Auditor to conduct performance 
audit and to report results to the Fiscal Research Div’n no later than Feb. 1, 1999. 

Board of Transportation to report before adding personnel. Requires DOT Board to report to the Joint Legis. 
Transportation Oversight Committee before hiring or reclassifying personnel as a result of legislatively mandated 
reorganization or restructuring. 

Regional Transportation Committee of Centralina Council of Government funds. Allocates $100,000 from the 
Highway Fund for 1998-99, and each of the four subsequent fiscal years for ongoing regional transportation 
study. Expenditure of funds must be approved by the Dep't of Transportation which must make written reports to 
the Joint Legis. Transportation Oversight Committee on the progress of the study. 

Nonbetterment relocation costs. Amends GS 136-27.1 to require Dep't. of Transportation to pay 
nonbetterment cost for relocation of lines constructed by a water or sewer system organized under GS Ch. 160A, 
Article 20. Specifies that provision does not affect pending litigation. 

Blue Ribbon Transportation Finance Study Commission. Establishes 18-member comm'n as title indicates to 
study current law and revenue sources, transportation system maintenance, public transportation funding, 
transfers from the Highway Fund to other state agencies, and other transportation financing issues. Speaker and 
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President Pro Tem. will designate cochairs from among their respective appointees. Comm'n must report to the 
General Assembly by Feb. 1, 2000. Allocates $200,000 from appropriations to the General Assembly, 
Legislative Services Comm'n for expenses of the study comm'n. 

Medium custody road crew compensation. Allocates $6.5 million of Dep’t of Transportation funds to 
reimburse Dep't of Correction for reimbursement for highway-related labor performed by medium custody 
prisoners. Authorizes payment beyond the allocated sum subject to negotiations among the Dep't of 
Transportation, Dep’t of Correction, and Office of State Budget and Management. Repeals provisions in 1997 
budget requiring unlimited reimbursement. 

DMV medical evaluation enhancement funds. Allocates $93,513 from the Highway Fund to the Div’n of 
Motor vehicles to hire an additional public health physician II in the Dep't of Health and Human Services to 
review medical records of drivers referred to the drivers medical evaluation program, as recommended by the 
Driver Medical Evaluation Program Study Comm'n. 


PART XXVIII. SALARIES AND BENEFITS. 

Governor and Council of State/salary increases. Same as Senate. 

Nonelected department heads/salary increases. Same as Senate. 

Certain executive branch officials/salary increases. Same as Senate, except salary for chair of Utilities 
Comm'n is $98,388 (Senate was $108,459) and salary for executive director of Wildlife Resources Comm'n is 
$74,746. 

Judicial Branch officials/salary increases. Provides 3% salary increase, including Supreme Court justices 
and appellate court judges. 

Clerks of Superior Court/salary increases. Same as Senate. 

Assistant and deputy Clerks of superior court/salary increases. Same as Senate. 

Magistrates/salary increases. Provides for 3% salary increases, except that any person entitled to a step 
increase pursuant to GS 7A-171.1 for 1998-99 will not receive the 3% increase.

Amends GS 143-129(h) to delete reference to federal regulation and instead 
specify five conditions for award of competitive proposal procurement: (1) requests for proposals must be 
publicized; (2) proposals must be solicited from adequate number of qualified sources; (3) RPTA’s or RTA’s must 
have method for conducting evaluation of proposal, with goal of promoting fairness and competition without 
requiring strict adherence to specifications or price in determining most advantageous proposal; (4) award may 
be based upon initial proposals without further discussion or negotiation, or in discretion of evaluators, discussion 
Or negotiation may be conducted with all offerors or with those determined to be within the competitive range, 
and one or more revised proposals or a best and final offer may be requested of all remaining offerors; (5) award 
must be made to the responsible firm whose proposal is most advantageous to the RPTA’s or the RTA’s program 
with price and other factors considered. Contents of proposals are not public records until 14 (was, 5) days before 
the award of the contract. Nothing in act subjects a procurement by competitive proposal under this subsection to 
GS 143-49, 143-52, or 153-53. RPTA’s and RTA’s may adopt regulations to implement this subsection. 
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S 1291. TRANSPORTATION CORRIDORS. Intro. 5/25/98. Senate committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 3rd edition. Amends GS 136-44.50(a)(3) to provide that a transportation corridor official map may be 
adopted or amended by regional public transportation authorities or regional transportation authorities for any 
proposed public transportation corridor or adjacent station or parking Jot included in the adopted long-range 
transportation plan. Amends GS 136-44.51(a) to add the director of a regional public transportation authority and 
the director of a regional transportation authority as persons to be notified of requests for building permits or 
subdivision approvals within a transportation corridor. 


S 1336. 1998 GOV. DWI AMENDMENTS. Intro. 5/27/98. Senate committee substitute (adopted 7/21/98) makes 
the following changes to 1st edition. Deletes requirement that the forfeited motor vehicle be sold by the county 
board of education. Amends definition of innocent owner to require that the vehicle has been reported stolen. 
Adds provision conditioning release of a vehicle to an innocent lessor upon the agreement of the lessor not to 
sell, give or otherwise transfer possession of the forfeited motor vehicle to the defendant or any person acting on 
the defendant's behalf. Adds the following requirements for release of vehicle to a lienholder: (1) the lienholder’s 
interest must have been perfected and appear on the title to the forfeited vehicle owner, (2) the owner must have 
been in default under the terms of the security interest, and (3) the lienholder must have agreed to sell the 
vehicle in accordance with the terms of its agreement and applicable law and pay to the clerk of court all 
proceeds from the sale (less the amount of the lien and any towing and storage costs paid by the lienholder). 

Deletes requirement that officer seizing vehicle give notice to district attorney and county board of 
education. Provides that towers who initially tow a seized motor vehicle, other than those under contract with the 
county school system or the statewide contractor, will be paid when the vehicle is released to the county school 
board or the statewide contractor. Requires the county board of education to retrieve seized vehicles from any 
commercial towing company within 10 days and to pay storage and towing fees at the time of retrieval. 

Conditions the release of a vehicle pending trial on the payment of a bond in an amount equal to (was, two 
times) fair market value of the vehicle. Deletes GS 20-28.4(a)-(c) regarding release of impounded motor vehicles 
by judge. Amends GS 20-28.9 to designate the Dep’t of Public Instruction as the state agency permitted to 
administer a statewide contract to handle the towing, storage and sale of seized and forfeited motor vehicles. If 
statewide contract is in effect, DPI is authorized to collect a $10 administrative fee when the vehicle is released 
or sold, to defray administrative cost of contract. Amends GS 20-28.4(d) to provide for release of the vehicle or 
insurance proceeds held by the clerk of court upon the conclusion of trial if the driver of the vehicle (1) is not 
convicted of an offense involving impaired driving, (2) the judge at a forfeiture hearing fails to find that the 
driver's license was previously revoked due to impaired driving, and (3) the vehicle was not previously released 
to a lienholder. If the owner does not obtain a release within 30 days of the court's order, the possessor of the 
seized vehicle has a mechanics lien for the full amount of towing and storage charges incurred. Permits a 
lienholder to purchase the seized vehicle by bidding the amount of the lien, as well as paying towing and storage 
charges, if that is the highest bid. Restores a mechanic lien for a tower or storage company of vehicle released 
when the towing and storage charges are not paid within 30 days and the vehicle is not recovered. Amends GS 
20-28.5(b) to allow county school board to be reimbursed reasonable administrative costs arising from the sale of 
a forfeited vehicle when the proceeds are required to be shared with other city school boards in the same county. 
Amends GS 20-166.1(h) to amend the DMV accident report form requirements to include a seized vehicle 
notation. 

Amends GS 20-28.8 to require the clerk to report to the Division by electronic means the execution of an 
acknowledgment, the entry of an order of forfeiture, and the entry to an order of release. Amends GS 20-28.9 to 
authorize the Department of Public Instruction to administer a statewide or regional towing, storage, and sales 
program for driving while impaired vehicles forfeited. Authorizes the Department of Public Instruction to use 
appropriated funds to hire a part-time person to handle the administration of a statewide contract or regional 
contracts. 

Deletes new section GS 20-106.3 regarding unauthorized operation of a rental vehicle. 

Amends provisions of GS 20-17.4 regarding disqualification to drive a commercial vehicle. Requires a 
second conviction (was, first conviction) for disqualification and prohibits reinstatement after 10 years if the 
commercial license holder refuses to submit to a chemical test a third time when charged with an implied 
consent-offense. Amends GS 20-179.3(b) to provide that a person convicted of a first offense of impaired driving 
in a commercial vehicle is eligible for a limited commercial driving privilege if (1) at the time of the offense the 
person held a valid commercial drivers license or one that has been expired for less than one year, (2) for seven 
years preceding the offense the person had not been convicted of an offense involving impaired driving, (3) 
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punishment level three, four, or five was imposed for the offense, (4) subsequent to the offense the person has 
not been convicted of or has an unresolved charge for an offense involving impaired driving, and (5) the person 
obtained and filed with the court a substance abuse assessment required for restoration of drivers license. 
Deletes provision closing the loophole for infractions for the purchase or possession of alcoholic beverages 
by 19 or 20 year olds. Deletes new criminal offense of unauthorized use of a rental vehicle, and deletes option 


for lienholders to obtain release of a seized vehicle by posting bond. Makes other technical and conforming 
amendments. 


S 1354. RURAL INFRASTRUCTURE BONDS. Intro. 5/27/98. The House committee substitute adopted 7/22/98 
will be summarized in tomorrow's Daily Bulletin. 


S 1360. UNION BOARD OF E& R. Intro. 5/27/98. House committee substitute makes the following changes to 
1st edition. Original bill authorized five-member special board of equalization and review to serve only during 
reappraisal year. Committee substitute authorizes on-going five-member special board, with four additional 
members applied to serve only during reappraisal year. 


S 1366. APPROPRIATIONS ACT OF 1998. Intro. 5/27/98. House amendments make the following changes to 
4th edition. 

Funding for Smart Start and developmental disability services. Transfers from the DHHS Div’n of Mental 
Health, Developmental Disabilities, and Substance Abuse Services to DHHS Div'n of Child Development 
$25,086,329. Provides that these additional funds will be used to administer and deliver direct Smart Start 
services in all 100 counties; allows NC Partnership for Children to use $2 million of this funding for state-level 
administration of Smart Start program. 

Early childhood education and development initiatives reform. Changes the composition and appointment of 
the board for NC Partnership for Children, Inc. With respect to the public members appointed on 
recommendation of the Senate President Pro Tem. and the House Speaker, requires that one member be a one 
child care provider, one be a parent, one be a representative of the faith community, and one be a representative 
of a local partnership. Requires the ten members appointed by the Governor to include one child care provider, 
one pediatrician, one health care provider, one parent, one member of the business community, one 
representative of a philanthropic agency, and one early childhood educator. Deletes requirement that one of 
these ten members be elected by the local partnerships. Deletes conflict of interest provisions prohibiting public 
members who are employed in or providing services that receive Smart Start funds or non-state matching funds 
or who have a financial interest in any programs or services receiving these funds. Deletes provisions relating to 
conflicts of interest on part of spouse, parent, in-law, or child of board member. Substitutes provision stating that 
all board members must avoid conflicts of interests and the appearance of impropriety, and requires any board 
member who might benefit directly or indirectly from NC Partnership funding to abstain from any decision or 
deliberation regarding the disbursement of funds. Applies the same conflict of interest provisions to local 
partnership board members. Specifies that local partnership boards must be comprised of at least 25 members, 
including the following 18 representatives: a county commissioner, county manager, social services director, 
area mental health director, public health director, public school superintendent, community college president, 
two business leaders, a Head Start representative, two parents of children receiving subsidies, a child care 
provider, a representative of a child care resource and referral agency or of another nonprofit organization 
related to child care, a representative of the faith community, a representative of the interagency coordinating 
council or a parent of a child with a disability, a foundation representative, a municipal gov't representative, the 
chair of the local cooperative extension agency, and the local public library director. Permits, rather than 
requires, the NC Partnership to establish policy on local board membership. 

Reduce K-3 class size. Deletes provision. 

Dues deduction for public school employees. Deletes proposed amendment to GS 143-3.3(g) that would 
have removed authorization for payroll deduction for payments to certain employees’ associations by employees 
of local boards of education. 

UNC Center for School Leadership Development/align UNC professional development programs. Deletes 
provision establishing UNC Center for School Leadership Development. Adds provision amending GS 116-11 to 
authorize UNC Board of Governors to create a board of directors for the UNC Center for School Leadership 
Development. Specifies that governing boards for all programs located under this center will serve in advisory 
Capacity to board of directors. 
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Clinical trials coverage. Adds provision requiring state employees’ health plan to cover medical treatment 
provided pursuant to phase Il, Ill, or IV clinical trials approved by National Institutes of Health or Dep't of 
Defense, subject to certain limitations. 

Funds for adult mental health residential services. Requires that $300,000 of funds appropriated to DHHS 
Div’n of Mental Health, Developmental Disabilities, and Substance Abuse Services to reduce waiting list for 
developmental disability services be used as matching funds for adult mental health residential services. 

Division of Disability Services. Deletes provision. 

Health care personnel registry. Transfers $233,368 from the DHHS Div'n of Mental Health, Developmental 
Disabilities, and Substance Abuse Services to DHHS Div’n of Facility Services. Requires that these funds be 
used to include state-operated facilities, residential facilities and hospitals for the mentally ill, developmentally 
disabled, and substance abusers in the health care registry, as required by H 1435. Provision becomes effective 
only upon enactment of H 1435. 

Federal and foundation funds clearly shown. Requires that expenditures for prior fiscal year and those 
anticipated in the proposed budget be reported by objects of expenditure by purpose and identified by federal 
grant or foundation responsible for the expenditure. 

Most state employees/salary increases. States intent of General Assembly that the 2% annual career growth 
recognition awarded provided by GS 126-7(c)(4a) will be part of continuation budget for 1999-2001 biennium. 

Recovery of overpayments by state agencies. Provides that amendment to GS 147.86.22(c) does not apply 
to purchase of medical services, supplies, or equipment by state agencies that reimburse or otherwise pay for 
health care costs. 

Establish pilot program in Alamance County to determine the cost-effectiveness of placing all inmates on 
work release. Adds provision requiring Dep't of Correction to establish pilot program to determine benefits of 
work release by placing all able-bodied inmates in Alamance Correctional Center on work release to extent 
possible. Requires DOC to report by March 1, 1999 to chairs of House and Senate Appropriations Committees 
and chairs of House and Senate Appropriations Subcommittees on Justice and Public Safety. 

Welfare to Work block grant; welfare law changes. Adds provision appropriating $25,332,173 in federal 
Welfare to Work block grant funds. Allows Office of State Budget and Management to identify in budgets of 
Dep’t of Commerce, Employment Security Comm'n, and Dep’t of Health and Human Services potential sources 
of state funds that may be used as match for federal Welfare to Work block grant funds. Makes approval of state 
Work First/TANF plan subject to amendments contained in TANF Welfare to Work plan submitted by Dep't of 
Commerce to General Assembly on July 2, 1998. Amends GS 108A-27.12(c) to provide that state and county 
funds previously obligated or appropriated for Work First program may be used only for activities that qualify for 
federal maintenance of effort or as non-federal match for TANF Welfare to Work program. (Italicized language 
added.) 

Salary increases for state-supported personnel. Amends GS 126-7(c)(4b) to provide that an employee 
whose performance is rated at or above level two of the rating scale and who does not have a pending 
suspension without pay or demotion will receive a cost of living increase. (Current law bars cost of living 
increases to state employees who are involved in the final written stage of the disciplinary procedure.) 
Amendment is effective July 1, 1998 and applies to any employee involved in final written stage of disciplinary 
procedure on or after Jan. 1, 1997. 

UNC Hospitals/management flexibility. Provides that employees of UNC Hospitals at Chapel Hill, ECU 
School of Medicine Medical Faculty Practice Plan, and UNC-CH School of Medicine UNC Physicians and 
Associates are protected under provisions of GS Ch. 126, Art. 14 (protection for reporting improper government 
activities). 

Branded title clarification. Amends GS 20-71.3 (branded titles) to require (was, permit) title and registration 
cards for specified motor vehicles (for example, salvage, rebuilt, reconstructed) to be “branded.” Requires DMV 
Enforcement Section to make antitheft inspection of any motor vehicle up to and including six model years old 
(was, five model years; current law, six model years) that has been damaged by collision or other occurrence 
before issuing new title in NC. Adds provision allowing issuance of unbranded title on motor vehicle up to and 
including six model years old if (a) vehicle has been inspected as required by law, (b) rebuilder submits affidavit 
disclosing parts used or replaced, major components replaced, hours of labor and hourly labor rate, and total cost 
of repair, and (c) cost of repairs (including parts and labor) does not exceed 75% of fair market value. Permits 
(was, requires) damaged motor vehicle more than six model years old (was, five model years) to be retitled, 
without inspection and without branding if (a) rebuilder submits affidavit disclosing parts used or replaced, major 
components replaced, hours of labor and hourly labor rate, and total cost of repair, and (b) cost of repairs 
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(including parts and labor) does not exceed 75% of fair market value. (Italicized language added.) Retains other 
provisions of current law and amendments contained in 4th edition, except requirement that title and title 
application forms contain notice indicating that complete repair or salvage history of vehicle may not be 
disclosed on face of title. Makes stylistic changes to GS 20-71.4 (failure to disclose damage to vehicle). Requires 
Joint Legislative Transportation Oversight Committee to study all aspects of salvage titles, antitheft inspections, 
and damage disclosures and make recommendations to 1999 General Assembly. 

Historic waterfront revitalization. Extends provisions to local governments located within counties assigned 
to Southeastern NC Regional Economic Development Comm'n or Global TransPark Development Comm'n 
subject to same matching and other requirements applicable to local governments in counties assigned to 
Northeastern NC Regional Economic Development Comm'n. Requires that planning grants be awarded on 
competitive basis and that Dep't of Commerce develop procedures and guidelines for application for and award 
of grants. Makes clear that matching requirements also apply to supplemental grants. 

Planning funds for military museum. Requires that of the capital funding appropriated to Dep’t of Cultural 
Resources for the Exploris Museum, $50,000 be allocated to William C. Lee Memorial Comm'n for planning 
construction of military museum in Harnett County. 

UNC-Wilmington land sale proceeds. Adds provision allowing UNC-W to retain proceeds from sale of 
specified real property and use proceeds to complete and equip new Marine Science Center. 

Disclosure of person information in motor vehicle records. Amends GS 20-43.1 to prohibit Div’n of Motor 
Vehicles from disclosing personal information pursuant to federal drivers privacy law, 18 USC 2721(b)(12). 

Regional economic development commission allocations; UNC-W education bldg capital funds. Decreases 
appropriation for planning for education building at UNC-Wilmington from $2 million to $1,775,000. Increases 
appropriation to Dep't of Commerce by $225,000. Directs that additional $225,000 of funds appropriated to Dep't 
of Commerce for allocation to regional economic development commissions be allocated to Southeastern NC 
Regional Economic Development Comm'n ($150,000 for purchase of land and office building and $75,000 to 
enhance recruiting and promotion of film industry in region). 


HOUSE BILLS 


H 860. CALABASH/CAROLINA SHORES. Intro. 4/7/97. House committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 2nd edition. Sets Sept. 15, 1998 election date on question of removing area from town of Calabash 
and incorporating town of Carolina Shores. Provides that if town of Carolina Shores is not incorporated, ad 
valorem taxes for 1998-99 fiscal year for property in area removed from town of Calabash will be released and 
town’s liens for property taxes or special assessments outstanding before effective date of section will not attach. 
Provides that, if Carolina Shores is incorporated, Calabash planning ordinances will remain in effect for 60 days 
after incorporation or until Carolina Shores adopts planning regulations, whichever occurs first. Provides that 
Local Gov't Comm'n may adopt plan for distribution of assets and liabilities if Calabash town commissioners fail 
to adopt plan as required by act. Requires that this plan include among assets the ad valorem tax levy of town of 
Calabash for 1998-99 and other shared revenues (such as local option sales taxes) received by town of Calabash 
during 1998-99 fiscal year. Makes additional technical and conforming changes. 


H 1529. HORSE PROMOTION ASSESSMENT. Intro. 5/27/98. Senate committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 4th edition. Deletes provision in GS 106-824 making payment of assessment voluntary and permits 
the NC Horse Council to bring an action to collect unpaid assessments against any person who fails to pay. 
Deletes provision in GS 106-825 that permits purchaser of horse feed to refuse in writing to pay the assessment 
and substitutes provision permitting purchaser to seek a refund of the assessment from the Council. Deletes 
provision in GS 106-823 requiring the Council to post notices and send press releases of the referendum on 
assessments.

SENATE BILLS 


S 396. DOWNTOWN DEVELOPMENT ZONE IMPROVEMENT. Intro. 3/17/97. Senate committee substitute 
makes the following changes to 2nd edition. Adds provision directing Legislative Research Comm'n to continue 
to study downtown revitalization and related issues. Comm'n may make interim report to 1999 session of 
General Assembly and final report to 2000 session. 


S 1241. AMENDMENTS TO THE REVENUE LAWS. Intro. 5/21/98. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 2nd edition. Amends 1993 SL, Ch. 443, sec. 7, to extend the sunset on the qualified 
business investment tax credit from Jan. 1, 1999 to Jan. 1, 2003. Adds new GS 105-163.014(d1) to provide that 
tax credit is not forfeited if qualified business venture that engages primarily in motion picture film production 
redeems securities received in investment and meets conditions specified in act. Makes conforming changes to 
GS 105-163.014(d)(2) and GS 105-163.010(14). Amends GS 105-163.013(b) to make effective date of 
registration for a qualified business venture whose application is accepted for registration 60 days before the date 
its application was filed (now, the filing date of its application), and to provide that, if a taxpayer's investment is 
placed initially in escrow conditioned upon other investors’ commitment of additional funds, the date of the 
investment is the date escrowed funds are transferred to the qualified business venture free of the condition. 
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Sunset extension is effective when act becomes law; film production provisions are effective for tax years 
beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1998. Remainder of act is effective Sept. 1, 1998. 


S 1263. UNIONVILLE CHARTER REVIVED. Intro. 5/25/98. Senate amendment makes the following changes to 


2nd edition. Appoints mayor and town commissioners to serve until November, 1999, elections. Adds section 
defining corporate limits. 


S 1291. TRANSPORTATION CORRIDORS. Intro. 5/25/98. Senate amendment makes the following changes to 
5th edition. Amends GS 161-14 (registration of instruments) to require that transportation corridor official maps 
be registered and indexed within three business days of filing. 


S 1354. RURAL INFRASTRUCTURE BONDS. Intro. 5/27/98. House committee substitute (adopted 7/22/98) 
makes the following changes to 3rd edition. Reduces to $465 million (was, $485 million) the amount of clean 
water bonds issued to provide state matching funds for federal grants, deletes all provisions referring to reduction 
of levels of nutrients and other pollutants discharged into nutrient sensitive river basins, deletes provisions 
related to grants or loans to rural school systems, reduces funds allocated for grants to local units with low bond 
ratings, adds funds for “hardship” grants to local units, deletes funding for grants to small rural communities with 
no sewer systems, and increases funding for grants in aid of industrial development in economically distressed 
counties. Makes technical changes in $320 million bond issue for state loans to local units. Increases natural gas 
bonds to $215 million (was, $150 million). 

Clean water bonds. Reduces total bond issue from $485 million to $465 million. Reduces from $85 million to 
$70 million the amount reserved for wastewater grants to local units with bond rating less than 75 or who have no 
bond rating. Reduces from $85 million to $70 million the amount reserved for water supply grants to local units 
with bond rating less than 75 or who have no bond rating. Adds provision allocating $20 million for hardship 
grants awarded and administered by Dep't of Environment & Natural Resources in accordance with guidelines of 
US Environmental Protection Agency hardship grants program. Deletes provisions of Senate bill allocating $50 
million for wastewater grants to small communities with no sewer systems. Increases amount allocated for grants 
to local governments for clean water projects in connection with location or expansion of industry to $60 million 
(was, $20 million). Adds provisions making industrial development grants available only for projects located in 
counties that are economically distressed as defined in GS 143B-437.01 or that have a population of less than 
50,000. Provides that such grants may be made only to manufacturing, processing, warehousing, and wholesale 
trade industries. Continues to allocate $50 million for supplemental and capacity grants but provides that first 
priority must be given to projects that create or retain jobs (was, first priority to projects that eliminate threats to 
public health). 


S 1394. ADOPTION REGISTRY. Intro. 5/27/98. Senate committee substitute makes the following changes to ‘st 
edition. Deletes provision that any employee or authorized agent of an agency or DHHS who releases 
information or makes authorized contacts in good faith and in compliance with the Article is immune from civil 
and criminal liability for the release of information or authorized contact. Adds new GS 48-11-104 to make it a 
Class | felony for a person having custody of or access to documents filed pursuant to this Article to disseminate 
or permit dissemination of information contained in them except as authorized under this Article, and makes 
conforming change to GS 48-10-105. Deletes provisions in GS 48-1-110 and GS 48-1-111 concerning agency 
responsibility upon dissolution of adoption and disclosure of past occurrence of an adoption dissolution to 
biological parent. Deletes GS 48-9-104 amendment permitting release of parental identifying information to 
adoptee age 55 or older. 


HOUSE BILLS 


H 1462. CERTAIN SEPTIC TANK DEVICES REQUIRED. Intro. 5/25/98. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 2nd edition. Provides that effluent filter requirements are applicable only to a septic tank 
system designed to treat 3,000 gallons per day or less of sewage. Clarifies that changes embodied in bill are not 
meant to prohibit use of an effluent filter or access device that exceeds the requirements of GS 130A-335.1. 
Revises new GS 130A-335.1 by replacing requirement that filter be able to reduce total suspended solids 
entering a drainfield by a minimum of 25%, with requirement that filter prevent solid material larger than one- 
sixteenth of an inch, as measured along the shortest axis of the material, from entering the drainfield. 
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H 1477. ABC'S PLAN FOR DHHS SCHOOLS. Intro. 5/25/98. House committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 2nd edition. Provides that if funds are appropriated to Dep't of Health and Human Services in the 
Current Operations Appropriations and Capital Improvement Appropriations Act of 1998 to implement this act, 
then Sec’y may spend up to $900,000 for 1998-99 for assistance teams for Governor Morehead School and to 
the three schools for the deaf. Previous version permitted identical expenditure from funds appropriated to 
Dep’t. Deletes provision creating the Residential School Technology Reserve in the Dep't and appropriation of 
$1.25 million for computer technology for Governor Morehead School and the three schools for the deaf.

S 1228. CRIMINAL PROVISIONS FOR TAX VIOLATIONS. Intro. 5/21/98. Senate committee substitute makes 
the following changes to 1st edition. Changes bill’s effective date from Nov. 1, 1998, to Dec. 1, 1998. 


S 1263. UNIONVILLE CHARTER REVISED. Intro. 5/27/98. Senate amendment makes the following changes to 
2nd edition. Makes technical changes only. 
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HOUSE BILLS 


H 1304. RESTRUCTURE DOT BOARD. Intro. 5/18/98. Senate committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 5th edition. Effective Jan. 15, 1999 (was, effective Jan. 1, 2001) rewrites proposed amendments to 
statutes regarding state Board of Transportation to (1) direct DOT Board to consider regional differences as it 
develops transportation policy and projects for the benefit of citizens of NC; (2) provide that DOT Board will 
consist of 19 voting members appointed by Governor (deletes provisions requiring confirmation of DOT Board 
members by Genera! Assembly); (3) provide that Sec’y of Transportation is an ex officio nonvoting member of 
DOT Board; (4) delete restrictions regarding partisan affiliation of DOT Board members; (5) provide that no more 
than two DOT Board members may reside in same highway division; (6) require Governor, in making 
appointments of DOT Board members from the 14 highway divisions, to consider persons suggested by 
transportation advisory committees in each of the divisions; (7) require these 14 division representatives to direct 
their primary effort to developing transportation policy and addressing transportation problems in the region they 
represent; (8) require these division representatives to regularly consult with and consider views of local gov'ts 
and transportation advisory committees in the regions they represent; (9) require the five at-large DOT Board 
members to develop transportation policy and address transportation problems with a statewide perspective; (10) 
require that the five at-large DOT Board members include one person with expertise in environmental issues, 
one who is familiar with the State Ports and aviation, one who resides in an urban area and has experience in 
urban transportation issues, one who resides in a rural area and has experience in rural transportation issues, 
and one person with expertise in mass transit; (11) require Governor to remove DOT Board member upon 
conviction of felony or other offense involving violation of member's official duties, or for violation of applicable 
ethics and disclosure laws and policies; (12) specify two-year term for chair and vice-chair of DOT Board; (13) 
delete provision requiring DOT Board to hire a staff executive director, administrative assistant, and three 
professional staff members, and (14) delete provision requiring that Sec’y of Transportation be a person with 
excellent management and leadership skills and knowledge of and experience in the field of transportation. 

Rewrites proposed amendments relating to ethics and disclosure requirements governing DOT Board to (1) 
require DOT Board member, at time he or she takes office, to disclose contributions by member or member’s 
immediate family (spouse, children, parents, brothers, and sisters) to political campaign of appointing Governor 
during two years preceding appointment; (2) make a similar disclosure of any contributions the member 
personally acquired in the two years prior to appointment for any political campaign for a statewide or legislative 
elected office in NC, or any political party executive committee or political committee acting on behalf of a 
candidate for statewide or legislative office; (3) specify that ethics code adopted by DOT Board is supplemental 
to any other code of ethics applicable to the DOT Board; (4) require that the DOT Board ethics code include 
prohibition against a member taking action when a conflict of interest or the appearance of a conflict of interest 
exists; (5) specify that a conflict of interest, for purposes of this policy, exists whenever any Official action taken 
by a DOT Board member would result in direct or indirect financial benefit (beyond that which other citizens 
might enjoy) to the DOT Board member, the member's immediate family, or an individual or business associated 
with the member, (6) specify that the appearance of a conflict of interest exists when a reasonable person would 
conclude, even in the absence of an actual conflict of interest, that the member's ability to protect the public 
interest or perform public duties would be compromised by personal interest; (7) require that nominees to the 
DOT Board file with the Governor a statement of economic interest, including the nominee’s real estate holdings 
and financial interests in businesses related to the state’s transportation system; (8) require that nominees to the 
DOT Board file with the Governor a statement of potential bias stating the nominee’s membership or affiliation 
with organizations or advocacy groups pertaining to the state’s transportation system; (9) provide that these 
statements of economic interest or potential bias do not become public records until the nominee takes office as 
a DOT Board member; and (10) require the DOT Board to conduct an annual orientation for new DOT Board 
members and an annual continuing education program for DOT Board members on ethics and the duties and 
responsibilities of DOT Board members. 

Deletes proposed amendment to GS 136-13 (malfeasance of DOT Board members). Adds provision 
amending GS 136-14 (effective Dec. 1, 1998) to (1) make all violations of this section a Class H (now, Class 1) 
felony; (2) prohibit a DOT Board member from taking official action or using the member's official position to 
profit the member’s immediate family or businesses or clients of or associated with the member or the member's 
immediate family; and (3) prohibit a DOT Board member, in contemplation of official action by the member or 
DOT Board or in reliance on non-public information made known to the member in his or her official capacity, 
from acquiring a pecuniary interest in any property, transaction, or enterprise or gain any pecuniary benefit which 
may be affected by this information or official action, or to intentionally aid another to do so. 
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Adds new GS 136-11.1 (effective Dec. 31, 1998 and applicable to DOT Board actions taken on or after April 
1, 1999) requiring Dep’t of Transportation, before action by DOT Board on transportation project, to inform all 
municipalities and counties affected by planned transportation project and give them 60 days to submit a written 
resolution expressing their views on the project. DOT and DOT Board must consider, but are not bound by, views 
of affected municipalities and counties. 

Adds provisions requiring DOT (1) to study reorganization of the 14 transportation divisions to more closely 
match urban and rural regions of state and improve efficiency of DOT operations, and to report results of study to 
General Assembly by Dec. 31, 1998; (2) to develop plan to establish rural transportation planning organizations, 
and to report plan to General Assembly by Dec. 31, 1998; and (3) to study backlog of maintenance needs to state 
highways, to suggest methods for addressing this issue, and to report its findings and recommendations to 
General Assembly by Dec. 31, 1998. Deletes appropriations contained in prior editions of bill.

EXEMPTION FOR RECYCLING PROPERTY; (2) TO ALLOW AIR COURIERS A SALES TAX REDUCTION 
FOR MATERIALS HANDLING EQUIPMENT USED AT A HUB, A SALES TAX EXEMPTION FOR AIRCRAFT 
LUBRICANTS AND PARTS USED AT A HUB, AND A PROPERTY TAX EXEMPTION FOR AIRCRAFT USED 
AT A HUB; (3) TO EXPAND THE INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT FUND AND UTILITY ACCOUNT TO INCLUDE 
THE SAME BUSINESSES AS THE WILLIAM S. LEE ACT, TO EXPAND THE UTILITY ACCOUNT TO TIER 
TWO COUNTIES, TO RAISE THE MAXIMUM GRANT UNDER THE INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT FUND, AND 
TO ALLOW LOCAL GOVERNMENTS TO USE PART OF THE INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT FUND GRANT 
FUNDS TO ADMINISTER THE GRANT; (4) TO PROVIDE FOR THE DESIGNATION OF STATE 
DEVELOPMENT ZONES, TO PROVIDE A LOWER WAGE STANDARD, A HIGHER WORKER TRAINING 
CREDIT, A ZERO THRESHOLD FOR THE INVESTMENT TAX CREDIT, AND AN ADDITIONAL JOBS TAX 
CREDIT WITHIN ZONES, AND TO GIVE ZONES PRIORITY FOR COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT BLOCK 
GRANTS; AND (5) TO AMEND THE WILLIAM S. LEE ACT BY EXPANDING THE CENTRAL ADMINISTRATIVE 
OFFICE CREDIT TO GROSS PREMIUMS TAXES AND TO JOBS CREATED BEFORE THE PROPERTY IS 
CONSTRUCTED, BY PROVIDING THAT THE INVESTMENT TAX CREDIT THRESHOLD APPLIES ONLY

S 1125. MISC. EDUCATION CHANGES. Intro. 5/14/98. Senate committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. (1) Modifies changes to GS 115C-174.21(b) (competency test) by providing that ninth 
grade students who fail to attain the required minimum standard for graduation will be given a second opportunity 
to take the test. Students must be given remedial instruction and at least two opportunities annually to take the 
test up to and including last month of twelfth grade, and two additional opportunities to take test during summer 
following twelfth grade. Students who have met all other conditions of graduation and who pass test during 
summer after twelfth grade will be awarded a diploma by local school board. (2) Amends GS 115C-391(d1) to 
require sup’t, on recommendation of principal (now, on recommendation of local school board), to suspend 
student for 365 days for bringing weapon onto school property. Amends GS 115C-391(d2) to require sup’t, on 
recommendation of principal (now, on recommendation of local school board), to suspend student for physical 
assault as set out in subsection. Amends GS 115C-105.47 (local safe school plans) to provide that nothing in 
section creates right of student to be identified or assessed for, or to receive, special services. Provides that local 
school units, local school boards, sup’ts, and school personnel are not liable in a civil action for failing to develop 
safe school plan, to address adequately all issues in a safe school plan, or to implement effectively a safe school 
plan. Amends GS 115C-276(r) (maintain student discipline) to make data requirements applicable with respect to 
student suspended for more than ten days. (3) Amends GS 115C-74.11(c) (annual testing program) to provide 
that students who do not pass tests adopted for eighth grade will be provided during ninth grade remedial 
assistance reasonably calculated to prepare students to pass competency test administered under GS 115C- 
74.11(b). (4) Amends GS 115C-248(a) to require inspection of school bus at least once each 38 (now, 30) days 
for mechanical or other defects. (5) Amends GS 115C-403(b) to provide that on receipt of request, principal (or 
principal’s designee) of school from which child is transferring may not withhold record or verification for any 
reason, except as is authorized under Family Educational Rights and Privacy Act. (6) Amends GS 115C-333(b) 
(action plans) to require that local boards adopt policies to require action plans for all certified employees who 
receive below standard or unsatisfactory rating on evaluation in event sup’t does not recommend dismissal, 
demotion, or nonrenewal. (7) Amends GS 115C-287.1(b) to provide that in an initial contract between school 
administrator and local school board, the first year of contract may be for a period of less than 12 months if the 
contract becomes effective on or before Sept. 1. 


S 1336. 1998 GOV. DWI AMENDMENTS. Intro. 5/27/98. Senate committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 2nd edition. Revises zero tolerance provisions (making it unlawful to operate commercial vehicles, 
school busses, or child care vehicles with any alcohol in body) to provide that first offense is infraction punishable 
by $100 penalty, and that second or subsequent offenses are punished in same manner as impaired driving 
(previous version punished all violations as though convicted of impaired driving). Provides that license sanction 
for first offense is 10 days disqualification (prohibiting driving of commercial vehicles but not noncommercial 
vehicles) for drivers of commercial vehicles and 10 days revocation for busses and child care vehicles. For 
second and subsequent zero-tolerance convictions of drivers of commercial vehicles, license sanction is one 
year revocation for second and subsequent offenses, modified lifetime commercial driving disqualification for 
third offense, and lifetime commercial driving disqualification without reduction for fourth offense. For second or 
subsequent zero-tolerance convictions of drivers of busses and child care vehicles, license sanction is revocation 
for one year. Defines second or subsequent conviction of both offenses as conviction occurring within seven 
years of current offense. Deletes provisions authorizing limited driving privilege for first conviction of 
commercial impaired driving. Amends GS 20-4.01 to specify that results of alcohol concentration must be 
reported to hundredths, and must be rounded down to next lower hundredth. 

Amends proposed GS 20-28.3(I) to provide that judgments for restitution for amount owed when forfeited 
vehicle is sold will not be docketed by clerk until after probation, if any, is revoked or terminated, and that 
amount due will be determined at revocation or termination hearing. Directs Joint Legislative Education 
Oversight Committee to study effects of DWI seizure and forfeiture on school board finances and to report to 
1999 and 2000 legislative sessions on recommended changes to make process more effective and efficient.

Senate amendments make the following changes to 6th 
edition. Rewrites new GS 136-11.1(1) to specify that each affected municipality or county must submit its written 
resolution expressing its views on the project within 45 days (was, 60 days);(2) to authorize a municipality or 
county to designate a Transportation Advisory Committee to submit its response to the DOT’s request for a 
resolution; (3) to rewrite definition of action of DOT Board to include Board’s approval of the Transportation 
Improvement Program and amendments, the Secondary Roads Paving Program and amendments, access and 
public service road projects, contingency projects, small urban projects, and spot safety projects; and (4) to 
authorize waiver of the 45-day notification provision on a finding by the Sec’y of Transportation that emergency 
action is required (such findings must be reported to the Joint Legislative Transportation Oversight Committee). 
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Adds new GS 136-13.3 requiring DOT Sec’y to require sworn written disclosures of all legal, equitable, and 
beneficial real estate interests of any DOT employee who holds a supervisory position that involves right-of-way 
or appraisal, any person who provides right-of-way or appraisal services to DOT on a contractual basis, and such 
persons’ immediate families. Requires Sec’y to establish a list of employees and others who are subject to this 
requirement and to update it by Feb. 1 of each year. List and any disclosure statements filed with the DOT 
Board under this section are public records. Provides that a false or incomplete statement filed pursuant to this 
section or failure to file a statement subjects an employee to disciplinary action for cause pursuant to GS Ch. 
126. 

Rewrites new GS 143B-350(k) (ethics policy) to specify that statement of economic interest that must be 
filed by nominees for positions on DOT Board (under code of ethics applicable to Board members that Board 
must adopt) must include a listing of Board nominee's /egal, equitable, or beneficial interest in real estate 
holdings in NC (italicized words added). Specifies that all disclosure statements required under new GS 143B- 
350(i) (disclosure of contributions), (j) (disclosure of campaign fund-raising), and (kK) must be sworn written 
statements, and that all such statements must be completed and filed before the beginning of any person’s term 
on the DOT Board. 

Adds new GS 136-14.3 making it a Class F felony for any member of the General Assembly to receive or 
solicit any campaign contribution in return for any promise to influence any action of DOT or the Board, or for any 
person to falsely accuse another of violating the provisions of this statute. 


H 1367. SALES TAX CHANGES. Intro. 5/21/98. Senate committee substitute makes the following changes to 
1st edition. Changes from Jan.1, 1999, to July 1, 1999, the effective date of section providing for quarterly filing 
of return for taxpayers consistently liable for less than $100 a month in sales taxes. Changes effective date of 
remainder of the substantive provisions of the act from July 1, 1998, to date act becomes law. 


H 1568. ST. PAULS/STATESVILLE OCCUPANCY TAX. Intro. 5/28/98. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 3rd edition. Amends Statesville city charter to authorize the levy of an additional room 
occupancy tax of up to two percent of gross receipts derived from rental accommodations. Requires the creation 
of a Statesville Tourism Development Authority. Requires the city to remit one half of the net proceeds of the two 
percent tax to the Statesville Tourism Development Authority and to use the remaining proceeds for operation 
and maintenance of and debt payments on a civic center.

Provides that when the entity to which the city or county conveys the automobile reconveys it to a Work 
First participant, a lien will be placed on the vehicle until the participant satisfactorily completes requirements of 
the Work First program. Makes act applicable to the following additional counties: Caldwell, Catawba, Davidson, 
Davie, Iredell, Moore, New Hanover, Polk, Randolph, Stokes, Surry, and Wilkes. 


S 1241. AMENDMENTS TO THE REVENUE LAWS. Intro. 5/21/98. Senate amendment makes the following 
changes to 3rd edition. Rewrites penalty provision in GS 105-236(5)b., to make it apply to large income tax 
deficiencies involving taxpayer who understates taxable income by amount equal to 25% or more of gross 
income. Rewrites penalty provision in GS 105-236(5)c., to make it apply to other large tax deficiencies. 


S 1242. WIRELESS TELEPHONE SERVICE/TOWER ACT. Intro. 5/21/98. House committee substitute makes 
the following changes to 3rd edition. Makes technical changes only. 


S 1354. RURAL INFRASTRUCTURE BONDS. Intro. 5/27/98. House amendment makes the following changes 
to 4th edition as amended. Defines “rural school” as a school located in a rural county or a school located 
outside the corporate limits of a municipality in a non-rural county (was, a school not located in any municipality).

Deletes provision in GS 10A-4(d) that would have allowed 
assistant and deputy registers of deeds, assistant and deputy clerks of court, and employees of notary section of 
Dept. of Sec’y of State to teach notarial courses without meeting all of the certification requirements for 
instructors; continues to allow registers of deeds, clerks of court, and director of notary section to teach without 
meeting all certification requirements. Also deletes provisions in GS 10A-14 that would have allowed assistant 
and deputy registers of deeds and employees of notary section to act as notaries by virtue of their offices or 
employment; continues to allow registers of deeds and director of notary section to do so. Makes GS 10A-16, 


which validates acts of notaries in certain instances, applicable to notarial acts performed before Aug. 1, 1998 
(was, July 1, 1998). 


S 1571. STUDY TICKET BROKERING. Intro. 6/1/98. Senate committee substitute makes the following changes 
to 1st edition. Replaces original bill with AN ACT TO PROVIDE THAT THE LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH 
COMMISSION SHALL STUDY ALLOWING REGULATED TICKET BROKERS TO RESELL TICKETS. As title 
indicates. Requires report to the 1999 General Assembly.

H 344. MOTOR VEHICLE OCCUPANT RESTRAINTS. Intro. 2/26/97. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 4th edition. Clarifies that if a car or van has more than two rows of passengers seats, a car 


safety seat may be secured in any middle row seat or the rear seat. Makes act effective Jan. 1, 1999 (was, July 
1, 1998). 


H 1075. APPRECIATION OF REVERSE MORTGAGES. Intro. 4/21/97. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 3rd edition. Requires, that as condition for a contract for shared appreciation or shared 
value, that at least 14 days before closing, that the borrower receive a disclosure explaining the additional costs 
and benefits of shared appreciation or shared value and comparing those costs and benefits with a comparable 
loan without shared appreciation or shared value. Amends GS 53-264(a) to require that the same information be 
included in information all authorized lenders must provide to the Comm’r of Banks for dissemination to 
counselors who provide counseling to prospective reverse mortgage borrowers.

S 1171. WELL SETBACK DISTANCES. Intro. 5/19/98. House committee substitute makes technical changes to 
2nd edition. 


S 1287. ADVANCE DIRECTIVES CORRECTIONS. Intro. 5/25/98. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Replaces blank bill with AN ACT TO CLARIFY THE LAW REGARDING 
HEALTH CARE POWERS OF ATTORNEY AND ADVANCE INSTRUCTION FOR MENTAL HEALTH 
TREATMENT BASED ON RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE JOINT LEGISLATURE HEALTH CARE OVERSIGHT 
COMMITTEE. Amends GS 122C, Art. 3, Part 2 (advance instructions for mental health treatment) to (1) delete 
provisions allowing for the appointment of an attorney-in-fact (proxy decisionmaker) in an advance instruction for 
mental health treatment; (2) permit the use of an advance instruction to provide instructions for mental health 
treatment in the event the person making the advance instruction (principal) lacks sufficient understanding or 
Capacity (now, lacks capacity only) to make or communicate mental health treatment decisions; (3) clarify that an 
advance instruction may operate as informed consent for treatment in the event the principal is deemed 
incapable of making treatment decisions and that, in the absence of a determination that the principal is 
incapable, treatment providers must continue to obtain the principal's informed consent as required by GS 122C- 
57; (4) grant immunity from liability for a physician’s or psychologist’s good faith determination that a principal is 
or is not incapable of making treatment decisions, which is the threshold for deciding whether to proceed 
according to an advance instruction; (5) provide to physicians and mental health treatment providers greater 
immunity from liability when administering or withholding treatment pursuant to an advance instruction (in the 
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absence of actual knowledge of the revocation of an advance instruction, no physician or other mental health 
treatment provider is subject to liability or professional disciplinary action, unless the absence of actual 
knowledge results from the negligence of the physician or provider); (6) delete automatic two-year expiration, as 
well as provision permitting the principal to make partial revocations; (7) require the principal and two qualified 
witnesses to sign the advance instruction before a notary public; (8) disqualify persons related to the principal by 
blood or marriage from being witnesses; (9) modify statutory form for advance instruction for mental health 
treatment; and (10) make conforming changes to other provisions in GS Ch. 122C. 

Amends GS 372A, Art. 3 (health care powers of attorney) to (1) authorize health care power of attorney to 
govern mental health treatment as well as health care decisions; (2) permit a health care power of attorney to 
incorporate or be combined with an advance instruction for mental health treatment; (3) require a health care 
agent's decisions about mental health treatment to be consistent with any desires expressed by the principal in 
an advance instruction, and if no advance instruction exists, consistent with what the agent in good faith believes 
to be the manner in which the principal would act if capable; (4) provide to the health care agent immunity from 
liability for decisions made in good faith reliance upon an advance instruction; (5) clarify that a health care power 
of attorney does not limit any authority granted under the involuntary commitment procedures; (6) provide that 
the determination of incapacity, in the case of mental health treatment, may be made by an eligible psychologist 
as defined in GS 122C-3(13d); and (7) modify the statutory form health care power of attorney to emphasize that 
the health care agent has the authority to make mental health treatment decisions (including the authority to 
consent to the administration of psychotropic medications, admission to a psychiatric facility, and the 
administration of electroconvulsive treatment), unless the principal makes special provisions to limit that 
authority. 

Effective Oct. 1, 1998. 


S 1260. JUVENILE JUSTICE REFORM ACT. Intro. 5/21/98. House committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 4th edition. 

Juvenile justice agency. (1) Deletes all provisions relating to the creation and responsibilities of a new Dep't 
of Juvenile Justice. Incorporates provisions that are substantially identical to special provisions in S 1366 (1998 
Appropriations Act) as passed by the House, requiring Governor, in consultation with Dep’t of Health and Human 
Services (DHHS), the Administrative Office of the Courts (AOC), and the Dep’t of Crime Control and Public 
Safety, to develop a plan to transfer to the Dep't of Crime Control and Public Safety all the authority, powers, 
duties, and functions of the DHHS Div'n of Youth Services and the AOC Div'n of Juvenile Services, and to report 
to the General Assembly on the plan (including legislative proposals and funding requirements) by April 1, 1999. 
Replaces references in bill to Dep’t of Juvenile Justice with references to Div'n of Juvenile Justice in Dep't of 
Crime Control and Public Safety, and assigns to DCCPS Div’n of Juvenile Justice (DJJ) responsibilities that were 
assigned to the new Dep't of Juvenile Justice under the Senate’s version of this bill. (2) Specifies factors the DJJ 
must consider including in a risk and needs assessment instrument. (3) Provides for 18-member State Advisory 
Council on Juvenile Justice and Delinquency Prevention and requires Council to review and comment on the 
state’s juvenile justice planning, development of community juvenile justice councils, and development of a 
formula for distribution of funds to juvenile crime prevention councils. (4) Requires DJJ to ensure that existing 
programs that provide screenings that can provide identification of delinquency risk continue to be used in a 
consistent, coordinated, and cost-effective way, and report by April 1, 2000. 

Undisciplined juveniles. Rewrites the definition of “undisciplined juvenile” to include (1) a juvenile at least 6 
but not yet 18 who is regularly disobedient to and beyond the disciplinary control of the parent, guardian, or 
custodian; or who is regularly found in places it is unlawful for a juvenile to be; or who has run away from home 
and (2) a juvenile at least 6 but not yet 16 who is unlawfully absent from school. 

Confidentiality and records. (1) Provides that if the court closes a hearing or part of a juvenile delinquency 
hearing to the public, the court may allow any victim, member of a victim's family, law enforcement officer, 
witness or other person directly involved in the hearing to be present at the hearing. (2) Prohibits the closing of a 
hearing or part of a hearing if the juvenile requests that it remain open. (3) Requires court, in exercising 
discretion to close a hearing or part of a hearing, to consider (a) nature of the allegations, (b) the juvenile’s age 
and maturity, (c) benefit to the juvenile of confidentiality, (d) benefit to the public of an open hearing, and (e) 
extent to which confidentiality of the juvenile’s file will be compromised by an open hearing. (4) Deletes provision 
allowing law enforcement officers to examine a juvenile’s record without a court order and provides instead that 
prosecutor may share information from a juvenile’s record with NC or local law enforcement officers, but may not 
allow them to photocopy any part of the record. (5) Provides that Conference of Chief District Court Judges 
(rather than Sec’y of proposed Dep't of Juvenile Justice) must adopt rules designating local agencies that are 
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authorized to share information concerning juveniles. (6) Adds DJJ to list of agencies that may be designated as 
“agencies authorized to share information.” (7) Increases from 16 to 18 the age at which a person may apply for 
expunction of an adjudication of undisciplined or delinquent behavior or of an allegation that the person was 
undisciplined if no adjudication results. (8) For expunction of delinquency records, requires a showing that at 
least 18 months have elapsed since the person was released form juvenile court jurisdiction and that the person 
has not subsequently been adjudicated delinquent or convicted as an adult of any felony or misdemeanor other 
than a traffic violation. (9) Provides that no records maintained by the court counselor or by a residential facility 
operated by the Division may be destroyed before the juvenile reaches age 18 or 18 months have elapsed since 
the person was released from juvenile court jurisdiction, whichever occurs last. (10) Requires clerk of superior 
court in each county, as soon as practicable after each term of court, to file with the AOC the names of persons 
granted an expunction of juvenile records and requires AOC to maintain a confidential file of those names, which 
may be disclosed only to judges for the purpose of ascertaining whether any person charged with an offense has 
been previously granted an expunction. (11) Rewrites provision on effect of expunction to provide that when a 
juvenile’s record is expunged, the juvenile and his or her parent may not be held to be guilty of perjury or of 
giving a false statement by reason of failing to recite or acknowledge the record. 

Law enforcement. Requires law enforcement agency to fingerprint and photograph a juvenile who was age 
10 or older when the juvenile allegedly committed an offense that would be a felony if committed by an adult, 
when a complaint has been prepared for referral to the DJJ and the juvenile is in the physical custody of law 
enforcement or the DJJ. 

Detention. (1) Provides that a juvenile charged with a misdemeanor may be placed in secure custody only if 
one element of the charge is assault on a person and the juvenile has demonstrated that he or she is a danger to 
persons (italicized words added). (2) Provides that the timing of an undisciplined juvenile’s placement in 
detention for contempt or of a delinquent juvenile’s placement in detention as a disposition will be determined by 
the court in its discretion and subject to the availability of detention facility placements. (3) Limits the time that an 
undisciplined juvenile may be confined for contempt to a maximum of 14 days in one 12-month period. 

Transfer. (1) Provides that a district court order transferring jurisdiction to superior court is interlocutory and 
may be appealed to court of appeals after final disposition of the matter in superior court. (2) Adds new GS 15A- 
1340.16B providing that after a juvenile is transferred to and convicted in superior court, the court may either 
proceed to sentencing or, in its discretion, remand the case to juvenile court for entry of a juvenile disposition 
pursuant to the Juvenile Code. 

Training school. (1) Provides that a juvenile adjudicated delinquent for a minor offense may be committed 
to a Level 3 disposition (training school) if the juvenile has been adjudicated for four or more prior offenses (was, 
four or more prior minor offenses). (2) Requires DJJ, in determining whether to release before his or her 18th 
birthday a juvenile who was committed for a Class A-E felony, to consider protection of the public and the 
likelihood that continued placement will lead to further rehabilitation. (3) Deletes requirement that chief court 
counselor notify the victim of a juvenile adjudicated for a Class A or B1 felony, and members of the victim’s 
immediate family, that they may request in writing to be notified in advance of the juvenile’s scheduled release 
date. (4) Deletes provision for definite commitments. (5) Rewrites provisions regarding release and post-release 
supervision to (a) require DJJ to develop the post-release supervision plan in consultation with the court 
counselor; (b) remove the one-year maximum length of post-release supervision; (c) require the DJJ, at least 45 
days before the juvenile’s release, to provide a copy of the plan to the juvenile, the parent, guardian, or 
custodian, the chief district court judge, the district attorney, and the court counselor who will provide supervision, 
and allow the juvenile, the court counselor, or the prosecutor to file a motion within 10 days to request a hearing 
to determine whether the release is appropriate; (d) require that juvenile be released pursuant to the plan if no 
motion is filed and the court does not initiate a hearing; (e) require court to release a juvenile under a post- 
release supervision plan at least 90 days before the juvenile’s (i) 18th birthday if the juvenile is committed for an 
offense other than a Class A-E felony or (ii) 19th birthday, if committed for a Class A-E felony. (6) Deletes 
provision that, subject to six-month minimum commitment, juvenile may not be committed for longer than an 
adult could serve for the same offense unless need for extended commitment for treatment is established. (7) 
Deletes the “greater weight of the evidence” standard for a finding of violation of post-release supervision. 

Other dispositions. (1) Includes in a juvenile’s right to inspect a predisposition report the right to inspect any 
attached risk and needs assessment. (2) Provides that results of tests for the use of controlled substances or 
alcohol, conducted within 30 days of certain juveniles’ adjudications, may be used for evaluation and treatment 
purposes only (italicized words added). (3) Adds to dispositional alternatives for delinquent juveniles authority of 
the court to order the juvenile not to associate with specified persons or be in specified places. (4) Adds as 
additional specified conditions of probation, that the juvenile (a) not violate any reasonable and lawful rules of a 
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parent, guardian, custodian, or caretaker, and (b) remain free of any tobacco product. (5) Deletes the “greater 
weight of the evidence” standard for a finding of violation of probation. (6) Rewrites employment discrimination 
provision to (a) provide that no employer may discharge, demote, or deny a promotion or other benefit to any 
employee because the employee complies with provisions of the Article and (b) require the Comm'r of Labor to 
enforce that provision according to Article 21 of GS Ch. 95 and related rules. 

Other provisions. (1) For all categories of juveniles, (a) amends the definition of “custodian” to include, in 
addition to a person who has been awarded custody of a juvenile by a court, a person who has assumed the 
status and obligation of a parent without being awarded legal custody by a court, (b) deletes definition of “in loco 
parentis,” (c) amends numerous Juvenile Code provisions to clarify whether they apply to a parent, guardian, 
custodian, or caretaker, or to only some of these, and (d) specifies that court has continuing jurisdiction over 
guardian, custodian, or caretaker, as well as parent, who is properly served. (2) Changes wording of required 
notice on summons in delinquency or undisciplined matter to advise parent, guardian, or custodian that failure to 
appear in court for scheduled hearing or to comply with court order may result in a finding of contempt. (3) 
Deletes from definition of “court” reference to Family Court, if established, in District Court Districts 12, 14, and 
26. (4) Deletes definition of “protective supervision.” 

Lose Control, Lose Your License. Deletes “Lose Control, Lose Your License” provisions denying eligibility 
for drivers license to students suspended for more than 10 days for certain types of conduct. 

Abused, neglected, and dependent juveniles. For purposes of abuse, neglect, and dependency cases, (1) 
extends to indigent guardian, custodian, or caretaker the right to appointed counsel; (2) includes “protection of 
the public safety” as a purpose of dispositions; and (3) requires that the summons be personally served on the 
juvenile or counsel or guardian ad litem for the juvenile. 

Prevention of child abuse and neglect. (1) Rewrites provisions relating to prevention of abuse and neglect, 
directs State Board of Education to designate the Interagency Advisory Council on Community Schools in the 
Dep't of Public Instruction as the Advisory Council on Prevention of Child Abuse and Neglect, and gives that 
Council certain responsibilities formerly assigned to the Dep't of Public Instruction. (2) Adds provisions relating to 
the creation, membership, duties, and reports of the North Carolina Child Fatality Task Force. 

Studies and other directives. (1) Requires State Board of Education to review policies and procedures for 
transporting aggressive or assaultive students with other students and develop a plan to insure the protection of 
all students, particularly disabled students, from physical harm by aggressive or assaultive students. (2) Requires 
Dep't of Justice, by April 1, 1999, to develop guidelines for minority sensitivity training for all law enforcement 
personnel. (3) From effective date until July 1, 1999, requires AOC, and from that date on requires DJJ, to 
ensure that all juvenile court counselors and other DJJ personnel receive minority sensitivity training. (4) 
Requires AOC to provide training for court personnel on provisions of the act and authorizes AOC to contract 
with qualified educational institutions to provide the training. (5) Requires Dep't of Justice to provide training for 
law enforcement personnel on the provisions of the act. (6) Changes from April 1, 1999, to April 1, 2000, the date 
by which the DJJ (was, the proposed Dep't of Juvenile Justice) must report on the proposed plan to establish 
statewide community-based dispositional alternatives for delinquent juveniles. (7) Adds requirement that AOC 
establish pilot programs for holding family court in selected district court districts and report by March 1, 1999, 
but only if funds are appropriated to implement the requirement. (8) Changes from April 1, 1999, to April 1, 2000, 
the date by which the DJJ and the Dep't of Public Instruction must report on study of case management and 
services relating to delinquent and undisciplined juveniles. (9) Directs AOC, in consultation with the NC 
Sentencing and Policy Advisory Comm'n, to develop a risk and needs assessment instrument by April 1, 1999. 
(10) Authorizes Legislative Research Comm'n to study blended sentencing and direct filing in certain juvenile 


cases and to report by March 15, 1999. (11) Directs DHHS (was, proposed Dep't of Juvenile Justice) to study the 
use of detention facilities. 


S 1291. TRANSPORTATION CORRIDORS. Intro. 5/25/98. House amendment makes technical changes to 6th 
edition. 


S 1398. RDU CONSTRUCTION BID EXEMPTIONS. Intro. 5/27/98. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Provides that revenue bonds or other debt instruments issued by Raleigh- 
Durham Airport Authority for special user projects be in an amount not less than $4 million. Also revises 
provision on acquisitions for special user projects, stating that such projects must include acquisition of 
equipment (was, acquisition of real property and equipment). Makes corresponding amendment to 1959 SL, Ch.

H 915. FIREFIGHTERS/NO CONFLICT. Intro. 4/10/97. Senate committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Provides that no firefighter who engages in fire inspection activities and is exempted from 
conflict of interest provision of GS 160A-415, as amended by this bill, may inspect any work actually done, or 
materials or appliances supplied, by the firefighter or the firefighters business within the preceding six years. 
Makes additional technical changes. 


H 1367. SALES TAX CHANGES. Intro. 5/21/98. Senate amendment makes the following changes to 2nd edition. 


Provides that section repealing the wholesale tax in GS Ch. 105, Art. 5, Div. Il, Part 2, applies to taxes payable 
on or after July 1, 1998. 


H 1371. PUBLIC SCHOOL PURCHASING FLEXIBILITY. Intro. 5/21/98. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Amends GS 115C-522.1 to allow local school administrative units to purchase 
the same or substantially equivalent equipment and supplies from noncertified sources as long as the school 
notifies Dep’t of Administration of purchases that are substantially equivalent to, and not the same as, items 
under state term contracts. 


H 1462. CERTAIN SEPTIC TANK DEVICES REQUIRED. Intro. 5/25/98. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 3rd edition. Requires Health Services Comm'n to adopt temporary rules by Dec. 1, 1998 
(was, Nov.1, 1998) , and provides that these rules take effect on Jan. 1, 1999 (was, Dec.1, 1998). 


H 1474. MV TECHNICAL CHANGES. Intro. 5/25/98. Senate committee substitute makes the following changes 
to 4th edition. Revises GS 20-11(h1) and (h2) to allow parent or guardian of minor with out-of-state license to 
certify (was, attest by affidavit) that minor has not been convicted of moving violation within past six months. 
Revises GS 20-11(i) to allow minor’s parent or guardian or person approved by parent, guardian, or DMV to sign 
minor's application for license. Revises GS 20-11(k) to allow minor's parent or guardian or person approved by 
parent, guardian, or DMV to be a supervising driver; requires each supervising driver to sign application for 
permit or license and allows up to two supervising drivers on each permit or license. These revisions are 
effective upon enactment. 


H 1529. HORSE PROMOTION ASSESSMENT. Intro. 5/27/98. Senate committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 5th edition. Deletes from the definition of “horse owner’ any NC resident who has a financial interest 
in equines or an equine operations but does not own or lease an equine. Provides that the NC Horse Council 
may bring an action to collect unpaid assessments against feed manufacturers or distributors (was, horse 
owners, feed manufacturers, or distributors), but deletes provision authorizing Council, if successful in such 
action, to recover costs of the action and attorneys fees. Exempts equines (was, horses) from the provisions of 
GS Ch. 106, Art. 50. 


H 1546. ACCIDENT REPORTS/WEEDY LOTS. Intro. 5/27/98. Senate committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 3rd edition. Reduces from $10 to $5 the fee that specified municipalities may charge for an 
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uncertified copy of police incident or accident report; deletes provision that news media may not be charged a 
fee that exceeds the actual cost of making the copy.

SENATE BILLS 


S 1199. SET REGUL. FEES/INCREASE VARIOUS FEES. Intro. 5/21/98. House committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 2nd edition. Establishes an annual fee of $2,865 for the following forms of major individual 
NPDES permits; (a) an individual permit for a point source discharge of one million gallons or more per day; (5) a 
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publicly owned treatment works that administers a pretreatment program; and (c) an industrial waste treatment 
works that has a high toxic pollutant potential (italicized provisions added). Establishes an annual fee of $715 for 
any individual permit for a point source discharge other than a point source discharge described above (was, all 
permits for a point source discharge of less than one million gallons per day). 


S 1277. CIVIL PROCEDURE RULES CHANGES. Intro. 5/25/98. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. (1) Abolishes the public duty doctrine as it applies to negligence suits brought 
against state agencies by defining negligence to include the failure to use ordinary care in discharging a duty 
regardless of whether the duty is for the benefit of a specific person or for the benefit of the general public. (2) 
Deletes provision that would have authorized service of process by a commissioned notary public under Rule 
4(a). (3) Provides that delivery of pleadings and papers by telefacsimile outside the permitted times is deemed to 
have been completed on the next business day under Rule 5(b). (4) Provides that, in order to be considered by 
the presiding judge other than a magistrate (except by leave of court or the consent of the parties), briefs or legal 
memoranda in support of a motion must be served by the moving party upon the adverse party no later than the 
fifth business day preceding the scheduled hearing date on the motion, and that a brief or legal memorandum by 
the adverse party must be served upon the moving party no later than the second business day before the 
scheduled hearing date on the motion (was, briefs and memoranda served no later than third business day 
preceding hearing date).

Deletes provisions concerning offer of judgment and disclaimer under Rules 68 and 84. (8) Deletes provisions 
extending the Civil Procedure Study Comm'n, increasing its membership, and appropriating funds to support it. 


S 1279. 1998 TECHNICAL CORRECTIONS. Intro. 5/27/98. Senate committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. (1) Adds GS 143B-475.1(f) (regarding Community Service Work Program in which 
criminal offenders are sentenced to perform unpaid community service) to require community service staff to 
report to the court in which the community service was ordered any significant violation of probation or of 
deferred prosecution related to community service. Requires staff to give notice of hearing to the person ordered 
to perform the service. Court must conduct hearing, and if it finds willful failure to comply, must revoke any 
driver's license issued to person until community service requirement is met. Also, court may take any further 
action under GS Ch. 15A, art. 82, authorized for violation of probation. (2) Makes technical and stylistic changes 
to GS 14-399(c), 25-8-103(a), 50-11, 50-20, 78C-16(b), 105-116(a), 90-113.38(b), 90-113.40, 95-128, 95-174, 
110-91(10), 130A-24(b), 130A-233, 143-53(a)(2), 143-129(f), 143B-283(a), 143B-289.5(e), 143B-433, 163-323, 
and 146-12(c), and to SL 1997-443, 1997-452, 1997-345, 1998-37, and 1998-72. (3) Amends GS 31B-1(b) to 
make clear that GS Ch. 31B applies to all renunciations of interests for purposes of federal and state inheritance, 
estate, and gift taxes, unless otherwise expressly provided in the instrument creating the interest. Amends GS 
31B-2(a) to provide that to be qualified disclaimer for tax purposes, if no federal statute sets a deadline for filing, 
the instrument must be filed no later than 9 months after transfer is complete for tax purposes. Makes other 
clarifying changes. (4) Revises GS 75E-3 to allow Att'y General to exempt from GS Ch. 55, Art. 9 (Shareholder 
Protection Act) any business combination that is solely an internal corporate restructuring that does not materially 
change ultimate ownership of corporation nor affect applicability of Shareholder Protection Act to the corporation 
or any other entity. (5) Amends SL 1997-492, sec. 17, to provide that Substance Abuse Professional 
Certification Board may certify person as clinical addictions specialist, during period of one year after effective 
date of act [Oct. 1, 1997] only after completion of prescribed continuing education requirements, payment of fee, 
and payment of certification fee, as well as meeting other requirements of section. Makes same change to SL 


1997-492, regarding certification of clinical addictions specialist during period of three years beginning Oct. 1, 
1998. 


S 1299. INTERBASIN TRANSFER AMENDMENTS. Intro. 5/27/98. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. (1) Adds to statement of state’s public policy, in GS 143-211(b) and 143- 
215.22|(m), that cumulative impact of transfers from source river basin must not result in violation of 
antidegradation policy set out in 40 CFR sec. 131.12 and the statewide antidegradation policy adopted pursuant 
to that federal policy. (2) Amends GS 143-215.8B(a) to require Environmental Management Comm'n (EMC), in 
developing water quality management plans for major river basins in state, to consider impacts of all transfers 
into and from a river basin that must be registered under GS 143-215.22H. (3) Adds GS 143-215.22H(b1) to 
exempt from specified registration requirements person who withdraws or transfers less than 1 million gallons per 
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day of water for activities related to agriculture. (4) Adds GS 143-215.22I(f)(2a) to add, as factor that EMC must 
consider in deciding whether to issue a certificate for a water transfer, the cumulative effect on the river basin of 
any water transfer or use that is already occurring, is authorized under GS 143-215.111, or is projected in any 
local water supply plan submitted to Dep't of Environment & Natural Resources (DENR). Revises proposed GS 
143-215.221(f1) to make clear that applicant who petitions EMC for water transfer certificate must pay the cost of 
special studies necessary to comply with GS Ch. 113A, art. 1 (Environmental Policy Act provisions concerning 
assessments of environmental impacts). Rewrites proposed GS 143-215.22I(I) to provide that if applicant must 
submit plan regarding future water needs to DENR and applicant must have local water supply plan, then plan 
submitted to DENR must be amendment to local water supply plan required by GS 143-355(l). (5) Requires that 
DENR,, in its state water supply plan, identify any areas of state that face water shortages, conflicts among water 
users, or depletion of water resources; and that it review plan every five years thereafter to determine whether 
any other areas are facing such problems within 10 years from date of review. (6) Makes amendments to GS 
143-215.22H (registration of water withdrawals and transfers) effective March 1, 2000. Requires that person who 
must register withdrawal or transfer as result of amendments to GS 143-215.22H provide information required by 
subsec. (a) of that statute on basis of water withdrawn or transferred during 1999. Other provisions of act are 
effective Oct. 1, 1998. 


S 1554. MODIFY CONTROLLED SUBSTANCES TAX. Intro. 6/1/98. Senate amendment makes the following 
changes to ‘1st edition. Inserts, in preamble to bill, statement that current market price of cocaine is 
approximately $100 per gram and hence the excise tax imposed by act is proportionately less than tax on 
cigarettes imposed by many states.

H 1071. PAY RENT ARREARS TO STAY EJECTMENT. Intro. 4/21/97. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Rewrites amendment to GS 42-34(b) to provide that when magistrate finds that 
there is an actual dispute as to the amount of rent in arrears that is due and specifies the specific amount in 
dispute, defendant is not required to pay to clerk of superior court the specified amount of disputed rent 
arrearages in order to stay execution of judgment for ejectment, even if the magistrate’s judgment includes this 
amount in the amount of rent found to be in arrears. If defendant appeared at the hearing before the magistrate 
and the magistrate found an amount of rent in arrears that was not in dispute, and an attorney representing the 
defendant on appeal to district court signs a pleading stating that there is evidence of an actual dispute as to 
amount in arrears, defendant is not required to pay the disputed rent arrearage in order to stay execution of 
judgment for ejectment pending appeal. Defendant must pay the undisputed rent in arrears to the clerk and sign 
the undertaking (italicized words added). Rewrites new GS 42-34(c1) to specify that defendant prosecuting his or 
her appeal as an indigent must pay the amount of the contract rent as it becomes periodically due but is not 
required to pay rent in arrears (both as set forth in GS 42-34(b)) in order to stay execution pending appeal, and to 
make clarifying changes. Requires AOC to amend cited form in accordance with act. Makes act effective Oct. 1, 
1998: applies to actions for summary ejectment filed on or after that date. 


H 1405. SMALL CLAIMS JUDGMENTS. Intro. 5/21/98. Senate amendment makes the following changes to 3rd 
edition. Makes provision authorizing district court judge to solemnize marriage applicable only to district court 
judges who were formerly assistant district attorneys of the Thirteenth Judicial District (was, all district court 
judges of Thirteenth Judicial District). 


H 1469. STATE PERSONNEL COMM. REORGANIZED. Intro. 5/25/98. House committee substitute makes the 


following changes to 1st edition. Rewrites proposed GS 126-2(b)(3) to require House Speaker and Senate 
President Pro Tem, in recommending the two state employees to serve on Personnel Comm'n, to consider 
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nominations submitted by State Employees’ Ass’n. Revises new GS 126-2(b)(4) to provide that both members 
who are local government employees must be appointed on recommendation of Ass’n of County Comm'rs (was, 
supervisory employee appointed on recommendation of League of Municipalities). Makes clear that at-large 
public member's term, under new GS 126-2(b)(5), is six years.

S 565. VARIABLE RATE LOANS. Intro. 3/31/97. Conference report makes the following changes to 4th edition 
to reconcile matters in controversy. Deletes changes to GS 25A-25(c) that would have extended subsection to 
installment sales contracts for watercraft. Changes effective date from Oct. 1, 1997 to Oct. 1, 1998. 


S 1242. WIRELESS TELEPHONE SERVICE/TOWER ACT. Intro. 5/21/98. House committee substitute makes 
the following changes to 4th edition. Removes provisions allowing Wireless 911 Board to raise Enhanced 911 fee 
(above 80 cents per month) in future years. 


S 1279. 1998 TECHNICAL CORRECTIONS. Intro. 5/25/98. Senate amendments make the following changes to 
2nd edition. Changes effective date of amendment to GS 163-323(e) from Aug. 2, 1996 to Feb. 1, 1999. Adds 
new GS 97-101.1 allowing Industrial Comm'n to issue writs of habeas corpus ad testificandum under GS 17-41. 
Makes other technical changes. 
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S 1336. 1998 GOV. DWI AMENDMENTS. Intro. 5/25/98. House committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 4th edition. 

Forfeiture revisions. (1) Makes claim for insurance proceeds for damage to a seized motor vehicle forfeited 
for impaired driving after an impaired driving license revocation payable to the clerk of superior court of the 
county where the driver was charged (was, county where vehicle was seized). (2) Provides that if an officer 
determines prior to seizure that the motor vehicle is driven by a person not listed as an authorized driver on the 
rental contract, the officer may not seize the vehicle, but must make a reasonable effort to notify the owner that 
the vehicle was stopped and that the driver was not listed as an authorized driver. (3) Provides that the seizing 
officer must notify the executive agency designated by the Governor as soon as practical but not later than 72 
hours after seizure in accordance with the agency’s procedures (was, notify the DMV and the agency in 
accordance with procedures established by DMV and agency). (4) Directs executive agency to notify DMV in 
writing of impoundment within 48 hours of receiving notice of seizure. (5) In case of expedited sale of a seized 
vehicle, provides that after the payment of outstanding towing and storage costs, the proceeds must be 
deposited with the clerk of superior court (was, payment or reimbursement of such costs). (6) Provides that if 
defendant appeals conviction, any party may file a motion for review to consider whether the vehicle may be 
released under various applicable provisions. (7) Clarifies that the DMV may not prevent the renewal of existing 
registration prior to receiving notice of an order of forfeiture. 

Increased fines for DWI offenses. \ncreases maximum fines for DW offenses as compared to current law 
(GS 20-179) as follows: (a) Level One punishment increased from $2,000 to $4,000; (b) Level Two punishment 
increased from $1,000 to $2,000; (c) Level Three punishment increased from $500 to $1,000; (d) Level Four 
punishment increased from $250 to $500; (e) Level Five punishment increased from $100 to $200. 

Miscellaneous provisions. Authorizes Dep't of Public Instruction to hire a person to handle administration of 
a statewide contract or regional contracts to tow, store, process, maintain, and sell seized motor vehicles under 
GS 20-28.9 (was, a part-time person). Provides that study of DW forfeiture provisions and their financial impact 
on county boards of education by Joint Legislative Education Oversight Committee may be reported to the 1999 
session of the General Assembly (was, to the 1999 session and to the 2000 session). Makes a number of 
technical, editorial, stylistic, and conforming changes. . 


S 1360. UNION BOARD OF E & R. Intro. 5/27/98. House amendment makes the following changes to 2nd 
edition. Adds provision amending plan of merger of the Alamance County Schools and the Burlington City 
Schools to increase from three to four the number of school board members whose terms of office are extended 


until Dec. 1, 1998, and reduce from four to three the number of board members whose terms are extended until 
Dec. 1, 2000. 


S 1424. CABARRUS COLL. DEGREE PROGRAMS. Intro. 5/28/98. House committee substitute makes the 


following changes to 2nd edition. Deletes authority of Cabarrus Memorial Hospital to grant advanced degrees 
under bill, leaving only authority to grant baccalaureate degrees.

H 497. LRC STUDY EMPLOYMENT SECURITY. Intro. 3/11/97. House committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Rewrites the bill to authorize Legislative Research Comm'n to study issues 
regarding state unemployment insurance trust fund, the unemployment insurance tax, and other employment 
security issues, and to report recommendations to 1999 session of General Assembly. 


H 1094. REPEAL/RECODIFY RAILROAD LAWS. Intro. 4/21/97. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 4th edition. Makes technical changes only. 


H 1229. VISIBLE LIGHT—WINDOW DARKENING. Intro. 5/15/97. House committee substitute makes the 


following changes to 3rd edition. (1) Amends GS 20-127(b) to allow application to windshield of an untinted clear 
film that does not obstruct vision but reduces or eliminates ultraviolet radiation. (2) Rewrites new GS 20-127(f) to 
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allow issuance of medical exception permit (allowing windshield tinting) to person who is photosensitive to visible 
light, to make such permits valid for five years (was, one year) from issue date, unless a shorter time is specified 
by the Drivers Medical Evaluation Program; and to require permit to specify the permitted levels of tinting. (3) 
Directs the Medical Review Branch of the Division of Motor Vehicles (DMV) to issue rules and create forms and 
permits necessary for the program. (4) Directs DMV to add this medical exception to the STARS program to 
allow computerized issuance of medical exception permits. (5) Directs DMV to report to the Joint Legislative 
Transportation Oversight Committee six months after first medical exception permit is issued on the number of 
permits issued and the projected additional costs of operating the program. (8) Changes effective date from Jan. 
1, 1998, to Oct. 1, 1998. 


H 1327. SCHOOL CONSTRUCTION BIDDING. Intro. 5/19/98. House committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Provides that act expires July 1, 2002. 


H 1402. DISAPPROVE/REVISE NEUSE RULE. Intro. 5/21/98. House committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Disapproves in part the permanent Neuse River Basin Nutrient Sensitive Waters 
Management Strategy, 15A NCAC 2B.0233 (the “current EMC rule”), providing for the current EMC rule subject 
to certain legislative changes (the “legislated temporary rule”) to remain in effect until a new rule (the “new EMC 
rule”) becomes effective. (The 1° edition of this bill disapproved of the EMC rule altogether, as provided in GS 
150B-21.3(b).) 

Legislated temporary rule: presence of surface water. Requires the presence of surface waters in the Neuse 
River basin to be determined presumptively by reference to either the most recent versions of the soil survey 
maps prepared by the U.S. Dep't of Agriculture or the 7.5 minute quadrangle maps prepared by the U.S. 
Geologic Survey. In the event of a question as to the accuracy of these maps with respect to the presence of 
surface water, provides for determination by the director of the Div’n of Water Quality of the Dep't of 
Environment and Natural Resources, subject to contested case review under GS_ Ch. 150B, with a final agency 
decision by the Environmental Management Comm'n (EMC). 

Legislated temporary rule: headwaters exclusion. Excludes from the requirements of the EMC rule any 
segment of an intermittent stream that drains an area of 25 acres or less. 

Legislated temporary rule: definition of “forest vegetation.” Defines “forest vegetation” as vegetation 
consisting of trees and woody perennial plants with associated herbaceous vegetation in conjunction with a 
defined surface layer consisting of leaves, branches and other plant material, and including mature and 
successional forest areas and cutover areas. 

Compensatory mitigation fees. Allows persons to remove riparian buffers in the Neuse basin, 
notwithstanding the requirements of the legislated temporary rule or the EMC rule, by paying fees or donating 
property in a program created by the EMC. To qualify for this compensatory mitigation program, a person must 
demonstrate that he or she has attempted to avoid and minimize the loss of riparian buffer and that there is no 
practical alternative to the loss of the buffer. Compensatory mitigation is available only for loss of riparian buffer 
along an intermittent stream. Creates a new Riparian Buffer Restoration Fund as a _ nonreverting fund within the 
Dep't of Environment and Natural Resources to hold compensatory mitigation fees. 

Delegation of riparian buffer protection requirements to local government. Authorizes and creates procedure 
for delegation of implementation and enforcement of riparian buffer protection requirements to units of local 
government in the Neuse River basin that have the power to regulate land use. Authorizes the EMC to adopt 
rules to implement this section. 

Recognition of vested development rights. Provides that the legislated temporary rule and the new EMC 
rule do not apply to development with vested rights recognized or established under GS 153A-344(b), 153A- 
344.1, 160A-385(b) or 160A-385.1 prior to July 22, 1997 in the Neuse River basin. For development with vested 
rights under common law, the legislated rule and the new EMC rule do not apply to rights recognized or 
established prior to the effective date of this act, if the EMC has issued a certification pursuant to GS 143B- 
282(a)(1)u (a “401 certification” under the federal Clean Water Act). 

Requirements for the new EMC rule. Requires the EMC to adopt a new rule (first as a temporary rule, then 
as a permanent rule) for the Neuse River basin that (1) establishes a method for determining the presence of 
surface waters that is scientifically valid, easily understandable, efficient, consistent, reliable and cost-effective, 
as well as a means for resolving disputes; (2) establishes methods to determine the landward extent of zones 
within protected riparian buffers appropriate to different regions of the basin; (3) excludes certain drainage areas 
along intermittent streams from riparian buffer requirements; (4) defines forest vegetation; (5) establishes 
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exemptions and permitted uses within riparian areas; and (6) establishes criteria to determine whether there is a 
practical alternative to the loss of riparian buffer. 

Stakeholder advisory committee. Requires the new EMC rule to be developed with the assistance and 
advice of a stakeholder advisory committee consisting of 23 members specified in the statute.

Requires the EMC to establish a goal for 
maintenance and restoration of riparian buffers consistent with the 30% nitrogen reduction goal of 1995 SL, Ch. 
oz! 

Severability. Includes a severability clause in case portions of this act are declared unconstitutional or 
invalid. 


H 1448. 1998 MARINE FISHERIES AMENDMENTS. Intro. 5/25/98. House committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 2nd edition.

S 905. SESSION LENGTH LIMITS. Intro. 4/16/97. House committee substitute makes the following changes to 
3rd edition. Deletes provision that would provide four-year terms for members of the Senate and provision that 
would change Section 14(1) of Article Il of the state constitution (describing successor relationship of Senate 
President Pro Tem to Lieutenant Governor). Provides that beginning with the regular session in 2001, in oda- 
numbered years the General Assembly shall remain in session for no more than 120 calendar days (was, no 
longer than 135 days, starting in 1999). Removes two provisions: one specifying that the month of December 
following the beginning of the term is also included in the calculation of days in session; and another providing 
that if the General Assembly meets no longer than two consecutive days and then adjourns for not less than 30 
days, the period of adjournment is excluded from the count. 


S 1280. TRANSIT AUTHY PURCHASING OPTION. Intro. 5/27/98. House committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 2nd edition. Makes technical changes only.

Deletes provision in GS 30-3.1 that would provide a minimum share for 
decedent's spouse of $25,000 out of “Total Net Assets” determination. Excludes proceeds from wrongful death 
actions from GS 30-3.2’s definition of “Total Net Assets”. Changes new GS 30-3.6 (waiver of rights to elective 
share) to provide that a surviving spouse may waive right to elective share by an antenuptial agreement. Also 
provides that waiver may specify particular property to be excluded from the operation of this statute and the 
“Total Net Assets’ of the decedent. Makes effective date January 1, 1999. Makes amendments to GS 28A-28-6 
(spouse’s assumption of liabilities) and GS 28A-28-8 (optional notice to creditors) applicable to estates of 
decedents dying on or after January 1, 1997. Makes remaining new law applicable to estates of decedents dying 
on or after January 1, 1999. 


H 1533. HALIFAX REGIONAL AIRPORT. Intro. 5/27/98. House committee substitute makes the following 
changes to ist edition. Replaces blank bill with AN ACT TO ENABLE THE COUNTY OF HALIFAX, THE 
COUNTY OF NORTHAMPTON, AND THE CITY OF ROANOKE RAPIDS TO ESTABLISH AN AIRPORT 
AUTHORITY FOR THE MAINTENANCE OF REGIONAL AIRPORT FACILITIES. Amends SL 1997-275, which 
created the Halifax-Roanoke Rapids Airport Authority. Changes name to Halifax Regional Airport Authority.

SUMMARIES OF AMENDMENTS 
AND COMMITTEE SUBSTITUTES 


SENATE BILLS 


S 801. N.C. PLANNED COMMUNITY ACT. Intro. 4/10/97. House committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Changes applicability to exclude planned communities with less than 20 lots (was, 12) 
and to exclude planned communities created prior to Jan. 1, 1999 from most provisions, unless they opt to be 
covered (was, mandatory coverage for most provisions). Provisions that would still apply to planned 
communities created before Jan. 1, 1999 govern upkeep of common areas, assessments for common expenses, 
and liens for assessments, although a provision granting costs and attorneys’ fees in litigation over assessment 
liens becomes effective only in actions arising on or after Jan. 1, 1999. 

Creation, alternation and termination of a planned community. Deletes sections: setting out contents of 
declaration; governing leasehold planned communities; governing allocation of votes to each lot and 
nondiscrimination clause for lots owned by declarants or affiliates; governing limited common elements and their 
assignment to lots; governing plats; exercising and reserving development rights; allowing alteration of lots by 
owners; governing subdivision of lots; governing use of lots for sales offices, management offices and models; 
and granting easement rights to unit owners. Allows declarants unilaterally to amend declaration in order to 
exercise a development right. Deletes provisions requiring unanimous consent for certain fundamental 
declaration changes; restrictions on master associations; and for and restrictions on addition of unspecified real 
estate to a declaration (e.g., to increase the number of lots). 

Management of a planned community. Requires owners’ associations to be organized as nonprofit 
corporations. Allows powers of associations to be varied by articles of incorporation and subject to the 
declarant’s rights in the declaration. Deletes limits on declarant’s power to restrict associations. Deletes 
fiduciary duty standard for officers of association, substituting standards from GS 55A-8-42 (for officers) and GS 
55A-8-30 (for members). Allows removal of executive board members by majority vote (was, 67%). Requires 
advance notice of executive board meeting not less than 10 days (was, 14) or more than 60 days (was, 30) 
before the meeting. Deletes limits on period of declarant control of association. Deletes provisions on liability of 
declarant successors and affiliates after foreclosure. Deletes provisions on liability of declarants after transfers. 
Restricts ability of lot owners to terminate contracts entered into by declarants before lot owners assume control 
of association. Eliminates required notice of rights to terminate declarant contracts that are not bona fide or are 
unconscionable. Restricts sole declarant liability for maintenance and repair to real estate which has not been 
incorporated into the planned community (was, any real estate subject to development rights). Reduces quorum 
requirement for association meetings to 10% (was, 20%) and provides for automatic quorum reduction in the 
event meetings must be rescheduled due to lack of quorum. Deletes provision for declarant liability, costs and 
litigation expenses for claims arising during period of declarant control. Deletes provision allowing conveyance 
or encumbrance on vote of 80% of votes allocated to lots not owned by declarant. Allows and prioritizes 
insurance proceed distribution if any portion of the community (was, dhe entire community) is not repaired or 
replaced. Allows removal of a reasonable operating expense surplus from excess association funds to be 
distributed after payment of common expenses. Allows variation by declaration of the person responsible for 
common expense payments prior to the association taking control. 

Makes other technical and clarifying changes. 


HOUSE BILLS 


H 1720. ADOPTION & SAFE FAMILIES ACT. Intro. 6/1/98. House committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Adds authorization for LRC study of changes proposed to the juvenile justice system 
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contained in H 1513 and issues relevant to child abuse, neglect, and dependency cases to report to the 1999 
session, and changes title accordingly. Deletes $95,399 appropriation from original bill. 

Part | makes changes in GS Ch. 7A to become effective Dec. 1, 1998 and to expire on June 30, 1999 if H 
1260 is enacted this session; except that provisions in GS Ch. 7A-577.1 (reasonable efforts), GS 7A-657.1 
(permanency planning hearing); and GS 7A-289.23.1 (pending child abuse, neglect, or dependency hearings) do 
not expire. Adds a new Part II making changes in GS Ch. 7B to become effective July 1, 1999 if S 1260 is 
enacted. 

Part |. Makes clarifying changes in GS 7A-517(25a) and returns language in 7A-544 to current law 
regarding juveniles remaining in the home. Amends GS 7A-576 and 7A-577(i)(2) to require court to consider 
federal law with respect to placement in and continued nonsecure custody. Amends GS 7A-629 to specify that 
the judge may exclude the general public from adjudicatory hearings on alleged undisciplined or delinquent 
juveniles, but sha// exclude the general public from hearings on allegedly abused, neglected, or dependent 
juveniles. Adds new GS 7A-289.23.1 to allow a petition for termination of parental rights to be filed as a motion 
in a pending child abuse, neglect, or depency case and requires the petition to be served in accordance with GS 
1A-1, Rule 5. Amends GS 7A-289.32(9) to add as grounds for terminating parental rights murder or felony 
assault of another child residing in the home. 

Part Il. Adds to GS 7B-101 a new definition of “aggravated circumstances;” adds provision in definition of 
“neglected juvenile” specifying as relevant factor that juvenile lives in a home where another juvenile has died of 
suspected abuse or neglect; and adds “reasonable efforts” definition identical to GS 7A-517(25a) as amended in 
Part!. Amends GS 7B-302 to require immediate investigation upon receipt of a report of a juvenile’s death as a 
result of suspected maltreatment. Amends GS 7B-505 and 7B-506 regarding placement in a relative’s home. 
Deletes GS 7B-505(g) regarding reasonable efforts to prevent or eliminate the need for placement. Amends GS 
7B-801 to require adjudicatory hearing no later than 60 days from the filing of the petition unless the judge orders 
a later time under GS 7B-803, and to require the judge to exclude the general public from hearings on allegedly 
abused, neglected or dependent juveniles. Amends GS 7B-903 (dispositional alternatives) to prohibit 
unsupervised visitation or return of physical custody of juveniles who are in custody without a hearing, and to 
require consideration of placement with a relative. Amends GS 7B-905 to require a review hearing within 90 
days (was six months) of the date of dispositional hearing. Deletes provisions relating to contents of dispositional 
order and replaces with requirement to comply with GS 7B-506.1 and to provide for appropriate visitation. 
Amends GS 7B-906 to require review of custody order within 90 days (was six months) from disposition hearing 
and a review six months thereafter; adds notice requirement to relative or preadoptive parent caring for the child. 
Amends GS 7B-907 to require court to consider at placement review comments from, and to give notice to, 
relative or preadoptive parent providing care. Amends GS 7B-1105 to require that summons be issued to DSS 
having placement responsibility and to require DSS to file a written answer and be deeemed a party to the 


proceeding. Amends GS 7B-1110 to add grounds for terminating parental rights identical to GS 7A-289.32(9)(as 
amended in Part |) and (10). 


Makes other technical changes.

S 1285. EXEMPT TRANSPORT AGRIC. PRODUCTS. Intro. 5/25/98. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Provides that farmers transporting agricultural products from one farm to another 
within 150 miles are exempt from Subparts G and H of Part 172 of 49 CFR. Authorizes Soil and Water 
Conservation Comm'n to adopt temporary rules to implement the Conservation Reserve Enhancement Program. 


HOUSE BILLS 


H 577. FORESTER REGISTRATION. Intro. 3/20/97. Senate committee substitute makes the following changes to 
2nd edition. Defines “forestry” as the professional practice embracing the science, business, and art of creating, 
conserving, and managing forests and forestlands for the sustained use and enjoyment of their resources, 
material, or other forest produce.

AND COMMITTEE SUBSTITUTES 


SENATE BILLS 


S 1125. MISC. EDUCATION CHANGES. Intro. 5/14/98. House committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 3rd edition. (1) Modifies GS 115C-105.36(b) to provide that each local school unit must make school 
performance awards to each eligible person no later than person’s first regular paydate following local unit’s 
receipt of funds; however, if paydate is fewer than 15 days following unit’s receipt of funds, then local unit must 
make award to that person no later than that person’s second regular paydate following unit's receipt of funds. 
Amendment to this subsection applies to funds awarded beginning with those awarded at end of 1998-99 school 
year, and any plan developed and approved under subsection before effective date of act shall not apply to those 
funds. (2) Deletes Senate amendments to GS 115C-174.21(b)(2) concerning provision of remedial instruction 
and allowing additional opportunities to take test. (3) Deletes Senate amendment to GS 115C-105.47 that stated 
that nothing in section creates right of student to be identified or assessed or to receive special services. (4) 
Deletes Senate amendment to GS 115C-248(a) that changed required inspection of school buses for mechanical 
or other defects from at least once each 30 days to at least once each 38 days. (5) Adds requirement that State 
Board of Education evaluate provision by local school boards of lump-sum payments of one percent of base 
salaries of principal and ass't principals in schools the boards found to meet goals of local plans for maintaining 
safe and orderly schools. State Board must identify number of principals and ass’t principals who received 
payments, how local boards determined whether schools met local goals for maintaining safe and orderly 
schools, and any other information boards used to select individuals to receive payments; State Board to report 
results of evaluation to Joint Legislative Education Oversight Committee (Committee) by Nov. 15, 1998. (6) Adds 
provision requiring State Board and UNC Board of Governors to develop proposal for statewide lateral entry 
teacher licensure program and to report proposal to Committee before Dec. 1, 1998. Sets out criteria for 
proposal, including active recruitment of mid-career college graduates into teaching and intensive summer 
preservice preparation before initial year of employment. Committee must review proposal and report any 
suggested legislation to General Assembly by Jan. 27, 1999. 


HOUSE BILLS 


H 344. MOTOR VEHICLE OCCUPANT RESTRAINTS. Intro. 2/26/98. Senate amendment makes the following 
changes to 5th edition. Makes seat belt use mandatory for front seat passengers only and makes the driver 
responsible for seat belt use by front seat passengers under 16. Deletes proposed fine increase for violation of 
seat belt law. Deletes proposed amendment to child restraint law, whigh would have raised covered age from 12 
to 16. 


H 1055. ARBITRATION OF SEED CLAIMS. Intro. 4/21/97. House committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 2nd edition. Changes proposed GS 106-277.30 to remove requirement of sworn complaint and to 
allow notice by certified in addition to registered mail. Allows request for investigation by seed dealer who 
receives oral or written notice of buyer’s complaint (was, by seed dealer against whom action is brought in court). 
Requires dealer to send buyer copy of request for investigation and allows buyer to file a response within 10 days 
after receiving it. Changes proposed GS 106-277.33 to allow specified information from the arbitration committee 
report to be introduced as evidence in a court action involving a complaint that has been investigated under GS 
106-277.32 but specifies that statements of the parties and recommendations of the arbitration committee are 
not admissible unless otherwise discoverable. Deletes appropriation. Changes effective date to make GS 106- 
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277.31 (creation of arbitration committee) effective when it becomes law, and the remainder effective Dec. 1, 
1998, and applicable to complaints filed on or after that date. Makes other technical changes. 


H 1327. SCHOOL CONSTRUCTION BIDDING. Intro. 5/19/98. House amendment makes the following changes 
to 2nd edition. Changes bill to continue requirement under current law that schools must receive bids on a 
separate prime basis and may also receive bids on a single prime basis; eliminates option in original bill to 
receive bids on a single prime basis only. Authorizes schools to award to the lowest responsible bidder under 
either system, even if that bidder is not the lowest responsible bidder among all the bids received. In 
determining the system under which the contract will be awarded the school may consider cost of construction 
oversight, time for completion, and other factors it deems appropriate. Provides that before opening bids when 
bidding is on both a single and separate prime basis, the school must receive at least three bids, one of which 
must be from a separate prime general contractor. Requires that separate prime bids be submitted three hours 
before single prime bids. Provides that separate prime contractors’ bids as subcontractors to single prime general 
contractors shall not exceed the amount of their bids to the school as separate prime contractors. Provides that a 
single prime bid that lists the subcontractors and their prices constitutes a single competitive bid, and each full 
set of separate prime contracts counts as a competitive bid. 


H 1332. GREENVILLE DOWNTOWN BID EXEMPTION. Intro. 5/19/98. House committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Authorizes City of Greenville to undertake downtown development project under 
GS 160A-458.3 without being required to locate the project in a central business district and without making 
findings that the project is likely to have a significant positive effect on revitalization of the central business 
district. Requires that city contribute at least 25% toward total cost of construction and that project include a 
convention center, civic center, or meeting facility within the city limits. 


H 1474. MV TECHNICAL AND OTHER CHANGES. Intro. 5/25/98. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 5th edition. Limits proposed exception to road weight limits for municipal or rural fire 
departments to highways other than interstates. Amends GS 20-183(b) by deleting requirement that warning 
tickets be prenumbered and that copy of ticket be sent to Division of Motor Vehicles. Directs that information in 
ticket be sent to Division by means specified by Division. 


H 1613. MARTIN AND ROCKINGHAM CORONER. Intro. 5/28/98. House committee substitute makes the 
following changes to ‘st edition. Abolishes the office of coroner in Rockingham as well as Martin County. 
Effective for Rockingham County when the bill becomes law.

AND COMMITTEE SUBSTITUTES 


SENATE BILLS 


S 666. RALEIGH SATELLITE ANNEXATION/IMMUNITY. Intro. 4/2/97. House committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Completely rewrites bill so it now is entitled AN ACT CONCERNING 
SATELLITE ANNEXATIONS BY THE CITY OF RALEIGH AND PROVIDING THAT THE CITY OF RALEIGH 
MAY BY RESOLUTION DEEM THE CREATION OF A SELF-FUNDED RISK PROGRAM AS THE PURCHASE 
OF INSURANCE FOR THE PURPOSE OF WAIVING GOVERNMENTAL IMMUNITY. (1) GS 160A-58.1(b) 
provides limitations on the power of a city to annex territory that is not contiguous to its corporate boundaries. 
One of those limitations is that no point of the proposed satellite annexation may be closer to the boundaries of 
another city than to the annexing city. SL 1997-432 amended this section to remove this proximity limitation 
when the annexing city is Wake Forest and the area to be annexed is subject to an agreement by the closer city 
that the closer city will not annex the area. This committee substitute further amends the section to make the 
same changes where the annexing city is Raleigh. (2) GS 160A-485(a) authorizes municipalities to waive their 
immunity from civil liability in tort by the purchase of liability insurance or by participation in a local government 
risk pool. This committee substitute modifies the section, to allow Raleigh to waive immunity by use of a funded 
reserve. The waiver is effected by the adoption of a resolution specifying the waiver. Waiver is limited to the 
extent specified in the resolution and in no event is to be greater than the funds available to the funded reserve 
for the payment of claims. 


S 1260. JUVENILE JUSTICE REFORM ACT. Intro. 5/21/98. House committee substitute makes numerous 
technical changes and the following substantive changes to the 5th edition. 

Agency. (1) In GS 164-37, adds the Director of the Division of Juvenile Justice (in NC Dep't of Crime 
Control and Public Safety) or that person's designee as a member of the NC Sentencing and Policy Advisory 
Commission. (2) Changes from October 1, 1998, to July 1, 1999, the beginning date of terms of initial 
appointments to local juvenile crime prevention councils and to the State Advisory Council on Juvenile Justice 
and Delinquency Prevention. 

Abused, Neglected, and Dependent Juveniles. (1) In abuse, neglect, and dependency cases, deletes 
requirement that the summons be personally served on the juvenile or counsel or guardian ad litem. (2) Deletes 
"protection of the public safety" as a purpose of dispositions in abuse, neglect, and dependency cases. (3) In 
regard to the NC Child Fatality Task Force (a) adds provision that members' terms are for two years, (b) provides 
for members to elect a chair to preside for the duration of the chairs membership, (c) provides that if vacancy 
occurs in the chair during the chairs term, members shall elect an acting chair to serve for the remainder of the 
unexpired term, (d) requires Task Force to conduct a statistical study of the incidences and causes of child 
deaths in the State (deleting reference to particular years in which deaths occurred), and (e) deletes provision for 
Task Force to cease to exist after filing its final report. 

Studies and Other Directives. (1) Deletes requirement that the Administrative Office of the Courts’ 
development of a risk and needs assessment instrument be done "in consultation with the North Carolina 
Sentencing and Policy Advisory Commission." (2) Directs NC Sentencing and Policy Advisory Commission to 
study blended sentencing and direct filing in certain juvenile cases, and deletes authorization for Legislative 
Research Commission to study those topics. (3) Requires the Administrative Office of the Courts and the Dep't of 
Justice to complete training on provisions of the rewritten juvenile code by July 1, 1999. (4) Changes from 
December 31 to February 15 the date each year by which the Division of Juvenile Justice must report statistics 
On juvenile recidivism rates. 


S 1299. INTERBASIN TRANSFER AMENDMENTS. Intro. 5/27/98. House committee substitute is apparently 
identical to 2nd edition. 


HOUSE BILLS 


H 55. PURPLE HEART, SILVER/BRONZE STAR PLATES. Intro. 2/5/97. Senate committee substitute makes 
the following changes to 3rd edition. Deletes provision allowing surviving spouse of Purple Heart recipient to 
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continue to be issued Purple Heart plate, authorizes plate for recipients of Bronze Star, and directs DMV to 
complete a redesign of the Purple Heart special license plate by 1/1/99. 


H 1248. TOBACCO SETTLEMENTS PAYMENTS. Intro. 5/12/98. Senate committee substitute rewrites 3rd 
edition to change title to read AN ACT TO PROTECT NORTH CAROLINA CITIZENS FROM LOSSES DUE TO 
FEDERAL TOBACCO LEGISLATION OR TOBACCO LITIGATION AND TO PROVIDE THAT FUNDS 
RECEIVED DUE TO SETTLEMENTS AND RELATED CONGRESSIONAL LEGISLATION SHALL BE SPENT 
ONLY PURSUANT TO APPROPRIATION BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY. Adds new GS 143-16.4 to create 
Settlement Reserve Fund to receive funds coming by block grant or court settlement for settlement of state’s 
claims against tobacco companies. Requires expenditures from fund to be by appropriation of the General 
Assembly. Adds GS 114-2.5 to require Attorney General to report on funds received by Settlement Fund. 
Specifies state’s intent to enact income tax exemptions for tobacco farmers and those who depend on tobacco 
for livelihood. Deletes all proposed amendments to income tax statutes. 


H 1327. SCHOOL CONSTRUCTION BIDDING. Intro. 5/19/98. House amendment makes the following changes 
to 2nd edition. Adds a requirement that a contractor must provide an affidavit that it has made the good faith 
effort at awarding contracts to minority businesses as required by GS 143-128(f). Failure to file the affidavit is 
grounds for rejection of the bid. 


H 1342. RENUNCIATION OF FIDUCIARY POWERS. Intro. 5/20/98. House committee substitute replaces 
original bill with AN ACT TO AMEND AND CLARIFY THE RENUNICATION OF FIDUCIARY POWERS ACT.” 
Amends GS 31B-1 to provide that Ch. 31B applies to all renunciations of present and future interests, whether 
qualified for state or federal or state inheritance, estate, or gift tax purposes, unless expressly provided otherwise 
in the instrument. Deletes provision that prohibits persons who succeed to renounced interest from receiving 
greater share than the renouncer would have received. Rewrites GS 31B-2(a) to provide that instrument 
renouncing present interest not covered by federal statute must be filed no later than nine months of date 
transfer was complete for purpose of taxes. Rewrites GS 31B-3(a) to (1) make it clear that subsection applies to 
creator of interest under an inter vivos instrument, and (2) adds three subdivisions specifying what happens to 
renunciations filed in time period specified by GS 31B-2, to renunciations not filed in that time period, and to 
future interests taking effect after the termination of the estate or interest renounced. Repeals GS 31B-4(a)(3). 
Adds new subsection (e) to GS 31B-4 to specify that right to renounce property or interest in property is not 
barred by acceptance of the property or interest, but that may prevent the renunciation from being a qualified 
renunciation for tax law. Effective when becomes law, and applies to renunciations executed on or after 
effective date. Does not apply to renunciations of interests in trusts executed before effective date, unless 
trustee files with appropriate clerk of court within six months of effective date an instrument evidencing the 
acceleration of the possession and enjoyment of the interest to persons in esse at the time of filing of the 


renunciation; such filing may not remove rights of beneficiary who receives interest in trust before instrument 
filed. 


H 1478. YEAR-ROUND SCHOOLS TASK FORCE. Intro. 5/25/98. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Completely rewrites bill so it now directs the Department of Public Instruction to 
form a task force to identify barriers that prevent local boards of education from providing year-round schools 
and to identify ways that local boards or the State Board of Education could minimize or remove those barriers. 
Report due to the state board and to the Joint Legislative Education Oversight Committee by May 15, 1999. 


H 1483. EXPEDITE LOW RISK LUST CLEANUP CLOSURES. Intro. 05/25/98. House committee substitute 
replaces original bill with AV ACT TO EXPEDITE THE CLOSURE OF LOW RISK LEAKING PETROLEUM 
UNDERGROUND STORAGE TANK CLEANUPS BY ALLOWING THE COST OF OBTAINING THE 
ADDITIONAL INFORMATION REQUIRED TO ASSESS THE RISK OF RELEASES REPORTED PRIOR TO 
THE EFFECTIVE DATE OF THE RISK ASSESSMENT RULES TO BE PAID FROM THE COMMERCIAL FUND 
OR THE NONCOMMERCIAL FUND UNDER CERTAIN CIRCUMSTANCES, TO PROVIDE THAT THE COST 
OF CONNECTING THIRD PARTIES TO PUBLIC WATER SYSTEMS MAY BE PAID FROM THE COMMERCIAL 
FUND OR THE NONCOMMERCIAL FUND UNDER CERTAIN CIRCUMSTANCES, TO MAKE LANDOWNERS 
ELIGIBLE FOR REIMBURSEMENT OF CLEANUP COSTS FROM THE NONCOMMERCIAL FUND UNDER 
CERTAIN CIRCUMSTANCES, TO AUTHORIZE THE ENVIRONMENTAL MANAGEMENT COMMISSION TO 
REQUIRE THAT ASSESSMENT AND CLEANUP TASKS AND COSTS BE PREAPPROVED BEFORE WORK 
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PROCEEDS, TO MAKE PETROLEUM COMMERCIAL UNDERGROUND STORAGE TANK OPERATING 
PERMITS SUBJECT TO ADDITIONAL FEDERAL REQUIREMENTS APPLICABLE IN 1998, TO PROVIDE FOR 
ASSIGNMENT OF PAYMENTS FROM THE COMMERCIAL FUND AND THE NONCOMMERCIAL FUND, TO 
ESTABLISH A DE MINIMIS REPORTING REQUIREMENT FOR PETROLEUM UNDERGROUND STORAGE 
TANK SPILLS AND OVERFILLS OF LESS THAN TWENTY-FIVE GALLONS THAT ARE CLEANED UP WITHIN 
TWENTY-FOUR HOURS, TO PROVIDE THAT FEDERAL LIMITATIONS ON LENDER LIABILITY APPLY TO 
THE LEAKING PETROLEUM UNDERGROUND STORAGE TANK CLEANUP PROGRAM, TO PROVIDE THAT 
RULES APPLICABLE TO COMMERCIAL UNDERGROUND STORAGE TANKS DO NOT APPLY TO CERTAIN 
TANKS, AND TO MAKE RELATED CONFORMING AND TECHNICAL AMENDMENTS. 

Deletes provisions amending GS 143-215.94V that would have exempted owners and operators of certain 
leaking underground petroleum storage tanks from clean up requirements. Provides that an owner, operator, or 
landowner may elect to have the Commercial Fund or the Noncommercial Fund, as appropriate, pay or 
reimburse the cost of obtaining the additional information needed by the Environmental Management Comm'n 
and the Dep't of Environment and Natural Resources to assess the risk to human health and the environment 
posed by a discharge or release from an underground petroleum tank without paying the costs for which the 
owner, operator, or landowner would otherwise be responsible under subsections (b) or (b1) of GS 143-215.94B 
or GS 143-215.94E. Sets conditions for payment or reimbursement by Dep't, including the following: (1) owner, 
operator, or landowner reported the discharge or release prior to January 2, 1998; (2) owner, operator, or 
landowner has complied with 145A NCAC 2N.0704; (3) Dep’t determines additional work is necessary to classify 
the risk posed to human health and the environment; (4) and Dep't approves the additional work and cost of work 
before owner, operator, or landowner proceeds with the additional work. The foregoing provisions are effective 
retroactively to January 2, 1998, and expire October 1, 1999, except that number four, above, is effective when 
this act becomes law. 

Effective retroactively to January 2, 1998, amends GS 143-215.94B and GS 143-215.94D to provide that 
cleanup of environmental damage includes connection of a third party to a public water system when Dep't 
determines connection is cost-effective when compared to other available remedies to reduce risk to human 
health and the environment. Permits cost of connection to be paid from Commercial Fund and Noncommercial 
Fund. Effective retroactively to October 1, 1997, amends Section 9 of Ch. 648 of 1995 Session Laws to delete 
October 1, 1997 sunset of Section 3 of Ch. 648, which permits landowner of land where storage tank is located to 
seek reimbursement for cost of cleanup where owner or operator of tank cannot be identified or located. 

Effective January 1, 1999, amends GS 143-215.94E to authorize the Comm'n to require an owner, operator, or 
landowner to obtain approval from the Dep't before proceeding with any task that will result in a cost that is 
eligible to be paid or reimbursed under GS 143-215.94B(b), 143-215.94B(b1), or 143-215.94D(b1). Requires the 
Comm'n to adopt rules specifying tasks for which preapproval is required. Effective December 22, 1998, amends 
GS 143-215.94U to make that section conform to additional federal requirements applicable in 1998. Effective 
retroactively to June 30, 1998, amends GS 143.3.3 to provide for assignment of payments from the Commercial 
Leaking Petroleum Underground Storage Tank Cleanup Fund or the Noncommercial Leaking Petroleum 
Underground Storage Tank Cleanup Fund. 

Adds new subsection (a1) to GS 143-215.94E to provide that spills or overfills associated with a petroleum 
underground storage tank of 25 gallons or more or that cause a sheen on nearby surface water must be cleaned 
up immediately and reported to the Dep't within 24 hours. Spills or overfills of less than 25 gallons that do not 
cause a sheen on nearby surface water must be immediately cleaned up but need not be reported. If a spill or 
overfill of less than 25 gallons cannot be cleaned up within 24 hours or causes a sheen on nearby surface water, 
the owner or operator of the storage tank must immediately notify tr Bep't. Amends GS 143-215.94L(b) to make 
federal rules related to lender liability(40 CFR Part 280, Subpart |!) applicable to the leaking petroleum 
underground storage tank cleanup program. Amends GS 143-215.94T to exempt the following storage tanks 
from rules applicable to commercial underground storage tanks: (1) farm or residential underground storage 
tanks of 1,100 gallons or less capacity that are used for storing motor fuel for noncommercial purposes or for 
storing heating oil for consumptive use on the premises where stored, and (2) tanks of more than 1,110 gallon 
Capacity used for storing heating oil for consumptive use on the premises where stored by four or fewer 
households. Provides that, notwithstanding GS 150B-21.1(a)(2) and 26 NCAC 2C.0102(11), Comm'n may adopt 
temporary rules to implement this act until October 1, 1999.

SENATE BILLS 


S 421. FREEZE PROPERTY TAX VALUES IN 2000. Intro. 3/18/97. House committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Deletes provisions of original bill and replaces it with AN ACT TO AMEND THE 
CONSTITUTION OF NORTH CAROLINA TO AUTHORIZE THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY TO ENACT 
LEGISLATION LIMITING THE VALUATION OF REAL PROPERTY FOR PROPERTY TAX PURPOSES TO ITS 
APPRAISED VALUE ON THE 2000-01 TAX BILL AND TO ADJUST THE APPRAISED VALUE TO REFLECT 
ITS SALES PRICE WHEN IT IS SOLD. Subject to voter approval, amends NC Constitution Article V, section 2, 
to provide that fair market value of property for property tax purposes is county assessor's valuation of real 
property as shown on the 2000-01 tax bill, or the appraised value of real property when it is purchased or newly 
constructed, or when ownership is transferred after the 2000 assessment. Fair market value base may reflect 
from year to year the inflationary rate, not to exceed 2% for any given year or reduction as shown in the 
consumer price index or comparable data for the area under taxing jurisdiction, or may be reduced to reflect 
substantial damage, destruction, or other factors causing a decline in value. Proposed constitutional amendment 
will be submitted to voters in November 1998 election. Sets out ballot form. 


S 916. COSMETOLOGY AND MASSAGE THERAPY. Intro. 5/17/97. House committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 2nd edition.

S 1202. CONVEYANCE SURPLUS AUTOMOBILES. Intro. 5/21/98. House committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 4th edition. Adds Wilson County to the bill. 


S 1241. AMENDMENTS TO REVENUE LAWS. Intro. 5/21/98. House committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 4th edition. Deletes amendment to GS 105-241(b1), which would have made Rule 11 of the Rules of 
Civil Procedure applicable to hearings before the Tax Review Board. Amends GS 105-278.6A to temporarily 
reinstate a property tax exemption for nonprofit “qualified retirement facilities” effective beginning with 1998 tax 
year and repealed for 2000 tax year. Amends definition of facility to require that grounds and buildings be at a 
single site, that it include independent living units for elderly residents, and a skilled nursing or adult care facility. 
Adds to requirements for qualification (1) exemption from corporate income tax, and (2) net revenues must be 
used to provide uncompensated goods and services to the elderly or local community. Removes requirement 
that it be owned, operated, and managed by religious or masonic organization. Directs LRC to study property tax 
exemptions for nonprofit organizations, including their history, evolution, policy reasons, effect on local 
governments and other taxpayers, and to report its findings to the 2000 session of the 1999 General Assembly. 
Makes most provisions of bill effective Jan. 1, 1999 (was, Sept. 1, 1998). 


S 1291. TRANSPORTATION CORRIDORS. Intro. 5/27/98. House committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 8th edition. Excludes bikeways and greenways from definition of “transportation corridor.”

Also states intent of General Assembly that this section applies only to 
particular circumstances that are subject of act, and that section does not establish precedent as to application of 
vesting under zoning or land-use planning program administered by local government or to any other 
environmental program. 


H 1477. ABC'S PLAN FOR DHHS SCHOOLS. Intro. 5/25/98. Senate committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 3rd edition. (1) Deletes provision granting statewide salary supplements for teachers in DHHS 
residential schools. (2) Makes provisions of sec. 2 of bill (organizational changes affecting DHHS, Governor 
Morehead School, and three schools for the deaf) effective March 1, 1998. (3) Rewrites proposed GS 143B- 
146.5, concerning identification of low-performing schools, to require DHHS Sec’y to analyze test results to 
determine which residential schools participating in the ABC’s program are low-performing, and then proceed as 
provided by proposed GS 143B-146.7. Also requires DHHS Sec'y to develop preliminary plan for addressing the 
needs of low performing schools within 30 days of identification as low-performing. Before adopting plan, Sec’y 
must make it available for written comments to school personnel and students’ parents. Within 5 days of 
adopting plan, Sec’y must submit it to State Board of Education, which must review it expeditiously and may 
offer recommendations to modify it. (4) Revises proposed GS 143B-146.7(a) (consequences for superintendent 
of low-performing school) to provide that within 30 days of identification of school as low-performing, DHHS 
Sec’y must decide whether sup’t should be in same position; decide whether sup’t should be retained and a plan 
of remediation developed; decide whether sup’t should be transferred; or proceed to dismiss or demote sup't 
under State Personnel Act. Provides that sup’t may be retained in same position without remediation plan only if 
sup’t was in the position for no more than two years before school identified as low-performing. Sup't may not be 
transferred to another low-performing school, and may be transferred to another position only if (a) it is a position 
in which sup’t formerly demonstrated at least two years of success; (b) there is plan to evaluate and provide 
assistance to the sup’t for at least one year following the transfer; and (c) parents of students at new school are 
notified of the transfer. Sec’y must proceed under State Personnel act for dismissal if schoo! receives two 
consecutive evaluations from assistance team indicating inadequate performance. Sec’y must dismiss sup't if 
Sec’y determines from available information, including the findings of the assistance team, that.the low 
performance of the school is due to sup’t’s inadequate performance. Sec’y may dismiss sup’t before assistance 
team has evaluated sup't if (a) school fails to improve satisfactorily after assistance team assigned to school and 
team recommends dismissal; or (b) Sec’y determines from other information that low performance of school is 
due to inadequate performance by sup’t. Sup’t has burden of proof to show that school’s low performance not 
due to sup’t’s inadequacy; Sec’y has burden of proof to show that school failed to make satisfactory improvement 
after assistance team assigned. 


H 1491. AMEND CONSERVATION TAX CREDITS. Intro. 5/25/98. House committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 2nd edition. Amends GS 105-130.34(a) to increase from $250,000 to $500,000 the 
maximum tax credit that may be claimed by a corporation for donation of real property for conservation 
purposes. Amends GS 105-151.12(a) to increase from $100,000 to $250,000 the maximum tax credit that may 
be claimed by an individual for donation of real property for conservation purposes. Makes act effective for tax 
years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1999 (was, tax years beginning Jan. 1, 1998).

SENATE BILLS 


S 78. STATE EMPLOYEE WORKPLACE HARASSMENT. Intro. 2/10/97. Conference report makes the following 
changes to 3rd edition to reconcile matters in controversy. (1) Rewrites proposed GS 126-34.1(a)(10) to allow a 
state employee to file a contested case in the Office of Administrative Hearings based on workplace harassment 
based on age, sex, race, color, national origin, religion, creed, or handicapping condition (was, sexual 
harassment only) through creation of hostile work environment or by quid pro quo. (2) Amends GS 126-34 
(grievance appeal for career state employees) to require a career state employee who has a employment 
grievance involving unlawful workplace harassment (as defined above) to submit a written complaint to the 
employee’s department or agency, to give the department or agency 60 days to take appropriate remedial action, 
and to give the employee the right to appeal directly to the State Personnel Comm'n if the employee is not 
satisfied with the department's or agency’s response to the grievance. (3) Amends GS 126-4(11) to require State 
Personnel Commn to adopt policies regarding assessment of reasonable attorneys fees and witness fees against 
state agencies in cases involving workplace harassment. (4) Makes act effective Aug. 15, 1998 (was, July 15, 
1998). (5) Makes additional technical and conforming changes. 


S 763. CRIME VICTIMS' RIGHTS ACT. Intro. 4/8/97. Senate committee substitute makes the following changes 
to 1st edition. 

Crime Victims Rights Act. Revises and recodifies proposed Crime Victims Rights Act as Article 45A of GS 
Ch. 15A. Makes numerous stylistic and clarifying changes to specify more clearly the duties of the arresting law 
enforcement offices, investigating law enforcement agencies, and custodial agencies. Generally increases 
length of time allowed to provide notice (typically from not more than 24 hours to not more than 72 hours). 
Extends provisions of act to victims of assaults, threats, or domestic trespass when victim is covered by 
domestic violence act (GS Ch. 50B). Includes grandparents as possible next of kin eligible for victim’s services. 
Deletes provision specifically creating right to be present at any court proceeding in which defendant may be 
present, as well as right of victim to make sentence recommendation in victim impact statement or testimony. 
Directs Conference of District Attorneys to maintain repository of victims, indexed by name and address. 
Clarifies duties of jails, state Division of Prisons, and adult probation offices with respect to notices required 
under act; establishes 30 day limit for providing most notices (shorter time limits for escapes) and requires at 
least seven days notice of release from custody. 

Fair Treatment for Victims Act. Clarifies that Art. 45 of GS Ch. 15A (Fair Treatment for Victims and 
Witnesses) applies to victims who are not covered by new Crime Victims Rights Act. 

Restitution. Rewrites and recodifies restitution statutes as new Art. 81C in GS Ch. 15A. Requires restitution 
in all cases, including those involving active sentences, in which there is a victim who is covered by new Crime 
Victim Rights Act, and requires that restitution be a condition of probation or post release supervision. Specifies 
that restitution must include cost of medical and related services, loss of income, property loss, any restitution 
required by crime for which defendant is convicted, and funeral expenses. Generally retains current procedures 
for considering and imposing restitution amount. Provides that orders for restitution for $250 or more are 
docketed as civil judgment, and that law governing collection of civil judgments applies to judgments for 
restitution, except that judgment for restitution in a case in which defendant is on probation and ordered to pay 
restitution may not be executed until court enters an order finding that probation has terminated and judgment 
has not been satisfied, and that interest does not accrue on the unpaid judgment amount until such an order is 
entered. Clerk is not required to update judgment docket to reflect payments during period of probation. 
Specifies that exemptions under GS Ch. 1C (specifying property that is not subject to execution to enforce civil 
judgments) do not apply to judgments for restitution. Amends GS 7A-304(d) to provide that partial payment by 
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defendant for criminal fines, costs, etc., must be allocated first to restitution to victims before payment of fees 
and fines. 

Victims Compensation Fund. Amends GS 15B-2 (Victim’s Compensation Fund) to raise the maximum 
amount allowed for work loss to $300 (now, $200) per week and to allow up to $300 per week for household 
support loss. Limits household support loss to unemployed victim injured by spouse. Amends GS 15B-11 to 
allow denial of claim for compensation if claimant is convicted of Class A-E felony within last three years; also 
eliminates provision requiring minimum economic loss of $100, and raises maximum economic loss that can be 
awarded to $30,000. Amends GS 143B-480.2 (rape victim assistance) to raise maximum amount of medical 
reimbursement to $1000 and to allow up to $50 to replace clothing held for evidence. 

Crime Victim’s Rights Fund. Deletes proposed Fund and dedicated court costs that would have provided 
money for Fund. 

Evaluation, implementation and effective date. Encourages agencies, using existing resources, to begin 
implementation of notification procedures before July 1, 1999. Directs DA’s Conference to present to General 
Assembly by March 1, 1999 an estimate of full cost of implementing domestic violence coverage under Crime 
Victims Rights Act. Directs DA Conference to work with AOC and Crime Comm'n and to consider experiences of 
district attorneys using grants to operate special domestic violence prosecution programs. Makes sections on 
impact statements and restitution effective Dec. 1, 1998 for offenses committed on or after that date. Victim 
Compensation Fund and rape victim assistance amendments are effective Oct. 1, 1998 for injuries occurring on 
or after that date. Remainder of Crime Victims Rights Act (primarily notice provisions) is effective July 1, 1999, 
for offenses committed on or after that date.

SENATE BILLS 


S 763. CRIME VICTIMS’ RIGHTS ACT. Intro. 4/8/97. Senate amendment makes the following changes to 2nd 
edition. Provides that custodial agency’s duty to notify victim exists only when requested to do so by appropriate 
form. Makes clear that writs of mandamus may be applied for to enforce Victims Rights Act. Amends GS 15B- 
11(f) to provide that $200 per week limitation under Victim Compensation Act applies only to replacement 


services and dependents economic losses, and allows compensation for work loss and household support loss up 
to $300 per week. 


S 1230. MOTOR FUEL TAX CHANGES. Intro. 5/21/98. Conference report makes the following changes to 4th 
edition to reconcile matters in controversy. Deletes provisions regarding exemption of racing gasoline from the 
per gallon excise tax. Makes other technical changes. Makes new GS 105-449.94(e) effective Jan. 1, 1999 (was, 
Sept. 1, 1998). Makes amendment to GS 105-449.60(7) effective with respect to kerosene sold on or after July 1, 
1998, and amendments to GS 105-449.60(31) and (40) effective with respect to transactions occurring on or after 
Jan. 1, 1999. Remaining provisions of act are effective upon enactment. 


S 1242. WIRELESS TELEPHONE SERVICE/TOWER ACT. Intro. 5/21/98. House amendments make the 
following changes to 5th edition. Rewrites proposed GS 62B-3 to allow service charge on each commercial 
mobile radio service (CMRS) connection to be adjusted by Wreless 911 Board July 1, 2000 and every two years 
thereafter to ensure full recovery for CMRS providers and Public Safety Answering Points (PSAP) for costs of 
developing and maintaining wireless enhanced 911 service, to allow Board to adjust allocation percentages 
between CMRS providers and PSAP’s, and to limit charge to $0.80 per month. Amends GS 146-29.2 (lease 
provisions for communications towers) to prohibit leasing of state park lands for towers. 


S 1260. JUVENILE JUSTICE REFORM ACT. Intro. 5/21/98. House amendment makes the following changes to 
5th edition. Amends proposed GS 7B-1602 and 7B-2509 to provide that juvenile committed to training school for 
offense that would be 1st degree murder, rape or sex offense if committed by an adult may be held in training 
school until age 21, and makes similar conforming changes in provisions dealing with post release supervision 
and modification of disposition order. Throughout the bill, substitutes “adjudicated guilty of delinquent act” for 
“adjudicated delinquent” as phrase describing court's finding that juvenile has committed a delinquent act. 


S 1284. 1998 MARINE FISHERIES AMENDMENTS. Intro. 5/27/98. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 1st edition. Adds new GS 143B-289.52 authorizing the Marine Fisheries Comm'n to regulate 
and issue licenses for participation in fishery subject to a federal fishery management plan. Amends quorum 


_ rules for the Commission. Adds new GS 113-182.1(c1) requiring DENR to consult with regional advisory 


committees in its preparation of both permanent and temporary fishery management plans. Deletes provision in 
GS 113-168.1 that provided that license would expire upon the death of the licensee. Deletes provisions of GS 
113-169.3(g) and (h1) regarding license format and communicating name and address changes, respectively. 
Provides that if the licensee fails to comply with the requirements for obtaining a replacement license, the license 
is revoked. Amends GS 77-20, which reserves the right of the public to use of the ocean beaches. Adds 
provision requiring the Joint Legislative Comm'n on Seafood and Aquaculture to study the impacts of the use of 
trawl nets in the sounds, estuaries and rivers of the state and to report any findings and recommendations to the 
1999 General Assembly. 


- § 1354. BONDS/CRITICAL INFRASTRUCTURE NEEDS. Intro. 5/27/98. Conference report makes the following 


changes to 5th edition to reconcile matters in controversy. Increases to $500 million (was, $465 million) the 
amount of clean water bond proceeds allocated for matching funds for federal wastewater or water supply 
assistance funds, funds for the Clean Water Revolving Loan and Grant Fund, and grants to local governments 
for wastewater treatment and water supply and distribution needs. Decreases to $300 million (was, $320 million) 
the amount of clean water bond proceeds for loans to local governments to finance water supply and distribution 
systems, wastewater collection systems, wastewater treatment works, water conservation projects, and water 


_ reuse projects. Decreases to $200 million (was, $215 million) the authorized amount for natural gas bonds. 
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Makes numerous changes in the priorities, amount of funding per category, amount of funding per project, and 
eligibility criteria for each grant or loan program to be funded with these bonds. 

Adds provisions (substantially similar to 3° edition) establishing State Infrastructure Council. Increases the 
number of members of the Council to 19 (was, 17). Requires that at least one of the five members appointed by 
the Senate President Pro Tem. and Speaker of the House must be a member of the respective chamber. 
Changes date of initial term of Council chair to Jan. 1, 1999. 

Changes the maximum amount of clean water revolving loans and grants made to a local government 
during a fiscal year to $8 million (was, $5 million) and $3 million (was, $2 million), respectively. 


HOUSE BILLS 


H 1318. NONRESIDENT TAX COLLECTION. Intro. 5/19/98. Senate committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 2nd edition. Amends definition of “contractor” (for purposes of income tax withholding) in GS 105- 
163.1(2) to include any nonresident who, for compensation other than wages, performs in NC in connection with 
a radio program and any nonresident entity that, for any compensation, provides for such a performance. 
Amends GS 105-163.3(a) to increase from $600 to $1,500 (was, $5000) per calendar year the threshold 
requirement for income tax withholding for nonresidents. A payment refunded because improperly withheld may 
be repaid only as provided in GS 105-163.3(f). These provisions are effective, retroactively, as of January 1, 
1998. 

Adds GS 87-10.1 (licensing of nonresidents) to Art. 1 of GS Ch. 87 (general contractors). Defines 
“delinquent income tax debt,” “foreign corporation,” and “foreign limited liability company;” prohibits State 
Licensing Board for General Contractors from issuing certificate of license for foreign corporation or foreign 
limited liability company without a certificate of authority from the Sec’y of State pursuant to Art. 15 of GS Ch. 55 
or Art. 7 of GS Ch. 57C. Requires Board to provide Sec’y of Revenue, on request, with name, address and tax 
ID number of every nonresident individual licensed by the Board. Provides that if Sec'y of Revenue notifies 
Board that taxes are delinquent, Board may not renew licenses. Adds similar provisions regarding nonresident 
plumbing and heating contractors, electrical contractors, and engineering and land surveyors. Makes refusals to 
renew an occupational license under the preceding provisions exempt from hearing procedures specified by GS 
150B-3. Amends GS 93B-14 to allow occupational licensing boards to release applicants’ social security numbers 
to the Sec’y of Revenue for the purpose of administering the tax laws. These provisions are effective July 1, 
1999. Effective July 1, 2000, adds definitions of “foreign entity” and “foreign partnership” to new licensing 
provisions and amends these sections to require licensing boards to provide Sec’y of Revenue with information 
on a “foreign entity” at the Sec’y’s request and extends Sec’y’s ability to prevent license renewals to foreign 
corporations, members of a foreign limited liability company or a partner in a foreign partnership. 


LEGISLATION ENACTED 


SL 1998-127 (H 1356). ELECTRONIC COMMERCE ACT. AN ACT TO FACILITATE ELECTRONIC 
COMMERCE WITH AND BY PUBLIC AGENCIES OF THE STATE OF NORTH CAROLINA BY RECOGNIZING 
THE VALIDITY OF ELECTRONIC SIGNATURES AND BY AUTHORIZING THE SECRETARY OF STATE TO 
REGULATE ELECTRONIC SIGNATURES AND CERTIFICATION AUTHORITIES. Summarized in Daily Bulletin 
9/20/98, 6/24/98, 7/15/98, and 7/30/98. Enacted August 31, 1998. Enactment of new Art. 11A of GS Ch. 66 
(Electronic Commerce in Government) is effective Jan. 1, 1999; remainder of act is effective August 31, 1998.

S 1128. TESTING IN SECOND GRADE. Intro. 5/14/98. House committee substitute makes the following changes 
to 3rd edition. Replaces provision allowing local boards of education to use valid, age-appropriate standardized 
tests in combination with other assessments in second grade so long as they are used for individual student 
diagnostic or program evaluation purposes. Adds provision requiring State Board of Education to select up to 10 
local school administrative units that volunteer to participate in a pilot program allowing use of valid, age- 

appropriate standardized tests in combination with other assessments in second grade so long as they are used 
for individual student diagnostic or program evaluation purposes. Requires State Board of Education to report to 
Joint Legislative Education Oversignt Committee by Dec. 15, 2000 on pilot program and to make recommendation 
regarding continuation or expansion of pilot program to additional school administrative units or grades. 


S 1176. NO PER DIEM. Intro. 5/20/98. Senate committee substitute makes the following changes to 1st edition. 

_ Replaces blank appropriations bill with AN ACT TO CUT OFF PER DIEM FOR MEMBERS OF THE GENERAL 
ASSEMBLY. Provides that, notwithstanding GS 120-3.1(c), General Assembly will be deemed not to be in session 
from Sept. 11, 1998 through Dec. 31, 1998, and members will not be entitled to subsistence and travel allowance 
during that period except under circumstances that would entitle a member to subsistence and travel allowance 
when General Assembly is not in session. Act does not apply to sergeant-at-arms or reading clerk. 


S 1239. EXEMPT FAMILY FARMS/FAMILY BUSINESSES. Intro. 5/21/98. Senate committee substitute makes 

the following changes to 2nd edition. Completely rewrites bill and changes title to read, AN ACT TO EXEMPT 
FAMILY FARMS AND FAMILY BUSINESSES FROM INHERITANCE TAXES. Adds GS 105-9(9) to add as a 

_ deduction for purposes of the inheritance tax, “[a]Jn amount equal to the deduction for family-owned business 

interests that would be allowed under section 2057 of the Code if calculated without regard to the maximum 

deduction limitation provided in section 20579a)(2) of the Code.” Makes act effective Jan. 1, 1999, and applicable 

to estates of decedents dying on or after that date. 


S$ 1299. INTERBASIN TRANSFER AMENDMENTS. Intro. 5/25/98. House committee substitute makes the 
following change to 3rd edition. Adds to GS 143-215.22I a provision making void a local ordinance or contract 
provision that regulates or limits a transfer of surface water from one river basin to another. 


S 1552. NOTARY PUBLIC CHANGES. Intro. 6/1/98. House committee substitute makes the following changes to 


3rd edition. (1) Retains provisions of current law (GS 10A-4(b)(5)) requiring applicant for notary public to obtain 
recommendation of publicly elected NC official. (2) Rewrites provisions in GS 10A-14 (ex officio notaries) to 
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specify that assistant and deputy clerks of court, by virtue of their offices, may take oaths, affirmations, 
verifications, and proofs, and upon completion of course of study specified under GS 10A-4(b), may perform other 
notarial acts under the seals of their courts. Allows notarial course of study for assistant and deputy clerks of court 
to be taught at any mutually convenient location agreed to by Sec’y of State and director of the Administrative 
Office of the Courts. Adds similar provisions regarding authority of assistant and deputy registers of deeds to act 
as ex Officio notaries. Adds provision clarifying that section does not authorize any person specified in section to 
act as notary public other than in performance of official duties of person’s office unless person complies fully with 
requirements of GS 10A-4. (3) Makes GS 10A-16 (validation of notarial acts) applicable to notarial acts performed 
before Sept. 1, 1998 (was, before Aug. 1, 1998). (4) Adds new GS 66-275 recognizing availability and validity of 
other methods specified by statute or common law for certifying or exemplifying authenticity of document. (5) Adds 
new GS 55-16-22.1 (effective until Dec. 1, 1999) allowing corporation that is delinquent in filing annual! report for 
any of the years 1991 through 1997 to satisfy annual report requirement and avoid administrative dissolution or 
revocation of its certificate of authority by filing a current annual report, paying the current annual report filing fee, 
and paying the annual report filing fee for each delinquent annual report by Nov. 30, 1999, or (in the case of 
corporations that have been issued a certificate of administrative dissolution or revocation of authority for failure to 
file an annual report) to obtain a certificate of reinstatement or a new certificate of authority by meeting these sarne 
requirements and also filing an application for reinstatement or for a new certificate of authority (filing fee is 
waived) and complying with GS 55-4-01. Certificate of reinstatement or certificate of authority relates back to date 
of administrative dissolution or revocation of authority and permits corporation to resume carrying on business as if 
administrative dissolution or revocation of authority had not occurred, subject to rights of persons who reasonably 
relied to their prejudice on the certificate of dissolution or revocation of authority. Relief is not available to 
corporation that received certificate of dissolution or certificate of revocation of authority for any reason other than 
failure to file annual report. Adds similar provision (new GS 57C-6-03.1) with respect to limited liability companies 
that failed to file required annual report for any of the years 1993 through 1997. 


HOUSE BILLS 


H 926. INSURANCE LAW CHANGES. Intro. 4/14/97. Senate committee substitute makes the following changes 
to ist edition. Replaces original bill with AN ACT PERTAINING TO CHANGES IN THE INSURANCE LAWS AND 
RELATED LAWS. 

Charitable gift annuities. Amends GS 58-3-5 to provide that charitable organizations and educational 
institutions may receive transfer of property contingent on agreement to pay an annuity benefit to the transferor 
without being subject to GS Chapter 58 under specified conditions, including a disclosure clause. Disclosure 
provisions effective only to agreements issued on or after Oct. 1, 1998. 

PPO contract deemer provision. Amends GS 58-50-56(b) to provide that preferred provider contract or other 
cost containment arrangement not disapproved by Comm’r within 90 days of filing is deemed approved. 

Aviation insurance. Amends GS 58-21-19(8) to exclude aviation insurance from definition of “surplus lines 
insurance.” 

HMO insolvency claims priorities. Amends GS 58-30-220 (concerning priority of distribution of claims against 
estate of liquidated insurer) to include among second priority claimants claims of HMO enrollees and their 
beneficiaries and to add a new priority 2A that includes, for HMOs, claims of providers and participating providers 
who are obligated to hold enrollees harmless from liability for HMO services. 

NCIUA technical correction. Makes technical correction to GS 58-45-10. 

Children’s health insurance portability. Amends GS 58-68-30(c)(1) to include within definition of “creditable 
coverage” the Health Insurance Program for Children established by GS Ch. 108A, Part 8. 

Condominium insurance/ndividual units. Amends GS 47C-3-113 to provide that in the case of a building 
containing units having horizontal boundaries described the condominium declaration, the insurance maintained 
shall include the units but need not include improvements and betterments installed by unit owners. 

Small employer group health insurance. Makes technical change in GS 58-50-110(14) (definition of “late 
enrollee”) for purposes of small employer group health insurance. 

Medicare supplement insurance. Amends GS 58-54-25 to provide that no insurer shall used attained age asa 
structure or methodology for Medicare supplement insurance rates without full disclosure to the applicant. 
Empowers Comm’ to prescribe form of notice. Effective Oct. 1, 1998, adds new GS 58-54-45 to provide that in 
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addition to rules related to open enrollment, an insurer must at least make standardized Medicare Supplement 
Plan A available to persons eligible for Medicare by reason of disability before age 65. This must be done without 
regard to medical condition, claims experience, or health status. To be eligible, person must apply during six- 
months after enrolling in Medicare Part B. Effective Oct. 1, 1998, adds new GS 58-54-50 to authorize Comm'r to 
adopt rules necessary to conform Medicare supplement policies and certificates to requirements of federal law. 

Life insurance illustrations. Amends GS 58-60-5 to provide that life insurance policy summary established in 
GS Chapter 58, Article 60, is not required for policies sold subject to rules adopted by Comm’r for life insurance 
illustrations. 

Civil penalty law changes. Amends GS 58-2-70 to provide that administrative proceedings under GS Chapter 
58 are governed by the Administrative Procedure Act (GS Chapter 150B) unless otherwise specifically provided. 
Appeals of the Comm'rs orders under the civil penalties section are to be governed by GS 58-2-75. 

Notices from individual licensees. Adds GS 58-2-69 to provide that the holder of any license, certificate, 
registration, or permit issued under GS Chapter 58 must notify the Comm’r of Insurance within 10 days of any 
change in the holder's residential address, and must also notify the Comm’r of conviction of any crime or offense 
other than motor vehicle infraction within 10 days after date of conviction. Authorizes Comm’ to give any notice 
under GS Chapter 58 to licensee by personal service or sending by first class mail to licensee at the address on 
record. 

Insurance agents, brokers, and adjusters. Amends GS 58-33-25 to delete requirement that partnership or 
corporation must maintain place of business in NC in order to be licensed as an agent, broker, or limited 
representative. Adds definition of “emergency insurance adjustment work.” Effective Sept. 1, 1998. 

Town and county mutuals financial reports. Amends GS 58-2-165 to provide that a town or county mutual is 
required to file with the Comm’'r only an annual statement or audited financial statement prepared by CPA if for 
preceding year it had direct written premium of less than $150,000 and fewer than 400 policyholders. 

Bail bondsmen and runners. Amends GS 58-71-50 to delete requirement that applicant for license as bail 
bondsman or runner must be a person of good moral character and not convicted of felony or any crime involving 
moral turpitude. Amends GS 58-71-80 to authorize Comm’r to deny, suspend, revoke, or refuse to issue new 
licenses to any person convicted of a misdemeanor committed in course of dealings under his or her license and 
- any person convicted of crime involving moral turpitude. Adds provision that Comm’r must deny, revoke, or refuse 
to renew any license if applicant or licensee is or has ever been convicted of a felony. Amends GS 58-71-71 to 
reduce from 20 to 12 hours educational requirements required for eligibility to take bail bondsman examination, 
and effective Jan. 1, 1999, reduces from 10 to 6 number of hours of continuing education required before license 
renewal. Amends GS 58-71-165 to delete requirement that bondsmen’s monthly reports must be filed with clerk of 
superior court (continues to require filing with Comm’r). Amends GS 58-71-71 to provide that license lapses for 
failure to complete continuing education requirements, but authorizes Comm’r to grant extensions of time. Amends 
GS 58-71-20 to specify circumstances under which surety may surrender defendant without return of premium on 
the bond. 

Viatical settlement providers. Amends GS 58-58-42 to delete authority of Comm’r to require bond of viatical 
_ settlement providers. 

Home inspectors. Makes technical and clarifying changes in several statutes regulating home inspectors. 

Manufactured home dealers. Adds GS 143-143-21B to provide that dealer shall refund to buyer full amount of 
deposit on purchase of manufactured home if buyer has fulfilled obligations under purchase agreement and dealer 
cancels purchase at any time. 

Effective dates. Except as otherwise noted, most provisions of the bill take effect Oct. 1, 1998. 


H 1082. NATIVE AMERICAN PLATES/HOUSING. Intro. 4/21/97. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 3rd edition. Adds provision amending GS 157-68 to increase maximum size of State Indian 
Housing Authority from 9 to 15 members. Makes other technical changes. 


H 1483. EXPEDITE LOW RISK LUST CLOSURES. Intro. 5/25/98. House amendment makes the following 


changes to 2nd edition. Amends new GS 143-215.94E(e2) to direct (was, allow) Environmental Management 
Comm'n to require that assessment and cleanup tasks and costs be preapproved before work proceeds. 
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H 1518. EAGLE SCOUT/GOLD AWARD PLATES. Intro. 5/27/98. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 2nd edition. Adds authority to issue special plates to a young woman who has been certified 
as a Girl Scout Gold Award recipient, to her parents, or to her guardians.

S 1176. NO PER DIEM. Intro. 5/20/98. Senate amendment makes the following changes to 2nd edition. Second 
edition provides that Senators and Representatives will not be entitled to subsistence and travel allowance for 
period Sept. 11, 1998 through Dec. 31, 1998 except under circumstances that would entitle member to 
subsistence and travel when General Assembly is not in session. Senate amendment adds provision stating that 
no subsistence or travel allowance may be authorized on account of attendance at any session of House or 


Senate, House or Senate committees, or House-Senate conference committee before sine die adjournment of 
1997 Regular Session of General Assembly. 
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S 1514. HEMBY BRIDGE/HARNETT ANNEXATION. Intro. 5/28/98. House amendment makes the following 
changes to 4th edition. Makes technical correction only. 


HOUSE BILLS 


H 68. LAKE WACCAMAW ANNEXATION. Intro. 2/6/97. Senate committee substitute deletes all provisions of 


first edition and replaces it with an AN ACT TO ANNEX CERTAIN DESCRIBED TERRITORY TO THE TOWN 
OF LAKE WACCAMAW. As title indicates. Effective June 30, 1999. 


H 349. GA PARKING. Intro. 2/27/97. Senate committee substitute makes the following changes to 2nd edition. 
Extends jurisdiction of Legislative Services Comm'n to all of Jones, Wilmington, and Salisbury (as well as Lane) 


streets proximate to the Legislative Building, and to a portion of the brick sidewalk surface area of the State 
Government Mall. 


H 1347. PROHIBIT INTERNET TAXATION. Intro. 5/20/98. House committee substitute makes the following 
changes to ist edition. Adds new GS Ch. 1 Art. 43E to establish liability for unsolicited electronic mail 
advertisements. Makes person responsible for transmission of an item of electronic mail that includes an 
advertisement liable for civil damages to the recipient, subject to certain exceptions. Excepts transmitter from 
liability if person has a preexisting business or personal relationship with recipient, recipient has expressly 
consented to receive the e-mail item, or the ad is identifiable as promotional, states that it is an ad, and clearly 
provides the name and address of the transmitter and a notice that the recipient may decline to receive 
additional ads by following the procedures in the notice. Allows recipient to (1) recover actual damages or 
damages of $10 per item of mail received, whichever is greater; (2) recover attorneys’ fees and costs; and (3) 
enjoin future violations. Immunizes from liability those persons who provide users with access to a network and 
transmit itams of e-mail in doing so, if the e-mail does not include an ad that the access provider prepared. 
Clarifies that law does not apply when a recipient obtains e-mail voluntarily, such as when e-mail item is obtained 
from an electronic bulletin board. Makes these new provisions effective Dec. 1, 1998. 


H 1429. INSURANCE REG. CHARGE/COMPANY EXAMS. Intro. 5/25/98. House committee substitute makes 
the following changes to 3rd edition. Amends GS 58-7-170(c) to provide that the cost of investments made by an 


_ insurer in mortgage loans authorized by GS 58-7-179 with any one person, or in mortgage pass-through 
- securities and derivatives of mortgage pass-through securities authorized by GS 58-7-173(1), (2), (8), or (17), 
and backed by a single collateral package, may not exceed 3% of the insurer's admitted assets. An insurer may 


not invest in additional mortgage loans or mortgage pass-through securities and derivatives of mortgage pass- 
through securities without the comm’rs consent if the admitted value of all those investments held by the insurer 
exceeds an aggregate of 60% of the admitted assets of the insurer. Within the aggregate 60% limitation, the 
admitted value of all mortgage pass-through securities and derivatives of mortgage pass-through securities 
permitted by GS 58-7-173(17) may not exceed 35% of the admitted assets of the insurer. The admitted value of 
other mortgage loans permitted by GS 58-7-179 may not exceed 40% of the admitted assets of the insurer. 


_ Mortgage pass-through securities authorized by GS 58-7-173(1), (2), or (8) are subject only to the single 


collateral package limitation and the 60% aggregate limitation. No later than Jan. 31, 1999, an insurer that has 
mortgage investments that exceed the limitations specified in this subsection may submit to the comm'r a plan to 
bring the amount of mortgage investments into compliance with the specified limitations by Jan. 1, 2004. 
Amends GS 58-6-25(a) to add to the charges that are disregarded in computing an insurance company’s 
premium tax liability for a year any tax credits allowed under GS Ch. 105 other than tax payments made by or on 


behalf of the taxpayer. 


H 1438. CHILDHOOD LEAD EXPOSURE AMENDMENTS. Intro. 5/25/98. House committee substitute makes 
the following changes to 1st edition. Deletes proposed new GS 130A-131.6 regarding confidentiality of medical 
records of children with elevated blood levels. Deletes provisions of GS 130A-131.5 that specify what elements 
the rules concerning lead poisoning must contain. Deletes proposed amendments to GS 130A-131.7(7) and 
130A-131.9C(i) that would reduce certain limits of exposure to lead. Amends GS 130A-131.9C(j1) to provide that 


_ compliance with the maintenance standard satisfies remediation requirements for confirmed lead poisoning 
_ cases identified on or after Oct. 1, 1990, as long as all lead poisoning hazards identified on interior and exterior 
_ surfaces are addressed. Continued compliance must be verified by an annual inspection by DHHS. Except for 
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owner-occupied residential units, continued compliance may be verified by means of an annual monitoring 
inspection or by documentation that no child less than 6 years old has resided in or regularly visited the 
residential housing unit within the past year, or by documentation that no child less than 6 years old residing in or 
regularly visiting the unit has an elevated blood lead level. Amends proposed GS 130A-131.9H to set the 
application fee for a certificate of compliance at $10 (was, a maximum of $10). 


H 1484. WATER QUALITY FEES. Intro. 5/25/98. House committee substitute makes the following changes to 
1st edition. (1) Provides that the annual fee for a major individual NPDES permit for (a) a point source discharge 
of at least one million gallons per day, (b) a publicly owned treatment works, or (Cc) an industrial waste treatment 
works with a high toxic pollutant potential, is $2865 (originally, fee applied only to point source discharges of at 
least one million gallons per day). Makes conforming changes in scope of minor individual NPDES permits. (2) 
Amends GS 90A-42(a) (governing fees charged for certification of water poilution control system operators) to 
increase fee for examination (including a certificate) from $75 to $85 and to increase fee for certificate renewal 
from $30 to $35. (3) Amends GS 90A-47.4(a) (governing fees charged for certification of animal waste 
management operators) to increase the fee for an examination (including a certificate) from $10 to $25. 


H 1486. EXPAND NEUSE MODELING PROJECT/FUNDS. Intro. 05/25/98. House committee substitute makes 
the following changes to ist edition. Expands Modeling and Monitoring (MODMON) Project to include sampling 
of surface water, groundwater, and sediments in the upper, middle, and lower portions of the Neuse River Basin, 
as well as the Neuse estuary. Lists sampling parameters that must be competed by Jan. 1, 2000, and requires 
development of a land-use data base, nonpoint source modeling, and an in-stream transport and fate model.

In the 
event the General Assembly appropriates less than $1.2 million, requires DENR and Institute to apply for 
available state, federal, and private sources of funding and to use funds that would otherwise revert to General 
Fund during 1998-99, not to exceed $1.2 million, to implement act. 


H 1633. SPRUCE PINE BOUNDARY CORRECTION. Intro. 5/28/98. House committee substitute makes the 
following changes to ‘1st edition.

SENATE BILLS 


S 427. APPLE/XMAS TREE TRUCK WEIGHTS. Intro. 3/19/97. House committee substitute makes the following 
changes to ‘st edition. Deletes provisions of original bill and replaces it with AN ACT TO ALLOW OVERWEIGHT 
TRUCKS TRANSPORTING APPLES AND CHRISTMAS TREES TO OPERATE ON CERTAIN LIGHT-DUTY 
ROADS. Under GS 20-118(b)(4), the Dep't of Transportation may designate certain highways as light traffic 
roads and impose on those roads more stringent weight limitations than apply to roads generally. GS 20- 
118(c)(5) provides that those more strict weight limits may not be applied to certain vehicles when those vehicles 
are moving on the light traffic road only from the point of origin to the nearest road that is not a light traffic road. 
The original bill amended GS 20-118(c)(5) to add to those exemptions vehicles carrying wood chips from the 
point of origin to a facility for recycling or reprocessing. This committee substitute removes the wood chips 
provision and substitutes provisions exempting vehicles carrying apples when transported from the orchard to the 
first processing or packing point and trees grown as Christmas trees from the field, farm, stand, or grove to first 
processing point. 


S 916. COSMETOLOGY AND MESSAGE THERAPY. Intro. 4/17/97. House amendments make the following 
changes to 3rd edition. Changes act’s effective date from Oct. 1 to Nov. 1, 1998. Removes provision specifying 
that the Board of Cosmetic Art Examiners is not required to issue esthetician’s licenses until legislation is 
enacted allowing the Board to charge an examination and licensing fee. Provides that five of the seven members 
of the Board of Massage and Bodywork Therapy may (was, shall) be chosen from lists provided by the NC 
Therapeutic Massage and Bodywork Task Force. 


S 1202. CONVEYANCE SURPLUS AUTOMOBILES. Intro. 5/21/98. House amendments make the following 
changes to 5th edition. Deletes Catawba County and adds Bertie, Gates, Hertford, and Northampton counties to 
bill's coverage. Makes additional technical change. 


S 1263. UNIONVILLE CHARTER REVISED. Intro. 5/27/98. House amendments make the following changes to 
4th edition. Because this act provides for elections in November 1998, the first amendment shortens several time 
periods otherwise provided for in the general election law: (1) provides that notices of election must be given at 
least 10 days before the registration books close [the general law provision under GS 163-33(8) is 20 days]; (2) 
shortens several time periods under GS 163-288.1 concerning the finalizing of the list of eligible voters for the 
elections; and (3) provides that absentee voting will not be allowed. A second amendment makes a technical 
correction to the ratified version of S 1514. 


S 1291. TRANSPORTATION CORRIDORS. Intro. 5/27/98. House amendments make the following changes to 
9th edition. Changes act's effective date from Oct. 1 to Nov. 1, 1998. Requires that notice of public hearing 
regarding adoption or amendment of a transportation corridor map be sent by first class mail to all property 
owners affected by the corridor. 


S 1299. INTERBASIN TRANSFER AMENDMENTS. Intro. 5/27/98. House amendment makes the following 
changes to 4th edition. Deletes provision that would have voided any local ordinance or contract provision that 
regulated or limited transfer of surface water from one river basin to another. 


S 1312. CERTAIN COUNTIES SCH. ACQUISITION-2. Intro. 5/27/98. House amendment makes a technical 
correction to 6th edition, as amended.

Adds provision stating intent of General Assembly 
to enact tax relief when necessary to protect tobacco farmers from financial hardship resulting from future acts of 
Congress. 


H 1326. UPDATE IRC REF./CONFORM GIFT TAX. Intro. 5/19/98. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 3rd edition. Updates reference to Internal Revenue Code as of Sept. 1, 1998 (was, Aug. 1, 
1998). Permits tax deduction for economic loss suffered in preceding 15 (was, 20) years. Provides that 
economic loss more than five years old may offset no more than 15% of taxable income before remainder may 
be carried forward to succeeding year, and sunsets this provision Dec. 31, 2001. Allows economic losses to be 
carried forward 15 years. Deletes requirements that corporation prove eligibility for deduction and its amount 
and that no deduction be allowed to corporation that does not maintain adequate records or make them 
available. Allows Sec’y of Revenue or taxpayer to redetermine an item originating in a taxable year now closed 
under the statute of limitations in order to determine the loss that can be carried forward. Eliminates separate 
deduction from state taxable income of amount employee pays employer for parking. Changes effective dates 
of amendments to GS 105-130.8 and GS 105-130.5(b)(4) from July 1, 1998, to Jan. 1, 1999, applicable to losses 
incurred in tax years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1993.

SL 1998-141 (S 1398). RDU CONSTRUCTION BID EXEMPTIONS. AN ACT TO AMEND CHAPTER 168 
OF THE 1939 PUBLIC-LOCAL LAWS, AS PREVIOUSLY AMENDED, WHICH ENABLED THE

H 1304. DOT BOARD REFORM. Intro. 5/18/98. Conference report makes the following changes to 7th edition to 
reconcile matters in controversy. 

Criminal penalties. Adds provision making it a Class | felony for DOT Board members to attempt to profit 
from a proposed DOT project if the profit is greater than that which would be realized by other persons living in 
the area where the project is located. Requires DOT Board members who may receive such excess profits to 
abstain from voting and discussing the project other than to state that a conflict exists. Deletes provision which 
would have made it a Class F felony for any member of the General Assembly to receive or solicit campaign 
contributions in return for a promise to influence actions of the DOT or DOT Board. 

Disclosure and ethics requirements. Deletes requirement for certain DOT supervisors and contractors to 
disclose real estate holdings to the public. Adds provisions requiring Sec’y of Transportation to disclose 
contributions and making Sec’y subject to new code of ethics adopted by the DOT Board. Adds provisions 
requiring disclosure of contributions, statement of economic interest, and statement of association by DOT Sec’y 
and DOT Board members serving as of Dec. 1, 1998. Extends to Jan. 1, 2001 (was, Jan. 15, 1998) the effective 
date for disclosure of campaign fund-raising. Deletes requirement that disclosure statements for new appointees 
be filed prior to beginning of their term (but requires filing at the time the appointment is officially made public). 
Adds requirement that DOT Board institute annual education program on ethics by Jan. 1, 1999. 

DOT Board membership. Adds requirement that at least three members of the DOT Board be registered 
voters of a political party other than the party of the Governor. Requires that two of the at-large board members 
be persons who reside in an urban area and have broad knowledge and expertise in mass transit (was, one 
person with expertise in urban transportation issues and another with expertise in mass transit). Adds an at-large 
member with expertise in government-related finance and accounting. Changes formula for staggering of terms. 


09/22/98 
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Legislative review of appointments. Requires Governor to submit names of proposed DOT Board 
appointees, along with disclosure statements, to the Joint Legislative Transportation Oversight Committee prior 
to Board members’ taking office. Allows Committee thirty days to comment on proposed appointees and 
requires Governor to consider the views of the Committee. 

Applicability and effective dates. Extends date for new organization and meeting schedule of DOT Board to 
60 days after Jan. 15, 2001 (was, Jan. 15, 1999). 

Local consultation on transportation projects. Adds threshold of $150,000 for required local consultation on 
access and public service road projects, contingency projects, small urban projects and spot safety projects. 

Study and reporting provisions. Requires that specified studies be conducted by DOT Board with assistance 
of the DOT Sec’y and the DOT (was, conducted by DOT Sec’y). Requires additional report to legislative 
oversight committees on any proposed changes to the current transportation division and district system prior to 
implementing changes. Requires development of plan to ensure that DOT Board members have additional 
technical assistance.

S 2. ELECTION ACT OF 1998. Intro. 1/30/97. House committee substitute makes the following changes to 2nd 
edition. Completely rewrites bill as AN ACT TO REQUIRE CERTAIN DISCLOSURES ON POLITICAL 
ADVERTISEMENTS TO BE MADE BY THEIR SPONSORS; TO REVISE THE DEFINITIONS OF “POLITICAL 
COMMITTEE,” “CONTRIBUTION,” “EXPENDITURE,” AND “POLITICAL PURPOSE” TO CONFORM TO 
FEDERAL COURT DECISIONS AND TO ADD DEFINITIONS OF “INDEPENDENT EXPENDITURE” AND 
“EXPRESS ADVOCACY”; TO CONFORM STATE LAW TO FEDERAL COURT DECISIONS CONCERNING 
INDEPENDENT EXPENDITURES BY CERTAIN TYPES OF CORPORATIONS; TO RESTORE 1996 
CAMPAIGN REPORTING SCHEDULE WITH A $250 THRESHOLD FOR CONTRIBUTOR IDENTIFICATION; 
AND TO CHANGE THE DEADLINES AND PROCEDURES BY WHICH NEW PARTIES MAY GAIN BALLOT 
ACCESS AND CHOOSE CANDIDATES, TO ALLOW VOTERS TO RETAIN OFFICIAL AFFILIATION WITH AN 
EXPIRED PARTY, TO MAKE CERTAIN CHANGES TO EQUALIZE CANDIDACY REQUIREMENTS, AND TO 
REMOVE CERTAIN COURT-INVALIDATED REQUIREMENTS FROM THE PETITION PROCEDURES FOR 
NEW PARTIES, UNAFFILIATED CANDIDATES, AND WRITE-IN CANDIDATES. 

Disclosure requirements. Adds new Part 1A (Disclosure Requirements for Media Advertisements) to Article 
22A of GS Chapter 163, which: (1) sets out basic disclosure requirements for all political campaign 
advertisements, making it unlawful to sponsor an ad that constitutes an “expenditure” or “contribution” required to 
be disclosed under the article unless specified conditions are met; (2) sets size requirements for print media 
disclosure statements; (3) makes it a Class 1 misdemeanor to misrepresent the sponsorship or authorization of a 
print media or radio or television ad; (4) establishes additional disclosure requirements for television ads 
supporting.or opposing a specific candidate, including requirements that (a) ad purchased by a candidate or 
Campaign committee include a disclosure statement spoken by the candidate and containing specified wording; 
(b) ad sponsored by political party organization include disclosure statement spoken by the chair, director, or 
treasurer, contain specified wording, and include name of the party as it appears on the ballot; (c) ad purchased 
by a political action committee include disclosure statement spoken by the chief executive officer or treasurer, 
contain specified wording, and include official name of the organization; (d) ad purchased by an individual 
include a disclosure statement spoken by the individual; (e) ad purchased by anyone else, which mentions a 
specific candidate include a disclosure statement; (f) in any covered television ad, a full-screen picture of the 
disclosing individual be shown for the duration of the disclosure statement; (g) makes comparable additional 
disclosure requirements for radio; (h) in television ad of more than 5 minutes, the disclosure be made at both the 
beginning and end; (i) radio disclosures comply with the Federal Communications Act; (j) a non-candidate 
sponsor identify an ad as supporting a specific candidate or opposing a specific candidate; (k) in cases of joint 
sponsors, that disclosure statement name all sponsors, that a sponsor make the disclosure, and that if one or 
more candidates is a sponsor a candidate make the disclosure; (5) gives a candidate who has complied with the 
disclosure requirements throughout a campaign a monetary remedy in a civil action against an opposing 
candidate or other sponsor of an ad for the office that violates the disclosure requirements; sets out procedures 
for a candidate to preserve the right to make such a claim, basis for calculating actual damages, and 
circumstances in which treble damages may be awarded; requires court to award reasonable attorneys’ fees to a 
prevailing plaintiff in such an action; makes the violating candidate and that person’s campaign committee jointly 
and severally liable for damages and attorneys’ fees; and prohibits candidate who is found personally liable from 
using or being reimbursed by funds from the candidate’s campaign committee in paying any amount; (6) explains 
the relationship between this act and the Federal Communications Act of 1934; (7) provides that television or 
radio outlets are not liable under this law for carrying political ads that fail to include disclosure requirements 
under the state law; (8) makes clear that nothing in the Part regarding disclosure requirements may be relied on 
or interpreted to create criminal liability for any person; (9) defines numerous relevant terms; (10) excludes from 
coverage of the disclosure requirements (a) an individual who makes uncoordinated independent expenditures 
aggregating less than $1,000 in a political campaign or (b) an individual who incurs expenses with respect to a 
referendum; and (11) makes conforming amendments to GS 163-278.16 and 163-278.27(a). 

Campaign finance law definitions. Defines political committee to be organization controlled by a candidate, 
makes contributions to a candidate or political committee, or has as a nonincidental purpose expressly 
advocating the election or defeat of a clearly identified candidate. Defines contributions to include those made to 
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candidates, political committees, political parties, or referendum committees and to exclude independent 
expenditures. Defines express advocacy regarding election or defeat of a candidate and excludes from this the 
presentation in an educational manner solely about the voting record or position on a campaign issue of two or 
more candidates if not made in coordination with a candidate. Amends GS 163-278.19 and 163-278.12 to define 
permissible independent expenditures. . 

Restoration of reporting schedule; identification threshold. Amends GS 163-278.8(d) to raise from $100 to 
$250 the contribution level for those individual contributors whose names must be reported. Amends GS 163- 
278.9 to require post primary reports within 30 days of the candidate's elimination in the primary (and within 30 
days of elimination in a second primary if there is one). Eliminates requirements for reports within 48 hours of 
transfers of funds of $1,000 or more from any political committee and requirements for quarterly reports during 
even numbered years in which the campaign committee is supporting a candidate. 

Ballot access changes. (1) Amends GS 163-96 to provide that a new political party may participate in a 
statewide election only if the required petitions are filed with the State Board of Elections before noon on Dec. 31 
(now, June 1) preceding the date of the election. Repeals provisions governing methods for determining validity 
of signatures on petitions to establish new political parties. Changes from two weeks to 15 business days the 
deadline for verification of signatures by county board of elections and allows county board to extend this 
deadline if it would be unduly burdensome to meet the deadline and the extension would not disadvantage the 
petitioners. (2) Amends GS 163-97.1 to allow voters who are registered with an expired political party to retain 
the affiliation if the party loses its status as a political party under GS 163-97. (3) Amends GS 163-98 (general 
election participation by new political party) to allow new political party to participate in municipal, county, and 
district, as well as state, congressional, and national elections at the first general election following qualification. 
Requires new political party to select candidates for first general election by primary election rather than by party 
convention. Adds new GS 163-100 allowing political party to be recognized for purposes of a presidential election 
only if the party meets the requirements of GS Ch. 160, Art. 9 except that the petition for recognition under GS 
163-96(a)(2) must be filed before noon on the second Thursday in July before the general election. (4) Amends 
GS 163-107.1 to allow candidate in primary election for US Senate, Govermor, Lt. Governor, state executive 
officer, Supreme Court justice, or Court of Appeals judge to submit petition signed by 2% of registered voters in 
lieu of paying filing fee. Allows candidates in county, municipal, and district primaries and in nonpartisan 
primaries and elections to submit petition signed by 4% of registered voters in lieu of paying filing fee. (5) 
Amends GS 163-122 (unaffiliated candidates nominated by petition) to require that petition in support of 
Candidacy be filed by noon on the day of the first primary for the office (now, noon of last Friday in June). Adds 
new GS 163-122(d) to require unaffiliated candidates for presidential electors who comply with other provisions 
of GS 163-122 to qualify for ballot if petitions for candidacy are filed with State Board of Elections at least 75 
days before general election. Amends GS 163-122(a)(1) and 163-123(c)(1) to delete fee for verification of 
signatures on petition. 

Effective dates. Effective Feb. 1, 1999. Prosecutions for, or sentences based on, offenses occurring before 
the effective date are not abated. Includes severability provision. 


S 656. CONSTRUCTION LAW CHANGES. Intro. 4/2/97. House committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Replaces original bill with AN ACT TO MODIFY THE HIGH-VOLTAGE LINE SAFETY 
ACT AND TO AMEND THE LAW ON PROJECT EXPEDITERS ON PUBLIC CONTRACTS. Amends GS 143- 
128(e) to provide that when separate building contracts are awarded for a project, the public body may provide in 
contract documents for resolution of project disputes through alternative dispute resolution processes. Amends 
GS 95-229.6(4) to provide that when work on high-voltage lines is done under contract or agreement with a 
governmental entity, that entity is the “person responsible for the work to be done.” Amends GS 95-229.7(a) 
(regarding raising overhead lines and excavating foundations of support structures) to limit its coverage to 
electric lines (deleting application to telephone, cable television, fire alarm and other lines). Makes clarifying 
change in GS 95-229.8(a). Effective Oct. 1, 1998; applies to contracts entered into on or after that date. 


S 801. NC PLANNED COMMUNITY ACT. Intro. 4/10/97. House committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 2nd edition. (1) Specifies that an existing planned community may amend its declaration to make the 
Planned Community Act applicable to the community by affirmative vote or written agreement signed by owners 
of lots to which at least 67% of the votes are allocated or any smaller majority the declaration specifies. (2) 
Provides that the association will not be liable for maintenance, repair, and other expenses in connection with 
any real estate that has not been incorporated into the planned community. (3) Specifies that certain statutory 
powers of associations apply to planned communities created before the act’s effective date. 
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S 879. SALARY AND RETIREMENT FUNDS. Intro. 4/15/97. Senate committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Replaces blank bill with AN ACT TO (I) ENACT TEACHER SALARY SCHEDULES, 
SCHOOL-BASED ADMINISTRATOR SALARY SCHEDULES, AND SCHOOL CENTRAL OFFICE SALARY 
RANGES, (Il) GRANT SALARY INCREASES OF THREE PERCENT FOR OTHER PUBLIC SCHOOL 
EMPLOYEES AND FOR MOST STATE EMPLOYEES, (III) PROVIDE BONUSES OF ONE PERCENT FOR 
OTHER PUBLIC SCHOOL EMPLOYEES AND FOR MOST STATE EMPLOYEES, (IV) MODIFY THE 
COMPUTATION OF YEARS OF SERVICE FOR TEACHER ASSISTANTS, (V) GRANT COST-OF-LIVING 
INCREASES OF TWO AND ONE-HALF PERCENT TO MOST RETIREES FROM STATE-ADMINISTERED 
RETIREMENT SYSTEMS, (VI) SET EMPLOYER CONTRIBUTION RATES FOR THE STATE-ADMINISTERED 
RETIREMENT SYSTEMS, (VII) PROVIDE FOR A SALARY ADJUSTMENT FUND, AND (VIII) APPROPRIATE 
FUNDS FOR THESE PURPOSES. As title indicates. Substantially identical to salary and retirement provisions 
contained in fifth edition (House committee substitute) of S 1176 (summarized in Daily Bulletin 9/9/98) except: (1) 
replaces provision authorizing Legislative Services Comm'n to set salaries of House and Senate principal clerks 
with provision increasing salaries of House and Senate principal clerks by 3%; (2) deletes provision authorizing 
Director of Budget to transfer from Reserve for Compensation Increase the funds necessary to provide statewide 
teacher supplements for state agency teachers who are paid on teacher salary schedule based on 5% of their 
Salaries; and (3) deletes proposed amendment to GS 126-7(c)(4b) regarding cost-of-living salary increases for 
certain state employees involved in certain disciplinary proceedings. 


S 1262. ATTORNEYS FEES/SETTLEMENT FUNDS. Intro. 5/25/98. Senate committee substitute as amended 
makes the following changes to 1st edition. Replaces blank bill with AN ACT TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR 
ATTORNEYS FEES IN A CASE CHALLENGING THE 1992 CONGRESSIONAL REDISTRICTING PLAN AND 
TO AUTHORIZE THE TRANSFER OF FUNDS TO THE RESERVE FUND FOR THE BAILEY/EMORY/PATTON 
CASES REFUNDS. (1) Establishes a special reserve fund in the Office of State Budget and Management to 
compensate the plaintiffs attorneys in the case of Pope v. Hunt (which challenged state’s congressional 
redistricting plan) and appropriates $550,000 from the General Fund for this purpose. Any funds remaining in the 
reserve after payment of these fees will revert to the General Fund. (2) Establishes in the Office of State 
Treasurer a reserve fund for Bailey/Emory/Patton cases refunds, and appropriates $400 million from the General 
Fund to be allocated pursuant to the consent order entered in these cases (which challenged state taxation of 
federal retirees). Provides that the consent order is effective when approved by the court and the Governor 
signs this legislation into law. 


S$ 1285. AG. TRANSPORT/TEMP. CONSERVATION RULES. Intro. 5/25/98. House committee substitute makes 
the following changes to 2nd edition. Makes technical changes only. 


The following amendment, adopted yesterday, was inadvertently omitted from the Daily Bulletin of 9/22/98. 

S 1291. TRANSPORTATION CORRIDORS. Intro. 5/25/98. House amendment makes the following changes to 
9th edition. Revises GS 136-44.53 to provide that property owner, after filing of official transportation corridor 
map with register of deeds, has right of petition to the filer of the map for acquisition of their property due to 
imposed hardship. Requires procedure for hearing de novo by DOT for any request for advance acquisition due 
to hardship that is denied by a regional transportation authority; makes DOT decision after hearing final and 
binding. Provides that if property determined eligible for hardship acquisition is not acquired within three years of 
the finding, the restrictions of the map must be removed from the property. 


S 1336. 1998 GOV. DWI AMENDMENTS. Intro. 5/25/98. House amendment makes the following changes to 6th 
edition. Amends GS 20-28.3 (regarding pretrial release of motor vehicles to lienholders) to (1) clarify that 
lienholder may not transfer possession of the seized vehicle to the defendant or vehicle owner while the vehicle 
is subject to forfeiture or after the forfeiture hearing, (2) provide that the vehicle must not have previously been 
released to the lienholder as a result of a prior seizure involving the same defendant or owner, and (3) make 
other clarifying changes. Makes other technical changes. Amends effective dates to provide provisions of GS 
20-28.2(a1)(1a),20 28.3(i), 20-28.5(a), 20-28.9 and Part VI become effective Oct. 15, 1998; remaining provisions 
become effective Dec. 1, 1998. 
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S 1554. MODIFY CONTROLLED SUBSTANCES TAX. Intro. 6/1/98. House committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 2nd edition. Rewrites GS 105-113.110A (interest and penalty) to provide that GS Ch. 105, 
Article 9 (administration; penalties and remedies) applies to Article 2D (unauthorized substances taxes) of GS 
Ch. 105. Provides that if the US Supreme Court rules that Article 2D as it existed on Jan. 12, 1998, is 
constitutional, the first section of the act is repealed effective on the date the court’s ruling is issued.

H 160. INTERSTATE ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT ZONES-2. Intro. 2/13/97. Senate committee substitute 
makes the following changes to 2nd edition. Completely rewntes bill as AN ACT TO INCREASE THE 
COVERAGE OF INTERSTATE INTERCHANGE ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT ZONE, TO PROVIDE FOR AN 
HISTORIC ABC ESTABLISHMENT, AND TO AMEND THE GUEST ROOM CABINET PERMIT FOR A COUNTY 
IN WHICH A STATE PORT IS LOCATED. Amends GS 18B-1006(m) to expand availability of interstate 
interchange economic development zone designation, for purposes of issuance of mixed beverages permits 
without an election, to include qualified establishments located in a county that (1) has approved the sale of malt 
beverages, unfortified wine, fortified wine, and mixed beverages; contains one city that has approved the sale of 
malt beverages, unfortified wine, fortified wine, and mixed beverages; operates ABC stores; and lies south and 
west of the Roanoke River and shares a common border with a county qualifying under existing law (also applies 
to establishment in such a county if it is located within 2 miles of an interstate highway interchange that is within 
3 miles of the common border); or (2) contains an economic development and tourist district as defined in 
present law. Adds new GS 18B-101(7a), defining “Historic ABC establishment” as a restaurant or hotel that 
meets specified requirements, and rewrites GS 18B-603(f) to allow the issuance of on-premises malt beverage 
permits and on-premises unfortified wine permits for such establishments without approval at an election. 
Rewrites GS 18B-1001(13) to authorize the issuance of a guest room cabinet permit for a hotel located in a 
county that has a population in excess of 120,000, is bordered by the Atlantic Ocean and the Cape Fear River, 
and has a State port located in it. Includes a severability clause. 


LEGISLATION ENACTED 


SL 1998-150 (H 1361). ANNEX & INCORPORATION REVISION. AN ACT TO REVISE THE MUNICIPAL 
ANNEXATION LAWS AND TO CHANGE THE CRITERIA TO BE CONSIDERED BY THE JOINT LEGISLATIVE

SENATE BILLS 


S 672. CHARLOTTE-DOUGLAS CONSTR EXEMPTION. Intro. 4/2/97. House committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 2nd edition. Completely rewrites bill as AN ACT TO ALLOW THE CITY OF CHARLOTTE 
TO CONTRACT WITH PRIVATE PARTIES FOR THE DEVELOPMENT, CONSTRUCTION, AND OCCUPANCY 
OF CHARLOTTE-DOUGLAS INTERNATIONAL AIRPORT SPECIAL USER PROJECTS WITHOUT 
COMPLYING WITH ARTICLE 8 OF CHAPTER 143 OF THE GENERAL STATUTES. Defines “special user 
projects” to include Charlotte-Douglas International Airport projects that are undertaken for use and benefit of 
private entities and leased from the city of Charlotte in such a manner that private entities are solely responsible 
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for repaying the debt and costs incurred in developing the project. Defines project to include (a) acquisition of 
equipment, development of city land, and construction of city buildings on land owned by the airport authority; (b) 
issuance of Charlotte special facility revenue bonds or other debt instruments by the Local Government Comm'n 
in an amount not less than $4 million, to be repaid from the rents, charges, fees, or the collateral pledged or 
assigned by the private entities; (c) the property acquired, developed, or constructed (limited to property for 
airline, aircraft, aviation support, air passenger, aircraft maintenance and repair, and other airport-related 
purposes, including appurtenant and incidental facilities). Allows all contracts related to special user projects to 
be privately negotiated and exempts city from construction bidding requirements of GS Ch. 143, Art. 8. Allows 
city to use project debt proceeds to make advances or reimbursements to private parties in connection with 
project contracts. Expires Jan. 1, 2003. Contracts and instruments of debt executed under act prior to its 
expiration date are effective until contracts are completed or debt instruments are retired. 


S 708. ELECTION ACT OF 1998-2. Intro. 4/7/97. House committee substitute makes the following changes to 
3rd edition. Amends provisions regarding new disclosure requirements for political advertisements (Stand By 
Your Ad) and adds additional provisions regarding campaign finance reporting, ballot access, and elections, so 


that the bill is now identical to the House committee substitute for S 2 (third edition), summarized in Daily Bulletin 
9/23/98.

H 20. INCREASE CHARITY TAX CREDIT. Intro. 2/3/97. Senate committee substitute makes the following 


changes to 1st edition. Makes act effective date for tax years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1999 (was, Jan. 14, 
1998). 


H 1126. NO SALES TAX ON PAY PHONES. Intro. 4/21/97. Senate committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 2nd edition. Makes act effective Jan. 1, 2000 (was, Oct. 1, 1997). 


H 1429. SET REG. FEES/VARIOUS FEES/INSURANCE. Intro. 5/25/98. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 5th edition. Incorporates the provisions of House committee substitute #2 for S 1199 (4” 
edition, summarized in Daily Bulletin 8/10/98 and 9/17/98) except the increases in court fees (Part IV of S 1199). 
Changes or retains effective dates for various parts of act as follows: (1) public utility regulatory fees, July 1, 
1998: (2) insurance regulatory fees, Jan. 1, 1998: (3) Sec’y of State fees, Jan. 1, 1999; (4) autopsy fees, Jan. 1, 
1999; (5) water quality fees, Jan. 1, 1999; and (6) insurance law changes and other provisions of act, upon 
enactment. 


H 1448. 1998 MARINE FISHERIES AMENDMENTS. Intro. 5/25/98. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 3rd edition. (1) Effective upon enactment, amends GS 143B-289.56 to provide (a) that a 
quorum of the Marine Fisheries Comm'n consists of 6 (now, 5) members; (b) that a quorum of the Comm'n may 
transact business only if one member (other than the chair) appointed pursuant to GS 143B-289.54(a)(1), (2), or 
(3) and one member (other than the chair) appointed pursuant to GS 143B-289.54 (a)(4), (5), or (6) are present; 
(c) that if the Comm'n is unable to transact business because of the preceding requirement, the chair must call 
another meeting within 30 days and place on the agenda every matter with respect to which the Comm'n was 
unable to transact business; and (d) that with respect to such a meeting, a quorum consists of five members and 
the special quorum requirements do not apply. (2) Effective upon enactment, adds new GS 113-182.1(c1) 
requiring the Dep’t of Environment and Natural Resources (a) to consult with regional advisory committees 
established under GS 143B-289.57(e) regarding the preparation of each fishery management plan, and (b) to 
review the advisory committee’s comments or recommendations regarding the plan before submitting the plan to 
the Joint Legislative Comm'n on Seafood and Aquaculture or the Environmental Review Comm'n. Also requires 
the Marine Fisheries Comm'n (a) to consult with the regional advisory committees regarding the development of 
any temporary management measure that the Comm'n determines to be necessary to ensure the viability of a 
species or fishery while a fishery management plan is being developed and regarding the development of any 
management measure to implement the plan, and (b) to review the advisory committee's comments or 
recommendations before adopting a temporary management measure or a management measure to implement 
a plan. (3) Rewrites proposed GS 113-168.1(g) to provide that a person is ineligible for marine fisheries license 
or endorsement if, within the previous three years, he or she has been determined to be responsible for four or 
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more violations of state (was, state or federal) laws, regulations, or rules governing the management of marine 
and estuarine resources; allows Div’n of Marine Fisheries to consider violations of federal law and regulations in 
determining whether an applicant is eligible for a license. (4) Effective upon enactment, amends GS 77-20 
(seaward boundary of coastal lands) to define “vegetation line” as the first line of stable, natural vegetation 
bordering the ocean beach landward of the mean high water mark, and to specify that this section may not be 
construed to impair the right to the public to the customary free use and enjoyment of the ocean beaches 
seaward of the vegetation line, which right remains reserved to the people under Art. XIV, sec. 5 of the NC 
Constitution. (5) Effective upon enactment, requires the Joint Legislative Comm'n on Seafood and Aquaculture, 
with the advice and assistance of the advisory committee created under sec. 6.11 of SL 1997-400 and in 
conjunction with any similar or related study funded by the fishery resource grant program, to study the 
biological, habitat, and socioeconomic impacts of the use of trawl nets in the sounds, estuaries, and rivers of NC, 
and to report its findings and recommendations to the 1999 General Assembly. (6) Makes additional technical 
corrections. 


H 1455. PSO MEDICARE LICENSING. Intro. 5/25/98. House committee substitute makes the following changes 
to 2nd edition. Clarifies that the licensing agency is the Division of Medical Assistance (DMA) of the Dep't of 
Health and Human Services. Adds definition for “parent of a sponsoring provider” in GS 131E-276. Requires 
PSO applicant to certify that its medical director or person otherwise charged with oversight is a medical doctor 
holding an unrestricted license to practice medicine. Requires PSOs to report to DMA their efforts to foster 
measurable improvements in the health status of the community’s Medicare population, increase access to 
health care for noncovered benefits, and address critical health care needs of the community's Medicare 
population. Revises new GS 131E-306, concerning Dep't of Insurance review of PSO applications, to (1) require 
that the Dep't review all PSO applications with respect to fiscal responsibility and fiduciary responsibility under 
GS 131E-277, 131E-282, 131E-283, and 131E-285 (all described by bill); (2) require that Dep’t of Insurance 
respond to DMA within 60 days and that DMA review this response before issuing a PSO license; (3) require that 
PSOs submit.to the Dep't of Insurance copies of financial solvency statements required by 131E-287(a); (4) 
permit Dep't of Insurance to recommend that a PSO's license be suspended, revoked, or not renewed because 
of lack of financial responsibility or low financial reserve; (5) require that DMA take the action recommended by 
the Dep't of Insurance with respect to a PSO'’s lack of financial responsibility or low financial reserve; and (6) 
provide that additional information required by Dep’t of Insurance will be obtained through DMA. Requires DMA 
to report quarterly to the Joint Legislative Health Care Oversight Committee on its regulatory activities in 
enforcing this act; specifies topics to be addressed in report. Effective July 1, 1998, allocates $50,000 from funds 
appropriated to Dep't of Health and Human Services in 1998-99, to be used by DMA in implementing this act. 


H 1469. STATE PERSONNEL COMM'N REORGANIZED. Intro. 5/25/98. Senate committee substitute makes 
the following changes to 2nd edition. Modifies membership on reorganized State Personnel Comm'n so that 
terms of initial attorney appointees expire June 30, 2004 (instead of 2005) and to provide that Governor (instead 
of Speaker of House and Senate President Pro Tem.) appoints the two state employee members. Prohibits 
members from serving on case where there would be a conflict of interest. Provides that terms of present 
members of State Personnel Comm'n expire June 30, 1999, and provisions for new State Personnel Comm'n 
take effect on that date, except that appointment of two attorney members takes effect when act becomes law. 
Changes in State Personnel Comm'n procedure take effect when two attorney members are appointed. Effective 
upon enactment, amends GS 143-345.21 (state employee incentive bonus program) to allow savings generated 


by suggestions to be determined in the year after implementation rather than in the year of implementation when 
necessary for verification. 


H 1472. AGENCY RECEIPTS FOR RECYCLING. Intro. 5/25/98. House committee substitute makes the 
following changes to ‘st edition. Deletes definition of term “recyclable material” in bill and provides that definition 
provided in GS 130A-290 applies. Amends GS 143-64.05 to authorize state agency for surplus property to 
assess a Service charge for the transfer or sale of recyclable material. Requires the Sec’y of Administration to 
adopt rules governing transfer or sale of recyclable material by state agencies and specifying conditions for 
retaining receipts (was, allowed rules governing receipts), and requires contracts for transfer or sale of recyclable 
material to be approved by Sec’y of Administration.

HOUSE BILLS 


H 998. FEDERAL MATCH REQUIRED-9/30/98. Intro. 4/17/97. Senate committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Deletes provisions of original bill and replaces it with AN ACT TO APPROPRIATE 
FUNDS TO MATCH FEDERAL FUNDS. 

(1) Appropriates from the General Fund to the Dep’t of Crime Control and Public Safety $542,000 in 
nonrecurring funding for 1998-99 for matching funds for the National Guard Tarheel Challenge program. (2) 
Appropriates from the General Fund to the Dep't of Environment and Natural Resources (DENR) $4,860,532 in 
nonrecurring funding for 1998-99 for matching funds for the federal wastewater assistance program, and 
$2,571,880 in nonrecurring funding for 1998-99 for matching funds for the federal water supply assistance 
program. (3) Appropriates from the General Fund to the Dep’t of Administration $1 million for 1998-99 for a 
reserve for renovation of a 100 bed nursing care unit at the Salisbury State Veterans Nursing Home. (4) 
Appropriates from the General Fund to the Dep’t of Environment and Natural Resources $10.15 million for 
Capital improvement projects, as follows: (a) $5.24 million for state match for 12 federal water resources projects 
specified in bill; (b) $4.8 million for channel widening and deepening of the Wilmington state port; and (c) 
$110,000 for state matching funds for Jordan Lake water supply project in prior fiscal years. (5) Appropriates 
from the federal Welfare to Work Block Grant to the Dep't of Commerce $25,332,173 for 1998-99. 

Requires DENR to make quarterly reports to Joint Legislative Comm'n on Gov't Operations, Fiscal 
Research Div'n, and Office of State Budget and Management with respect to water resources development 
projects funds; specifies that appropriations for these projects that are not expended or encumbered will revert to 
General Fund at end of 1999-2000 fiscal year. 

Authorizes Dep't of Health and Human Services to use, during the first quarter of the 1998-99 fiscal year

Effective July 1, 1998. Unless otherwise specified, provisions of SL 1997-443, SL 1998-1, SL 1998-9, and 
SL 1998-23 remain in effect, and limitations and directions for 1998-99 appropriations in those acts apply to 
appropriations under this act for same particular purposes.

appropriation will become part of the continuation budget, (4) requires DHHS to transfer to this reserve all funds 
allocated as matching funds for Medicaid payments to area mental health authorities in budget of Div’n of Mental 
Health, Dev. Disabilities, and Substance Abuse Services, and (5) provides that funds in this reserve that are 
unexpended as of June 30, 1999 will revert to General Fund.

SENATE BILLS 


S 809. REFRIG. CONTRACTORS/CPA EXAMINERS-2. Intro. 4/10/97. House committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 5"" edition. Deletes provisions of fifth edition of original bill and replaces it with AN ACT TO 
AMEND THE ARTICLE ON REFRIGERATION CONTRACTORS AND RELATING TO THE CONVEYANCE OF 
PROPERTY BY THE NORTH CAROLINA BOARD OF CPA EXAMINERS. Identical to House committee 
substitute for S 425, summarized in Daily Bulletin 8/27/98. 


S 1241. AMENDMENTS TO REVENUE LAWS. Intro. 5/21/98. House amendment makes the following changes 
to 5th edition, as amended. Adds provisions expanding property tax exclusion for certain elderly or disabled 
homeowners. GS 105-277.1(a) currently allows an exclusion from property tax of the first $20,000 in appraised 
value of the permanent residence of a NC resident who (1) is at least 65 years old or is totally and permanently 
disabled and (2) has an income of not more than $15,000 in the preceding year. Effective for tax years beginning 
on or after July 1, 1999, this amendment expands this property tax exclusion by (1) increasing the maximum 
property tax exclusion from $20,000 to $25,000, and (2) increasing the maximum income limit for qualified 
persons from $15,000 to $25,000 per year. Amends GS 105-277.1A to require state Dep’t of Revenue to 
reimburse cities and counties by May 31, 2000 and subsequent years for amount of property tax revenue lost as 
of Dec. 1, 1999 as a result of this expansion of property tax exclusion for elderly or disabled homeowners. 
(Estimated fiscal impact is approximately $9 million per year.) 


S 1274. CHILDHOOD LEAD EXPOSURE AMENDS. Intro. 5/25/98. House committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 2nd edition. Removes provisions extending time for resolving claims to land under 
navigable waters. 


S 1279. 1998 TECHNICAL CORRECTIONS. Intro. 5/25/98. House committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 3rd edition. Deletes proposed amendments to GS Ch. 31B. Makes technical, correcting, or 
conforming amendments to GS 105-187.44(a), GS 40A-5(a), GS 89C-13(b)(1)d., GS 105-122(a), GS 153A-15, 
GS 158-35(a), and sec. 2 of SL 1998-133. Codifies part of sec. 4 of SL 1997-129 (as amended) as GS 75A-14.1 
(Lake Norman no wake zone). Recodifies GS 130A-335(f1) as GS 130A-355(f2). Repeals GS 105-155(c), GS 
120-123(55) and (65), and sec. 2 of 1991 SL Ch. 214. 


S 1554. MODIFY CONTROLLED SUBSTANCES TAX. Intro. 6/1/98. House committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 3rd edition. Third edition amended the state’s controlled substances tax law in response to a 
decision of the federal appeals court in Lynn v. West holding portion of the state law unconstitutional, but 
repealed these amendments and reinstated the controlled substances tax statute as it existed on Jan. 12, 1998 if 
the US Supreme Court reversed the appeals court's decision and held that the law was constitutional. House 
committee substitute deletes this latter provision in recognition of the recent decision by the US Supreme Court 
to deny certiorari in the Lynn case and let the appeals court's decision stand. 
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HOUSE BILLS 


H 1448. 1998 MARINE FISHERIES AMENDMENTS. Intro. 5/25/98. Senate amendment makes the following 
changes to 4th edition, as amended. Rewrites proposed amendment to GS 77-20 (seaward boundary of coastal 
lands). As rewritten, new GS 77-20(d) and (e) recognize right of the people of NC under common law (as 
interpreted and applied by NC courts) and Art. XIV, sec. 5 of NC Constitution to customary free use and 
enjoyment of ocean beaches. Defines ocean beaches as the area adjacent to ocean and ocean inlets that is 
subject to public trust rights, including (1) wet sand area of beach that is subject to regular flooding by tides, and 
(2) dry sand area of beach that is subject to occasional flooding by tides, including wind tides other than those 
resulting from hurricane or tropical storm. Provides that the landward extent of ocean beaches is established by 
common law as interpreted and applied by NC courts, and that natural indicators of landward extent of ocean 
beaches include, but are not limited to, first line of stable natural vegetation, toe of frontal dune, and storm trash 
line. 


H 1055. ARBITRATION OF SEED CLAIMS. Intro. 4/21/97. Senate committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 3rd edition. Deletes provisions regarding mandatory arbitration of claims regarding defective seed. 
Creates Seed Board (was, arbitration committee) to investigate claims of defective seed, with four year terms at 
the discretion of the Agriculture Comm’r (was, purely in discretion of Comm'r). Changes content of notice 
provisions required on seed labels. Makes failure of seed buyer to follow Seed Board grievance procedure a 
limit on remedies (was, absolute bar to suit).

Provides that hearing may not be closed by court if 
juvenile requests that it remain open. (3) Makes transitional provisions regarding juvenile abuse, neglect, and 
dependency cases effective Jan. 1, 1999 (was, Dec. 1, 1998). (4) Makes transitional provisions regarding 
termination of parental rights proceedings effective Jan. 1, 1999 (was, Dec. 1, 1998). (5) Makes additional 
technical changes.

S 304. DISAPPROVAL OF CERTAIN RULES-2. Intro. 3/5/97. House committee substitute makes the following 
changes to ‘1st edition. Deletes provisions of original bill and replaces it with AN ACT TO DISAPPROVE THE 
CHILD CARE RULES ON PLAYGROUND EQUIPMENT AND CERTIFICATION THAT WERE TO BECOME 
EFFECTIVE JULY 1, 1998. Substantially identical to H 1757 summarized in Daily Bulletin 6/22/98. 


S 666. RALEIGH/PINEHURST LOCAL ACT. Intro. 4/2/97. House amendment makes the following changes to 
2nd edition. Adds provisions annexing three described tracts of land to village of Pinehurst. Provides that unless 
or unti! these areas become contiguous to primary corporate limits of the village by future annexation, they will 
be considered to be satellite areas under GS Ch. 160A, Art. 4A, Part 4, and not external boundaries of village for 
purposes of GS Ch. 160A, Art. 4A, Parts 2 and 3. Pinehurst annexation provisions are effective Dec. 1, 1998. 


HOUSE BILLS 


H 926. INSURANCE LAW CHANGES. Intro. 4/14/97. Senate amendments make the following changes to 2nd 
edition. (1) Adds provision amending GS 58-8-10 (mutual insurance companies) to allow voting proxy on behalf 
of policyholders to remain valid for one year (now, three months) and to remove limitation in current law that 
prohibits person from casting more than 20 votes by proxy or otherwise. (2) Adds provision amending GS 58-50- 
130(b)(6) to require small employer carrier to use age bracket rating unless small employer carrier (now, 
employer) uses composite rating. (3) Rewrites provisions of new GS 58-3-6 (chantable gift annuities) to allow a 
section 501(c)(3) or 170(c) charitable organization or an educational institution to issue a charitable gift annuity if 
the charitable organization or educational institution (a) has a minimum of $100,000 in specified assets 
(exclusive of property donated in exchange for the annuity); (b) has been in active, continuous operation for at 
least three (was, five) years (or is the successor to a charitable organization that has been in active operation for 
at least three years); and (c) discloses that the annuity is not issued by an insurance company, is not subject to 
regulation by NC, and is not protected or guaranteed by a gov't agency or insurance guaranty fund. Deletes 
requirement that liability under such annuity agreements be reinsured with licensed reinsurer. The restrictions in 
(a) and (b) do not apply to educational institutions that issued annuity agreements before date of enactment nor 
to an education foundation that has been in active operation for at least three years before date of enactment. 
Redefines educational institution as a public or private college, university, or community college. Provides that 
the issuance of a charitable gift annuity by a charitable organization or educational institution before date of 
enactment does not constitute engaging in business of insurance. Requires charitable organizations and 
educational institutions that issue charitable gift annuities to notify Dep't of Insurance by Jan. 1, 1999 or within 90 
days of issuing first annuity. Requires a charitable organization that issues charitable annuities to submit 
specified financial information to Dep’t of Insurance upon request. Allows Dep't of Insurance to enforce 
provisions of section by imposing fines of up to $1000 per annuity agreement. Changes due date of Dep't of 
Insurance study of charitable gift annuities from March 1, 1999 to April 1, 1999. (4) Provides that new GS 58-54- 
45 (requiring that Medicare supplement insurance be made available to disabled persons under age 65) expires 
Nov. 1, 2001. (5) Provides that those provisions of act that were to become effective Sept. 1, 1998, or Oct. 1, 
1998 will become effective Nov. 1, 1998.

S 421. HOMESTEAD PROPERTY TAX RELIEF. Intro. 3/18/97. House committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 2nd edition. Deletes provisions of original bill and replaces it with AN ACT TO INCREASE THE 
PROPERTY TAX HOMESTEAD EXEMPTION INCOME THRESHOLD TO TWENTY THOUSAND DOLLARS 
WITH FIFTY PERCENT REIMBURSEMENT TO LOCAL GOVERNMENTS FOR THE RESULTING REVENUE 
LOSS, AND TO AMEND THE CONSTITUTION OF NORTH CAROLINA, IF APPROVED BY THE VOTERS IN 
THE 2000 GENERAL ELECTION, TO AUTHORIZE THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY TO ENACT LEGISLATION 
ALLOWING EACH COUNTY TO (I) INCREASE THE AMOUNT OF THE PROPERTY TAX HOMESTEAD 
EXEMPTION FOR LOW-INCOME ELDERLY AND DISABLED INDIVIDUALS IN THAT COUNTY AND (II) RAISE 
THE DEFINITION OF “LOW-INCOME” SO THAT MORE ELDERLY AND DISABLED INDIVIDUALS CAN 
QUALIFY FOR THE EXEMPTION. As title indicates. Fiscal impact of amendment to GS 105-277.1 on state 
revenues is approximately $1 million per year in 2000 and thereafter. Fiscal impact of amendment to GS 105- 
277.1 on city and county tax revenues is approximately $1 million in 2000. Amendments to GS 105-277.1 (other 
than local option provisions) and 105-277.1A are effective for tax years beginning on or after July 1, 1999. Most 
of remaining provisions are effective when State Board of Elections certifies adoption of proposed constitutional 
amendment.

H 74. CREDIT FOR LONG-TERM CARE INSURANCE. Intro. 2/10/97. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 2nd edition. Deletes provisions making tax credit for long-term care insurance refundable to 
taxpayer if this credit exceeds amount of taxpayer's tax liability reduced by other allowable tax credits. Adds 
provisions prohibiting taxpayer from obtaining a double benefit by claiming tax credit for long-term care 
insurance and claiming tax deduction for health insurance costs of self employed individuals or tax deduction for 
medical care expenses. Provides that tax credit for long term care insurance may not be claimed by estate or 
trust. Makes these provisions effective for tax years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1999 (was, Jan. 1, 1998) and 
expire for tax years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 2004 (was, Jan. 1, 2003). Requires Legislative Research 
Comm'n to report study of effectiveness of tax credit to 2004 session of General Assembly (was, to 2003 
General Assembly). 


H 581. SEX EXPLOITATION ACT. Intro. 3/24/97. Conference report makes the following changes to 4th edition 
to reconcile matters in controversy. Rewrites definition of sexual exploitation by psychotherapist to include sexual 
contact (was, any physical contact for purpose of sexual stimulation or gratification to either psychotherapist or 
client) as specifically defined in conference report, and to make it clear that sexual exploitation (resulting from 
other acts or statements made by psychotherapist for purpose of sexual stimulation or gratification of 
psychotherapist or client as well as sexual exploitation resulting from sexual contact) may occur with or without 
consent of client and either during or not during any treatment, consultation, evaluation, interview, or 
examination. Provides that action for sexual exploitation must be commenced within three years after cause of 
action accrues, and that cause of action accrues on date of last act of psychotherapist giving rise to cause of 
action or when client discovers or reasonably should have discovered that sexual exploitation occurred, 
whichever is later, but that cause of action may not be commenced more than 10 years from last act of 
psychotherapist giving rise of cause of action (fourth edition provided that similar limitation period under GS 1- 
52(16) applied to causes of action based on sexual exploitation by psychotherapist). Makes act effective Jan. 1, 
1999 (was, Oct. 1, 1998). 


H 1114. SWIFT CREEK MANAGEMENT PLAN. Intro. 4/21/97. Conference report makes the following changes 

to 5th edition to reconcile matters in controversy. Provides that nonbinding advisory referendum on incorporation 
of Swift Creek will be conducted on Nov. 7, 2000 (was, cn date, no later than Dec. 31, 1999, set by Wake County 
Board of Elections).

AND COMMITTEE SUBSTITUTES 
SENATE BILLS 


S 1260. JUVENILE JUSTICE REFORM ACT. Intro. 5/21/98. Conference committee substitute reconciles the 
differences between the Senate version (4th edition, summarized in Daily Bulletin 7/14/98 and 7/15/98) and 
House version (7th edition, summarized in Daily Bulletin 8/6/98, 8/20/98, and 9/1/98) as follows. 

Juvenile justice agency. Unlike either the Senate or House version of the bill, adds new Art. 3C to GS Ch. 
147, effective Jan. 1, 1999, creating a new Office of Juvenile Justice (OJJ) in the Office of the Governor and 
transferring to the OJJ the powers, duties, and responsibilities (as well as related property, personnel, records, f 
and funds) of (1) the Div’n of Youth Services (DYS) of the Dep't of Health and Human Services (DHHS) and (2) 
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the Juvenile Services Div'n of the Administrative Office of the Courts (AOC). Makes conforming changes 
throughout the bill. Amends the new article effective July 1, 1999, to make its terminology and substantive 
provisions consistent with the rewritten Juvenile Code that takes effect on that date. Requires the Office of the 
Governor to report by May 1, 1999, to the Joint Legislative Comm'n on Gov't Operations and to the House and 
Senate Appropriations Committees, on the organizational structure, staffing, budget, and programs of the OJJ. 

Reorganization plan for juvenile justice. Directs the Governor to develop and report to the General Assembly 
by April 1, 2000, a proposed reorganization plan for transferring the authority, powers, duties, and functions of 
the new OJJ to an existing or new principal state department. Requires the Governor, as part of developing the 
plan, to (1) review all agency divisions, councils, and programs that provide services to and treatment of 
juveniles to determine whether they would operate more effectively and efficiently if consolidated under the plan 
and (2) study the method by which federal and state funds and grants are distributed to the local level to 
determine whether those functions should be consolidated, whether priority should be given to funding certain 
programs, and whether matching funds should be required from local governments. Specifies that the 
reorganization plan must address (1) organizational structure, including total personnel and reporting 
relationships; (2) proposed budget for fiscal year 2000-2001; (3) any proposed consolidation of any additional 
division, council, or program, (4) all reorganization options that were considered but not adopted and why they 
were not adopted; and (5) any related legislative proposals. Requires approval by the General Assembly before a 
reorganization plan becomes effective. 

Risk/needs assessment. Based on House version, specifies factors the Office of Juvenile Justice must 
consider including in a risk and needs assessment instrument. 

Undisciplined juveniles. Adopts House version of the definition of “undisciplined juvenile,” but adds to it the 
Senate provision that includes running away from home only if it is for a period of more than 24 hours. With that 
difference, the definition is substantively similar to current law, except that it extends the maximum age for 
undisciplined juveniles from 16 to 18 for all parts of the definition except unlawful absence from school. Includes 
Senate definition of “protective supervision,” which was not defined in the House version. Adopts House 
provisions-with respect to holding an undisciplined juvenile in contempt—providing that the timing of any 
confinement is in the court's discretion and limiting to 14 days in one 12-month period the time that a juvenile 
may be confined for contempt—but deletes the provision that the timing of confinement is “subject to the 
availability of detention facility placements.” 

Fingerprinting and photographing. |n compromise provisions, (1) requires law enforcement to fingerprint and 
photograph a juvenile who was 10 years of age or older at the time the juvenile allegedly committed a 
nondivertible offense, when a complaint has been prepared for filing as a petition and the juvenile is in the 
physical custody of law enforcement or the Office of Juvenile Justice and (2) provides that if the juvenile (who 
was 10 or older at the time of the offense) is adjudicated delinquent for an offense that would be a felony if 
committed by an adult, the fingerprints shall be transferred to the State Bureau of Investigation and placed in the 
automated fingerprint identification system. 

Extended jurisdiction over certain juvenile delinquents. Substantially similar to House version. 

Open hearings. Adopts most of the House version, but changes standard for determining whether a hearing 
or part of a hearing should be closed from one of “the court’s discretion” to “good cause,” and requires court to 
consider the “circumstances of the case, including, but not limited to” the listed factors. 

Employment discrimination against parents of juveniles. Adopts House version. 

Criteria for detention/secure custody. Adopts House provision. 

Notice of transfer hearing. Follows Senate version providing that, when juvenile has not received at least 5 
days notice of the intention to seek transfer to superior court, court must continue the transfer hearing only in 
cases in which the juvenile requests a continuance. 

Appeal from transfer order. In compromise, provides that (1) district court order of transfer to superior court 
may be appealed to superior court for a hearing on the record; (2) if order is not appealed to superior court, 
appeal of the issue to court of appeals after final disposition in superior court is waived; (3) on appeal, requires 
superior court judge, within a reasonable time, to review the record of the transfer hearing for abuse of discretion 
relating to transfer and to either remand the case for adjudication or uphold the transfer order; (4) if case is 
remanded, district court judge must determine whether the juvenile should be in secure or nonsecure custody; 
and (5) issue of transfer may be appealed to court of appeals only after juvenile is convicted in superior court. 

When jeopardy attaches. Deletes House provision. 

Determining points for disposition/probation at time of offense. Adopts Senate version. 
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Dispositions for delinquent juveniles. In compromise, (1) allows court to order that the juvenile not associate 
with specified persons or be in specified places, and (2) provides that when disposition involves confinement in a 
detention facility, the timing of confinement will be determined by the court in its discretion. 

Conditions of probation. Adopts House version, except: (1) does not include condition that the juvenile 
remain free of any tobacco product, and (2) rewrites conditions dealing with possession and use of alcohol and 
controlled substances. 

Violations of probation/review. Adopts Senate version. 

Training school commitment for Level 2 disposition. Adopts House provision. 

Maximum length of commitment/procedures for extended commitment. Substantially similar to Senate 
version. 

Definite commitments. Adopts Senate version, retaining limited availability of definite commitments. 

Visits with or by committed juveniles. Substantially similar to Senate version. 

Post-release supervision. Adopts Senate version, except (1) adds provisions requiring that juvenile on post- 
release supervision be supervised by a court counselor and that post-release supervision be terminated by order 
of the court, and (2) deletes provision that, if post-release supervision is revoked, the chief court counselor is 
responsible for returning the juvenile to the facility. Deletes provision that was in both versions relating to “final 
discharge.” 

Access to records. Compromise provision (1) adopts House provision that prosecutor may share information 
from juvenile’s record with law enforcement officers but may not allow them to photocopy any part of the record 
(Senate version would have allowed law enforcement officers to examine the juvenile’s record but not to copy it 
without a court order); (2) adopts Senate provision listing persons with access to records; (3) requires Office of 
Juvenile Justice, after consultation with the Conference of Chief District Court Judges, to adopt rules designating 
local agencies that are authorized to share information about juveniles; and (4) provides that information shared 
by such authorized agencies may be used only for the protection of the juvenile and others or to improve the 
juvenile’s educational opportunities. 

Expunction of records. Adopts House version. 

Minonty sensitivity training. Adopts House version. 

Family court pilot program. Adopts House version. 

Study blended sentencing/direct filing. Adopts Senate version, except changes to March 15, 2000, the date 
by which study results must be reported. 

Study students expelled or on long-term suspension. Adopts House version, except changes to May 1, 1999, 
the date by which study results must be reported. 

Use of jail space for detention. Substantially similar to Senate version. 

Duties and powers of juvenile court counselors. Adopts Senate version. 

Reduction of minority youth in juvenile system. Substantially similar to Senate provision, requiring Office of 
Juvenile Justice, where its statistics indicate the presence of minority youth in juvenile facilities disproportionate 
to their presence in the general population, to develop and recommend appropriate strategies to ensure fair and 
equal treatment in the juvenile justice system. 

Courthouse space for court counselors. Adopts Senate provision. 

Guard Response Alternative Sentencing (“On Track”) Program. Adopts Senate provision, except (1) 
specifies that the program is an additional probation option for certain juveniles subject to Level 2 (was, Level 1) 
disposition and (2) makes effectiveness of the provision contingent on the appropriation of funds to implement it. 

Lose Control, Lose Your License. Deletes Senate provisions that would have denied eligibility for drivers 
license for juveniles who are suspended from school for more than 10 days for specified offenses. 

Sentencing Commission membership. Adopts House provision. 

Training on Juvenile Code. Adopts House provisions, except makes Office of Juvenile Justice responsible 
for training for juvenile court counselors and other OJJ personnel. 

Terminology. Following Senate version, uses the term “adjudicated delinquent” instead of “guilty of a 
delinquent offense.” Adopts Senate definition of “house arrest” except deletes provision expressly authorizing use 
of electronic monitoring devices. Unlike either House or Senate version, deletes the term “in loco parentis” and 
its definition and, instead, uses the substance of the definition in places where the term previously appeared 
(Senate had retained the term; House had blended its definition into the definition of “custodian’). 

Other studies and reports. Delays the due dates of several studies and reports required by act. 

Other changes. Makes additional technical changes.

SENATE BILLS 


S 421. LOCAL OPTION HOMESTEAD EXEMPTION. Intro. 3/18/97. House committee substitute makes the 
following changes to 4th edition. Deletes proposed amendments GS 105-277.1 and 105-277.1A that would have 
increased, state-wide, the maximum income limit for eligibility for the homestead property tax exemption for 
elderly and disabled homeowners from $15,000 to $20,000, without reimbursing local governments for the 
resulting revenue loss. Retains proposed constitutional amendment allowing General Assembly to enact 
legislation giving each county the options to increase the amount of the property tax homestead exemption for 
elderly and disabled homeowners and to raise the definition of “low income” so more elderly and disabled 
homeowners qualify for the homestead property tax exemption. 


S 1124. TEACHER CERT. WAIVERS/LATERAL ENTRY. Intro. 5/14/98. Conference report makes the following 
changes tg 4th edition to reconcile matters in controversy. Completely rewrites provisions of bill to enact a new 
section GS 115C-296.1 (teacher shortages; certification). 

As rewritten, bill now provides that if a local school board determines that there is or will be a shortage of 
qualified teachers with NC teaching certificates available to teach specified subjects or grade levels, the local 
school board may employ, under a one-year provisional teaching certificate, an individual who does not meet the 
State Board of Education’s requirements for initial or continuing teacher certification, if (1) the individual has a 
postsecondary degree that is at least a bachelors degree; (2) the individual has (a) an out-of-state teaching 
certificate for the grade or subject he or she will be teaching and has at least one year of classroom teaching 
experience the board considers relevant to the grade or subject, or (b) at least one year of full-time classroom 
teaching experience as a professor, associate professor, assistant professor, instructor, or visiting lecturer at a 
UNC constituent institution, a NC community college, or other institution of higher education as defined in GS 90- 
270.2(5), if the board considers the experience relevant to the grade or subject; or (c) three years of other 
experience if the board determines that the individual's experience and postsecondary education are relevant to 
the grade or subject; (3) the individual is eligible for reemployment by his or her prior employer; (4) the board has 
developed a plan to determine the individual's competence as a teacher, including review of the performance of 
the students taught by the individual; (5) in the case of an individual who does not have a year of classroom 
teaching experience, the board provides a teaching mentor for the individual; and (6) the individual receives an 
annual evaluation and multiple observations under GS 115C-333(a) during the one-year period of employment

In the case of an individual employed on the basis of holding an out-of-state teaching certificate, if the 
individual is reemployed by the school board following the initial one-year period of employment, he or she is 
deemed to satisfy the academic and professional preparation requirements for an initial or continuing state 
teaching certificate and is not required to take and pass a standard examination to demonstrate preparation for 
teaching. In the case of other individuals employed under this section, if the individual is reemployed by the 
school board following the initial one-year period of employment, he or she is deemed to have satisfied the 
academic and professional preparation requirements for an initial state teaching certificate if he or she, within 
one year of the initial employment, takes and passes the State Board of Education's standard examination for the 
grade or subject. If the individual does not take and pass the standard examination for the grade or subject within 
one year of initial employment, he or she may be reemployed by the local school board under a provisional 
certificate and is subject to GS 115C-296(c) (teacher lateral entry program). All individuals who receive an initial 
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or continuing teaching certificate under the new section are subject the same requirements for continuing 
certification and certificate renewal as other teachers who hold initial or continuing teacher certificates. 

Requires local school boards to report semi-annually to State Board of Education on number of individuals 
employed as teachers under each subdivision of new GS 115C-296.1(a)(2). Act is effective when it becomes law

DHHS block grant provisions. Makes changes in special provisions relating to DHHS block grants as follows. 
(1) Allocates $1 million from TANF Block Grant for 1998-99 to (a) evaluate the Work First Program to assess the 
success of the current waiver program, and (b) to contract with an independent consultant to design an 
evaluation of Work First Program that will come into full effect upon approval of the new TANF State Plan. (2) 
Allocates $150,000 from TANF Block Grant to develop substance abuse program that meets specialized 
substance abuse services needs of TANF children and their families. (3) Allocates $1,777,529 of TANF Block 
Grant for Work First job retention and follow-up model programs to implement pilots and strategies that support 
TANF recipients in attaining and maintaining self-sufficiency. (4) Allocates $2 million from TANF Block Grant for 
local programs aimed at reducing teen pregnancy. (5) Provides that $1.3 million appropriated in Social Services 
Block Grant to DHHS, Div’n of Social Services, will be allocated to county departments for hiring or contracting 
additional child protective services, foster care, and adoption worker and supervisor positions created effective 
Jan. 1, 1997. No local match required. (6) Provides that DHHS must award not less than $400,000 to licensed 
private adoption agencies from the Special Children Adoption Fund. Directs DHHS, Div’n of Social Services, to 
evaluate cost-effectiveness of county departments and licensed public and private adoption agencies in placing 
children. (7) Provides that $500,000 from TANF Block Grant transferred to Dep’t of Community Colleges must be 
used to continue the three model early childhood education centers. (8) Directs that $6 million appropriated for 
developmentally disabled waiting list must be used to provide person-centered and family support services to 
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developmentally disabled individuals not eligible for Medicaid community alternative program and who are on 
waiting list for services. (9) Earmarks $1.5 million from TANF Block Grant for allocation to 18 named private 
nonprofit child-caring agencies (list unchanged from House version). (10) Directs that $1 million from TANF 
Block Grant be used for enhanced employee assistance program to implement incentive grant program for 
private businesses employing current or former Work First recipients. (11) Provides that funds allocated as Work 
First County Block Grants may be (a) used directly to fund Work First recipients’ child care and (b) for child care 
subsidies. (12) States intent of General Assembly to promote state and local activities that facilitate success of 
Work First Program. (13) Provides that $900,000 appropriated from TANF Block Grant to Substance Abuse 
Services for services to Work First recipients shall be allocated to TROSA Therapeutic Community, FIRST 
Therapeutic Community, when those programs become state-licensed, and other related services. 


PART Vil. GENERAL PROVISIONS 

Contingency and emergency fund allocations. Specifies that $900,000 appropriated for Contingency & 
Emergency Fund for 1998-99 be used (1) as required by order of a court or administrative tribunal or to match 
unanticipated federal funds, (2) to respond to unanticipated disaster, or (3) to call out National Guard. 

Natural disaster assistance. Provides that $1 million of unencumbered funds remaining in Reserve for 
Disaster Relief for 1997-98 will revert to General Fund on July 1, 1998. Remainder will remain available for 
disaster relief and may be used to match federal funds for that purpose.

Allocates $17,347,487 appropriated to the Reserve Fund as follows: $1 million nonrecurring 
for planning and design of 208 new training schools; $32,980 nonrecurring and $484,444 recurring for 32 
permanent beds at Umstead Detention Center, effective Jan. 1, 1999; $4.8 million nonrecurring for two 24-bed 
detention units; $700,000 nonrecurring to construct new modular Eckerd Wilderness Camp; $517,000 recurring 
for four new 8-bed multi-purpose juvenile homes, effective Apr. 1, 1999; $3,688,548 nonrecurring and 
$1,823,442 recurring for local grant funds; $100,000 nonrecurring to study At-Risk Assessment System; $50,000 
nonrecurring for Substance Abuse Prevention Plan; $563,298 nonrecurring and $930,427 recurring for additional 
personnel in the Judicial Department's Juvenile Services Division; $100,000 recurring to Juvenile Services Div’n 
to lease field monitoring units for electronic house arrest; $33,000 nonrecurring and $63,313 recurring for 
contractual services for three sites for Guard Response Alternate Sentencing Program; $8,626 nonrecurring and 
$21,206 recurring for two court counselors for the On Track Program; $600,000 nonrecurring and $120,000 
recurring for juvenile justice information system; $119,512 nonrecurring and $73,463 recurring to NC Sentencing 
and Policy Advisory Comm'n to update juvenile population simulation model; $318,228 nonrecurring for three 
family court pilots beginning March 1, 1999, and expiring December 1, 2000; $700,000 nonrecurring for 
Communities in Schools program; $500,000 for Center for Prevention of School Violence at NC State Univ. 


PART IX. PUBLIC SCHOOLS 

Allocations for public schools. Same as House version. 

Certified school nurses/salary. Restores Senate provision. 

Funds to implement the ABCs of Public Education program. Not in controversy. Repeals superseded portion 
of SL 1998-23 (continuing budget resolution). 

Extra pay for mentor teachers. Restores Senate provision. 

Aid to low-performing and at-risk schools. Provides that funds appropriated for aid to low-performing and at- 
risk schools for 1998-99 shall be used to provide services to (1) elementary and middle schools at which 48% or 
more of students were below grade level during 1996-97 and 1997-98 or during 1997-98 school years, (2) the 5% 
of high schools having lowed composite scores on ABC's accountability measures, and (3) high schools identified 
by State Board of Education (SBE) as low performing through ABCs program. Provides that funds for salary- 
related items in amount of $2,660,610 in recurring funds (was, $12,405,561) and $4,905,405 in nonrecurring 
funds (was, $3,160,454) shall be used as follows: (1) up to 10% of nonrecurring funds (was, 15%) for salary 
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supplements for teachers assigned to local assessment teams, and (2) remainder for extra pay for extra duties 
for teachers. Increases amount earmarked for nonsalary items to $2 million (was, $1,215,466). Requires SBE to 
act on plans submitted by low-performing or at-risk schools within 15 days (was, 30 days). Requires SBE to 
report to Joint Legislative Education Oversight Committee by Jan. 1, 1999 (was, Dec. 15, 1998). 

ABC's high school accountability model. Not in controversy. 

Principal salary studies. Not in controversy. 

Teacher and school-based administrator salary schedules. Deletes provision (included in SL 1998-153). 

Communities in Schools funds/do not revert. Not in controversy. 

School activity bus usage authorized under certain circumstances. Restores Senate provision with additional 
language specifying that (1) use is limited to transportation to or from activities being held on property of a 
nonprofit corporation or a unit of local government, and (2) local board of education that owns the bus must 
ensure that driver is licensed to operate the bus and that the lessee has adequate liability insurance. 

School board quick take. Restores Senate provision. 

Litigation reserve. Not in controversy. 

Exceptional children funds. Not in controversy. 

Alternative schools/at-risk students. Not in controversy. 

Charter schools. Retains those portions of the House version pertaining to optional participation for charter 
schools operated in private nonprofit corporations in the Teachers and State Employees Retirement System and 
the State Employees Health Plan. Deletes all other provisions of the House version. 

Testing. Not in controversy. 

Substitute teachers. Amends GS 115C-12(8) to provide that minimum pay for substitute teacher holding a 
teaching certificate will be 65% of daily pay rate for entry-level teacher with “A” certificate, and minimum for 
substitute not holding a certificate is 50% of entry-level rate. Authorizes local boards to use state funds allocated 
for substitute teachers to hire full-time substitute teachers. Effective Jan. 1, 1999. 

Tort claim liability/school buses. Retains House version. 

Extra pay for forfeited vacation days. Retains House version. 

Teaching fellows program. Restores Senate provision. 

Limited English proficiency. Adds provision making charter schools eligible for allocation of funds for children 
with limited English proficiency and revises formula for allocating funds. Specifies that SBE will adopt an 
allocation formula that takes into account average percentage of students over past three years who have limited 
English proficiency. Funds will be allocated to a unit or charter school only if (1) average daily membership 
includes at least 20 students with limited English proficiency, or (2) such students comprise at least 2.5% of total 
average daily membership of the unit or school. 

Drivers education funds do not revert/driving education certificates. Adds provision authorizing SBE to use 
funds appropriated for drivers education for 1998-99 for driving eligibility certificates. Amends GS 20-11(n)(4) 
and GS 115C-566 to providing for issuance of driving eligibility certificates to students being educated at home. 

Additional teachers for middle school children who are academically below grade level. Not in controversy. 

Uniform education reporting systems funds/building level reports on school funding. Not in controversy. 

Dues deduction for retirees. Restores Senate provision with Jan. 1, 1999, effective date. 

Use of school buses by the 2001 National Association of Student Councils conference. Adds new provision 
authorizing Charlotte-Mecklenburg Board of Education to permit use of public school buses from June 1 through 
June 30, 2001, for transportation needs of those attending Nat'l Assoc. of Student Councils Conference to be 
held in Charlotte. State funds may not be used for this purpose. Specifies that State will not incur any liability as 
result of such use; requires Nat'l Assoc. to carry liability insurance. 

Uniform Education Reporting System (UERS)/Student Information Management System (SIMS) funds. Not in 
controversy. 

Small school system supplemental funding. Restores Senate provision. 

School administration interns. Makes clarifying changes in House version.

Annual review accountability enhance. Not in controversy. 
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Development of management information system. Not in controversy. 

Cooperative high school education program accountability. Not in controversy. 

Reporting requirement. Not in controversy. 

Community college tuition study. Not in controversy. 

Hospitality and tourism job training program. Not in controversy. 

Roanoke-Chowan Community College/sheltered workshop. Retains House version. 

Community college tuition waiver. Restores Senate provision. 

Community college to serve Anson and Union counties. Replaces House provision. Directs county comm'rs 
of Union and Anson counties to submit to State Board of Community College (SBCC) by Feb. 1, 1999, (1) 
contract for establishment of new multi-campus community college to serve the two counties, or (2) proposal for 
separate colleges to serve the two counties, or (3) another proposal for providing access to community college 
courses to citizens of Anson and Union counties. If the two boards do not submit a single joint proposal, SBCC 
must, by Feb. 28, 1999, and after consulting with Joint Legislative Education Oversight Committee, use funds 
within the department's budget to employ independent consultant to study the issue and to make 
recommendations. SBCC must report recommendations to Senate and House Appropriations Committees by 
May 1, 1999. 

Prison program start-up funds. Directs that funds appropriate for private prison program start-up shall be 
allocated in accordance with actual, noninflated, start-up costs based on date programs begin operation. States 
intent of General Assembly to reimburse in 1999-2000 any audited, actual expenditures for private prison 
program start-up at Pamlico and Mayland Community Colleges incurred in 1998-99. 


PART XI. UNIVERSITIES 

UNC incentive funding. Restores the substance of the Senate version in slightly different drafting format. 

Natural Resources Leadership Institute. Not in controversy. 

Incentive scholarship for Native Amencans. Not in controversy. 

Aid to students attending private college procedure. Not in controversy. 

UNC equity funds/capital facilities study. Not in controversy. 

Manufacturing extension partnership. Authorizes UNC Board of Governors to allocate $750,000 for 1998-99 
to NC State University to match federal funds for manufacturing extension partnership program. 

East Carolina Doctoral II classification. Restores Senate provision but reduces funding to $1.5 million (was, 
$2 million). 

UNC distance education. Not in controversy. 


UNC Health Care System governance/management flexibility/East Carolina University Medical Faculty 
Practice Plan management flexibility. Currently, the University of North Carolina Hospitals at Chapel Hill is 
govermed by a 12-member board of directors. Nine members are appointed by the UNC Board of Governors. 
Three members serve ex Officio by virtue of holding designated administrative positions in the University of 
North Carolina at Chapel Hill. The chief administrative officer of UNC Hospitals is appointed by the board of 
directors to serve at its pleasure. UNC Hospitals is subject to the same purchasing and contracting and personnel 
laws and regulations applicable to state agencies and institutions generally. Effective Nov. 1, 1998, this special 
provision abolishes the Board of Directors of UNC Hospitals and replaces it with the University of North Carolina 
Health Care System governed and administered as an affiliated enterprise of The University of North Carolina. 
The UNC Health Care System will comprise UNC Hospitals at Chapel Hill and the clinical patient care programs 
of the UNC-CH School of Medicine. The System will be governed by a board of directors initially composed as 
follows: the President of UNC (or designee), the chief executive officer of the System, two administrative officers 
of UNC-CH designated by the chancellor, and two faculty members of the UNC-CH School of Medicine 
designated by the dean. If not otherwise a board member by virtue of holding one of the offices listed above, ex 
Officio membership shall also be held by the president of UNC Hospitals and the dean of the UNC-CH School of 
Medicine. At least nine but not more than 21 at large members will be appointed by the President of UNC and 
ratified by the Board of Governors. Initially, all incumbent members of the board of directors of UNC Hospitals 
will be members of the new board until the expiration of the current terms. Additional positions will be filled by 
appointment of persons with special competence in business management, hospital administration, health care 
delivery, or medical practice or who have demonstrated dedication to improvement of health care in NC. 
Subsequent appointments will be made by the UNC president from a slate of at least two nominees for each 
vacant or expiring position made by the System board of directors. The board will elect its own chair for a two- 
year term from the at large members, subject to a limit of three successive terms. The board may authorize any 
component of the System to contract in its individual capacity. Provides that the executive and administrative 
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head of UNC Health Care System is a chief executive officer appointed by the System board “in cooperation 
with” the UNC-CH board of trustees and the UNC-CH chancellor. The board will identify two or more candidates 
for the position who have qualifications to hold both the position of chief executive officer of the UNC Health 
Care System and the position of vice chancellor for medical affairs at UNC-CH. The UNC President will 
nominate and the Board of Governors will appoint one of those persons as chief executive officer. UNC Hospitals 
at Chapel Hill will be headed by a president appointed by the System board of directors on nomination of the 
chief executive officer. 

The State Personnel Act will not apply to employees of the UNC Health Care System except with respect to 
those provisions concerning political activity of state employees, equal employment and compensation 
opportunity, private of personnel records, and protection for reporting improper governmental activities. The 
System board is authorized to establish its own personnel system, subject only to review and comment by the 
Office of State Personnel. Current employees who have achieved career state employee status as of Oct. 31, 
1998, are protected against any reduction in pay as a consequence of revised personnel regulations, and will be 
continue to be subject to the same rules regarding discipline or discharge of state employees that were in effect 
as of Oct. 31, 1998. 

UNC Health Care System will not be subject to the provisions of GS Ch. 143 concerning purchases of 
equipment and supplies, but may establish its own regulations subject to review and comment by the Division of 
Purchase and Contract. Similarly the System will be exempt from the provisions of GS Ch. 156, Art. 6, 
concerning acquisition and disposition of interests in real property, but the System will not have the power of 
eminent domain nor is it authorized to encumber real property. The State Property Office retains the right to 
review and comment on regulations adopted by the System board in this regard. Also, the System will be except 
from the provisions of GS 143-341(3) and 143-135.1 concerning design, construction, and renovation of 
buildings, subject to review and comment by the Office of State Construction. 

The special provision regarding the East Carolina University Medical Faculty Practice Plan includes the 
flexibility provisions included in both House and Senate versions with respect to the ECU Medical Faculty 
Practice Plan, but adds review and comment of local regulations by the Office of State Personnel, the Division of 
Purchase and Contract, and the State Construction Office. 

Special provision regarding unemployment compensation amends GS 96-8(6)(k) to provide that service 
performed as a medical resident while employed by a nonprofit organization created to provide medical services 
to a targeted socio-economically disadvantaged group is not considered “employment” for purposes of the 
unemployment compensation statutes. 

UNC applications pool. Not in controversy. 

Private colleges/incentive funds. Not in controversy. 

Sustainable oyster aquaculture study. Not in controversy. 

Align UNC professional development program. Amends GS 116-11 to direct UNC Board of Governors to 
create a Board of Directors for the UNC Center for School Leadership Development. Directs Board of Governors 
to study and recommend to Joint Legislative Education Oversight Committee by Dec. 15, 1998, any changes to 
assure oversight and coordination of program components of the Center, including whether there are reasons 
that existing boards of professional development programs should not be made advisory to the Center's board of 
directors. Transfers Model Teacher Consortium from Dep't of Public Instruction to UNC Board of Governors 
effective Jan. 1999. Directs Board of Governors to coordinate the program within the Center. 

Increase the number of school administrator programs that may be established by UNC Board of Governors. 
Retains House provision. 

UNC technology initiative. Directs Board of Governors to allocate $1 million for the “Learn NC" initiative at 
UNC-Chapel Hill. 

Forest biotechnology/NCSU funds. Not in controversy.

Subpart 1. Administration 

Standards for health care quality and access/extend reporting date. Adopts Senate provision. 

Hospital facility audited cost report due date. Adopts House provision. 

Office of Strategic Planning. Not in controversy. 

Modify setoff debt collection procedure. Adds new provision, not contained in House or Senate version, 
amending GS 105A-3(b) (setoff debt collection act) to require all state agencies to submit, for collection under 
setoff debt collection act, all debts which they are owed, except debts with respect to which the agency

determines (now, debts for with respect to which Attorney General has advised agency not to submit because) 
validity of debt is legitimately in dispute, alternative means of collection is pending and adequate, or collection 
would result in loss of federal funds. Requires State Controller, in consultation with Atty. General, to develop 
guidelines for state agencies to use in determining whether to submit debt for collection under GS 105A-3(b).

NC Board of PharmacyMaiver of disasters and emergencies/tules pertaining to mail delivery of dispensed 
legend drugs. Similar to House provision, but rewrites amendment to GS 90-85.25 to allow Pharmacy Board to 
waive requirements of article to permit provision of drugs, devices, and professional services to public “in the 
event of an occurrence which the Governor . . . has declared a disaster or when the Governor has declared a 
state of emergency, or in the event of an occurrence for which a county or municipality has enacted an ordinance 
to deal with states of emergency” under specified statutes. 

Collaborative effort to improve quality of academic programs at residential schools/program review of 
disability services. Adopts House provision regarding collaborative effort between DHHS and specified local 
school boards to improve quality of academic programs at residential schools but, in addition, requires that this 
effort identify the best and most feasible ways to assure responsible management and operation of DHHS 
preschool programs, including option of transferring direct responsibility for managing preschool programs to 
local education agencies. Adds provisions requiring DHHS to conduct comprehensive review of policies, 
programs, and services managed by divisions of Vocational Rehabilitation, Services for the Blind, and Services 
for Deaf and Hard of Hearing. Requires DHHS to submit report, including recommendations for organizational 
changes, to House and Senate Human Resources Appropnations Subcommittees by April 1, 1999. Amends SL 
1998-131, sec. 2, to require that DHHS report on administrative organization of DHHS, Governor Morehead 
School, and state schools for the deaf be submitted to House and Senate Appropriations Subcommittees on 
Education (now, Legislative Comm'n on Public Schools) and House and Senate Appropriations Subcommittees 
on Human Resources by April 15, 1999 (now, Dec. 15, 1998). 

Area mental health/elderly housing nonrecurring project funds. Requires that $500,000 of funds in Work First 
Reserve Fund be transferred to DHHS for 1998-99 for wait list management for developmental disabilities 
services (Senate provision transferred $9.5 million for specified nonrecurring and capital projects for area mental 
health authorities). Adopts Senate provision transferring $2 million from Work First Reserve Fund to Housing 
Trust Fund for affordable housing for the elderly. 

Funds for capital improvements/sheltered workshops. Adds new provision requiring that DHHS use $500,000 


of appropriated funds to provide grants of up to $50,000 for capital improvements at sheltered workshop 
facilities. 


Subpart 2. Medical Assistance 

Medicaid growth reduction. Not in controversy. 

Rules governing transfer of Medicaid benefits between counties. Not in controversy. 

Continuous Medicaid coverage for categorically needy families with children. Makes substantive provisions 
effective 90 days after enactment (was, effective Oct. 1, 1998). 

Allocation of GS 143-23.2 Medicaid funds. Not in controversy. 

Disposition of disproportionate share receipt change. Not in controversy. 

Child health insurance technical changes. Deletes provision contained in Senate and House versions. 

Child health insurance study/other changes. Deletes proposed enangys to SL 1998-1, sec. 8, regarding 
school-based health centers. cle 

Medicaid/reporting anticipated changes. Same as House provision except: (1) deletes language providing 
that, effective Oct. 1, 1998, Medicaid enrollment of categorically needy families with children be continuous for 
one year without regard to changes in income or assets; (2) retains provision in current law allowing DHHS, with 
approval of Office of State Budget and Management, to use Medicaid funds budgeted for program services to 
support cost of administrative activities to the extent that administrative activities produce a net savings in 
services requirements, but requires that DHHS notify General Assembly's Fiscal Research Div’n and House and 
Senate Appropriations Subcommittees on Human Resources of these requests; (3) rewrites provision requiring 
DHHS to report to legislative agencies regarding changes in Medicaid program; (4) adds provision requiring 
DHHS to report to House and Senate Appropriations Subcommittees on Human Resources and to Aging Study 
Comm'n with respect to Medicaid waiver to implement two long-term care pilot projects and prohibits DHHS from 


expanding pilot project without reporting to House and Senate Appropriations Subcommittees on Human 
Resources. 
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Participation in Medicaid dental program. Rewrites House provision to state General Assembly’s goal to 
substantially increase level of participation by dentists in Medicaid program and to improve Medicaid program's 
provision of preventive dental services while ensuring program integrity and accountability. Requires DHHS to 
report to House and Senate Appropriations Subcommittees on Human Resources by April 30, 1999 on 
recommended strategies for achieving this goal and other related matters. 

Medicaid coverage for elderly and disabled people. Adopts House provision but provides that coverage will 
become effective “no earlier than Jan. 1, 1999” (was, effective Jan. 1, 1999). 

Study of need to increase physician pay rate. Adds new provision, not included in House or Senate versions, 
requiring Joint Legislative Comm'n on Health Care Oversight to study need to increase rate paid to physicians 
under Medicaid program to amount not greater than rate paid to physicians under Medicare program, to identify 
Medicaid funds available for this increase, and to report the results of study to 1999 General Assembly. 


Subpart 3. Facility Services 

Transfer of chantable solicitation program to the Secretary of State. Not in controversy. 

Adult care home staffing ratio changes/reimbursement rate increase/staffing grants. (1) Rewrites House 
provision to require adult care homes to meet the following staffing requirements: (a) first shift (morning): 0.4 
hours of aide duty for each resident (licensed capacity or resident census) or 8.0 hours of aide duty per each 20 
residents (licensed capacity or resident census) plus 3.0 hours for all other residents, whichever is greater, (b) 
second shift (afternoon): 0.4 hours of aide duty for each resident (licensed capacity or resident census) or 8.0 
hours of aide duty per each 20 residents plus 3.0 hours for all other residents (licensed capacity or resident 
census), whichever is greater; (c) third shift (evening): same as House provision. Also requires that, in addition to 
these requirements, facility provide staff to meet needs of facility’s heavy care residents equal to amount of time 
reimbursed by Medicaid. (2) Retains provision increasing maximum monthly rate for residents in adult care 
homes from $915 to $956 per month effective October 1, 1998, but deletes provision increasing rate to $972 per 
month effective Jan. 1. 1999. (3) Adds provision requiring DHHS to use $1 million of appropriated funds for 
staffing grants to adult care homes that are required to add staff or have added staff to comply with third shift 
staffing requirements of GS 131D-4.3(a)(5). Grants must be matched equally by county funds. 

Adult care home bed vacancies/extension. Same as House provision except adds provision exempting from 
the moratonum on adult care homes, adult care home beds that are part of an application filed with DHHS before 
August 28, 1997, or between July 1, 1998 and August 1, 1998, pursuant to Art. 9 of GS Ch. 131E. 

Division of Facility Services/propose fee schedule. Adopts House provision. 

Health care personnel registry. Replaces House provision with provision amending GS 131E-256, effective 
Jan. 1, 1999, to include within the definition of “health care facilities” state-operated facilities under GS 122C-22 
and residential facilities and hospitals licensed under GS 122C-23, to include within the definition of “health care 
personnel” unlicensed assistant personnel who provide hands-on care, and to revise procedures for contesting 
placement of information relating to accusations of neglect or abuse of resident or other specified acts. 

Subpart 4. Aging 

Senior center funds. Same as House provision except specifies that grants may not be less than $25,000 or 
more than $100,000 for each new senior center (was, no minimum, $50,000 maximum). 

In-home and caregiver support funds. Adopts House provision. 

Funds for Alzheimers Association chapters in NC. Not in controversy. 

Funds for area agencies on aging. Adopts House provision. 

Funds for long term care systems reform. Deletes House provision. 


Subpart 5. Social Services 

Authorized additional use of HIV foster care and adoption family funds. Not in controversy. 

Child welfare system improvements. Not in controversy. 

Child protective services. Not in controversy. 

Food banks funds. Requires DHHS to use $1 million of appropriated funds (Senate version was $2.4 million) 
for grants to six specified food banks ($160,000 per food bank) and start up costs ($40,000) for food bank in 
eastern NC. 

Report on progress towards automated application system. Deletes requirement of Nov. 1, 1998 interim 
report. 

Biometrics law changes. Amends GS 108A-25.1 to require Work First, food stamp, and Medicaid applicants 
and payees (as well as recipients) to participate in biometrics identification system unless applicant, payee, or 
recipient is an institutionalized adult, a child under the age of 18 (other than minor parents applying for or 
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receiving assistance), or an individual excluded under federal law or regulation. Defines “payee” as a responsible 
adult who receives cash assistance or services on behalf of a recipient. Requires that biometric identification 
system use fingerprint (now, multiple) biometrics for identification. Retains sanction provisions in Senate and 
House versions. Adopts House provision requiring DHHS to fully implement biometrics system by Oct. 1, 2000, 
to begin phase-in implementation by Oct. 1, 1999, and to report to Joint Legislative Public Assistance Comm'n 
on progress implementing program. Adopts remaining House provisions. 

Welfare law changes. (1) Adopts House provision approving state TANF/Work First plan. Provides that 
state’s 1996 TANF/Work First plan will remain in effect until legislatively-approved 1998 TANF/Work First plan 
has been certified by US Dep't of Health and Human Services. Requires DHHS to report to House and Senate 
Appropriations Committees on Human Resources and to Joint Legislative Public Assistance Comm'n by Jan. 1, 
1999 on amendments to state TANF/Work First plan to conform to state welfare law. (2) Amendment to GS 
108A-27(a) (purpose of Work First program) is substantially similar to Senate provision. (3) Provides that support 
services under TANF/Work First program will be available to Work First recipients and former Work First 
recipients whose family income does not exceed 150% of federal poverty level. Allows work-related services to 
be provided to a noncustodial parent of a minor child who receives Work First assistance as long as the services 
do not limit or reduce Work First assistance for the child or the child's custodial parent or caretaker. (4) Adopts 
House provision amending GS 108A-27.9(a) (submission of state TANF/Work First plan). (5) Amends GS 108A- 
27.9(c) to require that state Work First plan (a) ensure that recipients who are sanctioned are provided a clear 
explanation of the sanction and that all recipients are informed of their right to legal counsel or other 
representation (at their own cost), and (b) include grievance procedures to resolve employment-related 
grievances by Work First participants. (6) Adopts House provision revising 1998-99 appropriation of funds for 
welfare reform implementation and directing that funding to counties for program integrity activities be provided 
to counties in a lump sum. (7) Deletes substantive amendments to GS 108A-27.1(b) regarding time limits on 
receipt of Work First assistance. (8) Amends GS 108A-27.2 to require DHHS to ensure that general provisions of 
state TANF/Work First plan regarding sanction procedures under GS 108A-27.9(c) are developed and 
implemented uniformly across the state. Adopts Senate provision amending GS 108A-27.3(a) to require 
“electing” counties to follow statewide sanctioning procedures mandated by GS 108A-27.9(c). (9) Amends GS 
108A-27.3(a)(7) to require “electing” Work First counties to “consider providing” (now, to provide) community 
service work for Work First recipients who cannot find employment. (10) Designates the following counties as 
“electing” Work First counties for 1998-2000: Alamance, Caldwell, Caswell, Chatham, Cherokee, Davie, Forsyth, 
Henderson, Iredell, Lincoln, Macon, McDowell, New Hanover, Polk, Randolph, Rutherford, Sampson, Stokes, 
Surry, Transylvania, and Wilkes. Provides that state Work First caseload will be determined as of Sept. 1 (now, 
Oct. 1) for purposes of calculating caseload limit for “electing” counties. (11) Adopts Senate provision amending 
GS 108A-27.12 (maintenance of effort) and 108A-27.16 (use of Work First Reserve Fund). (12) Adopts House 
provision recodifying sections of state welfare law. (13) Adopts House amendments to GS 108A-29 (first stop 
employment assistance) except (a) allows study of working poor to be conducted by county's job service 
employer committee or county’s workforce development board, and (b) deletes provision directing Joint 
Legislative Public Assistance Comm'n to study ways that Work First recipients can overcome obstacles to finding 
employment and remaining employed. (14) Adopts additional House provisions regarding welfare reform. (15) 
Beginning Jan. 1, 1999, requires DHHS to report quarterly to General Assembly’s Fiscal Research Div’n, to Joint 
Legislative Public Assistance Comm'n, and to House and Senate Appropriations Subcommittees on Human 
Resources on extent to which state and counties are meeting TANF maintenance of effort requirements and to 
work with other designated state and local agencies to identify activities that meet maintenance of effort 
requirements and maximize use of TANF and Welfare to Work funds. (16) Requires Dep't of Commerce to 
provide to General Assembly a copy of its Welfare to Work plan for 1999-2000 before submitting it to the US 
Dep't of Labor. 

Welfare reform automation funding carry forward. Adopts Senate provision. 

Child placing agencies’ rate study. Adopts Senate provision but changes report date to May 15, 1999. 

Labor market information/common follow up systems funds. Adopts House provision. 

Repeal review of automated collection and tracking system. Adopts House provision. 

Child welfare system pilots. Adopts House provision except (a) requires DHHS to submit progress report by 
April 1, 1999, and (b) allows DHHS to implement pilot dual response systems if non-state funds are available. 

Work First Reserve/second year funds. Amends SL 1997-443, sec. 12.34, to delete requirement that DHHS 
place $20 million of appropriated funds in Work First Reserve Fund established under GS 143-15.3C. 
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Subpart 6. Mental Health, Developmental Disabilities, and Substance Abuse Services 

Thomas S. cost containment report extension. Not in controversy. 

Mental health reserve for Medicaid match. Deletes provision contained in House and Senate versions. 

Early intervention services/referrals/study. Adopts House version. 

NonMedicaid reimbursement changes. Not in controversy. 

Funds to reduce waiting list for developmental disabilities services/developmental disability services review 
and initiatives. Requires DHHS to use $6 million of appropriated funds to provide family support services to 
developmentally disabled persons who are not eligible for Medicaid community alternatives program and are on 
waiting list for services. Adopts House provision regarding developmental disabilities services review except 
changes report date to May 1, 1999. 

Study of state psychiatric hospitals/area mental health programs. Similar to House provision except expands 
directions for study and changes report requirements. 

Civil commitmentforensic unit. Adopts House provision but changes effective date of amendment to GS 
15A-1321 to Jan. 1, 1999 (was, Dec. 1, 1998). 

Area mental health authority program accountability. Replaces House provision with amendments to GS 
122C-112 (a) requiring DHHS to monitor fiscal and administrative practices of area mental health programs to 
ensure accountability to state for management and use of federal and state funds, and (b) allowing DHHS to 
contract with one or more private providers or other public services agencies to serve clients of area mental 
health authority and reallocate area authority’s funds if area authority refuses or fails to provide adequate 
services to clients in service area, clients in area will not be served or will suffer unreasonable hardship in 
obtaining services from another area authority, and there is a private provider or public services agency in area 
willing and able to provide services. Requires DHHS to use standardized form for contracts with area mental 
health authorities to extent practicable. Requires DHHS to report to Joint Legislative Health Care Oversight 
Committee by March 1, 1999 with respect to specified matters relating to accountability of area mental health 
authorities. 

Agency oversight of care provided to persons with mental illness and developmental disabilities. Adopts 
House provision but changes report date to April 1, 1999. 

Substance abuse grant-in-aid. Adds provision requiring DHHS to use $100,000 of appropriated funds for 
grant to Day-by-Day, !nc., and to report by March 1, 1999 on use of funds. 


Subpart 7. Child Development 


Early childhood education and development initiatives reform. Except as noted, substantially similar to House 
provision. (1) Deletes some of the references in House provision to “preparation of children for school” as a 
purpose of Smart Start program. (2) Provides that three (was, four) members of NC Partnership board of 
directors will be appointed by General Assembly on recommendation of the Speaker, three (was, four) members 
of board will be appointed by General Assembly on recommendation of the Senate President Pro Tem., and 
twelve (was, ten) members will be appointed by Governor. Provides that Governor will appoint board chair. (3) 
Allows, rather than requires, NC Partnership board to establish policies or procedures with respect to nominations 
to state board and attendance. (4) Deletes provision regarding size and composition of local Smart Start boards, 
but requires, rather than allows, NC Partnership board to establish policy regarding membership on local Smart 
Start boards. (5) Deletes provisions regarding enforcement of open meetings and public records requirements for 
NC Partnership board and local Smart Start boards. (6) Generally retains current law with respect to centralized 
accounting and contract management system. (7) Generally retains current law regarding adjustment of 
allocations based on performance assessments of local Smart Start programs. (8) Generally retains current law 
regarding local partnership advisory committee. (9) Adds provision requiring local Smart Start programs to 
include in contracts provisions stating that contract is subject to monitoring by state and local Smart Start 
partnerships, that contractors and subcontractors must be fidelity bonded unless they receive less than $100,000 
or contract is for child care subsidy services, that contractors and subcontractors are subject to audit by State 
Auditor, and that contractors and subcontractors will be audited as required by GS 143-6.1. Organizations subject 
to GS 159-34 are exempt from this requirement. (10) In general, retains provisions of current GS 143B-168.13, 
except (a) deletes provision requiring NC Partnership to develop process to determine location of subsequent 
local demonstration projects, and (b) repeals GS 143B-168.13(b) requiring DHHS Sec’y to approve local plans 
and allocations of state funds to local demonstration projects. (11) Deletes requirements in GS 143B- 
168.14(a)(1) regarding board of local Smart Start partnership; authorizes NC Partnership to allow exceptions to 
requirements regarding eligibility for designation as local Smart Start partnership. (12) Retains provisions of 
current GS 143B-168.15 (use of state funds). (13) Retains current law regarding expansion of role of NC 
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Partnership for Children. (14) Retains current law regarding implementation of performance-based evaluation 
system. (15) Retains current law regarding Smart Start evaluation by Frank Porter Graham Child Development 
Center. (16) Allocates $25,298,838 of appropriated funds for specified purposes. Effective Oct. 1, 1998, requires 
that additional $42.5 million of appropriated funds be used to administer and deliver direct services in all 100 
counties. (17) Requires that, as condition of receiving state funds, NC Partnership for Children must amend its 
articles of incorporation or bylaws within 60 days of enactment to terminate terms of current board members and 
allow appointment of new board members under GS 143B-16.12(a) as amended. Prohibits state legislators from 
serving on board of NC Partnership or local Smart Start partnership. (18) Requires NC Partnership to review 
studies regarding regionalization, to develop regionalization plan, and report plan to General Assembly's Fiscal 
Research Div’n and House and Senate Appropriations Subcommittees on Human Resources by April 15, 1999. 
TEACH program. Adopts Senate provision.

AIDS drug assistance program (ADAP). Changes date for implementation of cost-containment programs or 
mechanisms, other than pharmaceutical rebates, to Jan. 1, 1999, and date for related report to March 15, 1999. 
Changes to March 15, 1999, the date for report on plan to monitor patient compliance with physician treatment 
recommendations. 

Cancer control advisory committee/additional members. Adopts Senate provision. 

Heart disease/stroke prevention funds. Adopts Senate provision. 

HIV medications dispensed by certain local health department pharmacies. Deletes House provision. 

Local health departments provide HIV/STD prevention services. Deletes House provision. 

HIV/STD prevention services/evaluation and accountability of grantees. Adds provision requiring DHHS Div'n 
of Epidemiology to continue practice of contracting with community-based organizations, local health 
departments, and other entities to provide services to high-risk individuals but imposes additional requirements to 
ensure evaluation and accountability of grantees. Requires DHHS to adopt standards for annual evaluation and 
certification of these agencies by April 1,1999, and to report the standards by May 1, 1999 to House and Senate 
Appropriations Subcommittees on Human Resources. Effective Jan. 1, 2000, prohibits DHHS from allocating HIV 
prevention funds to agencies that do not meet certification standards.

Museum: $53,935; Museum of Coastal Carolina: $59,513; Rocky Mount Children’s Museum: $84,414; 
Imagination Station: $88,276; Western NC Nature Center: $136,321; The Health Adventure Museum of Pack 
Place Education Arts and Science Center, Inc.: $114,177; Cape Fear Museum: $131,831; Catawba Science 
Center. $115,614; Sci Works Science Center and Environmental Park of Forsyth County: $156,434; Natural 
Science Center of Greensboro: $210,232; Schiele Museum of Natural History: $250,812; NC Museum of Life and 


Sciences: $274,371; and Discovery Place: $584,070. Provides that Discovery Place may use up to $100,000 to 
study feasibility of expansion.

Cullasaja River study funds. Adopts Senate provision. 

Extend and expand environmental health programs study. Deletes House provision. 

Create new Classification of abandoned wells. Adopts House provision. 

Randleman Dam funds do not revert. Adopts House provision. 

Relocation of Mason's Inlet. \n lieu of a study of relocating Mason's Inlet, as directed by House provision, 
authonzes New Hanover County to relocate channel of Mason's Inlet in order to reduce erosion threat to north 
end of town of Wrightsville Beach, if doing so does not create threat to houses on south end of Figure Eight 
Island and if DENR Div'n of Water Resources agrees that project is necessary and viable. Directs that dredged 
materials be placed on adjacent shorelines of Wrightsville Beach and Figure Eight Island. Authorizes New 
Hanover County to acquire necessary property for realignment by condemnation if necessary. Provides that any 
Coastal Area Management Act permit issued for relocation is exempt from GS 113A-121.1(c) (administrative 
review of permit decisions).

Enacts new GS 143-215.1B setting out grounds and procedures for 
extending such compliance dates. Amends SL 1997-458, sec. 6.3, to permit EMC to extend compliance date set 
pursuant to section, for surface waters to which limit set out in GS 143-215.1(c1) applies but as to which nitrogen 
is not designated by EMC as nutrient of concern. Directs that EMC follow procedures of GS 143-215.1B in 
granting extensions. 

Nitrogen limits apply only if nitrogen is nutrent of concern. Deletes House provision.

Clean Water grants/clantication. Makes technical amendment to provisions of infrastructure bond act (SL 


1998-132) concerning eligibility of local governments with only a water system or a sewer system, but not both, 
for grants from bond proceeds.

Capital case pilot program. Adopts Senate provision. , 

Authorize additional magistrates. Compromises on additions as follows. Increases maximum allowable 
number of magistrates by one in Currituck, Pamlico, Brunswick, Avery, Mecklenburg, and Gaston counties. 

Assistant public defenders. Adopts Senate provision. 

Provide that the clerk of supenor court does not have to inventory a decedent's safe-deposit box if a qualified 
person is present at the opening of the box. Adopts Senate provision with following changes. Provides that if a 
qualified person opens a safe-deposit box, with no clerk present, the person must make an inventory of the box’s 
contents arid furnish a copy to the institution and the person possessing a key to the box, if that person is not a 
qualified person (section had provided that a qualified person did not have to make an inventory when clerk was 
not present). Makes changes effective Jan. 1, 1999 and applicable to estates of decedents who die on or after 
that date. Deletes provision that would have repealed GS 105-24(b), (c), and (e). 

Continue drug treatment court. Adopts Senate provision. Repeals previous session law provision of authority 
and sunset for this program. 

Additional distnct court judges. Compromise adds twelve new judges (Senate version added 8 judges; House 
version added 10 judges). One judge is added in each of the following districts affecting the listed counties: 3A 
(Pitt), 4 (Sampson, Duplin, Jones, and Onslow), 7 (Nash, Edgecombe, and Wilson), 10 (Wake), 11 (Harnett, 
Johnston, and Lee), 12 (Cumberland, Bladen, Brunswick, and Columbus), 14 (Durham), 19B (Montgomery, 
Moore, and Randolph), 19C (Rowan), 21 (Forsyth), 26 (Mecklenburg), and 29 (Henderson, McDowell, Polk, 
Rutherford, and Transylvania). Adopts Senate version providing that Governor appoints new judges. Requires 
that Governor make appointments no later than June 30, 1999. 

Additional superior court judge. New provision adds an additional superior court judgeship in judicial district 
20B (Stanly and Union Counties). Authorizes Governor to make appointment. Provides that successor to the 
appointed judge will be elected in the 2000 general election to serve the remainder of an unexpired term expiring 
Dec. 31, 2006. 

Study reorganization of supenor court divisions and implementation of circuit court pilots. New provision 
requests that Chief Justice convene a task force of district and superior court judges to study title subject. Task 
force may recommend reorganization and expansion of superior court division into no fewer than eight but no 
more than twelve judicial divisions in a manner that does not divide any existing judicial districts. Task force also 
may recommend pilot programs in up to three of the new judicial divisions for implementation and operation of 
circuit courts as proposed by the Comm'n for the Future of Justice and the Courts in NC. Requires that AOC 
report to the General Assembly by March 1, 1999, on the results of its study. Provides framework for report. 

Evaluation of correctional programs. Not in controversy. 

Establish pilot program of settlement procedures in district court actions involving family issues. Adopts 
House version, with following changes. Deletes requirement that members of Dispute Resolution Comm'n 
appointed by Governor, Speaker of the House, and Senate President Pro Tem. not be attorneys. Amends GS 
7A-38.2(c) (comm'n composition and terms) to provide that comm'n members as of Sept. 30, 1998 will serve the 
remainder of their appointed terms, that members appointed to newly created slots effective Oct. 1, 1998, will 
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serve initial two year terms, and that, thereafter, members will serve three-year terms and may not serve more 
than two consecutive terms. Effective Oct. 1, 1999, amends GS 7A-38.2(c) to provide that one of the two 
practicing attorneys not certified as mediators and appointed by the president of the North Carolina State Bar 
must be a family law specialist. 

Additional assistant district attomeys. Compromise adds four new positions statewide. They are one each in 
prosecutorial districts 14 (Durham County) and 30 (Cherokee, Clay, Graham, Haywood, Jackson, Macon, and 
Swain), and two in district 21 (Forsyth). In previous versions, House had added one in districts 21 and 28 
(Buncombe) and Senate had added one in district 30. 

Additional investigatorial assistants. Adopts House provision. 

Add special supenor court judge/ clarify terms of existing special supenor court judges. Adopts House 
provision. 

Reports on vacant positions. Adopts House provision except requires that agencies’ report regarding 
vacancies be submitted by Feb. 1 of each year (was, by May 1 and Dec. 1 of each year). 

Project Challenge report. Adopts House provision except requires that AOC allocate $100,000 (was, 
$200,000) to support Project Challenge. 

Reconform the mileage reimbursement for out-of-state witnesses to that received by in-state witnesses and 
state employees. Adopts House provision. 

Computer replacement funds. Substantially similar to House provision. Permits Judicial Dep't to spend such 
funds on purchase of additional hardware or software necessary to complete upgrade of the mainframe computer 
system. Replaces quarterly reporting about spending with requirement that Judicial Dep't report to legislative 
committee chairs before spending funds for these purposes. 

Increase compensation for emergency judges. New provision amends GS 7A-52(b) to increase compensation 
for emergency district and superior court judges from $200 to $300 per day.

Modification of funding formula for the NC State-County Criminal Justice Partnership Act. Not in controversy. 

Progress report/performance audit of DAPP. Not in controversy. 

Funding of prison road squads. Not in controversy. 

Inmate costs. Not in controversy. 

Title VII funds/report. Not in controversy. 


Direct Criminal Justice Education and Training Standards Comm'n to revise hiring and record-keeping 
procedures for employees of DOC. Not in controversy. Changes due date for report to Nov. 15, 1998. 

Federal grant matching funds. Not in controversy. 

Substance abuse funds. Incorporates features of both House and Senate versions. Adopts Senate version of 
language concerning non-reversion of funds allocated to Cherry Hospital's DART/ DW aftercare program. Adopts 
House version permitting DOC to use up to $319,715 in fiscal 1998-99 for DART/DW aftercare. Adopts 
language in Senate version about use of $125,000 in reverting funds for identifying program and management 
information, and $100,000 for purchasing hardware and software to implement inmate tracking and program 
evaluation system for the Substance Abuse Program. Adopts language in Senate version permitting DOC to 
spend any remaining reverting funds on the Substance Abuse Program. Adopts language in House version about 
DOC reporting to relevant legislative committees. 


Post-Release Supervision and Parole Comm'n/Report on staffing reorganization and reduction. Adopts House 
version. 


Private pnson contracts. Not in controversy. 

Study special education obligations of DOC. Adopts House version, with addition of Joint Legislative 
Corrections and Crime Control Oversight Committee to group studying this issue. 

Additional prison beds/ provide that a sentence of life imprisonment without parole shall be imposed for a 
second or subsequent conviction of a class B1 felony if there are no mitigating circumstances and the victim is 
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thirteen years of age or younger/ enhance the punishment imposed for injuring a pregnant woman in the 
commission of a felony, or act of domestic violence, causing a miscarnage or stillbirth/ increase the penalty for 
cruelty to animals and prohibit greyhound racing in North Carolina/ increase or establish criminal and civil 
penalties for the offenses of selling drugs to a minor, hiring or intentionally using a minor to commit a drug law 
violation, and purchasing or receiving drugs from a minor/ clanfy a landlord's obligation to install smoke detectors, 
require a tenant to notify a landlord in writing if a smoke detector needs to be replaced or repaired, impose a civil 
penalty if a landlord fails to provide, install, replace, or repair a smoke detector in a residential dwelling, and 
impose a civil penalty if a tenant interferes or makes inoperative a smoke detector in a residential rental dwelling. 
Adopts new GS 15A-1340.16B (life imprisonment without parole for a second or subsequent conviction of a 
Class B1 felony) as included in both Senate and House versions. Adopts new GS 14-18.2 (injury to pregnant 
woman) as included in both Senate and House versions. Deletes House provision of a new GS 20-141.6 (injury 
to pregnant woman by vehicle). Adopts amendment of GS 14-360 (cruelty to animals) that does not appear in 
either version. Substitutes term "intentionally" for "willfully" in defining offense. Deletes definition of “animal” from 
statute. Adds new Class | felony animal cruelty offense for when a person shall "maliciously torture, mutilate, 
maim, cruelly beat, disfigure, poison, or kill, or cause or procure to be tortured, mutilated, maimed, cruelly 
beaten, disfigured, poisoned, or killed, any animal." Exempts cockfighting from this increased penalty. Defines 
"torture," "torment,", and "cruelly" for purposes of the revised statute. Exempts from the offense the lawful taking 
of animals under the jurisdiction and regulation of the Wildlife Resources Comm'n, lawful biomedical research or 
training for the purposes of production of livestock or poultry, lawful veterinary activities, and the lawful 
destruction of animals for purposes of protecting the public, other animals, property, or the public health. Adopts 
new GS 14-309.20 (prohibition of greyhound racing) from Senate version. Adopts from House version provisions 
for increasing or establishing criminal and civil penalties for the offenses of selling drugs to a minor, hiring or 
intentionally using a minor to commit a drug law violation, and purchasing or receiving drugs from a minor. One 
change to this section is making violation of GS 90-95.7 (participating in a drug violation by a minor) a Class G 
felony (was a Class F felony in the House version). Adopts provisions about landlords, tenants, and smoke 
detectors from Senate version, with slight modification. Modifies GS 42-44 provisions for remedies and penalties 
to provide that when a smoke detector is disabled or damaged, other than through actions of the landlord, the 
landlord's agents, or acts of God, the tenant shall reimburse the landlord the reasonable and actual cost for 
repairing or replacing the smoke detector (was, reimburse the landlord $10 in the Senate version). Makes all of 
these new offenses effective Jan. 1, 1999, and applicable to offenses committed on or after that date. 

Disclosure of conviction of certain cnmes not required in sale or lease of real property. Adopts House 
provision with the following change. Provides that in a real property sale it is not a material fact that a person 
who occupies or occupied the property was a person convicted of any crime for which registration is required by 
GS Ch. 14, Art. 27A or that such a person resides near the property (was, a person convicted of any crime). 

Use of federal prison construction grant funds. Substance not in controversy. Makes reporting date Nov. 1, 
1998. 

Increase penalty for domestic criminal trespass if the trespass is committed upon property operated as a safe 
house for victims of domestic violence and the person trespassing is armed with a deadly weapon. Adopts House 
version. Makes section effective Jan. 1, 1999, and applicable to offenses committed on or after that date (was, 
Dec. 1, 1998). 


Require inmate road squads in Davidson County to wear uniforms identifying them as inmates. Adopts House 
provision. 

Convert IMPACT to residential program. Amends various statutes in GS Ch. 15A to provide that IMPACT is a 
residential treatment program within the meaning of GS 15A-1340.11(8). As newly defined, IMPACT is a 
probation program, but is not imprisonment qualifying as a special probation option under GS 15A-1343.1. 
IMPACT remains an "intermediate punishment" under structured sentencing. 

Abolish execution by lethal gas and provide that a person convicted of a criminal offense who is sentenced to 
death shall be executed by the administration of lethal drugs. Adopts House provision. 

Prohibit escape from private correctional facilities/ proposed standards for private prisons for out-of-state 
inmates/ clarify moratorium on private prisons for out-of-state inmates. Adopts House provision except makes 
escape offense a Class H felony (was, Class | felony). 

Women at Risk funds. Deletes House provision. 

Establish pilot programs in Alamance and Union Counties to determine the cost-effectiveness of placing all 
inmates on work release. Adopts House provision. Adds Union County as a pilot site for this program.

Salary equity for SBI law enforcement. Adopts House provision.

superior court added to the board would be appointed based on the recommendation of their conferences or 
associations. 


Study fee adjustment for criminal records checks. Not in controversy. 

Study reciprocity of concealed handgun permits. Not in controversy. 

Use of seized and forfeited property transferred to state law enforcement agencies by the federal goverment 
and to expand the nuisance abatement team. Substantially similar to House provision, except that it permits the 
Dep't of Crime Control and Public Safety to use no more than $57,959 of forfeiture funds to provide the required 
25% match for a grant awarded by the Governor's Crime Comm'n to expand ALE's Nuisance Abatement Team. 
Requires that positions created with grant funds must terminate at the end of the grant period. Makes explicit that 
this law does not prohibit NC law enforcement agencies from receiving forfeiture funds from the US Dep't of 
Justice pursuant to 19 USC 1616a.

Establish public settlement reserve fund/ attorney general report of state settlements and court orders. 
Substantially similar to House provision. Creates settlement reserve fund as new GS 143-16.5, rather than GS 


143-16.4. Makes provision applicable to settlement agreements or final orders or judgments of the court entered 
into on or after Nov. 15, 1998. 


SBI funds/ spending pnonties. Adopts House provision.

Activation of National Guard for Special Olympics. Not in controversy. 

Study Tatheel Challenge program. Substantially adopts House version. Limits funds available for consultant 
to $25,000. Adds criteria for selecting consultant from Senate version. Requires report by April 1, 1999. 

Victims Assistance Network report. Adopts Senate version. Changes reporting date to Dec. 1, 1998. 

Highway Patrol salaries. Adopts Senate provision. 

Create the Crime Victims' Rights Act/ assist victims of domestic violence/ allow the enforcement of orders for 
restitution in cnminal cases in the same manner as civil judgments/ create an exception to the statutory 
exemptions for execution of restitution judgments/ change the order of prionty for disbursement of funds in 
criminal cases/ make changes to the crime victims compensation act/ eliminate the review of sentences of life 
impnsonment without parole.

PART XXVIB. DEPARTMENT OF INSURANCE 

Insurance law changes. (1) Amends GS 58-7-50(d) to authorize Comm'r of Insurance (Comm'’r) to permit 
domestic insurers to maintain certain records or assets outside NC. (2) Adds new GS 58-2-134 requiring insurers 
to reimburse State Treasurer for actual expenses incurred by Dep't of Insurance in examinations under 
examination law when (a) examination is of records kept outside NC, (b) insurer requests examination, or (c) 
Comm’r examines insurer that is impaired or insolvent or unlikely to be able to meet obligations with respect to 
known or anticipated claims. Limits amount paid by insurer to $100,000 unless Comm'r and insurer agree on 
higher amount. Directs Treasurer to deposit moneys received pursuant to this section in Insurance Regulatory 
Fund. (3) Amends GS 58-7-16(f) to allow Comm’r, when determining minimum valuation reserves to be 
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maintained by insurers issuing funding agreements, to use any relevant actuarial guideline, regulation, 
interpretation, or paper published by Society of Actuaries or American Academy of Actuaries. (4) Amends GS 58- 
2-131(d) to extend from three years to five years the time in which Comm'r must conduct regular examination of 
insurers. (5) Amends GS 58-2-205 to permit Comm’r to adopt, amend, or repeal provisions of audit rules, in order 
to keep such rules current with NAIC model rule; and amends GS 150B-21.1 to permit adoption of temporary 
versions of such rules. (6) Rewrites GS 58-7-170(c) to limit to three percent of insurer's admitted assets the cost 
of investments made by insurer in mortgage loans authorized by GS 58-7-179 with any one person or in 
mortgage pass-through securities and derivatives of mortgage pass-through securities authorized by GS 58-7- 
173(1), (2), (8), or (17) and backed by a single collateral package. Prohibits insurer from investing in additional 
such loans, securities, and derivatives without Comm'rs consent if admitted value of all such investments 
exceeds aggregate of 60 percent of admitted assets of insurer. Within 60 percent aggregate, prohibits admitted 
value of all mortgage pass-through securities and derivatives of such securities permitted by GS 58-7-173(17) 
from exceeding 35 percent of insurer's admitted assets; and prohibits admitted assets of other mortgage loans 
permitted by GS 58-7-179 from exceeding 40 percent of admitted assets. Directs insurers with mortgage 
investments above limits to submit to Comm’r, by Jan. 31,1999, plan for compliance by Jan. 1, 2004.

Directs 
Committee to study requirement of payment by DOT for certain nonbetterment costs under GS 136-27.1 and 
report to General Assembly by Dec. 31, 1999. (This provision replaces amendment to GS 136-27.1 in House 
version.) 

Blue Ribbon Transportation Finance Study Commission. Adopts House provision, with these changes: (1) 
reduces size of Comm'n from 18 to 15, by deleting one House and one Senate member and by deleting ex-

Adds GS 105-151.28 to allow a new credit against individual income tax 
equal to 15% of premium costs paid during taxable year on qualified long-term care insurance, not to exceed 
$350 for each such contract. New credit is effective for tax years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1999, and expires 
Jan. 1, 2004. Prohibits double benefits. Credit is not available to estates and trusts. Directs Legislative Research 
Comm'n to study effectiveness of the credit. 

Insurance regulatory charge. Sets insurance regulatory charge for calendar year 1998 at 6%. Amends GS 
58-6-25(a) to provide that any tax credits allowed under GS Ch. 105 (other than tax payments made by or on 
behalf of the taxpayer) must be disregarded in determine insurance company’s premium tax liability. 

Public utility regulatory fee. Sets public utility regulatory fee at .09% of NC jurisdiction revenues earned 
during quarters beginning on or after July 1, 1998.

78A-28 to set filing fee for securities registration statement at $2,000 (now, $100 plus .01% of maximum 
aggregate offering price with $1,500 ceiling). Authorizes fee for a fairness hearing of not less than $300 nor more 
than $5,000. Sets fee for certifying a document at $10 (now, $6.25). Fee changes effective Jan. 1, 1999. 
Increase autopsy fee. Effective Jan. 1, 1999, amends GS 130A-389 to increase autopsy fee to $1,000 (now, 
$400). 

Water quality fees. Adds GS 143-215.3D to establish a detailed fee schedule for water quality permits. 
Amends GS 143-215.10G to increase annual permit fees of animal operations to $150 for systems with design 
Capacity between 100,000 and 800,000 pounds (now, $100) and $300 for systems with design capacity of 
800,000 pounds or more (now, $200). Amends GS 90A-42 to make small increases in certification fees for water 
pollution control system operators. Effective Jan. 1, 1999. 

Increase facilities fees in the General Court of Justice. Increases facilities fees as follows: (1) in criminal 
cases, $12 in district court and before magistrate (now, $6) and $30 in superior court (now, $24); (2) in civil 
actions, $12 before magistrate (now, $6) and $16 in district and superior court (now, $10); (3) in special 
proceedings, $10 (now, $4); (4) in administration of estates and trusts, $10 (now, $4).

H 1023. LIMIT PRETRIAL RELEASE. Intro. 4/21/97. Conference report makes the following changes to 4th 
edition to reconcile matters in controversy. Deletes all of the substantive provisions in 4th edition except 
enactment of new GS 7A-109.2 (records of disposition in criminal cases) and replaces them with a provision 
amending GS 15A-533 to limit pretrial release of persons arrested for drug trafficking. New GS 15A-533(d) 
establishes a rebuttable presumption that no condition of pretrial release will reasonably assure the appearance 
of a criminal defendant and the safety of the community if a judicial official finds that there is reasonable cause 
to believe that the person committed an offense involving trafficking in a controlled substance, that the drug 
trafficking offense was committed while the person was on pretrial release for another offense, that the person 
has previously been convicted of a Class A through E felony of an offense involving trafficking in a controlled 
substance, and that less than 5 years have elapsed since the person’s conviction or release from prison for the 
offense, whichever is later. Defendant may be released only by a district or superior court judge upon a finding 
that there is a reasonable assurance that the defendant will appear and that release does not pose an 
unreasonable risk of harm to the community. Makes act effective Jan. 1, 1999; applies to offenses committed on 
or after that date and to records compiled on or after effective date. 


H 1499. SPEAKER'S APPOINTMENTS-2. Intro. 5/26/98. House committee substitute makes the following 
changes to 1st edition. Replaces blank appropriations bill with AN ACT TO APPOINT PERSONS TO PUBLIC 
OFFICE UPON THE RECOMMENDATION OF THE SPEAKER OF THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES. 
Identical to provisions of House committee substitute for S 169 and Part Ill of Senate committee substitute for S 
1428, both of which are summarized in the Daily Bulletin for 10/27/98.

ADJOURNMENT OF THE 1997-98 REGULAR SESSION 


The 1997-98 Regular Session of the General Assembly adjourned sine die at 2:30 pm (2:49 pm actual 
time) on Thursday, October 29, 1998. The Regular Session of the 1999-2000 General Assembly will convene at 
12:00 noon on Wednesday, January 27, 1999. 

North Carolina’s Constitution provides that the Governor has 30 days from the date of the General 
Assembly’s sine die adjournment (until Nov. 28, 1998) within which to approve or veto ratified public bills that 
have been presented within the 10 days preceding the legislature’s adjournment. If the Governor fails to approve 
or veto a ratified public bill within 30 days following adjoumment, the legislation becomes law without the 
Governor's approval. If the Governor vetoes a bill following the General Assembly’s adjournment, the Governor 
must reconvene the General Assembly, for the sole purpose of reconsidering the vetoed bill, within 40 days of 
adjournment (unless the Governor receives written requests signed by a majority of the members of each 
chamber stating that a reconvened session is not necessary). 

Although the 1998 legislative session has adjourned, the Institute of Government’s Legislative Reporting 
Service will publish the Daily Bulletin again on Friday, November 6, 1998, and weekly SIE Sai al Fall ed
